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PREFACE. 



THAT plrticlilar infltiencfc whicli ireqiientty 
fways the human mind, and has been, in 
hiodern times, generally diftinguiftied by thfe 
well-known phrafe, popular opinion, has, pro- 
bably, proved a greater impediment to hiiiorical 
truth than even that venerable fcepticifm whicli 
attends antiquity, and involves, in Jo pkajing a 
doubt and objcurity, the events of ages long fmcC 
paft. 

The birth dnd nitttufe of this monfter in lite- 
fature has fo roufed and encouraged the labours 
both of calumny and panegyric, that it is ft matter 
of fome difficulty to decide which has been the 
faioft ingenious, fpirited and indefatigable. The 
tnore exalted the rank, and meritorious the fer- 
Vice of any particular perfonage, the greater 

' extent docs he furnifh for thofe lilts in which 
the tournament is to be held for the eltablifhment 
or deftruiftion of his pofthumous reputation- 

The event of this conteft might be expetfled to 
produce truth, but this is not invariably the cafet 
and it has become a very grievous talk to fu- 
perfede thofe decrees which, however unjuft they 
may be, the authors of them endeavour to pro- 
pagate as fixt and immutable, at the fame time 
they wifti to imprefs the idea, and, indeed, uni-

\m PREFACE. 

It probably would be, in feme refpcifis. a wife 
and wholefome a(5t of literary legiflature, were it 
^prcfly to forbid, under pain of being everlait- 
ingly configned to moths and book-worms, any 
promulgation of opinion as to individual merits 
or delinquency, till time had mellowed theafpe- 
rity of prejudice, as well as cooled the warmth 
of partiality arid private friendfhip ; for it is a, 
certain and ferious truth, that among the worft 
means ofattaining a true knowledge of .a man's 
charader, are the accounts written of him during 
bis life, or foon after his deceafe. On the other 
hand, to the riik of alTerting what never exifted, 
by placing an implicit confidence in reports or 
opinions which time has eftabliflied as truths, 
we may add the danger of omitting many im- 
portant fafls which really did happen. Thefe 
iare perpetually occurring, and prefenting them- 
fclves to us in thofe inmoft recefles. of. private 
life which biography delights fo much in ex- 
ploring; fo that it may, with tolerable propriety, 
be compared to a painting on which freih touches 
are daily beftowed, as tney appear neceffary to 
theconnoiffeur, or ftrike the fancy of the artift, 
who fcarcely ever knows how to fay, with fatif- 
fa<fl:ion tobimfelf, that his labours are fully com- 
pleated. 

After this fhort apology for any omiffiohs or 
inaccuracies that may be difcovered in thecourfe 
of the following fhcets, it is ncceflary to acquaint 
the reader with fome peculiar difficulties under 
which this work labours, in order to refcue its 
author from an imputation of neglcft, which,, 
without a knowledge of thofe circumftances, he 
might, perhaps, be charged with. 

Among thofe who have attained the rank of 

;MvaI commanders fmce the refloration,^ the 

period 
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period when onr hiftory commences, there ar« 
many of whom it has been utterly impoflibic to 
colle<5t any particulars or account, except a mere 
lift of their fcveral appointments and promotions j 
nor will this be wondered at by the reader, when 
he is informed that, in the twenty-eight years 
which intervened between the reftoratlon and 
revolution, we find a greater number of perfons 
adding as commanders in the navy, than in the 
fixty years that followed the abdication of James 
the Second. 

This circumdance which, till explained, may 
appear fingular to fome, is eafily accounted for. 
£.very perlon intrufted with the comtnand of a 
veftel, however fmall and inlignihcant it mi^t 
be, immediately ranked as a comniander or 
captain ; and there does not appear [o have been 
any material diftin<5tion previous to the revolu- 
tion between the captain of a firft rate and the 
moft inconsiderable floop in the royal navy. 
There was not, at this time, any fixt eftablifh- 
ment of rank, fo that we have frequent inftancei 
of commanders who, after having adted as admi- 
rals with the higheft reputation, returned, wtth^ 
out difgrace, to the rank of private captains i and 
of captains, who having ferved many years in 
that ftation, did not think it at all derogatory to 
their charaders to become again lieutenants. 

Promotions and alterations of command were> 
at that time, when compared with the prefcnt 
tifage, almoft incredibly rapid, fo that thofe com- 
mi^ons which have, in a variety of inftances, 
entitled perfons to a place in the following very 
honourable lift, have, perhaps, been enjoyed for 
a few days only. Every officer who was ap^ 
pointed what is now denominated ** t^ing" <v, 
to fpeak intelligibly to perfons not acquainted 
9 wiUi 
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I^ith't'hetieclinical terms ef the fervicc, a tempd-' 
Inry CommaBder, is is ftiil frequently t^ ca.fe^ 
parttcultrly afief an adiiont k given as aBadual 
qnpima i and it has not -been pc^Hble Co dtf- 
criitun»te ^ure from the etfacf fMrevious to th£ 
tevoUitirtn. 

' AnecAaiies of the public fervice of officers can- 
BOt be CJ^<Swi in time of profound peace. 
Thisjis.-apothor circumftanCe that abridges the 
Hve» of a -multitude to the fimple enumeration 
and reciral of their feveral commandsj all which 
weuid have been inferted merely as notes had it 
been paflibk to. have done it uniformly, without 
tihe gretfeft inconvenience and intexruption to 
t^ Itves of thofe, whofe good fortune, length of 
fervice,«od g^ktv r^ has enabled us to render the 
•ccoum of them more interefting. 
. :A«s it is 'not the fortune of every man to have 
l]iat opportunity of diftinguifhinghimfelf, which 
is-nwe&ry-to the acquifition of high renown^ 
there have been feveral commanders who have 
tttaincd the moft elevated rank in the fervicc, 
and with thegreateft intrinlic honour, without 
acquiring that fame which has indelibly eftab- 
lifhed-the eharaders of others ; yet are thefemca 
Ii9t<fl tittle lefs entitled to the thanks and ap- 

fi\a.»(e<A their countrymen. But, as in civil 
ife, iioiKHir and troops of friends ufually attend 
pralperity, while thofe who experience the frowns 
of fpttunf almoft as generally live negledtcd and 
dipAinUnfvented and difregarded, fo have hifto- 
ritns and biographers been lavifh of their praifes 
of thoie who, in the public pi<3ure, ftand for- 
wardeft of the group, while they are almoft totally 
fiioptabouc the reA, whom chance only has, in- 
cbtcd, tbrownitito the background, perhaps with 
6 equal 
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equal merit, theugh ^vith lefs advantages than tiw 
knoft prominent and diltinguilhable. 

■Let not, this temark be underAbod as the 
fmalleft diepreciation of thofc truly valbaMa 
charatfters which all perfons arcacquainted-Witb, 
becaufe general and defcrved applaufe has placed 
theiTi-high.jn the public notice, but as an humble 
reproof to that ingratitude which^has difrcgardol 
thofe, who have the merit of producing to us the 
motl rigid, and unremitting-attention to the dutibv 
of their ftation, and whofe prudence,' and;genetiirt 
condu»5t calumny iifelfhasneverdared to arraign. 

Thia partiality has, however^ provoda grsndin- 
convenience and impediment tothearningemeu 
bf a complete and proper fyftem of naval biogra* 
phy. The lives of feme are unavoidably-extended; 
though not tea greater length than their meriH 
really deferve. This alfo may tend jo throw thtAt 
Icfs celebrated colemporaries into obfcurity.'antt 
induce, from the unavoidable ihortnefs of theif 
biemoirSj, the paltry reflexion, that little tnoft 
have been the meirit of that man of whom fo-UtttC 
is known. This inconvenience rclalee : princi- 
pally indeed, to thofe who lived at the peridd 
tiioti remote from the prefent, and which gnaiu-i 
allydiminilhes as they progrcflively advance ta 
the prefcnt time. i 

To fupply fuch deficiency as far as nay be, to 
refcue the charaders of an incredible number of 
brave men from a ftate almoll df oblivion, and 
to expofe alfo thole ihameful attacks of partimi- 
lar party writers, whofe defamation and calunmy 
have, in fome inftances, hitherto proved toofuc- 
cefsful in the world, is the humble intention of 
the following work. As its credit muft reft 
merely on its authenticity^ while truth is. pre- 
ferved, th£re can be little room for cenfure^ancl 

ftiU 
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ftill lefs do Wc cxpeifl praife, on any other ground 
than that of induftry. The fadts contained in it 
have 'been felcfted, with much care, from the 
beft hiftories and accounts that have hitherto 
been publifhed; and where thefe. as has been too 
frequently the cafe, have proved infufficicnt, the 
deficiency has been fupplied, with all poflible 
afliduity, from the public repofitories and records, 
and the numerous manufcripts of private families 
vho have, from time to tirne^ been conneifled 
with the navy. 

It is on this occafion necelTary that the public 
fliould be informed, to wbom they are principally 
indebted for fuch information and amufement as, 
it is hoped, they may derive from the perufa! of 
the following pages. Without this afliftance it 
would have been impoffible to have extended 
the memoirs, in any confiderable degree, farther 
than the general notice which has already been 
taken, by hiftorians, of certain great charafters, 
amounting, to fpeak numerically, to about thirty 
in the whole. 

TheBritifti Mufeum, and the College of Arms, 
claim, as public bodies, our tirlt thanks; the for- 
mer, as a repofltory to which the munificence and 
liberality of the nation affords admittance to us 
in common with the reft of our fellow-citizens, 
and the latter, to which we owfc our admiffion to 
the private friendlhip and politenefs of its indi- 
vidual members.

We need only fay of thetn, that 
they relate not only to the puijlic conduA, but 
the private hiftory alfo of the principal number 
of thofe charaders who have contributed, under 
dilferent fovereigns, to defend and aggrandize 
their native country. We have alfo particular 
obligations to Edmund Lodge, Efq. Lancafter 
herald, for the very great politenefs with which 
he has alTifted our researches among the valuable 
archives of his fociety. 

On the proper arrangement of thefe ma- 
terials the public will have to decide ; and ai we 
are not confcious of any polTible endeavour 
having been fpared in colIe<5t:ing, or attention ia 
digefting them, we ftiall fubmit« with patience, 
to the candour and fentcnce of the critic, think- 
ing the labour amply repaid. If a fingle perfon 
only fhalt be refcued from oblivion, or faved 
from the envious attacks of malice ahd detrac- 
tion. 
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INTRODUCTION, 



THERE is a certain predilefHon for partif 
cular purfuits which* appears implanted, hj 
rroyidencc, in our natures, todiftinguifh narionS 
from each other. This prcdiledtion feems, in 
fome inftanccs, the effedt of whim ^nd caprice, 
in others of unavoidable neceffity. Th«t parti- 
cular fyftem of defence which ftU focietics or 
bodie? of people have been compelled to adopt 
for their prqtciltion againft thp attacks of their 
reftlefs and more ppwerful neighbours, is inti- 
inately connefted with the purfuit^ alluded to. 

The rude uncultivated face of ancient Scythia, 
incapable, perhaps, of being fertilized by cuf- 
tufe, firft induced that wandering habit which 
diftinguilhed its inhabitants from thofe of any 
other part of the world, and cuftom has convertccl 
it into a fecond nature in their modern defcend- 
ants, the Tartars. Their military force has, 
everfincc their cftablifhment as a nation, becri 
ftriiSly confbrmable to their civil polity, and 
that mode of life, the neceflity juft mentioned 
compeUed them to adopt. Confifting entirely of 
cavalry, and inured to ■ conftant fatigue, the 
motions of their armies are incredibly rapid, and 
they traverfc, with the utmoft cafe, thofe dcfcrts 
which, to a people lefs alert than fhemfelves, 
Vpuld bf ott?rly ipipaflable, - 
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The liberty they now enjoy, and the fuccefi 
■with which they have defended it for fuch 
a feries of ages againft the Jealoufy and the 
attacks of the moft powerful empires in the 
univcrfe, added to that icrrour which the very 
apprehenfion of their inroads has, at different 
times, created in thofe empires themfetves, all 
contribute to prove the wifdom of that policy 
which firft fuggeftcd the meafure, and has pre-^ 
' ferved- them in all the national happtnefs they 
are capable of enjoying, by preventing a fervile 
compliance with thofe more improved fyftems 
of war and difcipline which have been conllantly 
advancing in, what are called, the more civilifed 
nations. 

The heavy infantry of the Germans was no lefs 
politically adapted to the face of their country 
and the forefts and moralfcs with which it 
abounded. The progreflive civilization and 
culture which have, in latter days, induced the 
more enlarged ufe of cavalry,and troops fomewhat 
lighter armed, is an additional proof how fooii 
national prejudice, and attachment to ancient 
cuftoms, wdl give way to true policy and 
prudence. , 

Political or ambitious reafons may, indeed, aj; 
fome particular period, perfuade natioiu to forged 
as it were in fpite of themfelves, that fyftem of 
defence which cuftom and prudence nave, in 
earlier times, induced them to adopt ; fo that' 
military eftablifhments have fuddenly been con- 
verted into a navy : and ftaies, almoft unknown 
in the maritime world, have covered the ocean 
with "their fleets, as it were by enchantment. On 
the other hand, dates, which firft raifed them- 
felves into confequence by attention to their 
marine, have fmce appeared to haye ungratCT 
fully forgotten the means by which they rofe, ajid 
dwind- 
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dwindling almoft into their original obfcurity, 
endeavour to maintain a fliattered political 
exiftence by a violence to prudencCj policy and 
fecond nature. 

There are three national objeda which rentier 
eflentially necelTary the maintenance of a proper 
iiaval power to fupport them — commerce, colo- 
nial territory, and the actual defence of the ftate 
kfelf. The firft originating in the genius of the 
people, the fecond probably in accident, and the 
laft derived from local fituation. To enable us 
to conceive, with greater clearnefs, how each of 
thefe are more immediately connefted with the 
exiftence of a naval power, it will be proper to 
take a Ihort review of the origin and progrcfs of 
the different maritime ftates of Europe; and we 
fliall thence be able to judge, in what inftance the 
firft eftablifhment of fuch a power has feparately 
arifen from the neceflities of the ftate, the incli- 
nation of the people, the ficklenefs or ambition 
of the prince. 

When that part of Europe, at prefent known 
by the name of the United Provinces, firft fevered 
ttfelf from the dominion of Spain to which it had 
been long fubjedl, its infignificance, in point of 
territorial extent, rendered it neceflary for the 
people to turn their thoughts to fome purfuit 
which might raife them into confequence and 
refpe^ft. Their numbers, and their fituation, 
were infuperable objections to their ever being 
able to accomplifh more, as a military ftate, than 
their own defence from the attacks of the various 
potentates who furrounded them. The fame 
objedion operated againftextenfive colonization. 
Commerce, the only alternative left them, was 
rendered, by the luxury and different purfuits of 
other nations, the moft certain road to independ-

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^nce, as well as to the power of 'maintaining' H, 
Intimately as the two objeds muft ever be con- 
netSed with each other, more particularly in all 
infant governments, it cannot be a matter of fur- 
prife that the navy of their ftale grew in the fame 
proportion with that of their merchants, till, by 
unwearied ainduity,they exhibited to the world the 
phenomenon of a people emerging fuddenly, 2a 
It were from the deep, and alTuming a wonderful 
Confequence in the political balance of Europe. 

The novelty of the fight drew upon them 9 
variety of contcfVs, which, ending to tljeir advau-i 
Cage, tended to ilirengthen and augment their 
power, till their enemies, weary of fruitlefs war-, 
fere, were content, at laft, to receive, as friends, 
thofe whom they found themfelves incapable of 
fiibje£ling to the condition of their flaves. 

To this neceility was Louis the Fourteenth 
reduced, after die expenditure of feveralmiUions 
of his trcafure, and the livet of many thoufands of 
his fubjcdls. The naval power of France, which, 
■was firft raifed into confequence under the au- 
dioes of that monarch, originated merely in hir 
©wn ambitious projeiSs. Europe with aftoniftl- 
Unen beheld a great and powerful people, who had, 
till then, contemned every purfuit but military 
glory, transforming themfelves, in fpite of their 
natural inclination, into feamen, merely to pleafe- 
the feijcy, and gratify the pride of their fovereign, 
Nothing is impoHible to wealth and afTiduity* . 
- France quickly raifed herfelf from the utmoft ob- 
fcurity as a naval potentate, fo that, at the end of 
twenty ywrs, Ihe felt herfelf in a condition to 
brave t^e attacks of the two greateft maritime 
S\at€s in the univerfe> England, and the United. 
Provinces. 

The 
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The caufe which firft gave birth tp this capri- 
cious alteration in their national fyftem of de- 
fence has been already ftated ; and the very inade- 
quate advantages the t'rench have derived from 
it, in proportion to the expcnce of trcafure they 
have expended, as well as other inconveniences 
in which this purfuit has, at different periods. 
involved ihem, fufficiently prove the impolicy of 
the change. 

Their local fituation demanded it not : their 
anincnce and power, as a great and warlike 
n^ion, Sufficiently fecured them from every reflr- 
Icft attack meditated either by the Spaniards or 
the Germans, the only two countries with which a 
quarrel could arife, except on fuch grounds aa 
muit be either ridiculous or wicked, Colonie* 
they had none ; or, confidering them at thehigheit, 
they were of too little confequence to render the 
equipment of a marine, on their account, necef-* 
fary or prudent. Louis had unhappily framed, in 
his mind, a vifionary fyflem of conqucft which 
was to be effected, if poflible, and rather than not; 
fo, by the worft means. But his romantic 
fcheme of aggrandization, founded on falfe prin- 
ciples of glory, experienced the fate which rarely 
iatls to attend ambitious vanity. 

Treacherous even to thofe allies for whofc aid 
the fleer was pretended to be firll raifed, it felt 
into difrcpute ; and foon afterwards, when prin-» 
cipal in its own quarrel, almoft into contempts 
I^feated fquadrons were compelled to feek fafety 
in their harbours ; and fometimes to impofe, when 
attacked even by an inferior force, a voluntary 
deftruftionon themfelves, rather than oppofe 
the enemy they feared. It has lately been re- 
marked, by a very ingenious writer, that the fate, 
both of empires and of war, has ceafed to be de- 
a 2 cided 
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cided by naval contefts ever fince the battle of 
, 'A<Sium. This obfervation was probably found.- 
ed on the iitrlc effed produced by the dreadful 
confliifts during the wars between the two rival 
nations, England and Holland. It is per- 
fcdly juft with regard to the greater maritime 
powers : their attention, ever diredled to that 
■grand objeft, foon renders them capable of re- 
pairing misfortune by affiduity, and enables them 
again to face their foes almoft. before the firft 
e^ftacies of triumph have fubfided in the viftors. 
[ With France it has always been otherwife : 
when once difcomfited flie has, in fuUen filencci 
brooded over her defeat, while the triumphant 
Foe infiilted her very harbours. After the de- 
ftrudion of his fhips at La Hogue, the king of 
France, though with indefatigable pains he had 
reinforced his fleet by the fpecdy conftruiflion of 
fevetal vefl'els of the firft clafs, quietly fuffered 
bis ports to be bombarded, rather than attempt 
to deliver them from impending ruin by a 
fecond aftion. The vidory at Malaga, in the 
fucceeding war, clofed all the grand marine 
operations for the remainder of that cpnteft, 
the future exploits of France being committed to 
petty fquadrons, and coniined to attacks on con- 
voys.- The memorable defeat Ihe fuflained at 
Belleifle is too recent to render a recital of its 
confequences neceflary. The little advantage 
derived by the French nation from its marine 
appears as a punifliment, infliiSed by Provi- 
dence, for the frequent wanton ditturbance of 
the tranquillity of Europe. Since after all the 
ijnmenfe treafure that has been, in the courfe of 
the lift century, laviflied on this mode of defence, 
unnatural to the country and the genius of its 
inhabitants, it may fairly be aiTertcd, it has 
f . , _ " gained 
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gained no dominion, it has acquired no augi 
mentation of commerce, nor additional fecuriry 
to the country itfelf. In fhort, the fleet of France 
has never appeared as any thing but a mifchte- 
vous bauble in the hands of its monarch, incapa- 
ble of being converted to any other ufe than th^ 
torment and difturtiance of heighbouring ftates. ' 

No country in Europe has, perhaps, experi-' 
enced greater vicifTitudes of confequince and ob- 
fcurity in the maritime world than Spain : aft 
one time the apparent arbiter of the fate of 
nations; at another,- unequal to aconteft with th6 
moff petty Itatc in it. The difcovery of America 
laid open to her a mine of wealth, which, as it' 
excited the envy, of courfe fubjedtcd her to the- 
afiaults tof every country able and bold enough to 
contend with her. The profpeft of plunder- 
induced attack which feldom needs a better' 
excufe than the hopes of advantage. 

To preferve a treafure originally acquired by,' 
perhaps, not the moft honourable means in the- 
worid, it became neceffary to eftablilh a force 
capable of proreifting it ; and it quickly rofe to' 
■Ml h«ight capable, had it been properly con--" 
dutfled, of contending with the united naval' 
ftrength of all the reft of the world. This ar- 
pnament* being ruined, Spain abandoned all hftr- 
viitonary ideas of conqueiV, and contented her- 
felf with defending, and" with indifferent fucccfs,' 
thofe fleets of treafure Ihe annually received from 
bfr new acquifition. - i ■ 

The feuds and animofities, as' well as internal 
civil commotions, which were perpetually break- 
ing out between thofe nations, whoftfnAval power' 
would otherwife have enabled them to commit;

i 2 deprc- 
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depredations on them, lulled the Spaniards intci a 
fccurity and ncg7e(ft, which might have proved 
^tal to them. In the year 1694, when RuflTel 
SFas fent into the Mediterranean to alTiH; the 
Spaniards, and raife .the fiege of Barcelona^ 
their navy confifted of ten fliips only; fou^ 
of thefe were of the lipe of battle, the reft were 
of fmall forccj and fo rotten that they, would 
fcjircely endure the firing of their own gunSf 
^«t th? ill confequenccs that might have arifei^ 
' irom this torpidity were prevented by the clain*. 
of the duke of Anjou to their throne, whicfe atir. 
trafted the fupport of that formidable njivy 
which Lewis the Fourteenth had fo indefatigahlJT' 
laboured to raife. ■ > 

(Singular and paradoxical a^ it may appear,-. 
this difpute, which involve^ Spain at one 
s^ the, fanie time ii> a war both foreign ahd 
domeftic, (misfortuiws that generally tend ta 
weaken andimpoverilh, if riot utterly , ruin* a 
iMVtion) proved, in the end, the refufcication of 
i4S;p9w.er. Roufed from its lethargy, the go* 
yi^mrifnt, as foon as peace was re-eltablifhed* 
applied itfelf,parneftly to the revival of a navaj 
fpr-cci a force which, if it ha* been incompetent 
to-prociire vidtory and conqueft,- has, at leaft, had 
t^^ncgative fuccefs of placing the country in a 
tolerable ftate of fecurity from any fudden attack. 
OT depreditiofl, on its commerce. This, whjch.is. 
tW only rE^i'.benffit Spain can ever hope to reap 
from her navy, is a very fufficient, prudential, and 
peJit'Cftl r«a|<»Pi- ifhy it ftiould never be enlarged 
tieyond its j)re.fent extent. The face of the.' 
country,. e^^rfmelyadverfe to hoftile attack or 
impreiBpnj fijfhei^ntly fecures it from, foreiga 
;nvaflnn flf 1-hU truth England has,..alas ! pur- . 
chafed her experience ia-tfo, early part of this 
century, 
3 
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ecntaiy, although, at that time, eftablilbed 
. fniflrefs of the Teas, and Sf^in not pofTelTed of 
■any naval force to oppofe her. In addition to 
rhefe circumftances, fo favourable to conqucft, 
England had alfo the fupport of a very powerful 
internal party, to which was added a very formid- 
able and well-difciplined body of her own veteran 
troops, and yet (he failed. , 

The diftance of thofe colonies on which Spain 
placet her chief dependance, and vhofe vatutf 
Blight be expefted to attraift the avarice of other 
nations, has ever, hitherto, proved a fufficient' 
iecurity to them. But the certain proted^ioa 
from permxnent conqucft muft ever depend on 
the internal refotircc« of thofe colonies ihem- 
felvea, which are fo far diftant. The united 
maritime power which Europe, at thia inftant, 
pofTefTes, would not be fufficicnt to guard pof- 
feflions, fo difpei'fcd and cxtcnfive, from' the pof- 
iibility of infult or attack, by nation^ whofe 
t-ecritories arc more compact, and whofe ftrength' 
ihoutd even be inferior to them : but from all 
thofe, on a more enlarged fcife, defined for the 
atbfoluic reduction of the country, Spain may, 
probably, reft fecure ; as the profit of the fulleft 
Jiiccefi would fcarcely defray the expence of 
attack, and atone for the difficulty and rifk of 
attempting to hold, by the mere right of con- 
queft, a country of greater extent ' than moft 
European nations. 

The convoy of her treafure being the only grand 
obje<5t that Ihoutd attraft the attention of Spain; 
when this is provided for, no other political con- 
sideration ought to excite in her any alarm, or 
betray her into any expence. All attempts to 
Acquire greater coniequcnce, as a maritime flatc, 
a 4 have 
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have tiitherto proved unfuccefsful, as they are 
oppofed by the natural bent and genius of the 
people as well as the lituation of the country they 
inhabit.. 

The infignificance of Portugal, which obliges 
her to depend on the alliance of a foreign 
power for her prote»3:ion, renders it unneceflary to 
make any remark on the neceflity of her main- 
taining, or the folly of her difrcgarding a naval 
confequence. This, however, not always having- 
been her fituation, it will not, perhaps, be im- 
pertinent to obferve that we may trace in the fate 
of this nation the datum we firft wifticd to eftab- 
lilh. *' Thatthofe, on whom maritime power is 
not beftowed by nature, may, indeed, for a ftiort 
period, dazzle and amaze the world by a tranlient 
view which vanifbes almoft with the firfl glimpfe, 
but cannot imprcfs mankind with an idea of their 
real greatnefs. One refembles the regular and 
fplendid carriage of the perfonagc of real diftinc- 
tion and fortune, the other that of the proud up- 
ftart, whofe fall is ridiculed before even his ele- 
vation, and temporary magnificence is generally 
known," 

Thofe who are unacquainted with the hiftory 
of Europe during the fifteenth, and part of the 
fixtcenth centuries, certainly will be aftoniihed 
to learn, that, during that period, the confe-, 
quence of the Portuguefe, as a naval power, 
cclipfed that of every ftate in Europe, Spain 
excepted. I5u Perrier gives the following 
honourable accpunt of their difcoverics, and of 
the celebrated decifion of Pope Alexander the 
Sixth, of a difpute between Portugal and her 
firter kingdom, Spain, relative to the maritime 
right ofeach. , 

*t John, 
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" John, king of Portugal, predeceflbr to the. 
Emanuets, then reigned, and fiaufed the firft. 
difcoveries to be made in the ocean, wherefore 
Ehe Portuguefe thought themfelves privileged to- 
jbrbid the commerce of any other nations with 
thofe countries newly difcovered. After long 
conteCls both parties agreed to fubmit the difpute 
to the decifion of Pope Alexander the Sixth* 
each promiling to remain in peace till fuch time 
as judgement was palTed. The Pope, to decide 
this grand quarrel, publiihed a brief, by which^ 
he divided the world into two halves, drawing a 
line which palTed over the iflands of Cape de 
Verde, and from thence, proceeding for the fpace 
of 360 leagues weftward, penetrated the terra' 
firma of America, a little diftant from the rivet 
Maragnon, which was to be conlidered the boun- 
dary of the two rival powers, that is to, fay, that 
the Portuguefe (hould have, for their ftiare, alt 
that was comprifed within 1 80 degrees of longitude 
advancing to the eaji, and the Spaniards as many 
towards the weft." 

Such was the eafe and impartiality with which 
his holinefs partitioned out the world, and fuch 
the implicit obedience paid to his decree by thefe 
two powerful ftates, that they both declared ' 
themfelvcs perfectly fatisficd with the decifion! : 
■ Of the northern powers of Europe it is need- 
lefs to fay much. Sweden, Ruffia, and Denmark,' 
form, as'it were, a fpecies of ftate fociety indepen- 
dentofthe reft of the world ;theircommerce,which 
confifts principally of raw commodities the pro- 
duce of their countries, and which are common to 
all three, might be expedied to have been the fource 
of morefrequent differences than really haVe taken 
place between them. Their fituation with refpeiS 
to other maritime powers renders any difpute 
with 
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iprith diMfi highly- iriiprobable;, while their dift- 
0i€i and inhofpitable climate are a futiicient 
^(iintx te them from any fouthcrn enemy. The 
fJUTK re^foha t^iei^e aa a powerful inconvenience 
■9ftd bjir lb the firft commcncenicnt of any hofVi- 
Jitiea oo fibcir part ; £o thatthe only fervice they 
wili fiver probtbljr have of cafion to require from 
Rriavatlfoi'ce, i« the prOteS:ion of their commerce, 
and the feparate defence of each individual ftate 
ffbin the attacJt: of eithi^f of their two peigh- 
bWrt. ■" 

Tbefii nttiofit appear pcrfedly aware of the 
policy of maincalning fuch an e(!abliihmen|; 
only. For though each of them.potftfs, withii^ 
tbcinfelves, all the materials requHite to the for- 
natton of the pioft extenlivc marine force, aiit 
advaatag^ none of tbe fouthern powers can boaft> 
thef h»vt confined their equipments merely to 
die limits of their wants. They have not in- 
dulged that love of pageantry and parade which 
iaduccd I-.ouiB XIV. to become a warrior, and to 
lavilh fo much treafure, in doing a violence to na- 
trire.by endeavouring to create a maritime powe|: 
fttperidr to any of thofe ftates whofe fituation an4 
ncceffities peculiarly adapted theih to the acqui- 
Otion, and whom Providence appears ever to have 
^Vdured in the maintenance of it. 
.. Caftieig bur eye over the map of Europe, we 
inftantly comprehend thofe relative advantages 
which flow from the poffeillon of a naval fiarce j 
■we behold Pruffia, Hungary, Bohemia, Poli^nd 
and Germany, with other inferior kingdoms and 
flstes, ntany of which fcarccly poffcfs a port. 
Several of thofe who even do enjoy that advan- 
tage, have an intereft comparatively fo trivial in 
preferving a right of navigation, which, from its' 
mfignificance, is fo little likely to be combated by 
Other nations, that it would be as ridiculous in 

the 
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|hem to build 4 fiilgle (hip in fupporC of it, ai it 
(vould be for one of the Swifs Cantons to equip 
a navy for the fep ii|-ipy of commerct on fhe laM 
of Geneva. 

The infular fitaation of Britain might havt 
been naturally expeded to have pointed out ^ 
naval force, even to its aboriginal inhabitant*, ol 
die mofi certain protedionagainft thofe attacks to 
which continental ftatcs are more immediately 
liable. This advantage of (icuation appean, , 
however, to have been almoft totally negledtcn ■ 
in the earlier ages ; and the confequen«es were* 
of courfe, fetal both to the liberty and pofleiliom 
«f our forefathers. 

. The Romans, the Danes, the Saxons, the 
Normans, if they rendered not theftifelves abfo-t 
lure and undifputed mafters of this coudiry, be- 
came, in fucceffion, its terrooand iia fcour^. 
To the want of navil ftrcngih were ihofe depre- 
dations owing; committed ^ nations which, noif 
fiink almofl; into obfcurity, have no other pFOctf 
to produce of their' former prowefs than an hi& 
torical record that fuch was mcf tb« mUerabllf 
fiate nf Britain. 

It is of little confequence to any pet^le, dntU . 
quarians excepted, what were either the material* 
or the form of thofe itUfhaped craty vriTels, in 
which fhe ancient Britons wefe bold enough 19 
truft themfeires to the water, as they were ce^* 
tainly equally incompetent both to the nocefiilie* 
of war and commerce. The proof of naval 
. fovereignty is not ef^ablilhed by fuch triflei, et 
maintained by the empty pomp of words or ingC'* 
nious declamacicnt. One of the moft learned 
men w-ho ever lived endeavoured to do it ar- 
gumentatively, and failed in the atcotjopt-. Thtt 
beft, and, ui4«4> only certtwi mods of proving 
chat^ 
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that what is properly called the dominron of the 
fea, of right belongs to Britain, is by taking care 
that Ihe ftiall always continue competent to the 
aflertion and maintenance of it. With tholb 
which arc called rival nations there never will be 
•ny argument fo forcible as the intrepidity of 
BrJtiih fcamen, and the mouths of their cannon. 
As almoft every country then has, by cuftom or 
prejudice, acquired a habit of carrying on war pe- 
culiar to. ilfelf, theexcellencein that mode which 
ibcy individuallx acquire, in confequencc of this 
feparate ufage and purfuit, is by no means won-. 
^erful or extraordinary : and it would be as ab-. 
furd to expetfl an Hellian or an Hungarian ftiould 
W an expert mariner, as to expe£t a Bhtilh 
ieaman (hould render excellent fervice as a ligh; 
dragoon or an huilar. 

. The commerce of Britain having, through 
induftry. and indefatigable attention, attained an 
lieight capable of attrafting the envy, at Icaft, of 
foreign countries, no means ought to be left un- 
attempted to cheriih and prcierve it; for though 
it maybcadoubt among fceptics,. and fpeculative 
reafoners, whether it be in reality a benefit or: 
difedvantage to a coimtry, or colony, newly 
(S-eifted, no perfon . can be hardy enough to 
difpute the benefit it affords to a country with) 
Vbich it has progreflively rifen, and to whofa 
cxifience it has in a great meafure become abfo-" 
llltely eflbotial. 

; The wars in which Britain has been involved 
for the laft fifty years, having been all primarily or 
fecondarilyconnededwith this caufe.it is therefore, 
bccooK the duty of the prefcnt and every fuc- 
oceding generation, to prevent even the rilk of. 
iflfult, which may probably be prevented by. 
limcly jwecsution, and vigorous preparation. . . - . , 
, ' " When 
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When we compare the Uflltudc and inatten* 
tion of antiquity with the care and vigour which 
has charadterifed the man^ement of the naval 
empire of Britain for the Ufl: century and half^ 
we fcarccly know ho* fufficiently ' to applaud 
the prudence and political wifdom which firft 
gave material energy to this fyftem. It is a 
trite obfcrvation, that Providence frequently 
produces the greateft benefits by the bafeft and 
worft means ; fo has it in the prefent cafe. From 
the time of the defeat of the Spaniih Armada- in 
the year 1588, the naval power of Britain num- 
bered in inadivicy, till' roufed fuddenly from 
its torpid ftate, it burft with fplcndor the more 
dazzling, becaiife unexpe6l;ed, under the aufpices 
of that fadrion which, led by Cromwell, put one 
king to death, and drove another into exile. 

Treafon and rebellion may fully bravery, and 
tarniih the moft glorious a<^l:ions ; but there ftill 
remains behind a degree of applaufe which even 
royalty cannot withhold from them. Cromwell, 
whofe hypocrify, aided by his intrepidity and 
ability, had enabled him to ufurp the power of 
a king, appeared willing to make the nation he 
had injured every compenfation in his power 
for the violence done to it, by raifing it to a poli- 
tical confequcnce, to which it had been, till that 
time, a ftranger. The navy of Britain carried 
terror and conqueft with it wherever it came ; 
and the fame of its exploits overawed thofe na- 
tions who had not courage to wait the violence 
of its attack. 

- Such was the ftate and credit of the Britilh 
naval power at the time Charles the Second re- 
covered polTeflien of his throne. Under a 
IbvereigQ lb addicted to pleafurc as himfelf, the* 

firft 
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ft(k gfl^ljlifiimcnt of fuch « power cmiM Mt 
Juavt htttfi hoped. Without the formidabl* 
l^ifis he ^ijnd reitdjF pivpftred for him, it might 
|iav« bean impolTible to have raifcd a force able 
to cheese the rifing ambition of the Dutch, who, 
f v£r jealous of the rmsUcft appearance of com- 
pnercial [H-ofperity in other, nstions, wanted 
nothing mt the means to arrogate to thctnfclvet 
$ monopoly of the whole. 

Scarce was the aflumed confequence of the 
patch checked, when that of Louis XIV. ap- 
peared as a baneful meteor portending ruin and 
<jellni<3:ion to Britain. This malevolent afped'« 
^verted by aHiduity and courage, having at dif- 
ferent times, under princes of fimilar temper and 
political influence of the fame mifchtevous ten- 
dency« aiTumed the fame appearance] has always 
been repelled by the fame exertions; and Britain 
ijnay at leafl; felicitate herfelf, that in the midft 
•f the moft calamitous wars, from her infular 
ficuation, and the protcAion of her fleet, Ihe has 
never experienced thofe ravages which rarely fail 
to mark the progrefs of an invading army, and to 
which every other horror of war becomes com* 
paratively trivial. 

From the foregoing {latement, which, as it 
depends merely on facls, cannot be erroneous^, 
•we are naturally led into, a refledion not much to 
the advantage of thofe princes who have, during 
the tad century, cherished their ambition by a 
fruitlefs and wicked difturbance of the public 
peace. We behold with gratitude that difpo* 
lition of Providence which, fuccoured by th« 
bravery of the people, has enabled' Britain, alone' 
afid unfupported, to rcfitt the united attack of 
more than half the maritime force in the uni» 
verfe : and we muft ftdmit, without hefitation* 

that 
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that nothing can continue to her the poiTeflion of 
the fame powers but an unremitting attention to 
thofc means which have fo long preferved to ua 
the comparative tranquillity already pointed out. 
This is readily to be acquired by a firm adher~ 
ence to a mode of defence ever hitherto fucceiT- 
ful; and which we truft, while perfevcred in, it 
wilt ever continue fo. 

Commerce, colonial territory, and the defence 
of the country itfelf, all require, at the hands of 
Britons, their firm and unanimous fupport of a 
formidable navy. While principles only of am- 
bition, or envy, can induce other nations to equip 
a fleet capable of contefting, what is called, the 
dominion of the fea, even her enemies muft 
have candour enough to confefs, that the politi- 
cal cxil^encc and independence of Britain folcly 
depends on the poiTeflion of a force competent to 
eflablifh that irrefiftible proof of her right, 
acknowledged power, and decided fupcriority. 
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1660. 

YORK, James, dcke of,— probably, ai Iiaviflg been 
the perfonage Ufiderwhofe authority all n<tvdl commif- 
fiqns were iffued, from the time of the Adoration to thi 
year 1673, has been omitted in every lift of admirals wtf 
have hitherto been able to obtain. The introdu6lion ^ 
him, however, in thb place, cannot be improper, although 
the omillion of his name, in the inftanccs juft pointed out^ 
might appear, .in fome degree, to warrant a fimilar con- 
duel in us. The general hiflory of Janes, dukeof York^ 
is too well known to render a regular, uninterrupted ac- 
count of his life neaeflary, or even warrantable; wc have 
only to take notice of fuch part of it as is connected with 
'his abHrafi: chara^erof an admiral. Among the firit afls 
of royalty exercifcd by Charles the fecond, after taking 
tegular poffcflion of his throne, was that of declaring hit 
brother (the perfonage we allude to) lord high admirals 
This appointment took place on the 4th of June, 1660^ 
Thediligence and indefatigable anention ihewn by him' 
to the funftions of his office, was extremely grateful to the 
people, and convinced them their fovercign's choice had 
been influenced by prudence, as well as by fraternal affec-. 
tion. Immediately after the declaration of war againd the 
Dutch, ill the year 1665, his royal highnefs difdaining 
that (luictnde, and retreat from danger his very high binh 
and elevated Hation might appear to have warranted in a 
Inan lefs gallant than himfdf, declared bis intention of 
commanding the fleet in perfon. Purfuant to this refo- 
lutidn, having hoilted his flag on board the Royal Charles, 
2 fhip mountmg ei^ty guns, he put to fea, on the ^jtb of 
April, at the bead of a fleet conGfting of aa hundred and 
Vol. I. B four- 
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fourteen fail, all men of war suid frigates, befide^ near 
tjiirty fire-fliips, and other fmall ¥elfels. After a month's 
fruitlcfs cruife on the coaft of Holland, produflive of nc» 
.4ther advantage (if that could be called one) than tsiaty- 
ing thofe who lived near the fea with the apprehenfions of 
ifinfion, add proba^lfc ruin ; tentpeHiious Weather, arid 
fcarcity of provifions compelled the duke,! to return to our 
•wn coaft. Opdam, the Dutch admiral, feized this op- 
portunity of puning to fea,. and capturing a homeward 
fiound fleet from Hamburgh, together with its convoy, a 
frigate of fbur-and-thirty guns. The duke, on his part, 
loll not a moment in haflebing, as wcU to revenge the 
iofult, as to acquire feme fatis^Sion for the injury done 
to onr commerce. ' At laft the two fleets met on the jd 
of June, and after a moil fevere and bloody conteft, la 
which the perfonal gallantry* of the difibrent commuid- 
ers has rarely been equalled, and never exceeded^ a mo(t 
^cided and complete vii£iory was obtained by the Englifh. 
Jt has been laid, and probably with fbme truth, that this 
iignat advantage was not purmed with that energy neceC- 
tary to render it fo beneficial and conclultve as it might 
have been; but do proof has ever yet been made out 
that the duke was in any degree acceffary to fuch mifcar- 
liage. Neverihelefsr it is more than probable, the difcoif- 
tent and murmuring excited on this occafion, might bt; . 
among the principal reafons why he declined going to fea 
again, for fome years, but contented himfelf with flaying 
at home, to fuperintend and direA the civil duties of his 
high office ; when his attention to popular clamour, and 
the rage of party, prevented his t)ci[)g>- confiftent with his 
own feelings, any longer ferviceable in his uiilitary capa- 
city. At the commencement of the fecond Dutcn war^ 
in 1672, [lis royal highneb again commanded the fleet in 
perfon, and again displayed the fame degree of fpirit and 
g^antry he had iheyvn before \ engaging the great De 
Kuyter Ihip to fhip, till his own, the St. Michael, was 
completely difabled ; and he was, in confequence of her 
being reduced to a mere wreck, obliged to quit her, and 
hoJii bis Sag (in board the Loyal London. Notwith-

ftanding ti^e ill behaviour an^almoft total iiwaivity of the 
van fquadron (the French under the count d'Eftrees,) the. 
gallantry of the Cnglifb againpievailed over the obftinacy 
and fuperioi numbers of die Dutch ; md the duke had, a 
fecond time, the fatisfa^ion of returning a conoueror, and 
io OFiumph. A well known political event taking place 
foQD afterwards, deprived the nation of ^I further fervicc 
from his highnefs, as well in the civil, as military line ; 
Ais was the paffing of the Teft A&. in 1673. From that 
time, till his accemon to the throne, he lived totally un- 
c(»meded with the fervice. But one of the firft ileps 
uken l^ him after that happened, was to ikw model, and 
arraage the management of the navy, which had beea 
miferably neglei^ed, and' fuffered to fall to decay during 
the latter part of the preceding reign. To his extraor- 
dinaiT attention and zeal, we are indebted for that very fieet 
which. was afterwards fo glorioufly, and fuccefsfully eti)- 
jdoyedinchecking the ambitiousprojeds of his old friend 
and ally, Louis the fourteenth ; a fleet which, though it reit* 
dered fo little fervice to the caufe of its founder, confined^ 
at the tirqe of his abdication, of no lefs than one hundred 
and feventy-three fail, an hundred of which were fourth 
rates and upwards. The fubfequent part of his life being 
totally irrelevant to our prcfent purpofe, we have only to 
renurk, oo the chara£tei of James the fecond, that how- 
ever inattentive he might have been to the welfare of hu 
kingdom, and his own glory, confidering him in his eat- 
altea charafler of a fovereign, yet, in the earlier part of 
fajs life, before his religious prejudices had inveloped, and 
clouded his better un&rilanding, no man was more the 
idol of the people, and few have taken greater pains to 
render himlelf the objeA of their favour *. Burnet, who 
caimot be fufpefied of partiality to him, admits him to 
have been naturally candid and fincere, and a ^rm friendi 
'till religion wore out his fird principles and inclinations : 
—that in his youth he was brave, infomuch that he was 
perfeftly idolized by the great Tuiewie ;^— and, according 
to the good bilhop's phrafe, " toau to knew gU i^an ^ 
thefeavtrypanicularly,"

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ALLEN, SirTnoMAS, — of Loweftoffe, in the county 
of Suffolk, having been always warmly attached to the 
caufe of royalty, and ferved as commander of a fhip in 
the part of the fleet which revolted to the princ* of 
Wales*, was appointed to command the Dover, on 
the 24th of June, 1660, this being among the firft 
fliips commiilionHl by the duke of York. In 1661 
he commanded, firft, the Plymouth, and, fecondly,- 
the Forefight ; I the Lyon, in 1662, and the Kainbow'in 
1663. In the fame year he was appointed commander in 
chief (as commodore only) of -the Ihips and veffels in the 
Downs, and had, on this occafion, the {ingular privilege 
allowed him of wearing the union flag at his main top. 
He hoifted it on board the St. Andrew. In the follcfw- 
ing year (1664) he had the fame command, with the fame 
privil^e attache'd to it, renewed. On the ilth of Aug. 
r664, he was appointed commander in chief in the Me- 
diterranean, to fiiccecd fir John Lawfon, who was ordereo. 
to return home. He failed on this fervice in the Ply- 
mouth, in company with the Crown, which was put 
under liis orders. Having arrived at Tangier, and com- 
municated his inftruflions to fir John, he entered upon 
his command, hoifling his flag at the main-top-mafthcad, 
as his commiflion fpecially authorifed him to do on the 
departure of his predeceffor. Early in the enfuing fpring, 
bemg then on a cruife with his fquadron, conflAing of 
eight or nine (hips, off the Streights mouth, he had the 
good fortune to fall in with the Dutch Smyrna fleet, con— 
Rfting of forty fail, under convey of four men of war. 
Having iuft before received intelligence that war w»8 de- 
clared, by England, againft the States General', fte hefi- 
tated not a moment to attack them. The Dutch having, 
according to their ufual cuftom, drawn theftoHteftoftheir ' 
merchant fliips into the line to fupport, and affift their 
men of war, the conteft was obftinatc. But in the en* 
Brackel, the Dutch commodore, ^eing killed, their line 
I^oken, and feveral of their fhips funk, fourof therichelt 
were c^turcd ; otic of u4iich had received fb much da- 
mage in the'aaion, that (he unfortunately foundered on 
he|- pa(fage to Kn^and : the reft of the fleet took refuge

in Cadiz, where they remained blocked up for a time, till 
the return of the admiral to England liberated them from 
their confinement. In the beginning of this year he had 
ihified his flag from the Plymouth to the Old James: 
and on his return to England, in the month of June fol- 
lowing, .juft after the engagement with the Dutch, was 
promoted to the rank of admiral of the blue". He 
conunaoded that fquadron during the remainder of the 
year, having his flag on board the (afterwards unfortunate} 
Royal James; but no farther general adion took place. 
In 1666 he was appointed admiral of the white, and ftill 
continuing on board the.Royal James, was detached, (in 
£onfequence of exprefs Orders from the king, to prince 
Rupert,, who was himfejfon board the Royar James 
wiui fir Thomas,) with his fquadron, to oppoJe the 
FreiKh, againfl whom war had juft been declared, and 
whofe fleet was reported to be then coming up the channel 
for the purpofe of joining the Dutch. This intelligence 
proving falle, prince Rupert, and fir Thomas Allen's lii- 
viHoa, return«l jufl in time to turn the fcale in favour of 
the Englith, and refcuc the duke of Albemarle, who had 
been hard prefled by the fuperior numbers of the Dutch, 
during a fight of three days continuance. The EngtilU 
were not long ere they had complete fatlsfadion for this 
temporary apparent advantage. On the 25th of July the 
two fleets met a fecond time,- and an a£tion commenced 
about noon the fame day, lir Thomas Allen who con- 
tinued to command the van, or white fquadron, nuking a 
tnoft furious attack on the Dutch ^miral, Everlzen. 
The Friezland and Zealand fquadrons, which he had the' 
chief command of, were totally defeated; he himfelf, 
together with his vice and rear admiral, killed ; and the 
Tolen* commanded by Bankart, vice-admiral of Zealand, 
taken, and foon afterwards burnt, together with another 
large man of war. In fine, as no man was ever more 
deferving «f fuccefs, fo did no one ever obtain it more 
completely. -Fortune ilill continuing to favour gallantry, 
fir Thomas captured, on the 1 8th of September, the Ruby,

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a French man of war mounting 54. bnfs guns, cold- 
mantled by monfieur De la Rooie. This fliip, which 
was quite new, was efleemed one of the fineft in the 
French navy. She had millaken fir Thomas's fquadion, 
which then lay oiT Dungenels, for her own, and, conft- 
quently, furrendercd almoft without refiflancc. In the 
year 1667, owingto the penury of Charles the fecond, and 
the duplicity of the Dutch, who had the art to deceive the 
Britifli court into a belief that peace fliould take place f*rW 
in the fpring, w^ had no grand fleet at fea; but Uf 
Thomas, who fbifted bis flag, on this occafion, into the 
Monmouth, had the command in chief of a fmaU fqua- 
dron fent to cnilfe to the weftward ; and of a fecond, in 
the fame year, defined for a foreign expe<htion, but 
which, it is believed, never went to fea. Be that as it 
may, nothing worth recording took place in either fervice. 
In 1668, on information beiiig received that the French 
' fleet, under the duke of Beaufoit, was at fea, fir ThoAias 
was fent, with a difcretionary power, to obfcrve their 
motions i but nothing material took plare during a long 
cruife at the entrance of the Cliannel. In the middle cf 
Auguit he failed for the Strei^ts ; and having arrived o(F 
Algiers on the 8th of Odober, by his peremptory beha- 
viour he quickly dlfpofed the government to propofe 
equitable terms of accommodation, which were immedt- 
ittely drawn up, and executed. -Sir Thomas failed from 
thence for Naples, where £uch honours were fhewn hint 
as proved fo highly difagreeablc * to a Dutch fquadron 
then lying there, that they left the place in the greateft 
difgufl. The fame refpe^t was alfo fhewn him at 
Leghorn. From thence he returned tb Algiers, where, 
liaving received every aifurance that the treaty of peace h^ 
had lately .concluded with them would be ^ithmily ob- 
ferved, he returned to England in the month of April. 
JJo fooncr, however, was he clear of the Streights, than 
the Algerines, highly elated at his abfence, and con-^ 
ceiving it would be at Icaft a ifay fomewhat diftant, erft 
vengeance could be taken of their perfidy, begdn to renew 
their depredations; fothat having noilled his flagon boarcf

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Hk Refolution, be was a fccond time difpatched to Algiers 
to CompeT anobfervancc of that peace we had vainly flat- 
tered ourfclves with the hopes of enjoying Jfom their 
jiiftice. He failed from Plymouth On the lad of July, 
having under his command eighteen meti of war, belide^ 
firefhips and other veffels, making in al] twenty -nine fail, 
and arrived on the 'joth of the fame month at Cadiz. 
On the 6th of Aufiuft he appeared off Algiers, and a iie- 
|;ociation not taking place, he immediately prepared to 
infli£t a prc^r chalnfemeAt, which he did by takingt or 
deflroying a conliderablc number of their coriTairs, This 
petty and inconfiderable warfare was continued for fome 
time : and in the following year he was, at his own earned 
rcqucft, recalled. He' was fucceeded in his command by 
fir Edward Spragg^. Having arrived at St. Helen's on 
tiK jd of November, 1670, he retired from command 
for lome time*; and was, on his arrival in England,' 
l^bablyas a reward for his former fervices, appointed 
comptroller of the navy. However, in March 1678, he 
was again appointed commander in chief of his majelly's 
fleet in the narrow feas, having hoifted his flag for 
that purpofe on board the Royal James. This was occa- 
fioned by the prt^ability of war with France 4 but that 
foofi pafling away, Hr Thofnas agaiii returned to his for- 
mer peaceable, and honourable retirement, a retirement 
Jiigjily neceflanr to the latter days of an officer who had 
fetved fo honcftly, and behaved (b gallantly. ■ The tinje 
and pUce of his death is not pofitively known. 

ASHFORD, Andrew,— was appdinted captain of the' 
Hawke ketch, in the year l66b, 'by commiflipn from his 
royal highnefs the duke of York, at that time lord hig^ 
admiral of England; and, in 1664, was promoted to the 
command of the Guinifey, a fourth rate of thirty-eight 
gtins. As it does not appear, either by hiftory, or fuch 
private information as we have been able to procure, that 
be ever commanded any other ftiip, we may naturally 
conclude he either retired from the fervice, or died foon , 
afterwards. 

BARTON, John,— comrtanded the John ketch in the 
y^ar 1660. In the year 166+ hd waSprpmmed, by th« 
fluke of York, to the command of the Blackmore pink,

out of commilHon) he was again made captain of, in th^ 
year 1667. The time of his death is uncertain. 

BATTIN,orBATTEN,WiIUam,— wasthefonoffir 
William Battin, who, after having been appointed by the 
parliament vice-admiral of their fleet, and manifeded the 
ftrongeft averfion to the royat caufe, at length quitted 
their fervice in difguf^, and carried over one of the fineft 
ihips, the Conilant Warwick, in their fleet, to the prince 
€»f Wales, afterwards Charles the fecond. His fon was, 

Srobably, the fame captain Battin, who, on the 30th of 
fovember, 1653, (he then commanding the Guardland) in 
conjtin£lion with a captain Hookfton, or Arkfton, 
boarded Van Tromp's itip, and would certainly have 
taken him had he not been relieved by two other flag 
Ibips of his divifion. In the end thefe bold anil brkv<; 
commanders, fo highly deferving a better fate, were 
thcmfelves captured. Campbell, on what authority does 
not appear, aflerts lYiey both fell in the adion. Lediard, 
who IS, generally fpeaking, ftriflly to be depended upon, 
' fays, peremptorily, they were taken: if that was thccafe, we 
may reafonablyconcliide this gentleman to have been thcper- 
fon who was commander of theDrake at the time of the re- 
Aoration, and in the fame year was knighted and appointed 
one of the cbmmiflioners of the navy, as we fitui, in tfie 
duke of York's Memoirs, a report, date^ the 4th of Sep- 
"tember, 1660, on the ftate of the navy, figned by fir 
Willittnj Battin, Iranfmitted to tjie duke of York, the 
lord high admiral. It is probable he continued in this 
Aation tiil hJE death, as it does not apj)ear he ever after* 
wards went to fea. 

EATTS, or BATES, George,— was appointed com- 
mander of the Gieat Gift, in the year 1660, hy the duke 
of York. In the year r66j he was removed into the 
Little Gift, In 1663 he became obtain of the Francis. 
In the following year he waj promoted to the Hamplhire, 
of forty guns. , In the two aflions fought between the 
Engliih and Dutch fleets in 1666, he commanded the 
Viicorn, a third rate of fixty guns, by commifTion from 
prince Rupert, and the duke of Albemarle, who, at that 
time, executed the office of commander in chief jointly,

|66o, by commiillon from the duke of York j but we

BOWEN, Peter, — was appointed by the duke of 
"York, in the year 1660, to command the Succefs. Pre- 
vious to the fecond fight between tjie Dutch fleet under D? 
Ruyter, and that of the Englifh under prince Rupert, anj 
die duke of Albemarle, he commanded the Matthias tj 
£fty-four guns. In that aftion it appears, from aa 
authentic manufcript lift of the fleet, he commanded a 
^hip called the Digar, probably a Dutch prize, of for^ 

f' uns^ He very foon was removed into the Newcafllc. 
n the year 1670, he was made commander of the Cen- 
turion, and fent to the Mediterranean for the purpoTe i£ 
prote^ing our tra4e from the outrageous attacks of the 
Algerines, and oiher piratical ftates in that part of the 
world. ■ On the 13th of November in the lame year, he 
fell in with an Algerine frigate otF Cape de Gatt : but, 
notwithftandlng he made every poflible effort, during a veij 
long chace, and partial a£lion, the corfair, from the aflifl- 
ance he derived from his oars, conftantly prevented the 
Centurion from dofing with him, till the darknefs of the 
ilight put an end to the conteft, and even rendered all 
further purfuit fruitlefs. He returned to England in the 
month of May following, having under his proteillon the 
homeward bound Streights fleet*. In the battle off 
Sotebay he continued to command the fam^lhip, and was 
foon Mterwards promoted, probably on account of lus 
gallantry in that aftion, to the command of the Leonaid 
of fifty-fix guns. In all likelihood he died Toon alter- 
-wards, as it ijocs not appear he ever was appointed to anj 
(ither (hip. 

BOWRY, John, — was appointed by the dukcofYort, 
JA the year 1660, to the command of the Drake; but it 
does not appear he ever ferved afterwards. 

BRjOWNE, John,— commanded the Rofebufli in the 
year r66o, by commiilion from the duke of York, as lord

BUNN, Thomas,— was ap^inted captain of the Eflex 
in the year 1660, by the duke of York ; and the following 
year was promoted to the command of the Lyon, a third 
rate of fifty eight giins. He, in all probability, diedrootl 
afterwards, as it docs not appear he was ever appointed 
<o any other (hip. 

BUTTON, William*— was appointed, by the duke 
of York, to the command of the Drake fome time in tht! 
1 660, whether before John Bowfy, or as his fucceflbr. 
Is not known, nor does it appear he ever had the cool- 
anand of another fliip. 

CLARK, Robert, — after having feVerally commanded 
ihe Mary of iifty eight guns, to which he was appointed 
in the year 1660, as well as the St, George of fixty fix, 
and the Royal Charles of eighty-two guns, in the follow- 
ing year, in 1 663, was removed into the Antelope of fifty. 
In Lediard's Naval Hidory, chap, xxxviii. there is a note' 
vhich ftatcs New York to have been reduced in the year 
1664, by a fquadron under fir Robert Carr')': but as no 
fucR perfon appears on the moft authentic lids, of naval 
<of£cers, exifiing, fome may naturally conclude the name 
to have been mifprinied for Clark. In the year 1665 he 
again commanded the St. George, which he quitted loon 
afterwards for a fmaller fliij), the Gloucefter, a third rate 
of fifty-eight guns. In the following year; he was dif-" 
patctied, as commodore of a fmall fquadron, to lay off the 
mouth of the Texel in order to wateti the motions of the 
Dutch fleet. He arrived on this ftation the i+th of May» 
and the following day captured fevcn (out of twelve fait

fialtic, bound to Amfterdam ; the lofs of which mud have 
diftrelfed the enemy in the mqft eminent degree, The 
Approach of the enemy's fleet obliged hira to quit his 
fution a few days afterwards. Having effefied a junc- 
lion with the duke of Aibemarle at the Gunfiect on the 
i^th of May, he bore as dilHnguifhcd a part in the aiflion, 
which commenced on the illof June, as the fiMoftheflilp 
be commanded, Ihe being gnty a fourth rate, would allow. 
The Gloucefter being totally difabled in the action, cap- 
tain Clark, in tcftimony no doubt of the high fenfe they 
entertained cS his fervices, was promoted by the joint 
commanders in chief, to the command of the Triumph, a 
fecond rate. Holding this ftation, he again' eminently 
fignalizcd himfclf in the ever-memorable adipn with ihif 
butch, on the twenty-fifth of July. In the year 1667 
he was removed by the dnke of York, firfl: into the Mou- 
jnouth, and afterwards into the Mary ; which bft fljip he 
was le-appointed to in the year .1669. The time and 
place of his death is not known. 

COPPIN, John, — was appointed captain of the Cen- 
tnrion of forty-eight guns in the year 1660, In the 
^ar 1665 he was promoted to the St. George, a fecond 
nte. He commanded this (hip at that bloody confliS: of 
four day's continuance • between the Dutch fleet under 
pe Ruyter, and the Englifh under the duke of Albemarle 
and prince Rupert. Here, with many other brave men, 
he fell exhibiting that gallantry which merited a more 
fortunate, but not more glorious end. 

COUNTRY, Jeremiah, — commanded the Greyhouad 
in the year 1660 ; but nothing more is known of him. ' 

COWES, Richard,— commanded the Paradox at the 
fame time, and is in the laole predicament with the lafl- 
Mentioned gentleman. 

CURTIS, Edrhund,— comtnan(Ung the Ncwcaftle in 
the fame year with the former, is like them equally aO^ 
known in any other refpe£t, except that in the duke oi 
York's Memoirs, there is an order from him to the prin- 
cipal officers of the navy board, "To permit captain Curtis 
'f' tQ take away the brafs bafes aiid pieces of cable to his owt^

CUTTANCE, Sir Roger,— commanded the Royal 
Charles, a firftr^te of eighty-two guns, in the year 1600^ 
Ihe Royal James, of the fame force, in the following year j, 
and in the year 1665 was removed into the Prince. In 
this fhip (ir Roger, though only (liled captain, (erved as 
vice-admiral of the blue under the earl of Sandwich. 
On the ift of July, 1664, been foon after the duke of 
York's uAion with the Dutch, king Charles (amoi^ 
other commanders who had eminently dillinguilhed 
fhetnfelves] knighted captain Cuttingtf. No fuch 
name appears on the lilt of officers we have already 
alluded to: the mifiake^ on one lide, or other, has' 
evidently arifen from a corruption in the pronunci- 
ation. 'Tis probable he died foon afterwards, or retired 
ffom fervice, as neither public hiftory, nor private infoT' 
mation afford us any thing further relative to him. 

DALE, William •, commanded the Francis Prize in 
1660, the Fox and Golden Lyon in 1665, the Londoq 
hired Ihip in 1666, and the Hind Dogger in 1673. 

DE GENS, John, — commanded the Mary yatch io 
k66o, and the Kathetine yatch in 1661. Nothing fur-* 
dier is known of him. . 

PJAMOND, Thomas, — was captain of the N&rtin 
at the time of the refloration. No further mention ts 
made of him. 

DUCK, Robert,-T-captain of the Hunter at the fatpe 
jperiod, is in the fame fitviation. 

FENN, Henry, — was appointed, by his royal highncfs ' 
the duke of York, to command the Briftol, a fourth rate,

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in the year 1660. He was promoted to the Montague, 
a third rate of fifty eight guns, in 1664; and re-commif- 
fioned for the fame fhip the following year. No further 
notice being taken of him, It is molt probable he either 
<Eed foon afterwards, or retired. 

" FISHER, Thomas, — commanded the Guemfey in the 
year 1660, but was never appointed to any other (hip. 

FLATCHER, John, — was appointed captain of the 
Eagle in 1660, and In 1667 of the Little Gift. A cir- 
cumllance which, under the prefent regulations of the navy 
would appear extraordinary, occurs in the Memoirs of 
tfiis gentleman. After having ferved as commander of 
the Eagle and Little Gift; in the year 1669 he feh'ed as 
lieutenant of the Forefight of forty-eight guns ; and in 
die year 1672 was agam appointed a commander, as 
Captain of the French Vii^ory. In the naval lifl is the 
following note againft his name, " Loft hisjhip and flew 
from trial," But no intelligence can be collected from 
hiflory, when, or in what manner, the Ihip was loQ. 

GILPIN, Barnard, — after having commanded the 
Bredah in 1660, the Matthias in 1662, the Hedtor in 
1663', the Kent and Dreadnought in 1 664, vras drowned in 
the month of April 1665; but the particular circumftances 
aRendingthts misfortune we are not informed of. 

GRXEN, Richard, — we know nothing more of this 
gentleman than that he commanded the Sorlings, by com- 
miflion from the duke of York, in the year 1660. 

HANNAM,orHANHAM,Willoughby,— command, 
ed the Kent, of fcrty-fix-gnns, in the year 1666; in the 
year 1664 he was promoted to the Rainbow, a third rate of 
nfty-fix guns. In the firft engagement with the Dutch in 
the following year, he commanded the Refolution of fifty- 
light guns, where he neglefled not the opportunity af- 
forded him by fortune of fignalizing himfeif exceedingly, 
it being aiTcrted by fome that he facrificed his (hip [which 
was burnt in this afiionj by generoufly intcrpofing between 
the rear-admiral of the blue (Kempthorne) and a Dutch 
firefhtp, which was preparing to board him. Others fay 
that the vice-admiral of Zealand finding the Refolution 
completely difabled, ordered a fireOiip to board her: this 
was performed with fuccefs, notwithftanding every effort 
cf her ^lant commander to e^uicate himfcif, and all the 
excrtioft 
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WSrtJpn tlitt CQul(I Bfjffibly I?e made hy fir EJwa-r- -r- 
iiic<;-a^QiiraI of thp blue, for tne fame punwfc. 
efficers and crew were fave<I; and captain Hannam was 
foon afterwards appointed tQ the Mary, a fliip of the £»ne 
fbrce and rate. In t668 he was appointed to the Oid 
Jaqies, a f^pnd rate of fevehty guns. In 1672 ^e cofn- 
inanded the St. George, and was fbon removed into the 
Triumph, a flii|) of leventy-twogfins; in which fliip he 
fetally but gloTioufly terminate^ a life, many years oi 
vhich be had devoted to the fervicc of his country, being 
killed on the jSth of May 16^2, in the a£lion, off Sole- 
bayi wirti the Dutch Aeet iindei die cotnmand of De 
Kuyter. 

HARRISON, Marfc, — ^was appointed captain of the 
Elias, by the duke of York,' in 1060 ; of the Rainbow ia 
1663, the Centurion in 1665, the Unicom in the follow- 
ing year, and in the year 1672 vras re-appointed to the 
Rainbow; after which time no farther notice is taken of 
him. . 

HAYWARD, John, fen. — canmanded the Plymouth 
at the time of the reQoratibn ; and in the fame year was 
made commander of the Dover by the duke of York. In 
1664 he was appointed to the Befeive, and the following 
year to the Dunkirk. In June 1666 he was appointed, 
by prince Rupert aiid the duke of Albemarle, to fuccecd 
captain Coppin, of the St. George, who was killed in ac- 
tion. In 1067 he was promoted, by the duke of York, 
to the command of the Baltimore. In 1668 he com- 
manded the York of fifiy-Cx guns. In the following 
year he was removed into the F orefight, a fourtl* rate, 
rrom this time he does not appear to have beenemploycd 
till the breaking out of the lecond Dutch war, when he 
was appointed captain of the Old James, a fecond rate. 
The foiIowi(ig year he commanded the Sovereign ; from 
which (hip he was very foon afterwards removed, by 
prince Rupert, into the Royal Charles, a firft rate. In 
this command he fell, in the a3ion with the Dutch fleet 
which took place in the month of AuguH, 1673, finiOiing 
^iBantly, and covered with wounds, a long life nobly 
exerted in the fervice of his country. 

HIGGINSON, Samuel.— Nothing further is did of - 
this gentleman, than that he commanded the Eagle at the 
time of the leitoiation. - 

HODGES, 
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HODGES, Richard, — was, in the year 1660, ap- 

Jointed captain of the Gucrnrey by the duke of York. 
D the year 1662 he commanded the Weftergatc; and in 
1664 was promoted to the Swallow, a fourth rate of 
forty-lix guns. In the duke of York's Memoirs are in- 
Ani^ions to this geatleman, as commodore of a fmall 
fquadron fcnt to Elfmore, in the year 1662, to convoy « 
fleet of merchant Ihips from that place to Harwich. It 
ia molt likely he died foon afterwards, no further mention 
being made of him. 

HOLMES, Sir Roberta-commanded the Bramble at 
the time of the reftoration, and was, in the courfe of the 
£ime^ear, fucceflively appointed to the Truclove and the 
HenrietU. In the year 1661, he was promoted to 
the Charles, and fent, as commodore of a fmall fquadroa 
confiiling of four frigates, to the coaft of Africa to make 
rcprifals on the Dutch, who refufed to make good their 
treaty they had entered into with the Englifh j and had, in 
other inftances, been guilty of great enormities, panicu- 
larly in that part of the world, where they had, contrary 
to all the laws of nations, and cxifting treaties, poirelTca 
themfelvcsofCapeCorfeCaftlebyforce. Major'Holmes, 
as he was then called, had, on this occafion, the flngular 
honour of being permitted to wear the union flag at his 
main-top-mafl headt, which is now the diHingu! thing 
mark of the commander-in-ehief of the fleet.~ Having 
atchicvcd all that was poUible with his very limit^ 
force, and difpoHefTed the Dutch from feveral of their 
forts, he returned home ; and was, in the next year, 
(1662) appointed to command the Referve, a fourth 
rate of forty-eight guns. In the year 1662 he was re-' 
moved into the Jerfey of the fame rate, carrying fifty 
guns, and fent, a fecond time, to the coalt of Africa for 
the exprefs purpofe of reducing Cape Corfc Caftlc.' 
Having, in his palTage, polTeired himfelt of fufSciem au- 
thentic documents of the hodile and treacherous inten- 
tions of the Dutch> he refolvcd, with the greateft patrio-

With thiK intention, having arrived the latter end of Ja- 
imaiy at the Cape de Verde, he proceeded to attack the 
iQand of Goiee, which, though ftrongly fortified and re- 
folutely defended, he took in the courfe of a few hours^ 
Elevated by this ft> much merited fuccefi, he next at- 
tacked the fort of St. George Del Mina, the ftrongeft fort 
HI that part of the world pofieffed by the Dutch. Here 
bis former good fortune failed him, though without the 
foiallefl negle<5t, ordefeia.on the part of fir Robert, or his 
people, either in point of courage, or prudence. In re- 
cotnpenfe, however, for his failure in this inilance, For- 
tune aided him almoU to a mirade in his next, which was 
the reduftion of Cape Corfe Caftle. Having atchieved 
this exploit he failed for North America, where, in eon- 

Snftion with fic Robert Carr, he reduced the ifland of 
ew York. After his return home • he was, in the year 
1665, appointed to command the Revenge, a third 
rate of hfty-eight guns ; and in the following year was 
made captain of the Defiance, a new fhip of fixty-four 
guns. King Charles, attended by the duke of York, 
prince Rupert, and a number of perfons of very high 
diilindion being prefent at the time of launching this 
ftip, on the 27th of March, conferred on her intended 
commander the honour of knighthood. After having 
iillinguifted himfelf very confpicuoufly. during the £rll 
a^ionwith the Dutch, he was promoted to be rear-admiral 
t£ the red fauadron as foon , as the fleet returned into 
jort to be refitted. On this occafion he hoiked his flag 
on board the Henry, a fecond rate of feventy-two guns, 
md after having acquitted himfelf in the fecond fight, 
which took place on the ajth of July, with his ufual 
gaUantry, he was detached, by the commanders-in-chief,

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|>rince Rupert, arnfthe duke of Albemarle, who, on this 
occasion, put five fourth-raict^, four fifth-rates, five tirc- 
ihips, and fevcn bomb- ketches, under his command, to 
deftroy a lai^e fleet of merchantmen 'lying between the 
illands of Ulie and Schelling. The molt brilliant fuccefs 
crowned this entcrprize. The two men of war, and all the 
merchantmen, ten or twelve only excepted t, being bumt^ 
The following day, tir Robert effected ailanding with 
eleven companies of foldiers, which he had been furnilhed 
with for this expedition, on the illand of Schelling ; aAd 
having burnt the town of Bandaris, and carried off a very 
confiderable booty, he reimbarked his troops, with the lois 
of only twelve men, killed and wounded, in the whole ex- 
pedition : after taking and deflroying of the enemy's . 
property^, to the amount of eleven or twelve hundred 
thoufand pounds. He failed, foon afterwards, for the 
Streights, fo that , he may be faid to have pafled the re- 
mainder of the Dutch war in a kind of Inactivity. Return- 
ing from thence, ■with a fleet of merchantmen under his 
convoy, in the month of Sffptember, 1667, he was ap» 
pointed commander-in-chief of the Portfmouth fquadron^ 
with permiflion to wear the union flag at his niain-top- 
tnall head. This appointment was, probably, of the 
fame nature as that which is now called the port admirai. 
On this occafion he hoitkd his flag on board the Dehance

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of (ixty-four guns ; from vrhich (hip, he Toon afterwwjil 
removed into the Cambrid^, of the fame force. About 
the fame time he was made governor of the Ifle of Wighr, 
and had the honour of entertaining king Charles for feveial 
days Tucceflivcly, in an excurfion he made thither, ac- 
companied by the duke of York, prince Rupert, and 
divers others of the nobility of the fim dillinfiion, in the 
month of July, icyi. Sir Robert's preparation on this 
occafiofl was every way fitting the charafler, and dignity 
of his royal and noble eucAs. In 1672 be was appointed 
tomiaander- in -chief of a fquadron fitted out to attack the. 
Dutch Smyrna fleet *. Having hoilled his flag on board 
the Saint Michael, he fell in with the Dutch convoy, con- 

' fifting of feventy-two merchantmen, guarded by fix men 
of war, on the i3ih of March. Their approach, owing 
to fome delay or negle£t at home, in fitting out the flitpSf 
was, at this time, rather mal a frep«s. Five frigates onlyi 
compofed the whole force nnder fir Robert, though bis 
fleet, if completed, was to have c(W fitted of thirty-fix men 
of war. On the Dutch refiifing to (Irike, an adion im- 
mediately commenced, and continued till night put an end 
to the combat, without fir Robert being able to obuin any 
advantage. When the weaknefs of the Englifh force is 
confidered, it will appear, that fo far from this want 
of fuccefs being a matter of wonder, or owing to a 
want of gallantry, or good conduit, it ought only t9 
excite our regret, in the higheft degree, that fo much 
bravery Ihould have been exerted in vain. The Dutch 
convoy confilted of fix men of war ; and having had 
timely notice of our intention to attack them, they drevr 
out, to their afliftance, above twenty of their itoutelt 

, merchant fhips, mounting from twenty to forty gunt 
each: yet, difproponionate as was the force under fir 
Robert, he hefitaied not a moment -to attack them; 
and, i/ he acquired not 'the fubltantial proof of having 
cap;iired his enemy, he, by mere dint of valour, obtain^ 
the hard-earned glory of having worfted him. On the 
following day, being reinforced by three more frigates, 
and two or three finall veffels, he renewed his attacE, but

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iUQ without fuccefs. Sir RcA>en, though wounded, did 
BDt )ret defpair ; — ^though foiled, he ever Continued un- 
daunted;— and renewing his attack on the afternoon of 
the fame day, after a defperate sf^ion he made himfelf 
mafter of one of the Di^tch men of war, of fifty-four guns, 
which was the rear-admiral of the fquadnm. Lediard 
fays, this (hip was taken by fir Robert himfelf: but 
Campbell attributes the atchievement to his brother, fir 
l^n Holmes, at that time captain of the Gloucofter •. 
The prize had received fo much damage in the aftion, 
that me fiink foon afterwards ; and the reft of the Dutch 
fleet cffeAed their retreat, with no further lofa than four 
or five of their merchant fhips, which were taken ; this 
was the lafl fcrvice ever eSefted by this brave and gallant 
man. Owing to fome of thofe fecrct cabals which exift 
in all courts, he was no longer employed. It is alTcrted 
bjr Campbell, who appears to bear no great good-will to 
fu- Robert, that his ill fuccefs on this occafion was entirely 
owing to his unwillingnefs to fhare, with fir Edward 
Spragge, the glory he might acquire in the a£lion. This 
piece of information, of which no notice is taken by other 
tiifiorians, is extracted from Andrew Marvel's Growth of 
Popery, and is thus related : — " Gn the 12th of January 
" fir Edward Spragge met with fir Robert Holmes's 
" fquadron near the Iflc of Wight, and upon fir Robert's 
" enquiring news, fir Edward very frankly told him he 
" had {ailed fcversl days with the Dutch Smyrna fleet, 
" and that in a day or two dicy might be expefled." 
Campbell further relates from Marvel, " that fir Edward 
" Spragge's fquadron was ftill in fight, when fir Robert 
" Holme* attacked the Dutch Smyrna fleet, and that cap- 
" tain Le^e made fail afterhim, to bring him back to 
" their am?lancc, till called away by a gun from his 
" own admiral;" t>ut thii is, perhaps, trailing a little 
< too much to repoti. No doubt can be entertained 
^t that the whole Iputch fieet would have been captured 
if the junction of the two admirals had taken place : we 
hare, therefore, to lament, that the thiill of glory, how. 
ever commendable iii itfelf, fliould be carried to fuch an 
extent, as to miliute againll the interefls of the nation.

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It is reported, that an irreconcilable breach between fir 
Edward Spraggc and fir Robert, was the confequence of 
this reeming negled ; a breach highly to be regretted, as 
Jiaving taken place between two men, who had both, at 
different periods, fo well deferved of their country ; and 
which not only injured the reputation, but alfo caiifed 
that country to be deprived of the ferviccs of one of them. 
•Retiring from aSive life, fir Robert left behind him a re- ■ 
putation which even the malice of his eneiriies has never 
dared to attack, and which the ravages of time will not 
be able to injure. 

JONES, Morgan, — was appointed by the duke of 
York, in the year 1660, commander of the Kinfale. In' 
the year 1662 he commanded the Satisfaflion, and wis 
foon afterwards removed into the Fox. — Further of him 
we know not. 

JOWLES, Valentine, — was appointed, in the year. 
1660, captain of the Dolphin ; but does not appear to 
have had any command afterwards. 

KIRBY, Robert,— was appointed commander of thf- 
Ruby in the yea'r 1660. The following year he was re- 
moved into the Conftant Warwick ; and, in the year 1664,' 
commanded the Brbdah, a fourth rate of forty-eight guns. 
. — He does not appear to have ferved afterwards. 

l^ND, Henry, — commanded the Weymouth pink 
at the time of the rtftoration. 

LARGE, Thomas,— ^was appointed, in the year 1660,] 
by the duke of York, to command (he Lark. 

LAWSON", Sir John. — As a preface to the Memoirs'

Admiral Lawfon is a forcible inflaoce of the trglh of this 

, opinion, differing from the royalift party, as widely as a 
temperate man could, both in religious and political opi- 
nions ; foon as he found the welfare of his country 
actually flood in need of foch a meafiire, he became highly 
inftrumcnlal to the rcftoraiion of Charles the ftcond, and 
«ver continued to polfcfs his moft unlimited confidence. 

It appears he was a perfon of mean origin, his father 
having been a man in a very low (iation at Hull. Young 
Lawfon, either through choice or neceffity, betook hira- 
felf, very early in life, to the fea. He gradually, and 
merely in confequence of his own particular merit, rofc, 
from the humbleft office, to a moft diltinguiflied rank in 
the fervice. The firft notice we find taken of him is in 
the year 1653, at which time he commanded the Fairfax. 

, In the firft aflion between the Dutch and the Englilh 
fleets, Lawfon, by his great gallantry, refcued the 
Triumph, on board which Ihip the admirals Elake and 
Dean were, from the very center of the enemy's fqua- 
dron, though not without tne greateft rifle to himfclf, nor 
till his admiral's (hip, moft feverely preiTcd, was in the 
moft imminent danger of being cither taken or deftroycd, 
Blake himfclf being wounded, her captain killed, and 

.nearly an hundred of her crew. In the .fecond aftion, 

.which quickly followed, Lawfon boarded, and carried off 
in triumph, one of the Dutch men of war ; and in the 

-purfuit confequent to the a£tion, made himfelf matter of 
a fecond. In grateful teftimony of his gallantry^ the 
parliament promoted him, immediately afterwards, to the 
rank of rear-admiral. In the third aflion, which look 
place the fame year, and began on the ift of June, Law- 

, fon, with the blue fquadron, attacked De Ruyter with fo 
much vigour, that his divifion was entirely broken, and 
he himfelf would, in all probability, have been taken, or 
funk, had he not been, very opportunely, relieved by Van 
Tromp. This fuccour arriving, Lawfon was obliged to 
pontenl himfelf .with having funk one of their Ihips, 
mounting forty-two guns. On the sgth of July a fourth, 
' and more bloody a£tion than any which had preceeded it, 
took place. The havock made among trie enemy's ftiips, 
Dot Icfs tjiao thirty of which were iuiik, deftroyed, or 
C3 lake*. 
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taken, and the (laughter of their men, compelled the . 
Dutch te folicit a peace, on fuch terms as Cromwell, now 
become dictator to the parliament, would be plealed to 
allow it them. The (hare bome by Lawfon, now a 
a vice-admiral, was, in this a^ion, as di(lingtii(hed as it 
had been in either of the former ; and being left, after it 
■was over, to block up their ports, he, in a vcr^ fhort 
time, took no lefs than eighl-and-thirty of their (hips and 
veiTeit. For this, and his preceding eminent ferrices, the 
parliament voted him a gold chain. The peace with the 
Dutch having taken place, as has been already obferved, 
foon afterwards, no further mention is made of the vice- 
vdmiral till the year 1 657, when, though rteadily attached 
to a republican form of government, having long become 
hoflile to that whimfical change created in it by the ufur- 
pation of Cromwell, he was {in confequencc, it muft be 
coufefTed) of his intrigues, intending to deftroy that ufur- 
pation) arreted, and committed to the Tower. Too 
. great for public puni(hmenl, under a government built on 
10 v«ry flender a. foundation, he was loon difcharged ; and 
unwilling to give fanSion to a man, whofe tyranny ho 
abhorred, or to fupport, even in appearance, meafureshe 
completely deteftwl, he retired from public life, till the 
death of Cromwell, in the year 1058, brought him 
.once more from obfcurity. Experience had long (inco 
taught all moderate men, that the form of government 
then exiftingi had it even proved more congenial to the 
temper of the people than it aftually was, could not 
continue longer than while that intrepid and daring, 
though politically, as well as morally wicked character, 
which had hitherto maintained it in the zenith of all its 
glory, fubfided: or unlefs fome equally bold ^nd for- 
midable fpirit fhould fuddenty lUrt vp as a farther 
fcourge to a nation, not yet funrciently puni(hed for its 
iniquity, and foUy in purfuing a vifionary fleeting phan< 
tom, and miitaking the melancholy ravmgs of fanatics 
and republicans, for the wcll-digeftcd code of permanent, 
political liberty. Law(bn, therefore, once among the 
foremoft fupporters of what was called the commonwealth, 
feeing at knpth the erroneous principles of his own po- 
litic?, honeftly and wifely came, very early, into the 
pcafurcs taken by Monk for the demolition of that, 
ijrannf 
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tyranny which be himfelf had, among others, contributed 
to eie& and aggrandize. On the return of idmirat 
Montague frorti the Baltic, Lawfoo vim pitched upon, by 
the parliament, at the fitteft pcrfon to take the command 
of the fleet; and from the meaTures fo prudently con- 
certed between admiral Montague, gcDcral Monk, and 
himfelf, the relloration of monarchy wai cScAed with a 
tranquillity difpleafing 10 fomc, and allvnifliing to all ; a 
tranquility which added new luilre to the chara^ers of 
thofe who had, with fuch prudence, proje6tcd, and with 
fo much firmnefs executed fo great an undertaking. 
One u{ the firft ads of royalty exercifcd by Charles, after 
the parliamentary acknowlcgemenT of his office and au- 
thority, was that of confcning knighthood <» Lawfon, 
a moderate compenfation, perhaps, for the fcrvices ren- 
dered by him, yet ftrongly indicative of their intriniic 
worth, from the time * and manner in which it was be- 
flowed. Charles, however, had fcaice taken pofle^n 
of his throne, when he gave fir John Lawfon a more 
fubffaintial prot^ of his good opinion, by a^pointinK him 
a commtlEoner of the navy. Very foon afterwards i he 
-was Tent vice-admiral, under the earl of Sandwich, into 
the Mediternnean, and, after having aflilled in the demo- 
lition of the Algerine fbipping, was left, by the earl, with 
a fquadron to harrafs the enemy and protect our own 
trade. This fervice he mofl effcSually performed j but, 
during the time he was engaged in it, a milunderftanding 
arofe between him, and the Uutch admiral, De Ruyter, 
rcfpe£Ung a naval compliment, a falute, which afforded 
the latter a pretext for withdrawing himfelf ; and, at a 
future day, one to king Charles, for declaring war agalnfl 
the States. The cotiduA of fir John, in this difagreable 
aSiir, is, however, to be attributed to its true' caufe, 
" not to any captious mm in the temper of the admiral 
lumfelf, but to nis pofitive orders, not to rtturn thtJahM

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/* thejhips af any prsnie or Jiate whatever." In the yMf 
1662, at the time the earl of Sandwich returned horns 
from Lifiion, convoying the princefs Caiherinef the iiit 
tended queen of Charles, fir John failed for the Streights, 
Being then left commander-in-<:hief for that expedition, 
he removed his flag into the Refolution ; and by his pru- 
dent as well as fpiriied condudl, compelled the ftates of 
Algiers to enter irtto an accommodation: but the terms 
infifted on by him, thojigh equitable, and, in every' re- 
fpe£l, confiftent with the laws of nations, being fuch as 
were incompatible with the temper of a ftate fubfiiting 
chiefly by piracy, it was broke off: and fir John had, a 
very few days afterwards,' the faiisiaftion to make prize 
of one of their principal corfairs, mounting thirty-four 
guns. Being ordered home before he had been able to reduce 
them, a fecond lime, to reafon, he left fir Thomas Allen 
commander-in^^hief in his room, as has been already Ihewn 
in the life of that ofiicer. On his return to England he 
found theDutch war on the point of being declared: it was, 
inde.ed, in confequence of the approaching rupture that he 
vas recalled, in order that he might ferve as rear-admiral of 
of the red under the duke of York. This compliment 
paid him by his fovereign was particularly flattering to 
him*. And it is reported by Caihpbell, that the advice 
given t by him to king Charles, would have tended much 
more to bring the war to a fpeedy conclufion than the 
conduft which really was purfued : be that as it may, the 
remainder of the firft year, after hoftilities, were ri- 
folved OHf pafTed over without an aftion, the Dutch 
quietly fuffcring themfelves to be blocked up in their 
ports, by the fu peri or 'fleet of the Engl ifti. But from 
their great exertions made during the winter and enfuing 
fpring, Obd:m de Waflaneer was enabled to put to fea, 
in the month of May, 1665, "with a fleet confifting of no 
lefs than an hundred and twenty men of war, befidcsfire- 
^htps. On th& 3d of June both the fleets met ; iad, after 
a long and very fpirited conteft, a moft complete yjflory

jLawfon, who, on this occafion, had hoilled hi!; flag on 
board the London. Wounded in the Icnee by a miifquet- 
Aiot at the conclufion of an engagement, in which he 
had fo eamellly laboured to acquire vidory, be had, 
however, the Jatisfa£tion of feeing thofe labours crowned 
with their fo much merited fuccefs. Being conveyed to 
Greenwich, the warmcft hopes of his recovery were en- 
tertained for fome days ; but at length, according to the 
lat^age of phyfic, matters taking an unfavourable turn, 
a gangrene commenced, and put a period to his cxUtence 
on the 2gth of June, 1665 *. 

. Such was the end of the gallant lir John Lawfon, s 
nwn whofc name deferves remembrance, and whofe fame 
ought to be recorded, were it on no other account ihan 
his having faid, " that an offictr had nothing la do with

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perfeSed the fcheme of fupplying London with wster ; 
be that as it may, we are foriv we have nothing further 
to record of this gentleman, than that, in the year 1660, 
he was appointed, by the duke of York, to the command 
of the Kinfala. 

MOOTHAM, Peter,— was made commander of the 
Forefight, by the duke of York, in the year 1660. He 
was not appointed to any other fhip till the year 1665, 
when he was made captain of the Princefs. He conti- 
nued fo till the following year, when he unfortunately 
fell in that adion which terminated fo fatally to the lives, 
though not to the glory, of foch a number of his contem- 
poraries, on the 4th of June, 1666, 

NIXON, Edward, — was appointed captain of the 
Phoenix in 1660, of the Mermaid in the following year^ 
and the Elizabeth in the year 1664, all by com mi fli on 
from the duke of York. — No further mention is made of 
him. 

NUTTON, Michael, — ^was appointed captain of Uw 
Norwich in the year 1660, but never had any other com- 
mand. 

POINTZ, John, — commanded the Richmond in the 
year i6do, and the Maryland Merchant in the year - 
1664. 

POOLE, Jonas, — was appointed to the Leopard in 
the year 1660, and the Ann in 1661, both bycomroiflion 
from the duke of York. In 1662 he was roacfe captaiq 
of the Newcaftle of fifty guns, by the earl of Sandwich, 
he being then under his command at Lifhon. In 1664 
he was appointed, by the duke of York, firft, to command 
the Dover, and, fecondly, the London. The warrant 
authorifing hiiU to impefs three hundred men, for' the 
pnrpofe of manning this (hip, is publilhed in the duke of 
York's Memoirs. In the following year he commanded 
the Vanguard, and, in all probability, died, or retired, 
fooii afterwards, as, in the year 1666, we find thM Ihip 
commanded by another gentleman. 

POOLE, Sir William,— was defcendcd from an an- 
cient and honourable family eflabliftied at Poole, in the. 
hundred of Wirral, in Chefhire. Soon after the reftora- 
tjon he was appointed, by the duke of York, to command 
tifc Martin. Ip 1661 he was promoted to the Charity 

of 
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xf foTty-fix guns. In 1663 he commanded the ^dvicgf 
and was rc-appointed to-the fame (hip in th6 yeu 1665. 
Soon afterwards, the adion taking place between the 
duke of York and the Dutch, he was put into the St. 
George, in all likelihood to fupply the place, pre tempore, 
of her former commander, who had citner been killed ot 
removed into another fhip, as he does not apptar to have 
been regularly commilTionrd by the duke of York, as lord 
high admiral. In' 1666 he commanded the Mary of 
fifty-eight guns, by commiflion from the joint admirals, 
prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle. In 1669 he 
was appointed, by the duke of Ytirk, to command the 
Crown ; and, in the year 1672, fuccelGvely commanded 
the Jerfey, Plymouth, and St. David. 1' awards the end 
of this year he was commodore of the expedition fent 
againft Tobago, fir Tobias Bridges commanding the 
latid forces, and to his peffonal exertion the fuccefs is 
principally owing. Thctroopsbeinglanded, in their firft 
attempt, either through the ignorance, or treachery of the 
guide, in a place extremely unfavourable to future ope- 
ration, and where they Were momentarily iti danger of 
being cut off, captain Poole went, himfelf, on (hore to 
fuperiniend their re -embarkation, which was effcSed 
without lofs. On the following day, the 19th of De- 
cember, 1672, the troops were re-landed, under cover 
of the St. David, after (he had endured a mofl tremen- 
dous fire, from all the forts and batteries, for five hours. 
Ilie fuccefs attending this aflion was as complete as the ■ 
undertaking was brilliant-; a capitulation being immedi- 
ately propofed, and the ifland furrendered without further 
bloodmed. For this fervice it is, mofi probable, be was 
knighted. On the 27th of February, 1676, he received 
• commiAion Irom the king * to command the Leopaid. 
In this Ihip he was fent commodore to Newfoundland, 
-and from thence failed, at the clofe of the year, as is cuf- 
tociary, with the convoy for the ftreights. He returned 
^o England, having the Sireights fleet under his protedion, 
{n the month of May following. On the nth of Sep-

tember. 
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.(ciftljcr, 1 678, he was, under the fame authority, appoint' 
ed to command the Happy Return, and again Tent 
to the Streights, where he continued for fome time, dili- 
gently fulfilling every thing that couM be expe£led from 
3. prudent and a^ive commander, aSbrding, on every oc- 
cafion, all (he proteftion in his power to our own com- 
inerce, and leaving no means unattemptcd to check the 
depredations of the corfalrs. On the 2iitof June, 1685, 
he was appointed to the Samuel and Mary, which is the 
laft fhip he ever commanded. It is fomewhat fingular 
that any man, more efpecially of fir William's rank and 
family confequence, (hould have continued five-and- 
■ twcnty years in fervice and be fo little noticed by hiftori- 
ans. We mud naturally conclude his charaiSer, and re- 
putation as an officer was unblemifhed, fir he would not 
have been fo repeatedly entrufled with a command. We 
can, therefore, only lament, that Fortune fo unkindly de- 
prived him, as it has many others, of that opportunity trf" 
diftinguiftiing himfelf, which, iffeized, (as we have no 
reafon in the world to fuppofe but that it would have been) 
would havc^ptaced him on an equality, in point of public 
fame, Vvith the moft gallant of his cotemporaries. 

ROOTH, Sir Richard, — was appointed, by the duke of 
York, captain of the Dartmouth, in the year 1660: in 
2663 he commanded the Harp : in 1664. he was rc- 
commiffioned for the Dartmouth : in 1667 he commanded 
the St, David ; and, in the following year, the Garland. 
During the time he commanded this fhip, which was one 
of fir Thomas Allen's fquadron, in the Mediterranean, he 
was left, by that admiral, to block up the port of Sallec. 
While he was employed on this fervice he had the good 
fortune to meet with four of their corfairs* which were 
efcorting home three prizes which they had taken. Oh 
captain Rooth's attacking them, in conjunAion with cap-

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Min Buftow of the Francis, they all ran aihore and pe« 
riflied, together with their crews, 10 avoid falling into the 
hands of the Englilh. The circumftance we obferved to 
have taken place on a former occafion, of an officer's 
ferving as a lieutenant, after having, for years, afted as a 
commander, occurs in the life of this gentleman. In 
1672 he was made firft lieutenant of the Vi2lory,and in the 
following year refumed his former (lation of a comman- 
der, tirft, of the Lion, having again returned to the Me- 
diterranean, and, fecondly, of the Swiftfure. On the 9th 
of March, 1675, he was appointed, by king Charles the 
Second, to command the Adventure, on which occafioa 
he received the honour of knighthood, and was fent to 
carry over t:> Tangier the L-arf of Inchiquin, lately ap- 
pointed governor. Lallly, on the 12th of April, 1678, he 
was removed into the Monmouth : the command of this 
(hip concluded his naval life. The obfervation made in 
the life of fir William Poole applies alfo to this gentle- 
man, 

SACKLER, Tobias — was made captain of the 
Blackmsre pink in 1660. In 1663 he commanded the 
Drake; atw, in 1665, the Expedition of thirty-four guns. 
He commanded this Ihip in the engagement between the 
duke of York and Opdam ; and, in the following year. 
Was prefent alfo, in the fame fhip, at the two engage- 
ments between the Englilh, under prince Rupert and the 
dulte of Albemarlfe, and the Dutch under Dc Ruyter. 
It is not improbable this Ihip was, foon afterwards, taken 
or deftroyed by the Dutch, as the name, either of herfelf 
or her commander, does not again occur. 

SANDERS, Gabriel, — commanded the Tyger, by 
commifhon from the duke of York, in the year 1660; 
but does not appear to have ferved afterwards. 

SANDWICH, Edward Montague, earl of, — ^was the 
only furviving fon of fir Sidney Montague, the youngeft 
of iix fons of Edward, lord Montague, of Boughton : he 
was born on the 27th of July, 1625; and having married 
when little more than feventeen years old, entered very 
early, and warmly into the c'aufe of the parliament, info- 
much that he commanded a regiment, raifed by himfelf, . 
under the earl of Effex, in 1643 ; and, in the month of 
May billowing, was prefent at the Hormijig of lincoln; 
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which fervice his party beheld fufl that "budding gallantf^- 
which afterwards unfolded itfclf with luch conrpicuous 
fplendor. As a commander at the battle of Marfton 
Moor, in the fame year, he rendered himfelf equally re- 
markable ; and, in confequence of thefc well-deferved 
laurels, was appointed one of the commiflioners for ad- 
juftiAg the terms of capitulation for the city of York, 
although he had, at that time, fcarcely attained his nine- 
teenth year. The charaSer he had fojufUy acquired, he 
maintained with undiminifhed Iliftre at the battle of 
Nafeby, and the ftorming of Sridgewater and Brillol ; 
and was pitchediipon to announce the Turrender of the latter 
place, to parliament, as a mark of particular diftih3ion. 
Although he had hitheno, on all occaGons, appeared ».■ 
mofl zealous friend to the republican party, and had pro- 
moted its fervice with the moH ftrenuous integrity 
yet, when the authority' of parliament funk before the 
fword of Cromwell, his adherents, and the army, Mr. 
Montague appeared in no refpefl the partifan of their 
newly and illegally alTumcd power. He was at length, 
however, prevailed on, by the artifices of Cromwell, to 
enter into meafures his heart never approved, and fiipport 
a motley fyftem of government which he foon came to 
deleft, and, in the end, to afllft in the del!lrudion of. 
Neverthelefs, having embarked in the cai;|e, he quitted 
that fervice, in which he had hitherto appeared as a me., 
teor, to become a (tai of the firft brilliancy, and magnitudo 
in ailation, which nothing Jhort of confummate ability 
could enable him to fill, without expofing himfelf at 
once both to pity and derifion. Mr, Montague, at the 
age of thirty, bred totally to the army, was appointed joint 
fonunander of the fleet with Elake, a man undoubtedly 
pofTefled of the higheft gallantry, but, like himfelf, totally 
unacquainted with every principle of naval tactics ; yet 
under thefe very men, even at th;ir firfl outfet in their 
n«w profelliat), the BritiOi flag fpread every wbete a 
terror, and commanded a refpeft, which, without in- 
tending to depreciate, in the fmalleft degree, the merita 
«f their fucccffors, we may truly fay, the zreatefl profef- 
flonal (kill has never yet inhanced. The difficulties admi- 
ral Montague had to flruggle with, even before he enter- 
fi upon the Tf^ii»i iiutia (< his cotoinvid, would hav« 
been 
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been fuiScient to hxve totally alienated from the (ervice* 
the heart and mind of a man lefs bent on enterprize, and 
glory, than his own. He found both the officers, and men 
wh<nn he was to command, and on whofe exertion his 
own future fame was to depend, diTpirited, difcontcnted, 
xverfe to the fervice, and almoft in a Rate of mutiny. 
Such, however, was his pnidence, his conciliating man- 
ners, and, above all, his firmnefs, that, in a very fhort 
time, he had the falisfaSion to find tliat degree of difci- 
pliae reftored, which is, in all enterprifes, neceflaiy to 
Iccond the bravery, and good conduct of thofe who are 
highell in command. In the beginning of the year 1656 
he failed^ in company with his colleague Blake, for the 
Mediterranean, where many proje^s, worthy of fo gal* 
Unt a duumvirate, were mutually propofcd to each other. 
But as prudence ought, on all occafions, to accompany 
gallantry, fo after maturer confideration, thefe were re- 
Jefled as too defperate, and romantic to be purfued by 
commanders, who had any other obje£l in view than ths 
dellru£li<»i of their men. The expedition was not, 
Iiowever, altogether fruttlels ; the Spaniards were iad- 
inidated, the Algerines and other piratical ftates overaw- 
ed, and the Portuguefe compelled to enter into a treaty 
with Cromwell upon his own terms. In the month of 
Swtember vice-admiral Stayner, who was under admiral 
Montague's command, attacked and captured the galleont 
in the road of Cadiz ; but the particulars of that aSioni 
fo highly chara3eriliic of Britllh gallantry, are with' 
more propriety, it is hoped, related in the life of fir 
Richanj. In the month of July, 1657, admiral Monta- 
gue was appointed^ by Cromwell, to command the fleet 
in the Downs. It was Rationed there for the triple pur* 
pofe of watching the motions of the Dutch, carrying on 
the war with Spain, and aflifting the French in the rc- 
du£lion of Dunkirk. The fervice in which he w»s em- 
ployed W3S by no means congenial to the temper and In- 
clinations of the admiral, fo that it is intimated, he more 
than once had it in contemplation to cuit his command 
and retire; yet howtver dilairreeable to him, and con- 
trary to his own opinion, thofe meafurt.s might be, which 
iiewa; appointed to carry into execution, he was a man 
of fucji Uiid honour as to fulfil them, o;i all occafions, 

with 
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vith ttie mod rigid fcnifmlournefs, thinling with BtsSe^ 
and many other gallant men of the fame day, " that an 
efficer had never any thing to do with the propriety of 
orders ; his only duty was to execute them." The per- 
fonal intimacy m whioh he had ever lived with Crom- 
wcli, as it jnight tend confideraWy to outweigh his pri- 
vate rentiments, and retain him in the fervlce, fo, in all 
probability, it very much recommended him to 'his fuc- 
cellbr, Richard. The only wife Hep taken, during hi* 
fiioit-Iived elevation to the proteddrate, was that of Tend- 
ing a Urong Sect into the Baltic, under the command of 
admiral Montague. The high opinion entertained of him 
by Richard, is apparent from a letter written him wittj 
his own hand, in which he de fires him in all cafes, but 
more particularly in what concerned the honour of the 
flag, rather to have recourfe to his own difcretion, than to 
confidcr himfelf as bound by the tcnour of his orders. 
The fame meafures being adhered tb, notwithftanding the 
depoCtion of Richard Cromwell; the parliament, 
jealous, perhaps, of the great ability as well as popularity 
of the admiral, thought proper to fend with 'him, as ho- 
nourable fpies on his conduct, fir Robert Honeywood^ 
colonel Algernon. Sidney, and Mr. Boon, with the title 
of th«r commiflloners, whom he ivas obliged, by his 
orders, on all occafions to a£l in conjunflion with. As 
a fiilt greater mark of difrefpefi, if pofli&le, they fupcr- 
ceded him in the command of his regiment of horfe> 
which, notwithftanding his naval appointment, he had 
been fuifered to retain during the whole of Cromwell'i, 
adminiftraiion. On his arrival in the Sound he appeared, 
at once, in a new chara<£ier ; and, from the ability dif- 
played in his negociations, proved himfelf as able a po!i- 
lician, as he was before cfteemed a commander. All 
matters being fettled between king Charles the Second 
(then in Holland) and himfelf, his next neceiTary ftep vcas 
to draw over the parliamentary commiflioncrs, from 
whom he had every poliible oppofiiion to apprehend, as 
aiders of his intended future plan of operations, without 
their being confcious of the trap ihat was laid for them. 
It may readily be fuppqfed this was a matter 6i no fmall 
difficulty, when it is confidered he had to deal with x 
man of Sidney's political penetration. Nothing, hov» 
ever. 
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ever* is impoflible, or even difficult, to great minJs. 
The council of war, of which Sidney was, of courfe, a 
jnember, cither perfuaded by the eloquence of the ad- 
miral, or ignorant, fo plaufible were his arguments, how 
to objed to meafures they in truth difliked, at length 
luuuiimouQy agreed to rctui:n to England. A flap, of all 
others, moll ruinous to the republican caufc, and con- 
fequentlymoltfavourabletothatofroyalty. On his return^ 
DOtwithftanding the clamour againA him was exceffive, he 
acquitted himfeif with fo much clearnefs and ingenuity, 
that the moll viofent among his enemies were almod con- 
verted into his admirers. Matters had, however, taken 
» very different turn from what was expelled. Srr 
George Booth, who headed and dircded the land infur- 
re^on, was defeated and committed prtfoner to the 
Tower ; and Lawfon, univerfally edecmed, as well from 
his religion as hit politics, a thorough-paced republican. 
Was appointed to fupercede Montae;uc in the command 
of the fleet. How fliort-fighted is political wifdom 
t^en the prejudice, or influence of part}-, which firft 
tttEled its controul, begins to waver ! Montague, after 
having explained his condufl to the then parliament, re- 
tired to his own edate; but on Monk's entering England, 
was requeued to refume the command of the fleet. Here 
he fotind Lawfon ftrangely converted from a fupnofed 
vehement opponent, into a fleady (upportcr of his fcheaie 
and wiflies: the event confequent to this formidable 
coalition of power, influence, and abihties, is well known. 
Admiral Montague having had the happinefs, as well 
as the honour of convoying Charles the Second to Eng- 
land, Was, immediately on his landing*, in teflimony of 
that monarch's efleem, made a knight of the garter, and, 
I few days afterwards, appointed lieu ten ant- admiral under 
the duke of York, captain-general of the Narrow Seas, and 
inafter of the wardrobe. On the t+th of July following he 
Was created bitron Montague, vifcount Hinchinbroke, and 
earl of Sandwich. In the month of Sept. having hotfled his 
' flag on board the Refolution, he convoyed the princefs ef _ 
Orange to England. In the month of June, 1661, he 
was appointed admiral and commander-in-chief of the 
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.fleet bound to ihp Strcights ; and haying hoii^ed his Hag on 
board the Royal James, he fet fii!, on the 19th of June*, 
'in company wiih fir John Lawfon, who ferved as vice- 
admiral under him. On the 29th of Juiy he arrived off 
Algiers, v^hich he found fo well nroiefled by forts and 
.batteries, that he was able to effedt nothing of greater 
confctjuencc than burning a few of their (hips, andlhrow- 
Jdg the inhabitants into the moll dreadful con (kin at ion. 
His own Hect having fufFered very materially intheir fails 
and rigtiing, he thought it advifeable to draw off. He . 
then failed for Tangier, having left Lawfon, his vice- 
•admirai, with a fufficient force, to block up the port, krid 
reArain thofe deprcddtions he had fo gallantly, though 
frtiitlefsly, endeavoured to deftroy the fource of. Having 
executed his commiilinn at Tangier, the objcdt of which 
was, to receive polfelhon of the place on the part of kiiig 
Charles, as being included in the portion given with the 
Jnfania of Portugal, his intended qBeen, he left the earl of 
Peterborough in command there, with an Englilh garrifon. 
From thence he repaired to Lil^n, where taking the In- 
fanta on board, he convoyed her to England,, and landeii 
her in fafety oi) the 14th of May, 1662. From this lim^, 
to the year 1664, the earl of Sandwich had no opportu- 
nity of manifefting that gallantry which, on all pofliblc 
occa/ions, blazed forth with fuch uncommon liiftrC. On 
. the firft profpeft of the Dutch war he was fent com- 
. inander-in-chief of a fleet fitted out to attend, and watch 
.the motions of the enemy. He hoifted his flag, firflon 
board the Royal Charles, and afterwards fliifted it, in fuc- 
ceifion, before the conclufion of the year, to the London> 
. the Revenge, and the Prince ; but war not being declared 
till the month of March following, that courageous and 
, enterp riling fpirit, which was on all occafions fo con^i- 
cuous in this noble perfon, was not called into adion. 
In 1665 he commanned the blue fquadron under the duke 
. of York ; and chiefly owing to hi* particular exertions, a 
conliderable number of the enemy's merchant fhips were

captured. 
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captured, 130 fait, out of their Bourdeayx fleer,' being 
taken at one ilrokc, the greateft part of which were con- 
demned. On the 3d of June, by his own bravery and 
gallantry, he laid the firft foundation of that vldlory which 
was afterwards fo completely atchieved by the further exer- 
fions of himfelf, and others, his noble afTociates*. On the 
duke of York's quitting the command of the fleet, it was 
conferred on the earl, and no one furely had a greater claim 
to that honour. Having hoifted the ftandard, as fub- 
Aituie for the lord high admiral, he failed from Torbay, 
forthecoaft of Holland, on the 5th of July, having under 
his command a fleet of fixty fail. Finding, on bis arrival 
ofFthe Texel, that there was no likelihood of the Dutch 
fleets being able to put tofea for a confjdetable lime, he 
fleered northward, in the double hope of intercepting De 
Ruyter, who was known to be on his return, by that 
courfc, from Newfoundland, and capturing or deftioying 
the Turkey, and Eafl; India fleets, which, ic was reported, 
had taken Ihelter in Berghen. Fortune, and that only, 
baffled his expedlations in both inftances ; De Ruyter 
after having efcaped him t, arriving in fafeiy in Holland, 
and the expedition agalnft Berghen, on which fervice he 
detached fourteen men of war under the command of fir 
Thwnas Tiddeman, an officer of confnmmate gallantry 
and high reputation, failing, either through the duplicity 
of the Danith governor, or, as he pretended", the want of 
fufficient inftruilions. We may add to the account, that 
mifunderftanding and mutual want of confidence which al- 
mofl ever exitts- in court negociations, when they deviate, 
in the fmallefl inflance, from the ftridi line of national 
honour. The ilUfuccefs of this expedition, as it aff^ordj

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the only pojjible opportunity, fo it has not been neglcflcd 
by feme hiflorians, as the only chance they had of venting 
their own fpleen, and attempting to affix the appearance of 
flignia on the character of this noble earl. It is evident* 
however, his too great nicety in paying a proper refpeft 
to the negociation he underflood was entered into, be- 
tween Charles the Second, ^nd the king of Denmark, 
touching the neutrality and non-interference of the latter, 
during the propofed attack; was the firft, and, indeed, 
only caufe of this mifcarriage. For it appears generally 
admitted by all parties, that, if the earl had followed the 
bias of his own private inclination and judgment, and, 
difregarding the agreement, as he then thought, and ever 
after continued to confider it as a dilhonourable afl, had 
ordered the Dutch fleet to be attacked at firll, without 
allowing them time to fortify themfelves, the whole, ot, 
at ieaft, a very confiderable part of them would either 
have been taken or deftroyed. The earl had, however, 
the good fortue to fall in with part of this very fleet, 
under the convoy of De Ruyter, on the 4th of September, 
when, notwithftanding it blew a heavy gale of wind, it 
appears, from the concurrent teftimony of our bed hifto- 
rians, he captured eight men of war, twenty merchant 
ihips, and two of their richeft Indiamen, But the author 
of the life of De Ruyter gives the following account of 
this tranfaftion. " In his going he met not with theEnglifli 
•' fleet, but in his return was difcovered and attacqued by 
" the earl of Sandwich, when finding himfelf too weak, his 
" charge great, and the windes very high, with a run- 
*' ning fight made the beft of his way ; and, with the lofs 
" of two great Eaft India (hips, fome other merchantmen, 
" and five men of war, he brought his fleet into the W^ 
" Erames." The fuccefs of the earl did not end here, 
for, on the 9th of the fame month, a part of his fleet fell 
in with, and captured fourteen, out of eighteen, mer- 
chant flilps, together with four men of war, which were 
the convoy. Notwiihfianding the partial mifcarriage of 
the expedition, the earl was, on hifi arrival, received 
with the ftfongeft marks of favour by his fovereign, and 
the loudefl acclamations by the people. Yet Rapin is 
pleafed to afTert, that Charles was fo much chagrintd at 
his condufl, that, on his return home, " injiead ef conti* 
numg 
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nuing htm In the tammand ofthejieel, he JenI him ambajfader 
$B the court of Spain." The account given by Campbell is 
.much more candid. He attributes his removal to the 
mofl probable, and, in all likelihood, the real caufe; 
the neceflity Charles vras under of fending a perfon of 
extenfive abilities as ambaflador-cxtraordinary to the court 
of Spain'. And, furely, when we candidly confider the 
charafter of the earl, no perfon can blame the choice 
made by the king on this occafion. Elteemed as great in 
the cabinet, as he had already {hewn himfelf, to the 
world, in the field, the court of Madrid appeared to 
confider him as the arbiter of its future conduU. When 
his arrival was expeifted, the Spaniards were in the 
utmoU agitation and anxiety, as though they regarded him 
a phenomenon of Nature. On his landing at the 
Groyne, on the zSth of April, 1666, he was not only re- 
ceived with the mofl unufual, though not unmerited, 
honours, but thefe were alfo continued in every town and 
province he pafled through, on his way to Madrid. Even 
a (light indifpofltion, with which he was attacked, was of 
fufficient confequence to alarm the whole nation, a na- 
tion (panicularly at that day) not remarkable for its 
attention or condefccnfion to ftrangers, however high their 
rank, or dignified the commiflion, they bore. His recep- 
tion at Madrid, where he arrived on the 28th of May, 
was equally fplendid with his entertainment on his jour- 
ney thither ; and that nothing might be wanting in the 
refpeit univerfally fhewn him, he was entertained, moft 
magnificently, for fome days t, at the queen's expence. 
On the 30th day of June he had his firft public audience, 
which had been thus long deferred, as well on account of 
the queen's indifpofltion, as that this reception being a 
public a£t might be in no fort inferior to the honours 
already paid him. Having entered on the bufmefs he 
was charged with, the Spaniards hardly knew which to 
admire mott, his perfpicuity in arranging, or courtefy in

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fettling points in which he dilTered from them in opinioa. 
So much did his behaviour win to him the good opinion 
of thoTe with whom be was employed to negociate, that, 
notwithilanding he had fuch a variely of interefts to cott- 
fult, in managing fuch parts as related to our commerce, 
he had addrefs enough to carry every point in a treaty, 
confifting of forty articles, not only according to the utr 
moll of his own wifties, but thofe aifo of the nation he 
rcprefented. This being figned on the 13th of May, 
l66y. His next ftep was, under the mediation of the 
Britilh court, to accommodate the difference which had 
Co long fubfifted betvi'een Spain and Portugal. This 
mull be confidered as a talk of uncommon diSicuiiy, 
when it is refletSed that, perhaps, no meafure in the 
world could be more grating to the Spanifh nation thaq 
making peace with Portugal, and of courfe acknowledg- 
ing it to be an independent kingdom. Neverthelefs, Ca 
fuccefsful was the earl in pointing out the ruinous aix] 
fatal confeqiicnccs that would attend the continuance of 
the war; fo perfuafive were his general arguments in 
favour of a leccwiiljation : that the Spaniards relaxing 
from that punctilious pride which had fo long prevented 
an arcomniodation, a treaty of peace, between them and 
the Porluguefe, was figned at Lilhon on the 13th of Fe- 
bruary, 1668. This arduous undertaking being accom- 
pliOie^*, th.e earl retuined to Madrid, where, having 
CT pleted every obr^ of his milton, and convinced the , 
Sp'ir.iards of the wifdom and policy of courting and ma i*^ 
ij,i-l'ig an Liiliancc with the Britilh nation, he tjuittcd that 
kingdom, leaving it univerfally imprefled with the highefl 
opinion of his ability, and the utmoft confidence iii his 
political integrity. He arrived at Portfmouth on the 
I9ih of September,, 166S. And as he had, through the 
whole of his embafly, received the greatcil porfonal at- 
tention both from the king and the duke of York, fo, on 
his return, he was received, by them, with tbe-raoft cor-

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Jial refpeil, and every pofliblc teftlmony of the regard 
and hig}i<^Lnion they entertained of him. According to , 
Campbell, he was, on the 3d of Aiigiift, 1670*, fworo, 
by the king's command, prefident of the council of plan- 
tations. It is intimated alfo, that this appointment 
was thought of, not merely on account of his merit, 
but as adwiccur, or retainer, to engage him to enter cor- 
dially into fuch meafures as the king and his brother were- 
then contriving. This may be a very great Compliment 
tothe earl's political abilities and influence; but either 
Campbell or Bcatfon are mif^ken, in point of fa3. 
According to Bcatfon, Edward, eart of Sandwich, was 
nominated) by king Charles, a member of the council of 
trade and plantations, on the 7th of. November, i65o, 
when that beard was firft ereiftcd, by the king's order. 
On this in(t)tution being fanifiioned by parliament, and a 
regular commiffion ilTued on the 2cth of Odobcr, 1668, 
the name of the earl of Sandwich was omitted, 'ihe 
fecond commiflion was not, according to fieatfon, ilTued 
till the r6th of April, 1679, feven years after the firft 
Carl's death, when we hnd the name of Edward, carl o£. 
Sandwich, as fecond commillioner, who, if lh£ dates are 
corrcft, mud have' been the fon of the firft earl. Hence 
it appears, there is an evident miftake made by one or 
the other ; but by which of them we will not tate upon 
us, peremptorily, to decide. Campbell, who appears 
ever -willing to do all polTible juftice to the memory of 
this great man, fays,, that " in this canity (that of com- 
** miflioner of plantations) as weii as in thai of vict-sdmi-, 
" ral and privy eaunjtlhr, he gave nojmalldifiurbance to the 
" cahah for, in the Jirfl place, he mat a fincere and teahut 
" PrstefianI ; nextf he was a true Englijhman, loyal la his 
" prince, hutfleadyin the caufe af his country; an enemy alike 
!' ta faSion, and to every thing that loshd like arbitrary 
" pTuier." To this we can readily alfeni, for the uni- 
form opinion entertained of his merit, by hiftorians of all 
ranks and parties, and the lefiimony they have, probably

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in oppofitioii to their own wifltes, been, as it were, COIB'- 
pellea to bear to his manifold virtues, is a much more 
convincing proof, to poftcrity, of their exiftence, than 
either the favour of princes or the applaufc of the popu- 
lace *. At the commencement of the fecond Dutch war» 
in 1672, he returned, fatally for himfelf, to the fervice; 
and having hoifted his flag on board the Royal Jamesi put 
to Tea as admiral of the blue fquadron. At the battle of 
Solebay he led the van of the Britifh fleet, and Is report- 
ed, in the Gazette of the 30th of May t, to have began the 
a^ion with his own (hip, by firing on Van GncntJ. 
Many perfons have, in different ways, taken upon them 
to account for the condud of the carl ; and after having 
courteoully endeavoured to degrade valour into obllinacy, 
have ftartcd a myriad of conjefltiral reafons, why his mind» 
in the (late it then was, (hould prefer perifhing wantonly, 
with his (hip, to the refolution of quitting it, as, accord- 
ing to them; he might have done, with honour. The 
£rft Jiiggeftioo is at the expence of the duke of York, . 
who is reported to have anfwered him fiightingly, at a 
council held the evening before the a^ion, when the earl 
propofed that they fliould put to fea, as he apprehended 
the fleet. In the pofition it then lay, ran fome rifk of 
beiag/urfri/fd by the Dutch- Others rather attribute it

«* WhiwWl, July 3, 1672. — This (Jay was perfenned 
the interment (vf the right honourable Edward, earl of 
Sandwich, whofe body was taken up at Tea, after the late 
engagement of his majefly's fleet with the Dutch,, in 
which this DoUe eail fo extraordinarily flgnalized hi* 
courage and condu£l, that his majelly, out of a high fen& 
of his honour and merit, was pl^ed to order his in^- 
ment to be at his majefty's cxpence; whereupon .all 
things being prepared for the proceeding from Deptfftrd, 
where the body was taken out of one of his inajefty's 
yachts, it was in order foUawing : 

*' Firft a mourning barge, covered with doth, ii) 
which were the Aandardand guidon, borne by t^o gentle- 
men of quality, two officers o^ arms, truaij:>ets and drums 
all in mourning. 

** A Cecofid barge, ?lfo covered widi cloth, in wlych 
were fix officers of arms, In their coats, bearing the coat^ 
of arms, helm and cred, and fword, target, gauntlet. ^nd 
Ipurs of the defunft, the great banner being placed a( fhe' 
head of the barge. 

•* A third b^ge, covered wjth velvet, in which yns 
the body, . covered with a- large iheet, and pall of velvet, 
horned with efcutcheons, and an earl's coronet upon a 
velvet cufhion at the head, fix bannerols being failetied 
on the outiide of the barge ; at the head was the flag of 
union, and at the ftern fix trumpets with banijers ; the'

abbey (through adouble laneof his majefty's guards, who 

were drawn up on both (ides the llreelsj where the dean, 

■ . pre- 
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prebends, and quire received them, and fo went into . 
ncniy the Seventh's chajpel, where the body vr»i interred 
in a vault on the north Ade of the qiiire ; whidi done, 
the othcers broke their white HafTs, and garter proclaimed 
the titles of this moft noble earl dcceafed." 

SHARLAND, James, — commanded the Fox at the 
time of the reftoration. In the year 1664, he was ap- 
pointed to the Harp ; and in the following year to the 
Mary yacht. This appears to have been nis laft com- 

SPARLING, Thomas, — appears to have been cm- 
])loyed under the commonwealth : and, among other fcr- 
vices, in the year 1653, he took a prize from the Dutch, 
with twelve hundred thoufand pieces of eight on board. 
He was appointed, by the duke of York, to command 
the AfliftaJicc foon after the reftoration. 

STAYNER, Sir Richard, — was commander of a (hip 
of war, during the protedorate, in i655> In conjunc- 
tion with a capuin Smith he took a Dutch Eall Indiv 
ihip of ej^ hundred tons burthen, having on board foUr 
chefts of nlver. In 1656, with three frigites under his 
command {the Speaker, hit oum fi>ip, the BridgewtUer, arid 
the Pijmtuth) be fell in with the SpaniJh flota, confiding 
of eight fail. Difproportionate as their numbers were, 
he helitated not a moment to attack them : he did it wiA 
fuclrgallantry and fuocefs, that, in a few hours, one of 
them was funk, fi fecond burnt, two vrere captured, and 
two driven on fhore; fu that of their whole lieet, two 
fliips, or, as it is allerted by fome, one only made its 
cfcapc into Cadiz. The treafure alone captured on this 
occaQon, amounted to fix hundred thoufand pounds fter- 
ling ; fo that captain Stayner returned to England not 
only crowned with glory, but loaded with wealth. In the 
following year he ^in failed with the fleet, under the 
chief command of Biake, for the purpofe of intercepting 
tbeSpanilhWeft India fleet a fecond time. When they had 
entiled off Cadiz for fome days, Blake received intelli- 
gence that the flou had taken fhelter in the bay of Santa 
Cruz. Having arranged their fhips with the utmoll care 
and judgment ; and thofe (hips being alfo fupported by a 
conliderable number of fortS and batteries on Ihore, the 
Spaniards vainly thought themfelres fo perfedly fecure, 
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in cafe of an attack, that their admiral feat Biaki m 

open defiance, by a neutral (hip Ahich failnl oat of tht 
harbour after the arrangements h d been compleTcd. 
On rcconnoitering the force and pofilion of the enemy, 
the Englifli admiral fcund it wolild beimpoffibletobring 
«ffthe enemy's ftlips, though gailanlr^ and priidtncfc might 
rendi-rit pofliblc to dettroy them.. Stayoer was icnmedi- 
atcly detached to begin the attack ; and being foon after 
fupported by Blake with the remainder of the fleet, the 
Spaniards werr, in a very fe-.v hours, driven out of their 
fliips and breaftv. orks; The fermer wereinltantly taken 
poltilion of by the Engliih ; and it being impoflible (as 
had been forefeen) to bring them .off, they were all fet on 
fire and burn' To the water's edge. Clarendon's eulw^ 
giuin on this fpiriicd and gallant a^ion is too remaTkabl<c 
to be omitted. *' The whole aclion {fays he) was fo 
" miraculous, that all men, who knew the place, won- 
*' dercd any fiber men, with what courage foever eti- 
" dowed, would ever have undetrtaken it; and they could 
" hardly perfuade themfelves to believe what they had 
" done! whilil the bpaniiurds comfortfed thcmfelves with 
" the belief, that they were devils, and not men, who 

** had deftroyed them in fuch manner." Cromwell 

thought fo highly of the condud of captain Stayner, that 
he conferred on him the humour of knighthood. The 
detlrui^ion of the Ihips at Santa Cniz concludfls the 
naval tranfa£iions of the protectorate ; the death of Crom- 
well took place foon afterwards, and fir Richard Stayner 
had no further opportunity of exhibiting that gallantry 
for which he was, as has been already Qicwn, fo remark- 
ably diltinguifbed. On the eve of the reAoration, tired 
with the anarchy and confuGon that had fo long prevailed, 
and become a thorough convert to tile principles of regal 
government, he again entered into fervice, being one of 
the commanders under Montague, (afterwards earl of 
Sandwichj who went with the fleet to receive Charles the 
Second. This fcrvice being efFcQcd, he received, from 
the hands of that fovereign, a I^J knighthood, and was 
conlbtuted rear-admiral of the fleet. He hoifted his flag, 
by appointment of the duke of York, lord- high admiral, 
on hoard the Swiftfure. The following year he ferved in 
, the fame ftation, having removed his flag into the Mary. 
The nation being at peace, no oppoituoity wai offered 
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to this brave man of adding to thofe fervices he had al- 
ready rendered his country. Although no notice is taken 
of fuch an event, by hil.orians, which is fotnetvhat lin- 
gular, confidcring the eminence of this perfon, it is moft 
probable he died foon afterwards, as no mention is ever 
made of him after the year l66i*. 

STOAKKS, Johni, — was aifo captain of a ftip of war 
during the protedtdrflte. 'Joining in the redoraiion of 
Charles the fccond, he was foOn afterwards appointed, 
by the dokc of York, to the command of the Royal 
James. The following year he Was removed into the 
Aflurancc, and prefently afterwards into the Amity. In 
j[664 he was removed into the Triumph. This was the 
laft ftiip he ever commanded. 

STREATE, Richard,— commanded the Hart pint ^ 
the time of the rrilotation. No farther notice is taken of 
him.

TATNEL, Valentine, — commanded the Adventurev 
by commilTion from the duke of York, foon after th« 
xeftoration. 

TIDDIMAN, SirThomas, — ^was made commander 
of the Refolution in 1660; in 1661 of the Fairfax; rit 
1663 of the Kent; and in the following yeir of the Re- 
venge ; and afterwards of the Swiftfure, On his removal 
into this hH (hip, he was appointed rear-admiral of the 
fquadron, fent into the Channel, under the command of, 
the ear! of Sandwich, on the probability and profpeft of 
*thc Dutch war. Thefe fevcral appointments having 
taken place in the time of profound peace, nothing me- 
tnorabie occurs in the life of this very brave and defervtng 
officer till the j-ear 166;, when he hoifted his flag, m

Havine already given hiin> inconcife temts, that charafier 
for gallantry he fo truly merited, it becomes a fpectes o£ 
tantology, ufelefs, except for the puipofe of connedhiB: 
the Narrative, to fay he eminently diftinguiflied himfelf 
in the engagement with the Dutch fleet under Opdam. 
At the return of the fleet into port, aa a prwif that the 
sallantry of commanders ou^t nerer to pafs unnoticed 
by the fovereign, Charles the Second made an excurfion 
for the fpecial purpofe of honouring, and rewardiiw fuch^ 
as had rendered themfclves moft confpicuous. Amone 
the fiHl of thofe felefted on this occafion, was admiral 
Tiddiman, who, as a mark of his royal maker's gratitude^ 
received the honour of knighthood. On the duke of 
York's quitting the command of the fleet, and the ap< 
jnintment of the carl of Sandwich in his room, fir ' 
Thomas was promoted to be rear-admiral of the red. 
He was foon afterwards detached, by his commander-in- 
chieT, with fourteen men of war and three firs-fhips, to 
attack the Turkey and India fleet belonging to the Dutch, 
which, in confequence of Opdam's difalter, bad uken 
refuge in Bergfaen. A kind of negociation, not very 
honourable, it mud be candidly confeued, to either party, 
had been opened between the Englifh and Danes; the 
xefuit of which was, that in confequence of a proper 
douceur, the Danes, to whom the diftrelTed Hollanders 
had flown for fuccour, fhould remain perfe^ly paffive 
duriae the -intended attack. Owing to fome of thoTe 
fatalities, or miflakcs, to which a bulinefs of fo complex 
and unfair a nature mull be ever liable, the Danifh go- 
vernor had not received the necelEiry orders from rtis 
court, when the Englilh fquadron made its appearance. 
It was in vain he requeued a delay, for three or four days, 
of the purpofed mifchiefs. Thofe who have behaved 
with duplicity, or treachery, on one occafion, can rarely 
aA otherwife than to render themfelves fufpeSed in all. 
The admiral either doubted the linccrity of the Danifli 
court, or wiflied to punilh it for its want erf' punduality, 
by attacking the Dutch before the promifed orders arrived : 
ubythatmeansthetreaty became void; in confequence of 
which the king of Denmark was to be rewarded for his 
breach of hofp)tfility> with half the plunder that fliould be- 
ac^uired. 
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acquired. It was detehnifled, m a'n^cU of war, n 
take, by force, that, which till then, it had only been 
hoped to oinam poileflion of, through obnntvznce* 
Tiddionui began ^ Mtack with hit ufual ga)la»try; but 
that condud which had fa lately procured him, and his 
brave afTociates, fuch lignal luccefs, when engaged in fair 
contoft with the enemies of his country; wa< iofufficieitt 
to enfure a continuance of it, now the fervice, in which 
be was engaged, ccsfcd to be perfe^y void of political 
trick and chicane. The Danilh governor not having, as 
vet, received orders to the contraty, held himfelf bound 
ID honour, as well as compliance with whatate Called the 
lawssfikatioos, to-defend thofe who had placed tbeml«lvcs 
under his proteSion. The rpirix with which the Dutch 
defended their Ihjps, aided hy the fire made froea the 
caftle, »id a line, on wiiich were moiuKed one-and-fbrty 
pieces of heavy cannon, became an enemy too formidable 
for the Englim fquadron to cope with; fo that, after a 
tremendous cAiuonade of feveral hours continuance, by 
which half the fliips in the fquadion were totally difablod : 
fir Tbotnas, Uamelefs in every other refpedt, except that 
of having, unluckily, been the agent appointed to carry 
into execution an catcrprife from wiuch, even if Htc- 
celaful, no^ng could remit but difgrtice and difhooour, 
-was.glad to retreat, in the bcft manner the fhntered-con- 
^tion of his flups would pennit hidi. On the fbllowii^ 
day the long expelled orders arrind; but, in cAnfequence 
of the late event, the governor (till refufcd to .admit the 
English fqusdron, till ne had received frdh inftrudi(»i8 
from his court; and fir Thomas fmarting under his late 
difaJter, returned to England Allien, and in difgvift. In 
the month of May, 1606, he wu, Oa^rince Rupert's 
quitting the fleet with the white fquadroo, appointed to 
urve as a temporary rear-admiral of the White ; and lb 
Imuch did he diAinguiih himfelf in the unfortunate action

Dutch, in 1666, fo much contributed to the complete 
vidory obtained over them, by the very furisus manner 
Vol, 1.

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ill wliich it utadud the van of De R.tiyler'i fleet. Thf 
Rojral Catherine was (o roughly treated, as to be obliged 
to quit tbe line to refit. No grwter enconuum can 
Wpaifed hn the behaviour of our admirals and com- 
manders in diis adion, than to fay tt^ had the honour 
of totaDy defeating three Gxh men as De Ruyter, Evtiti- 
sen, and Van Iromp. No mention is made of fir 
Thomas, .as having been concerned in any of the naval 
c»>crations of the enfuing year ; nor have Vre been sUe to 
obtain iuiy:further infonnation concerning him, except 
that he commanded the Cambridge in i6m. 

TITSELL, Samuel,— was, in the year 1660, made 
commander of tbe Pembroke. In 1661 he was wipoiot- 
ed to iheSapphirci and, ini663, to theWeflet^te. In 
the latt Qiip he unfortunately perifbed, beii^ caft away> 
in the Weft ladies, foon afterwards. 

TYRWHIT, John,— was, on the aoth of September, 
Jt66o, appointed, by the duke of Yofk, captam of the 
Happy Keturo. In 1661 he cammanded the AffuiaDec': 
in 1063 the Providence. In i66j he was promoted to 
-the Refefve, a fourth rate of forty-eight guns. In 1666, 
on the promotion of fir F. Hc^is from the Henrietta-to^ ^ 
t)tr Cambridge, he -was appointed to foccecd htm in iHe 
command of tbe former fhip. In 1668 be conoia&dedf 
hift, the Swallmv, and, aftemardi, the Speedwell. Is 
1669 be cotnoMAidcd the .Falcon ; and in the foUowing 
year, 1670, the Adventure. From this period he appcai» 
to have retired from the fervice for a confiderable time, 
as we find him no niore employed till the nth of July, 
1686, when he was appotntedr by king James thefecond, 
captaia of the Tyger. On the 211A of April, 1687, be 
was removed , into the Noniuch; and on the I5tb of 
September followii^ into the Cambridge. This was his 
Ian cc4nmand ; but whether he died foon afterwards, or 
retired from the fervice in coiifcquence of his sttacAnietf

WAGER, Charles,— ^was appointed to connnand the 
Yarmouth, in 1660, by the duke of York ; and, in 1)364^ 
was promoted to the Crown. He dial, at Deal, on the 
24th of Febmary, 1665. 

, WHITING, Richard,_ofLowefloffe in Suffolk, was 
ipade captain of the Diamond in the year 1660, butnevor 
commanded any other ftip. 

WILGRESS, 
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WILCSIESS, John,— comnunded the Box at th« 
titne of the reHontioa. In 1664 he was appointed, by 
ihc duke of York, to comouod the HeSor ; and was re- 
moved, the fame year, into the Ea(l India Merchant, ■ 
fourth rate of &fty>four guns. In 1665, he again com- 
nuuided the Bear, but quitted her, foon afterwards, for 
the Nbnnaduke. In 1066 prince Rupert, and the duke 
of Albemarle, promoted him to the Houfe de Switcn, x 
man of wyr. vaxn from the Dutch, of ieventy-fix guns. 
In 1670 he wai appointed to the Welcome ; and, in the 
following year, to uie AJBllance. The' time of hii death 
if, like that of many of his gallant predcceflbrs, totally 
unknown. 

WILLIAMSON, R(Aert, — was appointed to com- 
mand the Harp Coon after the refioration. 

WOOD, John,— -cfMumanded the Sophia at the time 
of the.redoration. In 1665 he was appointed to the 
Providence ; in 1666 to the Unicorn * ; and, in 1 667, to 
die }aim, all three being firefhipt. In 1671 he ferved as 
lieutenant of the St. Andrew. In the following year he 
was appointed captain of the Kent, a fourth rate ; after 
which he had no command. 

WOOD, Walter,— was appointed captain of tfae 
Princefs in 1660. In 1664 he was commander of d}e 
CoDvertinc, and Toon afterwards removed into the Hea- 
rietta : in this [hip he gloriouQy fell, in the hcui of vic- 
tory, being killed in that ever memorable aftion, between, 
die Engliih and Dutch fleets, in June, 1666.

On the i.ith of September, 1675, he 
was appointed, bycommilHonfrom the xiog, to command. 
the Charles yacht ; and, on the 26Th of Se^embcr, 1679, 
ht wn appcHnted, by the comtmlfioners for Executing 
the office of lofd high admtnd, to the command of the 
Kent. On the i-oth of Dcoemlier following lie was re- 
moved into the Henrietta yaoht. How long he coati* 
nuM to command her is not known ; but We find him 
re-commifltoned for the fame velTel, on the 14th of No- 
rertbtr, i6'9< ; and again, fay king James the Second, oa 
the lA sf May, 1688.

In 
this ccmniand he ferved ai ' fecond to fir Jeremiah 
Smith, who commanded the Uu« fquadio^s in the twa 
anions which took place between the Engli(h and the 
Dutch in that year ; and was afterwards removed into the 
F-orefight, to fucceed captain Seymour, who had been 
killed in an action, , in the lattei iight between prince - 
Rupert and the Dutch. In 167I he was copimartdcr of 
the Crown, and, in the following ye^r. Was made captain , 
of the York. In, this ihip he gallantly fell * ilrenvoufly 
maintaining the reputation of an ancient family,, thje 
honour of his profeflioo, and the glory of his naliive- 
countiy. 

FORTESCUEJohn,— was dcfcendedfromanoble fa- 
mily. This- gentleman having entered into the navy, 
was appointed captain of the Cotchcder in the year 1661^ 
In the following year he was made commander of tha . 
Hound; in 1665 he removed into the Loyal SubjeS;. in 
1667 imo (he Charles th« Fifth, (a man of war t^keu 
from the Dutch) and laflly, in t^ year 1668, into tha 
French Victory. As a . proof of the early attention 
paid by government to the whale fifhery, we find this 
ibip, tt^ether with the Speedwell, fent to Iceland in this . 
year for the proteftioQ of the whalers. The timcofhis 
death is unknown.

In 1664 he was removed into the 
Diamood frigate. He had the melancholy honour of 
being the firlt commander who fell, after the declaration 
of war agiunft Holland, being killed in the month of 
jfebruary, 1665, in an engagement with a Dutch frigate, 
which is, by Kennet, called a Direction Ihip, of thir^- 
two guns, commanded by young Evertzen, fon to the 
admiral. The enemy's {hip was captured: a poor, and 
very inadequate compeniatioB for the lofs of fo gallant a 

, GROVE, Edward, — commanded the Merlin in 1661, 
the Manin in 1663, and the Succefs in 1664. 

^AJLL, Robert, — is faid to have commanded the 
Princefs in the year 1661, by commifllon from Prtrut 
Kt^en. In thi^ article there mult be fome millake,' 
cither in refpe^ to the date, which probably Ihould be 
167 1, or to prince Rupert having granted the commiflion, 
the affairs of the asvy being totally under the direction of 
the duke of Vprk in the year 1601. He is not faid to. 
have had any other command. 

HIDE, Hugh, — commanded the Adventure in i66r, 
the Richmond in 1662, the Guernfey in the following 
year, and the Jcrf^, which was his laft command, in 
1664. 

HILL, William, — was appointed commander of die 

Augultinc in 1661, of the Elias in 1663, and, laftly, af 

the Coventry * in 1664. This fhip unfortunately nn on

and to the . Diamond, which was The laft Uiip he ever 
commanded, in 1665. 

' LAMBERl', David,— was appointed captain Af lArt 
tlorwich in 1661, and, for what leafon wehtte mtbei^ 
4blc to learn, had no fiirthcr command rill after the reflo> 
ration, when, on the 24.th of Jtme, 16S9, he was xa~ 
pointed to the Newcaftle. In a letter, written by Ac 
auke of York to the duke of Albemarle, dated April tM 
ioth, 1665, mcnti.m is made of c^tain Lambert's havnig 
fiecn a paircnger, in a ketch lender belongiiw to the Royal 
Vhdrks, at the time One of her tnen was killed hj z fltot

LAMB, James, — ^was appwnted coibmander of tlie 
Ann yacht in 1661 ; in 1664 of the Happy Return; antl, 
in the foOowin^ year, of the Artn, a third rate of fifty- 
fix guns. He was flain foon afterwards, according to a 
fiOte in the margin of the navy lift, " in a^ght -oath fsmt 
Dutch Jbtpsi" But as, after the heft invefligation, no la- 
tisfiifiory account can be obtained of the drcumttances 
attending it, it is not improbable it happened in the unfor- 
tnnate attack on the Dutch Ihips, in Scrghen. 

LAUGHORNE, or LANGHORl^i Arthilr,-wa* 
app<Mnted a Heutenuit in the Princefs in 1660: in 1661 
1ft was promoted to the command of the Duke; in i66a 
tt the Pembroke; in 1663 to the Oxford; Snd after- 
wards, in tile fameyeat, to the Bonadventure.

Revenge ; and, in the fidlowing year, to the Colchefter.

The faft !(<» 
he quitted that line of employment fomi after the re(}(>- 
ration, fw the comptrollerihip of the navy, in whicb 
office he died early in the year 1671: ' 

MINORS, Richard, — was appointed captain of ttte 
Leopard in 1661 ; in 1665 he ferved as lieutenant on 
boanJ the Old James, the Ihip commanded by the earl of 
Mariborough in the adion between the duke of York 
and the Dutch under Opdam : but, in confequenot of 
tome complaint relative to his conduft at that time, he vtis 
fufpcnded, and tried, on board the Royal'Charles, at Ihe 
■ Nore, on the 3d of May, 1666. He was fulty acquitted

Hoftilities being commenced 
againfl the Algerines, he had the good fortune to &1II in 
with, and capture one (jf their principal corTairs, mount- 
ing twenty-two guns, in the month of Augult, #677; 
Returning from uie Mediterranean at the end of the year, 
Ite was, on the 7th of January, 1677-8, removed into the 
Harwich ; and; on the profpedt of a rupture with France> 
was, in the fummer following, fent commodore of a 
fmiadron, confiding of ten fhil, to cruize at the entrance 
of the Channel, andwatch the motions of the French fleet. 
at Breft, as well as to rellrain the probable depredations 
of the Algerines, who, at this timfe, rofe into fuch info': 
lence, %s to fend their corfairs even into the Englilti 
Channel, On the jdof January, 1679, he was appointed 
to the Forefight ; and on the 15th of May, 1680, to the 
AtSffance. He failed on the 24th of June as commodore 
of a fquadron bound to Newfoundland, This is the laft 
fervice we find him engaged in. 

SMITH, James, — commanded the NcwcsUlle in i66r> 
Ae Ann in 1662, and the EtTex in 1667, all in the time 
of profound peace, fo that we can only regret we hav« 
netnihe memorable to relate of him. 

SMITH, Thomas, — commanded the Welcome in 
1661, and the Madras in 1665. 

SPARROW,. Francis,. — commanded the Swallow 
ketch in 1661 : his name not occurring again we are in 
the fame predicament with him that we are with the two 
'former gentlemen. 

SPRAGGE, Sir Edward.— There is fcarcely any thing . 
more grievous to the enquiring mind than not being abb 
' to trace, wjrii certainty, the early tranfaSions of a inaif, 
who, riflng into years and public fame, hath erc£ted him- 
felf into a meteor to be gazed at for a time, leaviog K( 
incapable of afceitaining the quarter, or firft caufe ttom 
which it fprufkg. The Brft knowledge, either public at 
ciivate, we have been able to acquire, relative to captain 
Spragge, is, that in the year i66t he comqiandea ^the 
Portland ; in 1664 he was made captain of the'Dovcj:; 
and ^teiwards, in the fame year, of the Lyon. At,i1ie 
commencement of the Dutch war, in 1665, he was ap- 
pointed to the Royal J«mesj ud was, in a- fiiort tiaie, 
9 lemovel 
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removed from thence into the Triumph. ' His behaviour 
in the engagement between theduke of York and Opdam, 
taught the world, on every future occafion of the fame 
kind, tu look up to and admire that gallantry it expected, 
and was ever gratified in beholding, without once expe- 
riencing the fmalleit difappointment. His very confpi- 
cuous behaviour pj-ocured him the honour of knighlhocd 
from king Charles, at the fame time * t'.iat he conferred it 
on admiral Allen. Early in the enfuing fpring, l666, he 
was made commander of the Dreadnought, and appointed 
to ferve as rear-admiral of the white. As he was in 
prince Rupert's divifion, which failed to thewedward in 
txpedlaiion of meeting the French fieet coming up 
Channel for the purpofe of joining the Dutch, he had no 
fhare in the three firft day's aflion of the long engage- 
ment between De Ruyter and the duke of Albemarle; 
but on the fourth, the junction having taken place between 
prince Rupert and the duke, he amply compenfated for 
.nis former abfence, infomuch that, removing into the 
ViiSory, he was promoted, by the joint admirals, to fervc 
as vice-adrairalof the blue, aworthy fucceiTortoihc brave 
and ever to be lamented fir William Berkeley. In the 
enfuing engagement the blue fquadron, in which he ferv- 
ed, was the wcakeft in the EngUih fleet, while Van 
Tromp's, to which it was oppofed, was the (trongeft in 
that of the enemy. To have maintained its ground, 
or have a£ted merely on the defenfive, would, confidering 
the inequality of force, have been a condudl highly de- 
ferving praife ; yet,combatingwith the cdds it did, it com- 
pelled its eneniy to owe that fafety to its flightt which its 
own fuperior ffrength, aided by the acknowledged ability 
of its commander, could not procure for it. In 1667 
. fir Edward removed his iiag into the Revenge, and com- 
manded at Sheernefs when it was attacked by the Dutch 
on the 10th of June. The place itfelf was almolt-inca-

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pable of rcfiftance, its whole defence confifting of a plaf- 
form, on which were mounted fifteen iron euns, yet he 
continued, for a confidcrabte time, to oppole near thirty 
men of war. And when, at laft, the fuperiority of their 
force wa» fiich as to render aU farther contell fruitlefs, 
he made good his retreat with the few hraYC men under 
}iis command, ta o^ofe the enemy a fccond time, atul 
■with greater fuccefs than tw£br«. He retreated up the 
river ; and takijig po(\ at the battery, at Gitlihgham, op- 
pofitc Upnor calfle, received the Dutch fo warmiy wlicn 
they attempted to force their way up the mer, on the 
13th, that they were glad to retreat, with the lof» of a 
confiderable number of their men, the deftniflion of 
many of their long boats, and an infinite mi&hief done 
to their lliipping, t^vo of which, after running on filore,. 
were burnt 10 prevent their falling into our hands. Not 
yet fufficiently chaftifed foi their ralhnefs, on the 23d of 
July they returned to the mouih of the Thames, and from 
thence tailed up to the Hope, where a fmall fqtiadron. 
lay that had juft before been put under the orders of fir 
Edward. When they firtt made their appearance he 
unfortunately had not arrived to take the commai>dL 
As an incontrovertible proof how ntich the abfence of a 
lingle perfon may injure the nation whofc battles he has- 
tlndertaken to condufl, the only fuccefs the Dutch coold^ 
with any proper jtifUce, claim duiing this ei^edition, fo 
that it was Dot counterbalanced b^ ^eir I0& in acquiring it, 
was owing to this unlucky caufe. On tlie folliMving day 
the enemy began to retire; and fir Edward^ who had now 
taken uf on him the command^ prepared to purfae with 
the utmoflexpadition. On the ajtfi, at day-fight, it was 
djfcovered the enemy had dropt down nearly as low as the 
buoy of the Nore. SJr Edward hailing refolved to take 
every advantage of jhe tide, and drive down with the-cbb„ 
though it was then almoft tow water, was compelled, in 
confequence of the tide making op, to come to an anchor 
about five o'clock a little below lee. At one o'ctock the^ 
flood being ^ent, the Dutch Sect again got Hnder way £^ 
our fquadron doing the fame, and plying up to them with 
^1 the expedition in tl^f power, a diflant, and confc- 
^uentjy indectfive action coitimenctd, which continued^ 
witb little intermiflion^ tQI funfet. Jn the account pub- 
6 mei 
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lifticd by authority, it is fald, " in all this afternoon's 
feivicc fir Edward gave them fcarcely one gun in anfwer 
to the great iiring they made, not being able to come up 
to Hear them as' he dciirCd, the enemy having the vi-ind. 
On the 26th the Diitch wifely pcrfevered in retiring 
Whenever the tide peimittcd them; and (Jr J. Jordan, 
Who arrived from Harwich with a reinforcement of 
twentv fmall frigates and firefhips, having contrived, 
thougn with fome difficulty, to pafs the Dutch fleet, which 
lay between him, and fit Edward Spragge, the purfuit was 
continued with redoubled alacrity ; but the wind fuddenly 
rifing both parties were obliged to come to anchor. On 
the 27th the Dutch got clear of the banks, fir Edward 
not having it in his power to clofe with them. Thus 
Mided an expedition treacheroufly • planned, and inglo- 
tiobfly executed; an expedition from which fo much 
advantage was expected by the enemy, and which, in the 
end, e^fled very httle more injury to the Englifti than 
what recoiled back on themfelves. This was the con- 
cluding aSion of the war, for the fame day that the ac- 
count of fir Edward's fuccefs arrived in X^ondon, intelli- 
gence was received of the articles of peace having been 
^ned at Breda. Sir Edward Rill continued in commif- 
fion, being ^pointed commander-in-chief in the Downs, 
with permiffion to wear his flag at the main-top. He 
was foon afterwards appointed to ferve, a& vice-admiral. 
Under fir Thomas Allen, to watch tJie motions of the 
French fleet. But the Revenge, on board which fhip he 
liad hoisted his ilag, having fprung a dangerous leak, (he 
was obliged to be taken into dock to be repaired, fo that 
he did not rejoin the fleet till the latter end of Jijne,

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The biifinefs with France being fettled veiy foon afiefj 
wards, fir Edwart! (jiritltd that employment, in which he 
had rendered himfelf fo confpiciious, to enter tipon an 
occupation in which he nnift exchange gallantry for af- 
fability, and the requifiles of an hero tor the talents of a 
cotirtier. No man appears lo have been better qualified 
than himfelf for the multiform charaiSler of a foidier, a 
ftatefman-, or an ambaflador. C^mphell very elegantly 
and clanically compares him to Atcibiades, who, in 
every office and (htion he appeared, fo far excelled, as to 
fecm born and defigned for that alone ; and farther adj 

■ duces, which is perhaps the greater compliment of the 
two, from the telHmony of all hiftorians who have de- 
fcriljed Mm, that in his manners he greatly rcfcmblcd the 
earl of Sandwich, and, like him, concealed an high and 

■ daring fpirit, under the molt captivating addrefs and 
pnlilhed behaviour. The choice made of him as a com- 
plimcriiaryenvOyto theconfhbleof Caliite, latel y appoint- 
ed governoroftheSpanifti Netherlands, may therefore fairly 
be confidcred as wife a meafure, as was the appointment 
of the earl of Sjndwich*, to whom he has been with fo 
jTitich jiillrce compared, to be ambalfador to the king of 
Sp:!in. Sir Edward arrived at Bnilfcls about Chriftmai 
1668-9; and having executed bis commillion with the 
iitmoit addrefs, ability, and difpatch, returned to England 
the latter end of January. Not long afterwards he was 
I'ppointed fo ferve as vice-admiral ol the fleet deftincd for 
the Mtdiferfanean ferv ice, under fir Thomas Allen ; he 
hoified his flag on board his old (hip, the Revenge. On 
•fthe igih of July, 1670, he had the good fortune to

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nircue a Swedilli mercham fliip ; and again, on the 5th of 
Aiiguft, an Engliih (hip, from the Turks. The gallantry 
exhibited by the mailers of thofe vefTels'was fuch, as' to 
compel us to lament the narrow limits of our prcfent 
undertaking, which do not pennil us (for the honour of 
thofe hiiherto unnoiiced pcrfons) to go into a detail of the 
tircumftances attending their bravery and efcape. Sir 
•Thomas Allen returning from the Sireights in November, 
1670, fjr Edward was left in the Mediterranean com^^ 
mander-in-chief. On. the 14th of December following, 
having the Little Viflory, a fireftiip, in company, he 
difcovered, when about fourteen leagues diftant from 
Cape Firminteer, that bearing from him E. N. E. three 
fail, two of which were Turkifh men of war*. Having 
ufcd every artifice to difguife his flilp, and pafs her upon 
«he enemy for a merchant veiTti, they were for a confi- 
derable time deceived, and bore down upon him with the 
grcaiefl refolution : but at length, when their nearer ap- 
proach difcovered to them their miftake, they were then 
more eager in flight, than they had been juft b^fiare ift 
purfuit. In vain did fir Edward follow ^em through 
the reft of that dayt, and the two which fuccceded.it; 
but on the third, having driven the fhip he was in chafe 
of on ihore, Ihe was boarded, taken pofrcflion of, and, by 
tiling timely precautions, got o(f uiihurt. This exploit 
would not, perhaps, have merited fo partiailar an ac- 
count, but that it aftbrde fo ftfong an inftance of perfe- 
verance, a quality in a commander, when not degenerat- 
ing into obltinacy, fcarcely lefjr commendable than the 
mori: a<9ive intrepidity. Towards the latter end of April, 
having received intelligence of a number of Algerjne 
corfairs laying in Bugia bay, it was determined, in a 
council of war, called by hr Edward on the oecafioh, to 
lofe not a motnent in attacking them. The hour' of the 
enemies deftruflion was however deferred for a ihort time, 
iiril, in confequence of its falling dead calm at the very mo- 
ment the attack was to have taken place, and afterwards 
becaufe the wind was contrary, or at bell too variable

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to warranf an attack. At length, on the night af Af 
2d of May, fir Edward refolvcd to make the attempt, wii^ 
the boats of his fquadron and the fmallefl of his firfiliips^ 
but the darkiiefs of the night, and too much prpcipitation, 
or fome other accident on board the hreflup, rendered ths 
ent«rprize abortive, though mod ably co|^ti^ed by Mr. 
Nugent, fir Edward's firft lieutenant, to almoft the very 
point of execution . Tempefluous weather, and the care- 
lefs dellru£tion of the only fmall firelhip reroainipg to fir 
Edward, occafioned a fecond attack to be d^fer^ed fo^ 
fome days. The lofs of the hrefhip was almod irrepar- 
able, for that which he had flill left, the Little Vidory, 
drew fo much water, that it was feared fhe would render' 
^ut little fervice. The enemy having received » very 
confiderahle reinforcement of trofjps and ammunition ofi 
the 8th of May following, fir Edward thought it not ex- 

fiedient to defer the intended attack any longer, leit foma 
iiither addition to their force, which he knew not how 
foon might arrive, might render fuch an attempt unad- 
vifable, jf not totally impiadicablc. The utmoft jfire- 
caution, as well as gallantry, was become necefTary ta 
render the attempt fucccfsfijl, for the Algerincs, ever 
iince the (iift attack, had laboured incelTantly to l«air9 
their velTels, which they puipofcly unrigged, by a Arong 
t>oom oiade of their yards, topmall^, and ' cables, andj 
buoyed up by ca(k$. The long continuance of con^ry 
winds and tempeftuous weather had, by delaying Gr Ed^ 
ward's operations, alfotded them all the time they coul^ 
delire to put 'them felves into the raoft perfc<3 ftate of de- 
fence. About noon fir Edward made the fignal to attack* 
f ncourSged to it by a fine eaflcrly breczA : but on itf 
dying away foon afterwards, even before the fhips could 

tet under weigh, they were once niore obliged to defiil i 
owever, at two in the afternoon, on its again fpringing 
iip, the attack commenced in eftmeft. Sir Edward 
brought to clofe under the walls of the caftle, which fired 
inceflantly upon him for the fpaceof two hours, puring 
{his time the boats of the Beet * were enjp^oyed ^ cutting

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<he boom. Mid clearing a pafTage for the firefliip. When 
this fa^icc was eftcfted fnc was fent in; and Dcing con-' 
<du3ed in a nia(ler1y manner, realized every hope the moft 
fanguine eiipeftation could have formed ; the whole 
Algerine fleet, confifibing of feTen inen of war, and three 
prizes, which they had taken, were bnrot. Campbell 
very juftly obfcrves, *' this lofs w«s almolt an irreparable 
one totheAtgerincG, inafmuchasthe fhipswhichwerede- 
ftroyed were picked out from their whole force, for the 
exprefs piirpofe of fighting fir Edward. They were 
equipped as well in refpefl to men, as ordnance*, and 
other military ftores, with the greatefl care and moft con- 
fiderable expence ; above all, they were commanded' by 
old Terkey, an officer whom they had ever cnnfidered the 
mo{t able and gallant in their fervicet. This important 
exploit was atcnieved with the lofs of only feventeen men 
killed and forty-one wounded, a convincing proof that 
gallantry, and the fucccfs attached to it, carry with them 
fefs real danger than timidity may be able to perfuade 
itfelf. The fervice on which fir Edward was fent being 
thus moft fuccefsfully executed, and the peace being, ia 
con feque nee, concluded in the month of December fol- 
lowing, he returned to England^, having fhifted his 
flag to the Rupert, in March 1671-2, toencoumera new 
war, on the moment hoftllitics were commenced with the 
Dutch. It could not be fuppofed § an officer of his dif- 
tinguilbed abilities and charafler, would have wifhed to

He was appointed 
to fetvc in his old ftation of vice-admiral of (he blue fqua- 
dron. To him the duke of York confided the truft of 
equipping the fleet * and arranging every thing that was 
neceifary for its future fcrvice. But his extenfive abili- 
ties, and the favour of princes, which are generally the 
confequcnc^ of them, arc the ufual, though moft unna- 
tural parents of envy, and malicious afperfiou. There 
arc not vtanting ihofe who have feized on this opportu- 
nity, among others equally trivial, to charge the gallant 
admiral with being a Papilt, as though, becaufe of the 
duke of York's attachment to him, religious principles 
ware as eafily transferred and-imbibed as an infe£lious 
diftemper. The fallacy of the charge we (hall prefently 
have the opportunity of proving. Without farther di- 
gicflion, fir Edward was (o ailive in thefe the civil duties 
of his office, that the fleet was ready for fervice by the 
latter end of April. In the beginning of May the duke 
of York took upon him the command, and, on the 3d of 
that month, failed in order to form a junction with the 
count D'Eftrees, and the French fquadron ; that nation 
being then in alliance with us againft the Dutch. On 
the 2ift of the fame month the united fl.eets got light of 
the Dutch about eight leagues fouth eaft of theGunfleet,bu( 
no engagement took place till the 28th, a day ever to be 
remembered as a remarkable epoch in the naval hiftory 
of England j the battle of Solebay. To fay that fir Ed- 
waid Spragge, who had hcifted his flag as vice-admiral 
of the red, on board the Loyal (.ondon, diftinguifhed 
himfclf in (his aflion, would, aft« what mere juHice hag 
already compelled us to relate of him, appear like a faint 
and compullive praifc ; while, to fpeak of him according 
th his real merit, would be only to reiterate phrafcs that 
have already been moft worthily applied to him. The 
diike of York, after his own ihip, the Prince, was difabied, 
and he had ineffectually endeavoured to re-enter \\i^ 
a^ion, by holding his ftandard on board the St. Michiel, 
ftlifted it, for the third time, into the Loyal London. 
In this fhip he continued during the remainder of the

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engagement; and, through the fpirited exertions of fir 
Edward, ajded by a few commanders who were near him, 
Dc Ruyterwas, atter a conteft of near two hours conti- 
nuance, obliged to bear away ; when fir Jofcph Jordan'^ 
divifion, which was to windward of him, joining 
the duke, rendered the viflory complete. Of the few 
(hips taken and dellroyed in tliis action • the largefl was 

l-fank by fir Pdward, After the dealh of the earl vS 
Sandwich fir Edward was appointed to fucceed him 
as admiral of the Ijliie fqu^dron, but nothing memorable 

, took place. Towards autumn he fhifted his flag into the 
Refolution, and was fent, with a fmall fquadjon, to drive 
away the Dutch fiflnng bufles. Ife difplayed on that 
fervicc a (tiodertttion truly indicative of his own greatnefs 
of mind. The capture of a lingle vefTel was fully fufiW 
cient to put to flight an enemy totally defencelefs ; and 
contented with flicwing fa ignoble a foe what his power 
was, he forebore any further exertion of it, than wtiat he 
had already cffefled, by accepting one+, a tribute for the 
the whole, and driving the reft back into their own ports. 
Jn thefoUowingfpring he was again employed as admiral 
of the blue fquadron. The reafon givep by Campbell 
for his appointment is fingularly curious. " When the 
duke of York, [fays he] by the pafiing of the Teft Aa, 
was obliged to part with his command, and the court, to 
gratify the defires of the nation, lay under an abfolute 
peceflily of making ufe of prince Rupert, they took care 
to fecure the flee't notwiihflanding, by employing on 
Ijoard fuch officers only as they could beft, and he could 
leaft truft.'' The varied powers of language could not, 
probably, have produced an higher compliment, than ia 
attributing fir Edward''s appointment to this motive, in- 
afmuch as if the fuggeftion' is true, and there appears no 
reafon to difcredit it, the government muil haie efteemed 
him ; we will not coldly fay brave and honeft, but pof-

that could render a cominander great, or human nature 
refpedable. This appointment may alfo Hand as a far- 
ther and moft complete refutation of the charge made 
againd him, of having been a Papift. Before he' entered 
on this, alas! his lad command, m which he hoilled his 
ilag on board the Prince, he was Cent ambafTador to the 
court of France, to arrange the future plan of naval ope- 
yations, and fettle fomc pundilios relative to the fcrvice. 
As no particulars concerning this embalfy were ever com- 
inimicated to prince Rupert, it tended highly to widen 
fi breach that fubfiitcd between them, which origi- 
mted jn fir Edward's being appointed to fervc with him 
inftead of fir Robert Holmes, whom the prince had fpe- 
cially recommended. They both of them, however, 
pofTeffed minds too great (o fuSer private animofities to 
influence their public conduS. Sir Edward regarding 
only his duty to his country, a^ed as though he had % 
name (o ere£t : and the prmce, feeining to forget the 
very caufe of hfs diHike, withheld not thai well defeived 
culogium * which, in all probability, he would have more 
gladly beftowed on an officer who had been (he object of. 
hjs choice, The Putch having, from the proximity of 
their own harbours, been enabled to reiit their fleet, 
while that of the Engliih was, from their want of that 
advantage, in the fame fhattered Hate to which the late 
engagement had ^educed it, they refolved, with thcfe odds 
in their {favour, to hazard a fecond ai^ion. Accordinglyi 
on the iourth oCJunc, they bore down to our fleet, which 
was laying at anchor feven leagUes from QoA Capell. 
^lome authors, critics in naval difcipline, have though^ 
proper to blame fir Edward for going in his boat fiJj; 
miles, on board prince Rupert's thip, to receive his orders, 
juH before the engagement commenced. But the fi^i^

them, as wifhing to avoid the contcft. At ^ngth, on tn^ 
I ith of Auguft, the long-expe£led decifion took placA,

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George •, on the fide of the Englift, remained melan- 
choly examples of the horrors of war, and inconteftible 
proofs of the fpirit of her- feamen, when headed by a' 
commander they adored. On the fide of the Dutch the 
Golden Lion and the Comet + exhibited the fame fccne. 
The St, George bring rendered aimoft a wreck, fir Ed- 
ward found it expedient fo remove on board a ihiid (hip, 
the Royal Charles, a neceffary perhaps, Jbnt i fatal re- 
Jblution. His boat had not rowed ten times its own 
kngih from the St. George before it was pierced by a 
cannon fliot ; and, notwith Handing every pofllble exeriion 
made by the crew, fir Edward was drowned ere they could 
again reach their own Oiip. It is related as an anecdote, 
ihat he took fo ftrong an hold on the fide of the boat, that 
when it came to float his head and fhoulders were above 
water. As, acccwding to common fame, there was a 
■wonderful fimilarity between the chara^ers of the great 
pari of Sandwich and fir Edward, fo did it, abating a few 
circumilances, attend theit fate. Gallant even to the lalt 
period of their exiftence, Xhey perijhed pitied and la- 
inented, alike fay foes, as well as friends. To attempt 
any delineation of his charafler would beanfelefs repcu- 
ijon of wh»t has been already feebly reported ofhim : we 
ftiall content ourfelves with the following (hort account of 
his conduit and fate, taken from the Life of De Ruyter. 
•' Sir Edward Spragge and Van Tromp, the two declared 
competitors and rivals for honour, with their fquadrons, 
"Jn the mean time perfifted in aflion with fuch determi- 
»;ate refolution, that the Dutcji avow the like pever to 
have been feen ; their own two (hips having, wjthouS 
leu^hing a fail, (Irangely endured the fury of full three 
hoars incefl'ant battery, But flrE.Spragge'sihip, the Prince; 
having loft her mafts, and being fit fearfully torn as, to he 
iinfit lor more feivice, with his flag difpl^yed in his boat, 
he (bifted al)oaKl of tltc St. George : and iinding her like- 
wife difabled, as he was leaving her to get into the Royal

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'Charles, a cruel (hot funk his boat, and tcfi him helplefi 
in the ocean, whofc power being greater than that of Van 
Tromp, by his death chilled thai heat of courage which 
Xromp couid never have cooled above water," His death 
was bewailed by all, even by the Dutch themfelves, who 
acknowledged him to have been a brave man, and a moft 
valiant foldier. 

STEPHENS, John,— commanded the Chefnut pink 
1661. 

TEATE, Richard, — was appointed to the Elias in 
t66i, the Auguftins in 1663, and the Friezland fly-boit 
in 1665. 

TERNE, Henry, — was appointed commander of the 
Hampfhire in 1661, and the Miiford and Portfmouth 
^uccelEvely in 166^. He commanded the Dreadnought 
iof fifty-eight guns in the great action with the Dutch ia 
.1 665 ; and, on account of the gallantry he there di fplayed, 
^vas' promoted in the following year, 1666, to the Tri- 
■umph, a fecond rate of fevcnty-two guns. In this fhip 
■he was unfortunately killed in the firit action which toot . 
^lacewith the Dutch in the month of J,une following. 

TINKER, JoliD, — commanded the Conveninc in 
-1661. From this time to the year 1670 his name does 
:not again occur. He was then appointed to the London, 
and very foon afterwards to the St. Andrew ; after which 
he had no command. . 1 .. 

UTBER, Richard, — defcended from a very refpeflaWe 
family long fettled at LoweiVofFe, in Suffolk, commanded 
the Montague it; .1661, -the Phenix in 1661, and the 
Eifex in 1664. At.the commencement of the Dutch war 
in 1665, he was appointad to the Rupert. He be- 
haved with the moll confpicuous gallantry in the a£tion 
■with the Dutch, in the fame year when Opdam was blown 
up, and the enemy totally defeated; as alfo in the Jirlt 
aiUon in tfie following year, when the duke of Albe- 
marle, with two divifions only of the fleet, withftood, for 
three days, the whole naval force of the Ui.ited Provinces ; 
and when joined by the white fi^uadron, under prince 
Rupert, drove them backward, with ignominy, to their 
own coafts. In teftimony of the high fenfe entertained of 
})ifi bravery on thefe occalions he was, on the 1 2th of 
June, z666, appointed to a£l as rear-admiral of the white 
fqu^tdron

fquadron under fir Thotnas Alleli. I'hc eminent IcrVic* 
rendered by that divilion of the fleet in particuUr** 
durii:^ the fecond action with the Dutch fleet, has beeit 
already noticed in the life of fir Thomas Allen. Suffice 
it theiefore to fay, adrmrai Utber's condudl and gallantrjr 
on that occafion, proved him to be, in every rcfpedt^ 
worthy of the charge of fupporting fo able and brave a 
commander, la the month of December following hs 
fras difpatched, with a fmall fqu^dron, to cruize \a 
foundings, where he had the good fortune to fall in with 
and capture three large French merchant fhips, laden 
with wine, and a Dutch fliip, from Cadiz, mounting 
thirty-two guns. Lediard, whofe authority, generally 
fpeaking, is flriflly to be depended upon, fays that the 
captain, (for it does not appear he ever had a regular ap- 
pointment as an eftablifhed admiral or fiag ofGcer, on nil 
return from the Streights,) brought in with him feven 
Dutch Ihlps richly laden : this information is con' ' 
firmed in the Gazettes, No. 140 and I4it ^>th the ad- 
ditional circumllance of an eighth which had been cap- 
tured, being unfortunately run down at fea. No men- 
tion is made of captain Utber during the year 1 667 ; but 
in the enfuing year we find him appointed to the Rcfc- ' 
lution, a new Ihip juft launched. He did long enjoy this 
honour/ as will appear from the following epitaph On a 
monument ered:ed to his memory in the church of 
Loweftoffe :

WATHAM, Jonathan, — ^after having been appotntci] 
commander of the Nonfuch ketch in 1661, and" the 
Francis and Sorlings progrefllveTy in 1664, appears to 
have retired from the fervice till 1672, in which year he 
fcrved as heutenant, firft of the Vidtory, and afterwards 
of the Refolution. On the t^ of Oflober in the foUow-

WYARD, Robert, — is to be noticed only as having

WYE, Edward, — is in the fame predicament, he Be- 
ing known only as having commanded the Alfurance in 
the fame year.

ALDERSEY, Jofepfi,— ferved as lieutenant of the 
Bfedafa in 1661, and in 1662 was appointed commander 
of the Mary yacht. 

BERKELEY, Sir William,— was the noble, and very 
g^dlaat delcendant, of a moft ancient and honourable fa-< 
nily, lineally deduced from Robert Fitzhari^ng, a per- 
fonage of confiderable eminence at the time of the con- 
' quelt. Having betaken himfclf to the fea, he wa» ap- 
p(Mnted lieutenant of the Swiftfure in 1661 : in 1662 he 
Wat removed into the Afllftance ; and a very fhort time 
tfterwards, during the fame year, was promoted to com- 
mand the Bonadventure. In 1663 he was appointed to 
the Briftol, and in the enfuing year to the Refolution. 
AH this happening in the time of peace, there was, as yet, 
fm opporOini^ for his natural gallantry to expand ilfelf, 
as it afterwarcU did fo much to the credit of the Britifli 
name, and fo heroically to the reputation, though, alasl 
fo fatally lo the life of this great and truly brave man. 
In 1665 he was appointed to command the Swiftfure; • 
and, notwithlUnding his youth, he being at that time not 
note than twenty-fix years old, was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the red fquadron, under the duke of York. 
On the return ofthe flret into port, after the"defeat of 
the Dutch, be was advanced to be vice-admiral of the 
while 
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white under fir William Penn ; but no fccond adion toot 
place during the remainder of the year. In 1666, when 
the fleet was put under the command of prince Rupert 
and the duke of Ai^emarle, fir William went to lea as 
vice-admiral of the blue, and !ed the van of the fleet with 
his fquadron. The feparation of the white, under prince 
Rtipcn, from the blue and red fquadrons, which remained 
with the duke of Albemarle, and the bbody and defpc- 
ntc conflidl which took place in conftquence of that 
fttai, though perlwps ncceirary and unavoidable plan of 
operations, is well known. Towards the concluiloQ of 
the- firfl day's afbion fir William's Jhip, the Swiftfure, a 
fccond rate, being, with two others, cut off from our line, 
was, after being completely difabled, unfortunately taken. 
To aggravate the misfortune, as if the national diftrefs 
would otherwife have been ineofnplele, and which was, 
. indeed, a greater lofs than that of the (hip which he com- 
manded ; here fell the brave fir William Berkeley •, 
Adorned with every quality neceflary to conflitute an hero, 
Ye lived only to make known his rifing virtues to thi 
world, leaving it to mourn "their abfeUce, without even 
tnowing their full extent. Every poflible refpedl was 
paid to his memory by the Dutch, his body being em- 
fcalmed and depofited in the chapel of the great church at 
the Hague, by order of the ftates. A fpecial melfengcr 
was fent to England, to king Charles, requefting he would 
jive the ijecelwry orders for the difpofal of iti a civility 
they profetled to owe to hiscorpfe, in refpeS of the quality 
of his pcrfon, the greatnefs of his command, and the hign

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C9urage and valour he difplayed in that a£lion; in which 
he, as has been already related, unfortunately fell*. 

BROOKES, Packingtonj — after having ferved as lieu- 
tenant of the Royal JameS and Royal Charles ip i66ij 
was appointed captain of the Forefight in 1 662 ; in 
1664, of the feagle ; and, in a very fliort time afterwards, 
he was removed into his old Ihip, the Forefiglit. We 
Ipave not been able to acquire any further informatiou 
concerning him. 

CONl^INGSBY> Humphrey,— was Heiilenant of the 
Afliftance in 1660, and the St. tieoi^ in the following 
year. In 1662 he was promoted to the command of the 
Sorlings; and. in 1663, was remoi'ed into the Ouernfey; 
He was foon afterwards difmifiiid the fervice by com- 
mand of the duke of York, at that time lord high admiral, 
but nn what account does not appear. 

EDWARDS, Peter,— commanded the Well dogger in 
1662 ; in 1665 he ferved as lieutenant of the Gonftant 
Warwick. On the 3d of September, 1668, he was ap- 
pointed lieutenant of the Defiance ; and, in 1670, of the 
St, Andrew, In 1.672 he was promoted to be commander 
of the Blefling fmack. Wa are ignorant of any other 
particulars relative to him. 

HUBBARD, John, — commanded the Greyhound in 
1662; in 1664 he was removed into the MatiUias, and 
from thence, in 1666, into the Centurion. In the month 
of May, this Ihip being employed as a cruifer, he had 
the gogd fortune to re-captufe a very valuable Engliih 
merchant-(bip that had been taken by the Dutch. He 
joined the fleet immediately after: and behaving very

Sir Wiliiam Berkeley wai the third fon of fir Charles Berkeley of 
Bruion, created lord Fi«harding, and ireafurer of the houfbold lo king 
Charlct the Second. His mother was Penelope, daughter q! Bt 
William Godolpbin, knight. Sir William was the broihei of the 
brave Chattel, earl of Falmpuih, vrho was killed the year befoie in ihe 
«fUon beiwetD the duke of York and Opdam. Sir William died

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jiatlantly in both the aflions which took place this fijm- 
mcT, he was appointed to fucceed captain Beach, who was 
himfeSf promoted on the fame ground, in the command 
of the Leopard. In 1668, the war being then Over, he 
was made captain fuccefliveiy of the Old James and 
Viflory ; and, in 1670, of the Falcon. He "had no 
'other command till the i8th of June 1690, when he. was 
appointed captain of the Bonadventure of foriy-eight 
guns. In 1693 he was fent with the Mary galley to 
convoy the fleet to Portugal ; and,-foon after his return, 
was appointed fuperintendant at Plymoulh, an office fince 
laid afide, probably at the conclufion of the war. As a 
leward for his paft fervices, a penlionqf 250I. a year was 
fettled on him for life. The time of hisdeath is uncertain. 
MOHUN, Robert,— was appointed lieutenant of the 
Refolut'ion in 1660, and of the Fairfax in 1661. Inth« 
following year he was promoted to the command of the 
Salisfaflion ; in T663 to that of the Oxford ; and, !□ 1665, 
to the Portfmouth* Having eminently diftinguiihed 
himfelf in the bloody and unfortunate action, which took 
place between the duke of Albemarle, and the Dutch, in 
the beginning of Juift, j666, he was appointed, by the 
joint admirals,, to the command of the Dreadnought. In 
this fhip he had a very dininguifhed fhare in the fecond 
engagement in/the fame year, wherein the Dutch were 
totally defeated. Nothing further is known of him. 

MYNGS, SirChriftopher.— The fird information we 
have been able to acquire of this truly gallant gentleman 
is, that he was made commander of the Centurion in the 
year 1662. In 1664 he was, in rapid fucceflion, captain 
of the Gloiicelter, the Portland, and the Royal (Dak, and 

. appfflnted vice-admiral of a fleet deftined for the channel 
fervice, under the chief command of prince Rupert. In 
the following year, 1665, he hoifted his flag on board the 
Triumph, as vice-admiral of the white Iquadron. He 
fcrved m this capacity during the engagement between the 

.duke of York and the Dutch admiral Opdam ; and, en 
the fubfequeni retircmetjt of the duke of York, he was 

-appointed to ferve as vice-admiral of the blue*. When 
the fleet returned into port he fliifted his flag into the

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Fairfax; and a. (Irone fquadrcin, of twctity-fivti fail, 
formed of the fliips in bell condition for fervice, was put 
under his command, during the winter, for the protedlion 
of ouf commerce, to which end his adivity * did not a 
little contribute. The latter end of januiry he failed for 
the Downs, and by that means entirely broke the meftfureS 
concerted by the Dutch for the protediion of their own 
trade, and tne injury of ours. In the middle of February 
he went to the Elbe + for the piirpofe of convoying home 
the Hamburgh fleet, a fervice he completely eSe&.edt 
When the Beet was affembled under the cummand of the 
joint admirals, prince Rupert and the duke of Albemartej 
ne removed into the Vi^ory, being apj)ointed, as it is 
faid by fomcj to ferve as vice-admiral of the red. But 
we have a go<pd deal Of reafon to doubt this ii^formationj 
imd ta fuppofe that, a£ting as vice-admiral of the 
white, heled the van of prince Rupert's J divifion, which 
Vas detached, in confeouence 'of falfe information^ td 
meet the French fleet. He confcquently was not prefent 
during the three (iril days of the long liattie j but on tha 
fourth, as though he thought it incumbent upon him td 
tnake amends for the time he had loll, he fell, exerting 
himfelf almoll beyond what ftridt duty and gallantry de- 
Itianded. We cannot do a greater juitice to his memory 
than by giving an account of the manner of bis deaths 
extradled from La Vie de Michael de Ruyter, and infertcd 
by Lediardi " Admiral Myngs having received a mulket 
t>all in his throat, would not be perfuaded to be bounds ojf 
to leave the quarter deck, but held his hngers in the

PETERSON, Matthew,— is known only as having 
commanded the James yacht in 1662. 

PYEND, Valentine, — was appointed captain of the 
Guardland, or Garland, in 1662^ of the Expedition in 
1663, and the Dragon in 1664. In 1665 he was pro- 
moted to the Saint Andrew, a lecond rate ; whic^ fliip he 
is known to have commanded during the three ^rfl great 
actions with the Dutch. It is molt probable he foon 
afterwards died, or retired from fervice, no further men- 
tion being made of him.

CHICHELY, Sir John.— We cannot beW alofs for 
the rank and quality of this gentleman's family, his name 
fufliciently declares him a defcendant of the bifhop 
Chichely, founder of AH Souls College, Oxford. Having 
- entered into the navy, he was appointed lieutenant of the 
Swiftfure ; and, in the following year, was promoted to 
be commander of the Milford. In 1664. he was captain 
of the Briftol ; and of the Antelope, a fourth rate, in 1665. 
His behaviour in the aflion between the duke of York: 
and Opdam procured him to be promoted, in 1 666, to the 
command of the Fairfax, a third rate, as fucceflbr to fir 
ChriJlopher Myngs. We have not been able to learn 
how long he contmued caj>tain of this Hiip, but we find 
him appointed to the Rupert of fixty-four guns in 1668, 
and foon afterwards fent to the Mediterranean, his,, being 
one of tlw (hips put under the command of fir Thomas 
Allen for that fervice. On the return of fir Thomas to 
England, in 1670, and fir Edward Spraegc becoming 
commander-in-chief on that (tation, fir John was ap- 
pointed vice-admiral of bis majefty's fleet in the Streights, 
nothing being a more common praflicc, at this time, in 
ihenayy.than ihatof giviog officers localrank. In 167 1 he 
removed into the Dreadnought, and bting taken very ill 
at Majorca, was prevented irom returning to England in 
company with fir Edward Spraggc, who arrived in-March ; 
but fqllowing him as foonai he was a little recovered, he 
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w^s, on his arrival, appointed to command the Royal 
eatherinc, of feventy-fix guns. The fate of this ftiip, 
in the Solebay fight, is too fingular to pafs unnoticed. 
She had joined the fleet on the veiy eve of the action with 
a raw, undifciplined crew; and, from the confuHon that 
muH unavoidably reign on board, under fuch circumflgnces,' 
in a condition totally unfit for immediate fervice ; thus 
fituated, {he was, about ten o'clock, boarded, and taken 
pofleilion of by ike enemy. Her commander, fir John, 
and the principal officers, were Ihifted, and the crew put 
down, as is cudomary, below. But the Dutch havmg 
iticautioufly, or, perhaps, through neceffity, left but a' 
fmall number of men to take charge of her', the Englifli 
difcovcrJng this to be the cafe, rofe upon their enemy, 
and not only redeemed both themfelves and the fhip fnmi 
captivity, but, in return, made prifoners of the Dutch, 
whofe captives they had, themfelves, the moment before, 
been. This being accompliihed, they brought their Oiip 
fafe into harbour. This accident was fo far from being 
thought difgraceful to fir John, that, loan after his return, 
he was promoted to be rear-admiral of the red, and hoifled 
his fiag on board the Royal Charles of eighty-two guns. In 
the ai£lion with the Dutch in 1673, they were enabled, by, 
the ina^ivity of the French, to double on the red fquadnm 
and feparate it, fo that fir John was, fora confiderable length 
of time, in tha greater danger of being overpowered. £ut 
defending himfelf with the greated gallantry, fcconded by- 
captain Wetwang in the Warfpight, he was, at length, 
extricated from his dillrefs by the very fpirited exertions 
of prince Rupert. The peace with Holland taking place 
in a few months after this aflion, he removed into the 
Phenix, of fixty guns, in 1674, and totally f]uitted the 
fervice in the following year, as we find him, on the 23d 
of November, 1675, appointed commillioncr of the 
navy, an office which he continued to hold tilt the month 
of February 1680. He was, moreover^ on the 33d of

This pOK 
he quitted 00 the 28th of January 1681, two years after 
his appointment to it.' On the 28ih of January i6$2,- h^ 
was appointed one of the commiflioners for exctcifins 
the omcfe of lord h,igh -admiral ; which port he hclq 
through three commiifionsj' till king Charles, took the 
mahageisent of the navy into his own hands, on the 23(t 
of May) 1684. After the revolution he was again api 

Sinted to the fame office, on the 26th of January, 169a; 
e held it only till the 5th of J ime following. The 
tjmc of his death is unknown to us. But the favour in, 
which he flood with different governments, and the high 
qpinion entertained of his condiid, as a good ofHcer and, 
;\n honeft mauj is to be naturally inferred from the 'very 
oonfcquential irufls rcpofed in him, 'after infirnjltiea- 
or inclination induced him to quit the fervicc in which 
he had been bred, and to-wbich he had rendered hliii^lf 
iUi ornament. 

ENSOME, or INSAM, Rol>ert,-^was appointed to 
command the Swallow ketch in 1663, and Je'nt- tp th^ 
Weft Indies, in company witf^ two frigates which wcr6 
both wrecked in the Gulf of Florida. The Swallow 
efcapcd'that misfortune by throwing all her guns apd pro- . 
viSons overboard t and aJ'ter Sxptricncing, for the fpace 
(jf fixteen weeks, hardfhips almofi incredible, during which 
time the crew had nothing 10 fubfift upon but rain waterj, 
Vid the fifli they providentially caitg hi, arrived fafe at 
Campeachy, and from thence, after a tliree week's parage, 
«t Jamaica. Thofc feas being at ' that time much in- 
filled with pirates, the Swallow was ordered, by the go- 
vernor, to be immediately refined, and to fail in queit of

tion. According to this relation captain Enfome, con- 
Tid'inng t^e fuperior force ,of the pirate,' who carried 
twerity j^iin", while the Swallow had only eight, was rather 
ayerfe to attacking himi.upqii which Mr. Berry, who 
was 
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■was the lieutenant, is fatd to have taken upon himfftlf 
the command, and behaved with fo much bravery, that 
the pirate was quickly carried, and with very trivial lofs 
on the part of the Swallow, Captain Enfomc is reported' 
to have been fo much offended at Mr. Berry's behaviour, 
that he brought him, on his return to Jamaica, to a 
court-martial, whofe decifion confirmed, as might natu- 
rally be expeded, the propriety of Mr. Berry's conduit. 
According to the navy lift", captain Enlbme was appointed 
fecond lieutenant of the Conftant Warwick in 1665 ; and 
we find him commanding the fame fliip in the month of 
March, 1666-7. In her paflage to Cadiz, off the rock 
of Li(bon, (he fell iri with a large Dutch privateer, which, - 
after a Ihort but very warm diipute, made all the fail (he 
could to efcape ; and the Conftant Warwick had received ' 
fo mach damage in her ma(U and rigging as to be inca- 
pable of purfiiing her. Captain Eniome was fo defpe- 
rately wounded in this action thai he died foon after- - 
wards; fo that even admitting his former condudl to' have 
been more cautious than became the charader of a va- 
liant man, it muft be allowed that the mode of his death 
fully difcharged the debt to honour, and (hould wipe off 
from his memory even the Ihadow of afperfion. 

KNEVET, Thomas, — was appointed commander of 
the Giles ketch in 166^, and of the Lilly in the following 
year. He did not long continue captain of this laft Ihip, 
being, in a very fhort tjme, removed into the Richmond. 
At the commencement of the Dutch war he was particu- 
larly fortunate, as well as a£live,in diftrefling the enemy's' 
trade;bythe capture ofa number of their merchant veflels- 
but never having been appointed to the command of a fhip 
of the line, had no opponumty of diftinguilhing himfelf 
in any other way. In the year 1666 he quitted the com- 
mand of the Richmond, and did not enter again into the 
fcrvice till the year 1672, when he wasappointed to thp 
Argier*. The time of his death is unknown.

ABLESON, James, — wasappointed, in i66+,firft, ta 
C0inniandthcBear,and,2ndly,the£xpedinon. In i665he 
was promoted to the Guinea, a fmall fourth rate of thirty-t 
eight guns. Small asthisfhip was, he diltinguiQiedhim- 
ffiff very eminently in the lirft adlion with the Dutch, 
and delerves ever to be remembered as one of Aofb 
heroes who fontributed to purchafe that vjdlory at the 
expence of their lives. He was killed on the 3d of June, 
1665. 

ANDREWS, John, — commanded the Lizard in 1664, 
■rid the Sophia iji 1666. 

ANNESTV, Ahrahapi, — -was appointed, in 1664, 
commander of (he Maryland merchant, and of the Dclph 
Prize in 1665, In i666 lie was removed into the Kil- 
verfome. from the time he quitted this (hip he held no 
command till after the acceflion of James the Second, by 
whom he was, on the 17th of June, 1685, appointed 
commander of the True Dealing, a (hip hired from the 
merchants. Nothing is known further of him. 

ARCHER, Anthony, — is to be remembered only as 
commanding the Good Hope, in 1664, of thirty-foir 
guns, and having been unfortunately taken in the follow- 
ing year, by the Dutch fleet under Opdam ; who, feizing 
the opportunity of the duke of York's being driven off the 
coad, flipped out of the Texel, and captured this fliip to- 
gether with a valuable homeward-bound fleet from Ham- 
burgh, at that time under her convoy,

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AYLETT, John, — was, early in 1664, appointed to 
. the JoWn and Katherine ; and, a Oiort time after, during 
the fame year, promoted to the Portland, He continuM 
to command this Ihip a confiderable tinie, which is 4 
very unufual circumstance at this period, the lucceflioii 
of different commanders to the fame (hip being almoll 
incredibly rapid. In the month of June, 16(16, we 6nd 
him obliged to quit the fleet under the duke of Albe- 
marle, his ihip, th? Portland, being difabled very fooB 
after the firjl adlion jn that year commenced with the 
Dutch, in confequencc of ajiqthfr Englifli fhip having 
unfortunately run aboard of him, A grjeyops mortifica- 
tion this to a gallant man, and equally unfortunate to his 
country, te be deprived of his feryices Jufl at the momeqt 
when they were To much wanted. , Jfe quitted the com- 
mand of the Portlarid in the yeaf 1667; and, in 1668,. 
was appointed to the Forrefler. He did not (ong conti- 
nue captain of this (hip, for, in ihc following ypar, yfc 
find another officer commanding herl As we do not 
■ find he ever had an appointment afterwards, we may na- 
turally conclude he either died in a Ihoit time, or retire*} 
from fcrvice. 

AYSCOUGH, Sir George, — was defccnded from aq 
ancient and honourable family in Lincolnftiire ; his far 
tlier, William Ayfcough, being gentleman of the privy 
chamber to king Charles the Firft, fir George was 
kniglited by that monarch. On the civil y/ar's breaking 
out he adhered to the parliament ; and having been brtd 
to the fea, was continued in the fame command he had 
held under theking. When the fleet revolted, inthcyear 
1648, and went over, /9^A* number of feventun fbips, to the 
prince of Wales ; fir George, true to his truft, broBght 
pff his fliip, the Lion, iiito the Thames ; and the parlia- 
ment, in token of their cpnfiden^e, fent him to watch the' 
motions of his late alTociates. The following year he 
was appointed admiral on the Irilh ftation", relieved 
Dublin, an*i continued in thofe feas as long as his fervices 
were required. Jn the beginning ofthe year 1651, he 
was lent to reduce the Scilly iflands, which were garri- 
foned for Charles the Second by a very confideraWe 
force, under fir John Grenville. This enterpriie being 
and fuccefsfully terminated, lie failed fos 
7 P3rbadocS| 
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fiarbadoes, which, after fome contcfr, he reduced alfo, 
notwithftanding lord Willoughby had' affembled a force 
little fliort of five thoufand iiiei\ to oppofe him. On hjs 
letum to Europe he found the Dutch war commenced ; 
andfuch was the {mfture of naval affairs, fuch were the 
exigences of the Hate, that, foul and out of condition as 
his fliips were, he put to fea a fliort time afterwards ; and 
falling in with the Dutch Saint Ube's fleet, confifling of 
forty fail, he tool, burnt, or deftroyed thirty of them. 
Having returned from this very fuccefsful expedition ", 
Van Trdmp, the Dutch admiral, receiving intelligence 
of his being in the Downs with a fmall fqoadront, medi- 
tated his dellrudion : to this end he detached a conflder- 
a;ble force, both to the fouthward and northward, to pre- 
vent hisefcape, and fhen prepared to attack him with no 
lefs than forty ihips. But fuch was the difpofition made, 
and the precautions taken by fir George, that after having 
viewed his pofition. Van Tromp prudently thought pro- 

E=r to decline the attempt, and fail northward in Jearch of 
late. Sir George being reinforced failed to the fouth- 
ward ; and being off' Plymouth, fell in with the Dutch' 
fleet, under the command of DeRuyter, convoying a fleet 
of merchant Ihips out ward -bolind. An a^ion immedi- 
ately took place, and ended only with the night J. The. 
event of the aAion, as well as the force of the two con- 
tending fleets, is varioufly related by different hiftorians. 
It is faid, in the Life of De Ruyter, which certainly wai

mm tfwar. And advice of their arrival off the back sf the 
Ifle of iVtght, ht'mg brought ta the pretended pariiament ef 
England, Jir George -^fcue, who then commanded a fleet of 
FORTY men of war in the W<f}, was ordered toflretch tntr 
the Channel ta hinder, or, at ' teafl, difpute their paffage. 
J/rcsrdingly, en the 6th of Augufi, (652* the two fleets came 
injight, and, about four in the afierno'cit, to blsuit \ and here 
continued a Jharp fight, bravely maintained oh bath fides, till 
fepa rated by night, both layby:" Clarendon Hates tKe Eng- 
Jilh fquadron at thirty ; and tht Dutch fixty ihips of war 
and thirty merchant velTcls. Rapin, on what authority 
wc know not, aflerts that Ruyter's fquadron confifted only 
of thirty-four Ihips. Dutch authors carry the matter'llil| 
further, and fay Afcough's confifted of forty fliips, twenty 
whereof were firft and fecond rates ; and Ruyter's of only 
thirty-three, from twenty-four to forty guns ; and that he 
was fo weak as to be obliged to draw twenty, the ftouteft 
of his convoy, into the line. Whitlocke, who lived at 
the very time, fays, the Dutfh fleet fprobably including 
fuch of the convoy as were in the line) confifted of eighty 
Ciil ; that the adlion lafted three days; that iir George 
Afcough's fquadron confifted of thirty-eight fliips of war 
and four fire-fliips ; and that the Dutch admiral wasfuni, 
X/Cdiard, who probably col'ated all the different ac- 
counts, and procured th6 beft private information in his 
power, fays, fir George having chargeti the enemy with 
the utmoft gallantry, broke through their line and wea- 
thered them; that after this advantage, not being properly 
fupported by fome of his Ihips, he thought proper, after 
night had put an end to the contcft, to retire to Plymouth ; 
that the Dutch had two ftiips funk. Amidft fo maxiy 
various accounts, fome of them almoft contradictory to 
^ach other, and others fraught with fidlion, and palpable 
jibfurdiiy, it is highly difficult, if not impoITible, to deve- 
iope the truth. It may, however, probably be fairly in-, 
fifted on, that as the fuperiority, ih point of force, was on 
the fide of the Dutch, fo was the tofs a!fo in the fame 
proportion, notwithftanding the gallantry and conduft 
of the celebrated Ruyter enabled him to efFe£l his grand 
boint, and cairy oS the convoy in fafety. The fpirit and

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sAilTrf exhibitfd by {ir George in ^is a£lion, were not 
fcfficimt to prefervo to him the confidence of his new 
matters r they were offended at his lenity •to fir John 
Grenville at Scifly, and TorcT WiUoughby al Bar-badoes.. 
Thefe furious republicans would be content with nothing 
ftoit of unconditional fubmilTion from a royaliA. Gene- 
mfity to a vanauifhed opponent was^with them, a crime 
, ef the bJacfcelt dye. They iKought proper to difmifs 
lim from hij command, under the (hallow, though com- 
fsop democratigal pretence, " ihat Be had not ieert Jo vh- 
foriaus as he ou^ht to havi hettt." Yet» notwTthftanding the 
fcTecu they certainly bore his generous conduft^they pof- 
JelTed not courage cnougb to gratify their malice to the

|c was appointed com mifli one I of the navy, and, on the 
commencement of the Dutch war in 1664,, reai-admirat 
•f tfie blue. In that Ration he ferved at the memorable 
fcattle of the 3d of Junp, having hoifted his flag on board 
tfce Henry ; and on the duke ef York's quitting the 
feet, was promoted to bp vice-admiral of the red under 
tfie carl of Sandwifh, vyho carried the (tandard as ad.m.irat 
of the flcel.

During the two firft days of the aftion fir George, xs he 
liad been ever accuftomed, behaved with the utmoft gal- 
lantry ; but, unfortunately, on the third, while endeavour- 
ing to form a jundion with prince Rupert and his fqua- 
dron, who was haftening to the afliftance of the Englifh 
fleet, then hard prefled ^y the Dutch, he Ihuck t on a 
fand, called the Galloper, when after having, for a con- 
fiderable time, defended his fliip with the utmoft bravery, 
againlt an hoft of enemies, he was at length compelled, las 
■men abfolutcly refufing to defend the Jhip any longer, w 
furrendcr ; and the Dutch being unable to get their co»- 
queft off, after having removed the men, fet her on tire. 
■The Dutch, according to their wonted cuflom, infulring 
thofe whom they had conquered, paraded their captive 
through their whole country, and aiierwards flrat hire op 
in the caftle of Louveftein. Wh?n he returned to Rig- 
land he was received in the moft gracious manner byt^ 
kingt, and moft affectionately by the people. But after 
the misfortune he had met with, declming going t» fea 
any more, he continued to live privately, and m fo great a 
degree, that it is not, with any certainty, known at what 
time he died S.

Being ene of the look-out fhips from 
the fleet, as he Was the firft who difcovered the enemy, (a 
was he alfo among the fiiil who fell in the enfuing a^tion^ 
lantented by his fiends and applauded by his enemies, as 
a man who woiild undoubtedly have left behind hhn mo^ 
iiumerous proofs of his gallantry, had hot fate deprived 
^im of the opportunity. 

BASSE, William,— commanded the William in 1664* 
the London Merchant and Oxford in 1666/ and the 
Portfmouth in 1668. 

BEIARE, Amos, — was appointed captain of the Non- 
fuch, and foon afterwards of the Letty, in 1664; of the 
London Merchant in 1666 ; of the Richmond in 1667 ^ 
sr.di. laflly, of the Golden Hand in 1669. 

BERRY, William, — was, originally, lieutenant of the 
Swallow ketch ; and, in 1664, was made commander of 
the Eaglctt ketch. ,In 1665 of the Wivcnhoe; and, 
ladly^ of the Young Lion, in 1666, 

BLACKLEACH, Abraham, — was lieutenant of the 
Old James in 1664; and, towards the end of the fat^e 
year, was promoted to be captain of the Little Mary. 

BOND, Edward, — commanded a veflel of war, called 
the Dutch Gaiiiot, in the ycaf 1664. 

BROWNE, Zachaiy, — was appointed to the command 
of the Aflilbncc in 1664 ; and, again, to the fame' fliip in 
1667. 

BURROUGHS, Anthony, waS lieutenant of the Hen- 
rietta at the time of the F,eitoration. In 1664 he waj 
appointed to command the Newcaftle ; and, in the follow- 
ing year', we find him ferVing again as a Ikiitenant oit 
board the Centurion. 

CADMAN, Jamesj-^may be fuppofed to be the fame 
perfon mentioned in GiUimgwater's Hillory of LoweftofFe,' 
onder the name of Canham, which is, mod probably, the 
trqe mode of fpelling it, as a commander in the royaj 
tttvy, during the Dutch wars^ in the reign of Charles the 
Second-,' 
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Second, and whofe family had b«n, for feveral genera- 
tions, fettled in that town. No fuch name as Canham 
appears in the M S. lift of naval commanders : that which 
approaches nearelt to it is, Cadman; he commanded the 
Flamborouih Merchant in 1664. 

CHAPPELL, George, — commanded the John and 
Margirct in 1664. 

COTTIN, Richard, — after having commanded the 
Bryar firefhip in 1664, ferved as fecond lieutenant <^thc 
Royal James in 1672. 

CROSMAN, Robert, — commanded the Nonfuch 
ketch in the year 1664. 

CUTTLE, John, — is known only as. having been 
appointed to command the He^or in 1664, and that he 
unfortunately loft his life in the following year, his Ihip 
being funk in adlion with the Dutch. 

DARCY, Thomas, — defcended of a very ancient and 
honourable family, lineally deduced from the Norman ' 
d'Arcie, who entered this kingdom with William tb« 
Fjrft, firnamcd the Conqueror, and by whofe immediate 
grant he became pofieifed of thirty-three lordlhips or 
manors, in the county of Lincoln, was the fourth ion of 
John, lord Darcy, and Dorothy his wife, daughter of fit 
Henry BelafTyze. Having entered very young into the 
navy, he was fpeciatly recommended, by the duke of York, 
to the notice and proteflion of fir Richard Stayner. A 
letter for this purpofe, dated May the 7th, 1661, and 
Written by the duke's order, being inferted in his Me- 
moirs. Mr, Darcy appears to have well-merited this ex- 
traordinary recommendation, for fo early as the year i66a 
"we find him appointed lieutenant of the Monk. H» 
ferved in the fame office, on board ihe Kent, in 1663, an4 
in the followine year on board the Revenge. He was, 
during the courfe of the year 1 664, promoted to be com- 
mander of the Pembroke ; and continuing to merit that 
nobleandilluftriouspatronagehehadacquired in his earlier 
days, he was, in the year 1666, appointed to the Mary 
Rofe : in this fliip he was prefent in both the a^ons 
which took place during this year. In 1669, having re- 
moved into the Dartmouth, he failed for the Streights in 
company with, and under the command of fir John Har* 
aian. He continued on. this fervice (occitfionally re< 
turning 
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turning to England, and back again to the Strclghts, Wn% 
convoys) till the year 1672, when he quitted that (lation 
entirely, and was appointed commander of the Montague^ 
and, in the following year, of the St. George, a fecond 
late.' But it is fomewhat frngular; that although the 
nation was at war» during both thefe vears, with the 
Dutch, no mention occiirs iri any public or privatfc 
account wc have hitherto feen, of either of Ihcfe Jhips, or 
their honourable commander. The time of his death 
alfo is unknown. 

ELLIOT, Thomas, — ^was, in i66if, appointed com- 
mander of the Catherine, » (Tiip of war hired from the 
merchants; and, in 1665, being removed into the Sa- 
phire frigate, he fell in, during the month of November, 
with the Dutch fleet of buffes, off the Dogger, under the 
protcdliori of four men of war ; neverthelels, fuch was liis 
afiivity and addrcfs, that he captured three and difperfed" 
the reft. He was foon after (in all likelihood on account 
of this very piece of fervice) promoted to the Revenge, 
a third rate ; and fent in the enfuing fpring, commo- 
dore of a fquadron of fix fail fent to the northward, to 
check the depredations that might be attempted on our 
commerce, by any flying fquadrons, or fingle cruifers, of 
the enemy. He returned in time to contribute his 
iharc towards rhe viflory gained by the duke of York j 
and ftill continuing in the Revenge, was prefent at both 
the aftions, which took place the following year, when 
the fleet was under the command of prince Rupert and 
the duke of Albemarle. After the return of the fleet into 
port, he was removed into the Anne, a fliip of the fame 
rate as the Revenge. He continutd to command the 
Anne lill'the end of the year 1667, when he was appointed 
to the Referve. Peace being concluded foon after this, 
we meet with nothing further relative to captain Elliot^ 
till the year 1672, at which time we find him captain of 
the Yorke, one of the fquadron under fir Robert Holmes, 
at the time he attacked the Smyrna fleet. In this atlion, 
.as he had the credit of deferving, in common, it mud be 
-confefled, with the reil of the commanders, fo had he the 
honour of obtaining the higheft reputation, for gillantry 
-and good conduA. He continued to command the fame 
ttupf and had a further opportunity of diftin^i(hing 
him- 
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nimfdf in the aiSion with the Dutch, which took place 
" Jn the month of June following. Being fiSvcfety wounded 
in that engagement, he was^ on his recovery, promoted 
to the London, a very fine fecond rate. Here we have 
to lament hbw very inadoquatcj even at this ftiort interval 
ttf time, private information, ot public ttcdris zrci id 
complete the hiflory of fuch an ho(l of gallant perfonsj 
atniing whom we certainly fliofild be giiilty of an aft 
6f injuftice were vre not to enroll captain Elliot. Nothing

CREGC«?Y, William,— cortfftanded the Dolphin 
firefhip in 1664. 

HARMAN, Sir John— This brave; and juftl;^ r^- 
ilOwncd commander was appointed captain of theGiout 
eefter, of fifty-eight gdns, in 1664; and, in the folldwing 
IpHng, ferved as !ieutenaiit*of the Royal Gbarles, The 
o&ce he bore is not; however; to be taken actoiding to' 
the prefcntmeaningafhxedto the term. He was,' in fa^i 
captain of the ihip, as fir William Penny who_ waa on 
board the Royal GharlcS with him; was captatn of the 
fleet t. The enemies of the duke of York h«ve taken

The rage of party can reconcile the greateft.abfiirdiiies 
and perfuacJe the moft fenfible men of the propriety of jts 
di£tates : but certainly no man can Hand clearer .of all 
blame than he does. The (lory, as related by, unbiafTed 

' pcrfons, is fimply this. After the a£tion, in which it is 
admitted, on all hands, the Royal Charles bor^ To dil^n- 
guifhed a part, the duke having retired to his cabin for 
Tepofe, Brounker, who was one of the gentlepien of his 
toJ-chamber, came to fir Joh'nj who was then'ftandjng 
-near the helm, and preffed him much to fliorten fail, 
urging as a reafon, the rifk the duke ran if his Ihip, the 
tteadmoU of the fleet, Ihould fall in fingly with the enemy 
upon their own coafts. Sir John ever attentive to, ind 
intelligent in his duty as an ofHcer, anfwcred„ " hi cml4 
io nalhing vjilhout orders.'^ Brounker accordingly went 
back into the cabin, and brought him orders, as from tlie 
^uke, to fliorteii fail. Sir John obeyed. It miifttbo 
apparent to any perfon who will be at the pains of co^fi- 
dcringthe foregoing Aatement, that, Ictthe blame [if any) 
iay where it will, • not a fliadpw of it is imputable to fir 

' John, whofe fubfequent condui5l through lite proved him 
one of the lad men in the world, who could with ji){lice 
be charged either with treachery or want of fpirit. , As a 
convincing proof no fuch opinion was entertained of .^im 
hy government, he received the honour of knighthood, 
and is faid in the navy lift to have- been appointed, imme- 
diately after thcailion, rear-admiraiof the white, and.fhat 
he hoiHed his flag on board the Refolution. This we ap- 
prehetid to be a miitake, as we find him both in the t\avy 
til):, and every other document, ferving, when ih&^eet 
put next to fea under the command of the earl of Sand- 
wich, as rear admiral of the blue on board the Revenge, an 
highly raelitcd, though very rapid promotion, when we€on- 
fider fcarcely twelve months fiad elapfed fmcc he firft beiime 
a commander. In the month of November foilowing he 
was detached, by, the carl of Sandwich, with eiMitecn 
fliipfi, to hring home the fleet from Gottenburgh, Op his 
return he fcUted his flag into the Henry, and di(lingu>lhed 
himfelf too remarkably, in the long aftion between the 

. duke of Albemarle and ^e Puich, to be palTed over it^ 
general 
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general or common terms of approbation. Leading the 
Yan of the Engliih fleet, he foon got into the center of 
The Zealand fquadron ; and being in a fliort time com- 
pletely difabtcd, one of the enemy's fircftiips grappled him 
on the flaiboard quarter : he was, however, foon freed 
by the almotl incredible exertions of his boatfwain^, (as 
it is aflerted by all hiftoriars, but according to the navy- 
lift it appears he was his lieutenant) who having in the 

■ midft of the flames loofed the grappling-irohs, fwiingback 
on board his own ihip unhurt. The Dutch bent on the 
deftru(9ioa of this unfortunate (hip, and feeing the ill. 
fuccefs of the firft, fent a fecond, who grappled her on 
the larboard fide, and with much greater fuccefs than the 
former, for the fails inftant!y taking fire, the Crew were 
fo terrified that near fifty of them, among whom the 
chaplain is faid to have been one, jumped overboard, 
^irjohn feeingthisconfufionran intlantly, with hisfword 
drawn, among thofc who remained, and threatened, with 
inftant death, the firft man who (hould attempt to quit the 
fliip, or Ihould not exert himfcif in quenching the flames. 
This fpiritedcondudl had the deii red cfFedljthccrew return- 
ing to their duty foon got the fire under : but the rigging 

' being a good deal of it burnt, one of the top-fail yards fell 
and broxe fir John's leg. In the midft of this accumu- 
lated diftrefs a third firefhip prepared to grapple him; 
but ere ftie could efFeft ber purpofe, four ihot from the 
Henry'slower-deck guns funk her. Evertzen; the Dutch 
vice-admiral now bore up to himt, and calling on him to 
lurrender, offered him quarter. Sir John anfwcred him 
bluntly, " // VJtis nat come h that yet," and givii^g him a 
brcxidfide killed the Dutch commander, which fo intimi- 
dated the rell of his adverfaries, that they declined all far- 
ther conteft. The Henry, {battered as ftie was, her 
Comhlander difabled, and great part of her crew killed pr 
wounded was, nevetthelefs, carried fafely into Harwich,

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whence, fir John having the next day refitted her, as 
well as the time ^n^ circumllaxices would permit him, 
and hoping to (hare in the honour of the lail day's engage- 
ment, put to fea {nstwSlhJiandirtg his troien leg) but unfor- 
tunately, as-fir John thought, the aflion was over ere he 
reached the fleet. Notwuhftanding his excefs of fpirlt 
had carried him fo far, 'as to hurryoack, maimed as he 
was, into the face of danger, the joint admirals, princv 
Rupert and the dukc of Albemarle, thought it neither 
prudent, nor humane to fufFer him to go to fea again, till 
he had recovered from his misfortune ; fo that on the 
fleet's going out a fecond time, after being refitted, his 
place was fupplied by rear-admiral fir John Kempthorn. 
In the moDtn of March 1667, he was fenl in the Lyon, 
a third rate of fifty-eight guns, commander-in-chief of a ' 
fquadron deftined for the Weil Indies, with permiilion to 
wear the union flag at his main-top, as foon as he fhoulil 
be clear of the Channel •. He ar/ived at Baibadoes the 
loeginningof June, having under his command Jei en men 
of war and two hrefhips, and two days afterwards fet fail 
for Nevis, taking with him four men of war he found in 
Carlille bay on his arrival. Having reached Nevis on the 
13th, he received intelligence, by inc Portfmouth ketch', 
that the French fleet, confllllng of three, or four-and^ 
Iwcnty men of war, was then lying at anchor under 
Martinico. Having called a council of war, it was

ing fir John's reputation, for whom we. entertain the hiebeft venera- 
tion, bui merely for the fake of hidorical truih. The laurclt trtiW 
gained by (ir John Harmin require no fuch ex'tianeoui aid, at ibe addi> 
tion of thofe, which do not of right belong to him. Sir John Bcri*, 
who at that time vu in the Wcfl Indies, vt», wc have not the fmaU- 
cQ doubt, ibe officer who cammaoded in the a£tloD alluded jo. Vide 
hbiib,

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unsnimoully determined to attack them immediately, 
ere they (hould have had information of his arrival. 
Putting to Tea that very night, he goi light of the French 
fleet laying clofe in under Martini™, pvotefled by three 
confiderablc forts, which began to fire on our fliips as 
they approached, but without receiving any return. 
Notwithfianding the fuperiority of the enemy, and al- 
though they had three fireihips-with them, neither ftra- 
tagem nor infult were of JuflScieni avail to draw them 
from their llation. The next morning lir John began. 
the attack ; and having filenccd the forts, proceeded to at-^ 
tempt the fliips, but without fuccefs, or much damage 
done on either fide, owing to the wind being at firft con- 
trary, and, afterwards flattening to a dead calm. On 
Tuefday the 25th, the wind being then tavourable, the 
admiJ-al renewed the attack*, and in a Ihort time fo far 
fucceededas tofet fire to eight of the enemies belt Ihips, of 
which their flag was one. Of thofe which remained many 
were funk; fome in confequence of the damage they 
received in the encounter, others to prevent their falling 
into our hands ; fo that of the whole fleet, two or three 
only efcaped. This fuccefs, brilliant as it was, was 
ttchieved with but trivial injury to our Ihips, which were 
foon rendered again fit for fervice, and the lofs of four- 
fcore men only killed and wounded. The power of 
further hoftiliiics, on the part of the enemy, being thus 
taken away, and a generid peace being concluded foon 
afterwards, fir John having Ihifted his flag into the De- 
fiance, returned to Europe in the month of January fol- 
lowing, and arrived in the Downs with a confiderablp 
. number of merchant (hips under his convoy on the 7th of 
April. Difdaining that retiiement his infirmities might 
appear to demand, he was the following year appojntej 
rear-admiral of the fleet bound to the Streights, under fir 
ThomasAUcn, and hoifled his flag on board the St. David. 
He returned from thence in 1 670, probably on account of

On the commencement of the 
Dutch war in 1672, he appears to have ferved, having 
his flag flying on Board the Royal Charles, as rear-admi- 
ral of the blue, rear-admiral of the red, and vice of the 
bhie. In the flrfl of thefe capacities he a£ted at the 
adion off Solebay ; and, after the death of the earl of 
Sandwich, and the removal of ftr R. Holmes, was fuc- 
ceflively promoted to the two latter. Campbell has 
thought proper, in terms perhaps too harfli, to cenftirc 
the appointment of fir J. Harman to be vice-admiral of 
the red, in the following year, in the place of fir R. 
Holmes, and has rfprefentcd him, in confeqiiencc of his 
bodily infirmities, as totally incapable of filling fo emi- 
nent a ftation. Nevcrthekfs, his exertion, iii the fecond 
^^lion, when he himfelf and thirteen rtiips only were 
left with prince Rupert to ftem the attack of the whole 
Dutch fleet under De Ruyter, was fuch, as may convince 
unprejudiced perfoos, that however drfcafc might have 
enervated his body, it had no effefl whatever on the &- 
culties of his mind. He hoifted his flag on board the 
London, a fecond rate of eighty guns ; and, after the un- 
fortunate death of fir E. Spragga, was appointed to fucceed 
him as admiral of the blue. However high, and de- 
ftrvedly fo, the former may ftand in the opinion of the 
world, no perfon can, with'juftice, afferf, the nomination 
offir John Harnian derogated, in the fiiialleft degree, from 
the honoor of his gallant predcceffor. Peace, and the 
retirement of fir John, took place almoft immediately ; 
and, as is the fate of many other great and noble perfons, 
whofevsry names are forgot almoft as foon as theyceafed 
to be ferviceable to iheircOuntry, wc have not been able 
to learn any further particulars concerning him, or even 
difcover the place, or time of his death. 

HART, John, — was appointed captain of the Briflol 
in 1664 ; in 1665 he w^s pKimotcd to the Revenge, and 
in the following year was removed into the Rainbow, 
During the time he held the command of the two laftr 
ftiips he was prefent at all the general engagements which 
took place between the Englifli arid Dutch fleets in the 
the courfe of the firff war. In 1669 he was appointed 
tq a (hip called the Loyal Subject, and in the follawtng 

year 
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year lo the Ruby of fifty-four guns fthe fiiip taien by fir T. 

■ Allen from (he French], He did not long continue in this 
command, being very Toon afterwards removed into the 
Portland. He commanded the Rupert in 1671 ;and, onihe 
commencement of the fecond'Dutch war, -returned to his 
old (hip: the Revenge. The time and manner of his 
death is unknown. ■ 

HATLUB, R(Acrt, — ia to be mentioned only as hav- 
ing commanded the George (hired ihip of warj 111:664. 

HEATH, Jotm,— having ferved as lieutenant of the 
Ann in l66i,andof thcNewcaftlein 1663, was appoint- 
ed cooimander of the Baihadoes merchant (a fire/hip) !q 
1664, From the time he quitted the command ofthis." 
velTel, he continued unemployed till 1673, when he was , 
appointod firft lieutenant of the Vidlory. la 1678 he., 
ferved as lieutenant of the French Riiby. No further'- 
mention is made of him. 

HELLING, Daniel, — after having commanded the ^ 
Colchefter in 1664^ was fucceffively appointed to the . 
Centurion; the Lyon, and the Dragon, in 1665. He 
acquitted himfelf with the greatell honour in the aflion 
between the Duke of York and the Dutch, and was 
promoted, by prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, 
to command the Montague, as a token of theit approba- 
tion of the fervice rendered by him at burning and de- 
flroying.the Dutch Ihips within theUlie, he being one of 
the captains who was detached, under fir Robert Holmes, 
on that expedition. In 166S he was appointed to the 
Briftol, and failing foon afterwards to the Streights was , 
removed, by fir JMward Spragge commander-in-chief of 
the fleet on that fervice, into the Mary, in 1669. No 
other mention is made of him, except that very trivial 
information, of his being frequently employed in con- 
voying the merchant ihips fo far to the northward, as to 
be out of all danger from the corfairs ; and further that he 
Was, as an able negociator, fcnt alhore by fir Edward 
Spragge, in September 1671, to adjuft jhe preliminaries 
of a treaty with the Dey of Algiers. It is not known 
whether he ever lived to return to England. 

■ HERBERT, Charles,— after ferving as commander of 
the Revenge in 1664, was appointed lieutenant of the 
Royal James in 1671.

HIDE, Henry,— -was appointed lieutenant of tlrii' 
Varmouth in 1602, and of the Rainbow in 1^63. lit 
1664 he was promoted to the Lizard, and durine the 
fame year was removed into the Sapphire. He did no]t 
long continue jn the command of this veflel, as, in 16651 
we find aiiother officer (EUiat) captain of her, . 

■ HOLMES, Sir John,— was the gallant brother of thfl 
as gallant fii' Robert Holmes. He was appointed com- 
Ifiander of the J"rfey in 1664; and in the foll«wii^ 
year, after havii^ firft ferved as lieutenant of theCcntwi 
lion, was appointed Commander of the St. Paul; and what 
is fomewhaf extraordinary, ferved, in the beginning of 
the next year, as lieutpnarit of th^ fame Ihip. He was 
in a fliort time iismdved into the Brillol, which ftiip we 
find birtf captain of, in the month of Auguft. He'wafe 
polled in the line of battle as one of the focondt to his 
brother fir Robert, and afterwards commanded ona of the 
compatues a^ the attack of Bahdaris*, His very confpi- 
cuous cfttiduft on this occafion procurwl hini the com* 
mant) of the Triumph, a fecond rate. He probably 
(:ontiniied captain of this fliip during the remainder (^thq 
wSr, although wp find ndthtng further recorded' of hitu 
tin the year 166S, when he Was made commander of the 
Falcon and Kent fucceiTivel^. In i66g he went out wltti 
fir Thomas Allen to the Mediterraneau, as comisander 
pf the {Jon&ich.' In 1670 W ircmoved' into the Sriflc^, 
iand in the following year into the DJamond. During 
the time he commanded l^is Ihip he' was fmgulailf for-* 
tunate, as well as active againd the Algerines. . In the 
interval between the 24th of September and the 2d of 
Prober, he drove two of ihe principal Algeriqe corfaira 
from their ftation off Cape Spartel. But the night coin- 
ing on fere he could get near enough to bring them tQ 
action, he was not able to effefl any thing further againft 
them ; except that he compelled one of them, in confe- 
quence of his preiling cloiely upon her, to burn one of 
two prizes which (he had taken the day before. On the 
2d of Oclober he fell in with two Other corfairs bdong- 
ipg to Sjliee ; but as they feparated, and flood different 
couifes, captain Tiol me s was only able to drive one of -

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"them afhore, about two leagu« to the I'outhward of 
Ansila. Her comparion efFe^cd her efcape. Captain 
Holmes returning to England foon afterwards, was ap- 
pointed to the Glouccfter, Being one of the ftjuadron 
iiiider the command of his brother, fir Robert ; when, in ' 
the month of March following, he fell in with the Dutch 
Smyrna fleet, he behaved himfelf, as he had ever been 
accuftomed, with the mofl fingular gallantry. Having 
boarded the Hollandia of fifty-four guns, commanded by 
iheir rear-admiral VanNes, he carried her, afieravery obfti- 
nate difpute : but fl]e was unfortunately fo much (hattered 
in the a^ion, that (be furk in a few hours after he had 
taken poffeflion of her. For this fervice he received the 
honour of knighthood, and was promoted to the Rupert 
of fixty-four guns. His gallantry was fo confpicuous in 
the action between prince Rupert and the Dutch, on th© 
28th of May 1673, that he is one of thofe fmgled out by 
the prince for particular commendation ; an applaufa 
doubly honourable, when the -well-known valour of his 
lefs-noticed coremporaries is brought into the account. 
In the aftion of the nth of Auguft he again proved him- 
ielf, in every refpe£l, deferving of the prince's particular 
jcommendation, as he was one of the thirteen captains' 
who contributed to defend their commander- in-chief from 
the very formidable attack made on him, towards the clofe 
pfthea^ion, by DeRuyter, and the whole of his divifion. 
Aefoon as (he Was refitted, he was made commander of the 
RoyaJ Chailes, the (hip on board whirfi, prince Rupert, as 
Commander-in-chief,hoifted his flag duringihefirft engage- 
ment.. Peace being concluded very foon afterwards 
ye meet with nothing fiirther relative to fir John till the 
I2th of 'pril 1677, when he was appointed capiain of 
the Montague^ and two days afterwarfs promoted to bo 
rear-admiral of the blue, and commander-in-chief in the 
Downs, with the privilege of wearing, while on that fta- 
tion, the union flag at his main-top-maft head. In the time 
of profound peace it is vain to expeft a record of memo- 
rable exploits in the lives of men, few of whom are <)ther- 
wife known than as the brave defenders of their country. 
All that can be looked for is, a fimple narrative of the fe- 
veral commands and promotions they were from time, to 
iime honoured with, as a fpecies of national-tribute for the 
. fatigues 
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fatigucE they had undergone, and the dJSieulties \h^y had 
cncounlered in the hour of danger. On the 26th of March, 
l6y8, on the prcfpefl of a rupturp with France, he' 
hoilled his flag on board the Royal Charles as r^ar-admi- 
tfi of the fleet in the Na;TDw Seas. We find him, on 
the 17th of April 1679, commander-in-chief in tlie 
Downs i and on the 23d of July in the faqie year, he 
hoitled the union flag, at the main-top, on board the 
Captain. This probab!y had been his flag Oiip ever lince 
he had held the command ; for in the navy-lift, which we 
have not the fmalleft reafon to doubt the accuracy of, he 
is faid to have gone on board that (hip oh tho 9th of 
September 1678. This appears to have been the laft pe- 
iriod of his public fervice ; and he experiences the melan- 
choly ifltc that attends fuch a number of brave tnen» 
whofe name is no longer remembered, than while the , 
necefliiy of their exertions exifls. 

JEFfRIES, John,— ferved as lieutenant of the I-on- 
don in 1664, and was in the fame year promoted to be 
captain of the Aflurance. In 1665 he commanded the 
Plymouth, and acquired much credit in the engagement 
with the Dutch under Opdam, infomuch that he was 
'promoted, the following year, to the Cambridge of fixty- 
four guns. His conduct during the two a6tions with the 
Dutch, in which he commanded this Ihip, proved him to 
have derogated in no degree from his former gallantry, 
and to have merited every reward that was bettowed 6q 
it. The time of hi« death is unknown, 

JENNINGS, Sir William, — fprung from a very re- 
fpe£lable family in the county of Hertford ; was ap- 
pointed lieutenant of the Adventure in 1661, and of the 
Gloucefter and Portland in 1664. On the nth of Oc- 
tober in the lame year he was protnoted to the command 
of the Ruby, and foon afterwards knighted. Early in (ho 
year 1666 he was appointed to the Sapphire fr^ate \ bu( 
immediately after the firft adion with the Dutch, in 
which we loft fuch a mul(itude of gallant officers, was 
appointed, by the jpint admirals, to command the Lyon, 
a ihird_ rate. So high was his reputation for gallantry 
■ that, although at that time he was rather you^g In the 
fervice, he was fent fccond in com^nand', unde^ fir Robert 
Holmes, at the attack on the illaods of Uhe ft^d S^hcUing.

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mi was, as m are informed in tbe account publifbed at 
the time, to have commanded one of the dtvifions, pro- 
vided it had proved expedient to have attacked both iflandl 
at once. That not feeing necelTary, the dellruftion of the 
fleet of one hundred and fevcnty fail, which lay within 
rilofe illands, was principally intruded to him, and exe- 
cuted under his direSion. ' This expedition, and the 
glorious fuccefs with which it was crowned, have been 
rtlated in the Life of fir Robert Holmes ; fo that it is 
needlefs to fay more than, that without derogating front 
the merit of the commander-in-chief, he experienced, 
dirough the whole of this'glorious, but perilous enterprize, 
a very able, and gallant alfillant in (ir William Jennings. 
Peace being concluded in the following year, he had no 
Airther command till the year 1670, at which time he 
Was appointed to the Prjncefs, and fent, in company with 
captaiiv Werden in the Falcon, commodore of a convoy 
bouixl to the Streights, After fome flay in the Mediter- 
ranean, he was, on his return, appdinted captain of the 
ViiSory*, which (hip he commanded in the memorable 
a£tion between the EngHfh under prince Rupert, apd the 
Dutch under De Ruyter. The war being concluded, he 
removed into the Gloucefter ; and on the 26th of March, 
1678, was appointed, by king Charles, to command the 
Auby, taken from the French. On the 30th of No- 
vember followinghe was made captain of the Royaiyames, 
efie of the guard-fliips at Portfmouth. On the 8th of 
July, 1686, king James, who had ever been his patron, 
gave him the command of the Jerfey ; and on the .15th 
ei September 1688, at the moment that monarch's feel- 
ings were awakened, and alarmed to the utmoft, at the 
profpeA of an invalion, which threatened, and happily 
effedted the deftruition of a power he had unwarrantably 
and ilegatly endeavoured to extend beyond its proper 
limits i fir William was pitched upon as one of the 
chofen few, fit to be entnilled with a command. It is 
ncceflary we fhould here make a paufc : our narrative, 
in refped to him, almofl totally cealet. But in juftice 
to a gallant man, it is necellary we fhould endeavour to 
e:^Tain the motives of that condu& we can neither defend

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norpatliate. He pfobabIyronlidcredbiin{eIf,aian officer* 
suithorifed to c^ey, implicitly, the commands of his To-, 
ijereiffni of vrhat condition or tendency foevet they tni^t 
be : in gratitude too to the patron ivho had raifed him. he 
might feel himfelf bound, as it were, to fecond and Tup- 
port his interell, even fuppofing that fervice to militato 
againfl his own ideas of proprEety. Thus far we have 
Vgued in fupport, or, excufe, of a man aiding in oppoli- 
tioti to his own piinciples. But when we reflet on the 
fplhbility of human nature, and how errannujly that nature 
I]as been repeatedly led to aft, the cafe becomes materialljr 
j^tered : and if we confider this man a; a£ting according 
to the pure dictates of his confcience, we can only lament 
tjut fo much gallantry ihould have been obfcured by 
bigotry i and that a perfon, .whofe couraga and ability; 
wcHild have entitled nim to the firft rank aipong thp de- 
fiEoders of his country, ihould be fo far forgetful both of 
that country, and himfelf,. as to joi^i the band of viifcre-, 
ants who endeavoured to ^nflave it. I^et us, however^ 
pay every reafonable tribute to the integrity axt^ political 
aoiie{ly of fir William Jennin^, difdaining to efiwife, 
' even in appearance, the party ne difapproved. Cm tho 
i;evolution's taking place, he fei^ed tfa£ earlien: opportu^ 
ility of retiring to his unpitied, and fcarcely to be called 
unibrmnate mafter, in France. There {prcbpudtr!) he, 
'whofe condu3, had heretofore raifed him to fuch a pitcit 
of excellence and high rank in the Btitijh fervice, con- 
defccnded to become third captain to a, French admiral. 
The time of his death is unknown. 

JOHNSON, John,— was commander of the Little 
Gift in 1664. 

JORDAN, Sir Jofeph. — It is fomewhat fiqgular, the 
firftintelligence we have of this gentleman is, that he wis, 
in the year 1664, appointedcommander of t.he St. George, 
a Iccond rate, at the time the rupture with, Holland wap 
■ firft expefted. So high was the eftimation in which ho 
was held in the navy, that when fir John Lawlbn,who 
had his flag flying on board the Royal Oak, was di^ibled 
from further fervice, by the unfortunate wound wUch 
afterwards occafiooed his death, captain Jordan was Jevti 
by the duju xi York, to ta^f the cotmnaad of that 
fliip.

fliip*. His gallantry very defervedly procured him not 
wnly the honour of knighthood, but alio the promotion 
to be rear-admira) of the white. Nothing memorable 
toot place during the remainder of the year, except the 
unfortunate attack on Berghen, in which he was not con- 
cerned. In the !ong aAion between the duke of Albe- 
marle and the Dutch, lir Jofeph Jordan fcrved as rear- 
admiral of the red : and on the return of the fleet into 
port, was promoted to be vice-admiral of the fame fqua- 
dron. In the fignal defeat given the Dutch the 25th of 
July 1666, he held, as.it is fcarcely necelTary to premife, 
a moft confpioious (hare. The following year is markdd 
iy the infulting attack, made by the Dutch, on the port 
of Chatham and our fhipping in the Thames. Sir Jo- 
feph had at that time ihe command of the \fhtps of war at 
Harwich ; and fo aflive was he in the fervicfi of his 
country, that he went out, at the greateft perfonal rifle, 
in a fmall galliot, attended only by two fireihips, for the 
piirpofe of reconnoi taring tlie Dutch fleet. On their 
return to the Thames, a fccond time, fir Jofeph haflened 
to fir Edward Spragge's affillance, with the forct under his 
command, confilting of twenty fmall frigates and fire- 
ihips : and having, by his fkitful maneuvres, fucceeded in 
palfing the Dutch fleet, he formed ajunflion with fic 
Edward, and accellerated that retreat of the enemy, which 
his colleague had fo gallantly begun to efFeft. This was 
the laft offenfive operation in the German Ocean during 
this war. In 1668, when we expeSed a war with France, 
we find fir Jofeph Jordan to have had the command of 
the Viflory, and afterwards of the Henry ; but we arc 
totally at a lofs for any other particulars concerning him 
at that linie, except that he does not appear to have beem. 
employed as a flag officer. The profpefit of hoitilities 
vanjflimg very foon afterwards, he was not again called 
into fervice till the commencement of the fecond Dutch 
war in 1672,31 which time he h<Mlledhisfiag,firft, as rear- 
admiral of the red, on board the Sovereign ; but before 
the fleet put to fea he was promoted to be vice-admiral p(

the bliw under the earl of Sandwich. His condu£l. at the 
battle of Solebay has laid him open to cenfure of a veiy 
particular kind : but as his gallantry, at the very inllant 
when he appears to have incurred this reproach, has never 
been disputed, even by the perfonwho appears to have hail 
the bed ground for condemniiig him, it is a piece of 
jullice due to the memory of fo brave a nun, to examine, 
wkhfomecare, the propriety of the charge. Thischarge 
is, in few words, that he fufFercd the ever-to-bc- lamented 
carl of Sandwich to fall a facriflce to the Dutch, in con- 
fequcnc^ of his over-folicitude for the fafety, and protec- 
tion of the duke of York. Sir R. Haddock, who was tho 
carl's captain, thus cxprefTcs himfelf in his letter to the 
tkike after the action. " Some fhort time after fir Jofeph 
" Jordan paft by us very uniindly to windward, and with 
" how many followers of his divifion I remember not, 
" aik/ teti ne notice of us at all, which made me call to 
■*' mind his faying to yqur royal highnefs, when he re- 
" ceivcd his commiflion, that he would Jiand between you 
"' and danger^ which I gave my lord account of." It is, 
however, the decided opinion of all hiftorians, that fir 
Jofeph, by keeping his wind *, was the principal caiife 
of the viftory that followed ; and however we may feel' 
otirfelves naturally impelled to lament a. condudl which, 
in an y^ the molt diltant, degree contributed to deprive the 
world <^ fo great, and good a man, yet pofierity would have 
been much more apt to have condemned the man who had 
purchased the fafety of his admiral at the expence of 
viftory. There is, moreover, this farther excufe to b« 
pleadedin defenceoffirjofeph'sfuppofedunkindnefs. He 
appears in great meafure to have afted as he did, in confe*

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;|uenCe' of his adiHifal's fpeciat command ; that the mtC- 
Drtune which befel ihc carl was owing as much to othct 
unavoidable circum (lances, as to any negledl on the part 
of fir Jofeph, for in the former part of fir R. Haddock's 
letter he fays, " I had Cent our bai^, ij/ my hrj'r cam- 
" marul, a-head, to fir Jofeph Jordan, to tack, and with 
" his divifion ta tuealher the Dutch that were upon us, 
" and beat them down to the leeward of us, and come to 
" our ailiflance : our pinnace I fent iikewife a-ftern to 
" command our (hips to come to our afliftance, which 
*' never returned, but were on board feveral who endea- 
*' voured it, but could not eSkBt it." . So that the chaige 
may, perhaps with fome propriety/ be changed from un- 
kind neglc«, into irremediaole- misfortune, which pre- 
vented fir Jofeplv from fulhlhng his orders till afiiftancs 
was too late. On the return of the fleet into port he was 
appointed vice-admiral of the red. Whether it was in 
confetjuerice of the national regret for the io& of fo great 
a man as the earl of Sandwich, and which was, as W(; 
have fliewn, inTome meafu re imputed to him; or that th? 
retirement of the duke of York, who had ever been his 
patron, occafioned that of fir Jofeph alfo,"we know not, 
but he was no longer employ^. The time, and place of 
tis death- are unknown to us. 

KEMPTHORN, Si r John,— n-as the brave defccndant 
of a very rcfpeSabJe family in Devonftiire, being born at 
Widfcombe in that county, in the year 1620. Loyalty, 
and the want of fortune, prevented his father from making 
any better provifidn for him, than by binding him ap- 
prentice to the mafter of a trading vc (Tel , belonging to 
Topfliam. As he naturally poirefTed a ftrong underftand- 
ing, aided by unwearied diligence, he foon acquired a 
^hKifummate knowledge in his profeffion ; this, aided by 
the weii-defervcd countenance of his mafter, and the in- 
lereft of his friends, procured him the patronage and em- 
ployment of the mort wealthy merchants in Exeter. Iti 
their fervice he made many vdyages to the Mediterranean 
much to the advantage of their fortunes and his own rc- 

fiutation. A fingular anecdote is related of him, and. by 
liftoriatis of fuch credit and veracity that we cannot doubt 
its aiahenticity. At .the commencement of the war with 
Spain, be Was, in his pallkga to the Mediteiirajican,- ^t- 
t9ckc4 
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tacked by a Spsuiifli man of -war commanded by i Inigbt 
ofMsha. Notwithftanding the fupertofity oi his anu^ 
gonifts force, capuia Kempthofft defended himfelf, for a 
confldcrable time, with the^reated fpirit; but at length 
his fhot failing, he wai obliged to have recourfe to a mdi 
coflly, and unufbal mode of defence. Having feverat 

. bags of dollars on board, he fubftituted them in the place 
of the ordinary charge, rightly judging it was, at aii 
events, better to annoy, than enrich his enemy. His 
newly invented Ihot did To much roifchief to the Spaniard's 
rigging that he was very near getting clear, when an un- 
lu^y ituit rendered turn incapable of any farther lefifl- 
once. In fine, he Was boarded, taken, and carried into 
Malaga. The noble perfon to whom he had become 
captive, adhiiiing, like a tndy brave man, the gallantry of 
3 foe, treated him with the utmofl refoeft ; and aftei; a 
Ihort time, during which he could fcarcely be faid to be a- 
prifoner, fent him back to England. A few years af^r- 
waTdsthisveryktiightwashimfelfcaptured by commodore 
Ven, and,' how unJike his treatment of our countryman, 
fent prifoner to the Tower. Captain Kempthorn^ gal- 
lant as the Spaniard, was alfo not inferior to him in gene^i 

■ rofity. He refednot a moment till he had procuredhis' 
enlargement (though fuch were the narrow-minded, prin- 
ciples of warfare 8t that day) at the tnofl confiderable 

1 .oxpence,:and, indeed, inconvenience to himfelf. As true 
.merit lately fails to be the parent of its reward, fo the 
credit acquired by fir John in the adjon, aided by his 
^nerofity, and noble gnKitude in the Utter inllaAce, fo 
elevated him ii> *he opinion of his countrymen, that; 
humble, and aknoft imknown as he "wasiprevious to thofe 
events, they became the firm, and unfhaketi foundation 
of his future fame, and forttme. The chara£ter and fuf- 
ferings of his father, who had been totally niined in con- 

'fequence of his (leadily adhering to the caufe of royaltyy 
in addition to the fame he had himfelf fo juftly acquired^ 
tprxd as fo many recommendations, and mducements to 
him to enter into the king's fervice, which he did foon 
^ittr the rclloration. His firfl appointment to a command 
was in 1664^ when he was made captain of the Kent ^ 
and in the courfe of die £ime year was removed, firfl 
iua tbc.JDHiikirk:aiid.altemaids into the It^yal James. 
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In the firfl adlion between the Engtifh and Dutch fleets 
he commanded the Old James, and early in the year 1666 
was promoted to the Roya) Charles, the ftiip on board 
which the duke of Albemarle had hoifted the ftandard. 
The eminent manner in which he had behaved 
under the very eye of the commander-in-chief, pro- 
cured him, the honour of being promoted, immediately 
after the action, to adl as • rear-admiral of the blue ; he 
confequently removed into the Defiance of fixty-four guns, 
and is mentioned in the accounts of the fecond adion, 
publilhed under the fanilion of government, as one of the 

fallant perfons who eminently diftinguifhed thcmfelves, 
[e was fent, not long afterwards, to the Streights, with a 
convoy. His care, diligence, and attention to !iis charge 
tended ftill farther to cncriafe the reputation he had 
already gained in war, and might have occafioned a doubt 
in the minds of men, whether he (hone more confpicuous 
in the heat of battle or in the more peaceable and pru- 
dential duties of his office. He returned with a numerous 
fleet of merchant (hips + under his convoy, in the month 
of May 1667. In the following year he was appointed 
to the Warfpight: he was removed foon afterwards 
into the Mary rofe; and having failed again to the 
Streights, he fell ip, on the agth of December 1669, dur- 
ing his palfage from Sallee to Tangier, with feven Alge- 
rine men of war, and after a very fmart aflion of four 
hours continuance, not only preferved the merchant (hips 
which were at that time under hisconvoy, but compelled 
the corfairs to confult their their own Jfafety by an ex- 
peditious flight, an enterprizc fufficient of itfelf to im-

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Qiortatize his fame. He had in the aUtioa twelre 
men killed and eighteen wounded, and received (o much 
dam^e in his malls and rigging, as to be obliged to put 
into Cadiz to refit. He failed from thence on the 8th of 
March, having under his convoy a fleet of fixty-four fail ; . 
and immediatety after his arrival in England received the 
honour of knighthood*. In 1671 he wa» appointed 
commander of the Viflory. On the commencement of 
the fecond Dutch vrar, being again called into fervice as 
rear-admiral of the blue, he noiiled his flag on board the 
Saint Andrew, a fecoOd rate. In the Solebay fight> 
without incurring the obloquy thrown on the character of 
fir Jofeph Jordan, he, as rear-admiral of the fame fqua- 
dron, was one of the commanders who, by working to 
tvindward, weathered the Dutch towards the coochilion 
of the engagement, and completed their defeat. His 
merit was to confpicuous that he wa^ foon afterwards 
promoted to be rear-admiral of the red, and in the follow- 
ing fpring to be vice-admiral of the blue. He ftill con- 
tinued in his old fhlp the Saint Andrew. In the firfl 
action which took place in ihe year 1673 the blue fqua- 
dron, commanded by fir Edward Spragge, was oppofed 
to the Dutch admiral. Van Tromp, and totally defeated 
him. In the fecond engagement, inafmuch as the vi^ory 
■was ftronger contefled, by fo much had he the greater 
opportunity of rendering himfelf confpicuous, and hifto- 
lians have not forgotten to record his eminent fervices t. 
In 1675 he may be faid to have, in fomc meafure, retired 
from fervic«j-hcing, on the afth of November, appointed 
commiilioner of the navy at Portfmouth. This, though 
a place of proSt and confiderable confequence, was by no 
means coveted by fir John. If we may credit public re- 
port, he was conliderably difgulted at being removed as it 
were out of the a^ive line of fervice, in which his gal-

bntry as well as prudence undoubtedly entitled him to 
the higheft promotion. He could not, however, be laid 
to be totally laid afide, for, on -the profpcS of a war with 
France, he was, on the t2th of March 1677-8 appointed 
vice-admiral, under fir Thomas Allen, of the fleet in the 
narrow feas, and hoilled his flag on board tiie Royal 
Charles on the 26th of March following. HofliUties 
gave place to more peaceable and prudent councils ; and 
the fleet being very foon afterwards difmantled, fir Joha 
returned again to tile duties of his civil employment. He 
did not long continue to enjoy it, or may rather be faid 
not to have enjoyed it at all, chagrined by difappoint- 
ment, as well as by the difcourtcoiis manner in which I)e 
was treated by the government, or rather cabals of tho 
court, he died on the 19th ot Odober 1679, leaving 
thofe, whofe intrigues are faid to have haflcned bis death, 
to lament that worth which they could not but admire, 
though they did not properly reward. A celebrated writer 
has Aimmed up his chara^er thCis, at once elegantly, and 
concilely, " he was a m<^ zealous Proteftant, a gallant 
o6icer, and an honest man." 

LAWSON, William,— commanded the Coall frigats 
in 1664. 

LEVENTHORPE, Edward,— c<Hnmandcd the Bears 
at the fame time. 

LONG, Richard, — ^was alfo in the fame year made 
commander of the Nightingale and feat with a convoy to 
the Stre^hts, but nothing farther is known of him. 

LLOYD, John, — was appointed captain of the Dragon ' 
in 1664, pf the Yarmouth in 1665, and the Plymouth ia 
1666. During the time he commanded thofe (hips he 
v/as prefent at the three great engagements which took 
place between the Englim and Dutch fleets. In 1668 
he returned to the command of his old ftiip, the Yar- 
mouth ; in the following year he removed into the 
Swallow ; and on the commencement of- the fecood 
Dutch war was made captain of the Triumph, a fecond 
rate, a. truft worthily repofed, in the hour of danger, ia 
a man who appears, on all occafions, to have well-dc- 
hrved the thanks of his coimtrymen, and the confidence 
of his commanders. 

I 2 , MOULTON, 
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MOULTON, Robert,— commanded firft the Happj- 
Return, and fccondly the Centurion, in 1664: in i66j 
he was promoted to the Vanguard of fixty guns; and in 
the following year, the laft in which he had any com- 
mand, was removed into the Ann. 

PEARCE, John,— it is a jpainfiil taflc to be obliged, 
among fuch an affemblage of brave men, to infert the 
name of a fingle perfon who appears to have induced 
even a fliadow of difgrace on a profeflron, which ought 
neverto be beheld, but in the moft honourable and advan- 
tageous light. There is, however, this confolation, for 
thofe whofe over-delicate feelings may become irfitated 
on fuch an occafion, that it is, perhaps, impoflible, in any 
other body of men equally numerous, to produce more 
who have been an ornament, or fewer who have been a 
difgrace to their country. Captain Pearccwas appointed 
to the Converttne in 1064 •, and the Hambro' Merchant 
and Portland fucceflively in 1667. In 1669 he was, fa- 
tally for himfelf and his poflhtimous reputation, made 
commander of the Sapphire, and Cent to the Streights. 
On the jifl of March 1671, being then on a cruiie ofF 
Sicily, and feeing four fail approaching him, he inflantly 
concluded them to be Turkifli corfairst, and, notwith- 
llanding the remonltance of the mafter and the whole 
fliip's company, who unanimoufly expreffed their eagcr- 
nefs and defire to fight, perfifted in running the mip 
afhore, by which means Oie was totally Joft: thus it is, 
that a man, devoid of fpirit, wifhing to avoid cme danger, 
rarely fails to meet a greater. At a court-martial, BeM 
on board the Bezan yacht on the r7th of September fol- 
lowing, he was, by the general, and unanimous confent of 
all the members, condemned to be Ihot, together with his 
lieutenant Andrew Logon, who was deemed equally 
culpable. 

PEARCE, Jeffeiyj— an officer totally oppofite to the 
foregoing in every particular, fave that 01 being'of the 
fame name. In 16/14 he ferved as lieutenant of the

Elete contrail of the foregring perfon) fupporting to the 
ift moment of his life the faoaour of his profel&oo, and 
the intereft of his country. 

PENN, Sir William Of the early part of this officer's 

life we have no account, fo that the nrlt mention we find 
made of him is when rear-admiral " on the Irifli Itation 
in 1648^ 3gain alfo in the year 1651, when, as a com- 
maniler tn the Streights, be prclTed fo clofely on prince 
Rupert, as to oblige him to quit thole Teas, and fail to the 
Weft Indies; and afterwards as vice-admiral to Blake 
in the ^rear 1652, at the rime he defeated the Dutch fleet 
under De Witte aitd Ruyter, Whitlocke has borne 
-ample teftimony to his merit tin this a£Uon, during 
which he appears to have rendered very eminent fervice, 
notwith Handing he had the misfortune to ntn a-ground 
almoll before it commenced. This ill omen of future 
fuccefs was averted by his activity in getting his fllip 
^eediiy off the Kentilh Knock, on which ihe had ftruck. 
He ferved in the fame ftation under the joint admirals,

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Blake and Deane, in the month of February 1652-3* 
when the Engliftj fleet obtained an advantage over the 
iamc enemy^ ftill tnore Jignal than the foregoing. 
According to Campbell, I^iard, and others the befl 
hiflorians, the Dutch loll nine, or, as Tome fay, eleven 
men of war, befides a confiderable number of merchant 
jhips, which were taken by Penn's divifcon. In the 
month of May following, when Cromwell had afTumed 
the prote£l6rfhip, and the Beet was put under the joint 
command of Monk and Deane, Penn was continued as 
vice-admiral of the fleet. In the a£tion which took 
place in the month of June, with the Dutch fteet under 

' the command of Van Tromp, Penn was boarded by that 
commander, who being beat off, was, in hia turn, boarded 
l>y Penn, and obliged to blow up apart of his deck in 
■order to dear it of the Englifh, who had rendered thcm~ 
Iclves makers of it. Penn was not to be difcouraged by 
this repulfe ; but entering a fecond time would have, , 
in all probability, captured him, had he not beeh very 
timely relieved bv De Witte uA Oe Ruyter. The 
Dutch were conipletely defeated, but not yet fufficicntly 
humbled, by this difalter. Although th<^ made ((am 
private overtures to Croaiwcl) for an accommodation, 
they ufed -fuch almoft incredible exertions in reinforcing 

• and re-equipping their fleet, that by the latter end of July 
Van Tromp, when joined by De Witte, was enabled to 
put to fea with a fleet confifting of one hundred and twenty 
ibips. A moft bloody and declftve afiion took place on 
the 29th of July. To the vidory gained on (his occafion, 
the gallantry of Penn, ably feconding the determined cou- 
rage of ihofe two well-known heroes, Monk and Lawfon, 
not a little contributed. The lofs of the Dutch Was ir- 
retrievable, nbt only in that of their ihipsbut that of the 
brave Van Tromp, who was fliot through the heart with "a 
mulket ball. Peace, the natural confequcnce of focreit 
a misfortune, took place in the cnfuing fpring. Freed 
from the apprehenGon of one enemy, Cromwell, whofe 
extenflve mind was ever bent on conquell, delayed not to 
provide himfelf quickly with another. He accordingly 
caufed a formidable fleet to be fitted out early in the year 
1^54. The defign was one of the greateft, confidered as 
I f^tiofial objed, that ever was projected. Hifpaniola, 
Cuba, 
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Ciiba,PortoRico,inJhonalltheSpani(h fettlements in the 
Weft indies were its deftined viftims. The chief com- 
mand of this fiect, which confifted of no !efs than thirty 
men of war, was beftowed on Penn ; but through fome 
unaccountable, Or, perhaps, unavoidable delay in the 
equipment and embarkation of the provifions and land 
forces which accompanied him, under the command of 
Venables, the Spaniards had fufficient time to prepare for 
their defence ^ and aflifted, as well by the difagreement 
which has unfortunately ftentoforr too frequently prevailed 
between commanders of different tempers and fervites, 
as by the total want of difciplioc and fuboidination which 
prevailed amwig the land forces, the expedition was, in 
its fiHl objedt, rendered abortive. Foiled at Hifpaniola^ 
ihcy next bent their courfe to Jamaica. In this enter- 
prize they were more fortunate ; and after a refiftanct, 
comparatively trivial, fiicceeded in annexing to the domi- 
nion of Britain, an ifland which has ever fmce been de- 
fervedly rated among its mod valuable poiTelHons. 
Penn, however, knowing well the temper of the protec- 
tor, his mader, and dreading, perhaps, the efle^s of his 
refentment, ft3t himfdf contiderably chagrined at z 
difappointment to which he could not, with propriety, be 
fald to be inftrumental. Under this 'dejeflion of fpirits 
he refigned his command to vice-admiral Goodfon ; and 
remrning to Europe* was, on his arrival, arrefted by 
Cromwell's order and fent prifoner to the tower. His 
confinement was not cif long duration. Hiftorians are, 
in general, of opinion, his fpeedy relcafe was owing to 
his having, in very fubmiflive terms, acknowieged his 
offence to the protedtor : but it might have been with 
greater probability, perhaps, attributed to Penn's having 
fully acquitted himfdf, to him, of the diarge of mifcon- 
du^; for it can fcarcely be believed, a man of Crom- 
well's peremptory and impetuous difpofition would have 
been fatisfied for the mifcarriage of (o dear and favourite 
an obje£l, by the mere empty pomp, ai>d pageantry of 
apology and compliment. Admiral Penn had no further 
appointment during the protectorate ^ nor does he appear,

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as might naturally have been expected, one of the moft con- 
fpicuous and leading charafters in the reftoration. But 
having been long, though fecretly, attached to the caufc 
of royally, he was ever confidered as one of its moft fin- 
cere and fteady friends*. His known ability in the 
management of all maritime affairs procured him to be 
nominated, inimediately after the rerforation, a coirmif- 

. fioner of the admiralty and navy, with a falary of five 
hundred pounds a year")". He is faidto have owed this 
appointment to the friendftiip, and fpecial recommenda- 
tion of the duke of York, Nor is this affertion at all 
jmprobabkj when we confider the intinaacy which ever 
continued to fubfifl: between them, and the implicit con- 
fidence pla>.ed by the duke in hts advice. Clarendon 
informs us, that after the commencement of the firft 
Dutch war, the duke daily confulled, for his own better 
jirformaiion and inflrudlion, with fir John Lawfon, fir 

.George Ayfcough, and fir William Penn, on whom the 
noble hiHorian beftows the following well deferved en- 
comium, " that they were all men of gr^t experience." 
But at the condufion of the charaders given by him ot 
thefe three great perfons, draws a coraparifon between 
the abilities of the two former and thofe of fir William* 
not very advantageous to the latter. This is not flriflly 
generous {, and may leace an unfavourable imprelfion on

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the minds of fome, When proceeding from a man of Cla- 
rcndfin's acknowledged penetration and judgment : but 
we mud beg to remark, fuch comparative ubfervations 
are at beft unfair, and prove nothing decifive to the dif- 
credit of an individual. Pompey would have ever been 
efteemed the greateft general of his time, had he not 
been oppofed to Csefar : and Pcnn muft alCo be held as a 
man of confummate knowlege, and experience, efpecially 
when not put in competition with two fuch men as 
Ayfcough and Lawfon, men whofe more glittering fer- 
vices, in the line of their profeflion, aided by their ever- 
to-be- lamented misfortunes, have rendered tbem more the 
objects and idols of popular favour. When the rupture 
with Holland drew near, fir William Penn was appointed, 
by the duke of York, commander-in-chief in the Downs*, 
as appears by his orders, dated at Portfmouth the nth of 
November 1664, inflmiEUnj; him to feize and detain all 
fuch Dutch fliipB and velfels as he Ihould meet with. 
When the duke went himfelf to fea in the following year, 
fir Wiliiam was appointed captain of the fleet, with the 
rank of vice-admiral, and confequently to ferve on board 
the Royal Charles with the duke. Clarendon alligns the 
fcdiowing rcafon for this appointment, which was at that 
time lingular, and new in the .fervice. " There was 
fomewhM of rivaiihip between fir George Ayfcough and 
fir William Penn, becaufe they had been in equal com- 
mand ; therefore the duke took fir William Penn into his 
own fliip, and made him captain of il, which was a great 
tjull, and a very honourable command, that exempted him 
from receiving any orders but from the duke, and fo ex- 
tinguiibed the other's emulation." At any rate there 
cannot be a ftrongcr proof of the duke's attachment and 
high opinion, than his entrufting him'with fuch an office, 
. by which he, in effsQ., confided to him the guardianlhip 
of his honour, and, as his lieutenant, the direSion of the 
fleet. Sir William hasbeen very fonunatelyalmoft exempt 
from any part of the obloquy attempted to be thrown on 
ditfcrent chara£iers, in confequence of the fleets ihorten- 
ing fail after theadion,in(leadof vigoroufly purfuingthe 
Dutch to their own ports. On the duke of York's quit-

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ting the connnand of the fleet, fir William was' promoted 
to be admiral of the white. He hoifled his flag on board 
the Royal James. But no further a(^on took place dur- 
ing that year, except the attack on Bergen, in which Iji: 
was not concerned. On the return of the fleet he quitted 
the line of a(3ive fervice ; and ftill continuing high in fa- ■ 
vour with the duke, was appointed, on the 1 6th of Jan. 
1666, comptroller of the vit^ualling accounts. How long 
he continued to enjoy this office is unknown*, as well 
as the time of his death. 

REEVES, Sir William, — was made Jieutensnt of the 
Henrietta in 16645 and towards the end of the fame 
year was promoted to the command of the Mary rofc. 
Before the fleet went to fea in the enfuing fpring, he was 
sppointed to command the Eflex, one of the fliips after- 
wards unfortunately captured by the Dutch, in the long 
A&ioa between De Ruyter and- the duke of Albemarle. 
The gallantry with which captain Reev«a defended Ihs 
Ihip was too coofpicuous to be p^&d over in terms of 
general praife t. tie received, towards the oouclulion of 
- the

The caufe of captain Reeves'i attempting hit own deflrudioii ii 
very difierenlly accounted for by himfelF, and in the following tenm. 
" That they led him to the deck, and feeiog him wounded immediately 
Aiipped him to his Ikin ; that he was then conveyed into a Dutch 
boai, and.bioughton board a man of war, whofc captain refu fed to give 
him the alGllance of hi> chiiurgcon, and in which Ihip he wal forced to 
lay fcveral houri covered only with a rug : . the next day he wii Tent 
to Flulhing without any caie taken of hip> or allowance made lo him, 
during the paffagc. He," certainly in cortfcquence of hiiill-treatment,*' 

jbina tiimfelf overioard, but was a^in recovered by the men's boat- 
hooKi, and, notwitbfianding hii ill conditioti, put in irons, for the 
fpacc of .three days he received no fuHenance, nil atUA, being nearly 
perilhing, he was removed 10 a provoli's houfe, where, by the care of 

■ifae chirurgeoQ, he, contrary to all enpeflaiion, recovered ; but flltl 
was kept almofi naked and in chunil!!" Let us iimvever remark. 
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(he action, in which he had eminently didinguinied him- 
felf, a muflcet ihot a little below his right temple, which 
paRing diagonally, lodged in his throat on the left fide^ 
and occalioned fuch an internal efFufion of blood as de- 
prii'ed him of his fpeech. He himfelf was, confequently, 
rendered incapable of command; mofl of hisofTiceis were 
wounded, 2nd thofe on whom, in this diftreffed fituation, 
the command devolved, were obliged to bring the Ihip 
upon the heel to flop fomc ihot-holes which flie had re- 
ceived under water, in this perilous date the Bull, 
another EngliQl man of war, which was nearly as much 
difabled as the ElTex, fell on board her. The Dutch 
taking advantage of this accumulated diltrefs, boarded 
and took polfcinon of her. It is reported that captain 
Reeves, when he had a little recovered himfelf, endeavou- 
cd, in conjunSioil with his gunner, to have blown the 
ihip up, but found the powder-room in the enemy's pof- 
feffion, who had wifely taken the proper precautions for 
its fecurity. This defperate attempt of captain Reeves 
, might, probably, be ufcd by the Dutch as an excufe for 
their treatment of him. Having recovered his wounds, 
he returned to England • at the conclufion of the war ; 
and was, on the profpe^ of a rupture with France in 
1 668, appointed cofnmander of the Monck. He was not 
called again into fervicc till the year 1673, when he was 
made captain of the Henrietta. ' He behaved with 
fo much intrepidity in the action which took place 
on the 28th of May, between the Dutch fleet and 
the Eogttfii) under the command of prince Rupert, that 
he made him, in bis letter to the Earl of Arlington, the 
fabjeGt of particular commendation, in the following

themfelvcs in my fquadron, was fir William Reeves, who 
brought up afirelhip and laid himfelf to leeward of Troinp; 
and ifthe captain ofthcfirelhip had done his duty, Tromp 
had been certainly burnt." He- had been removed jull 
before into the Edgar, in which ftiip he did not long 
continue, for we find him, in the adlion which happened 
on the ilth of Auguft following, commanding the Sove- 
reign, a fira rate of one hundred guns. Falling in this 
mnnorable contell, he proved, to the lateft period of his 
, life, that the faculties of an hero arc not to be deprefled 
by bodily pain, or adverfity, orcontra^ed by the molt 
eminent or apparent danger. 

REYNOLDS, Jacob,-p-was appointed captain of the 
Qreat Gift in 1664, snd of the Hope prize in 1666. 

RUPERT, Prince. — This brave and eminent perfon? 
age was the third fon of the e)e£loi palatine, fometime 
king of Bohemia, by the princefs Elizabeth, eldell 
daughter of king James the Tii^. As the nephew of 
king Charles, at the commencement of that monarch's 
troubles, he came over to England, toguber with his 
brother Maurice, and offered the only means of ferrice 
in his power — his fword*. From his youth, and that 
impetuous gallantry which fo frequently attends high 
birth, he did not aid the caufe of his royal uncle, fo 
efiedually as te, in all probability, would have done, had 
his leal bees tempered With more difcretion. j's a 
foldicr, brave, almoU beyond competition, the ftety 
quality of his difpofition frequently led htm to rifk, and 
even lofc a fi^at advantage, in the hope of rendering it 
more confequential. Ill brooking, what he thought, the 
difgrace of having had victory, wrefted from him, he was. 
at times, incapabJe of that exertion in difficulties which 
men, more cool and circumfpe£t than himfelf, knew well 
how to ufe. The battle of Marflon Moor is, among msny 
others, a proof of the firfl, and the furrender of ^riftol 
of the latter. The lofs of this town fa grievouBy af- 
fe£led ■die king, that he is faid, by Rapin and other hif- 
torians^' 'to have ordered him, by letter, to depart the

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realm, and to have revoked all his commiflions. Whether 
this be literally true or no, it is certain he went abroad, 
under a parliamentary pafs, foon afterwards, and repaired 
to the fleet which had juft before revolted to the prince of 
"Wales, where he is reported to have given fuch prudent 
advice, as, if followed, would have proved wonderfulljr 
beneficial to the royal caufc. On the return of the fleet 
to Holland, f^ince Rupert was invefted with the chief 
command. Towards the latter end of the year 1648 he 
failed for Ireland, hoping, by his prefence, to afford fome 
countenance to the caufe of royally, Ibattered and defpe- 
rate as it was, even in that kingdom. Purfued by the 
parliamentary fleet under the command of Blake and 
Fopham, fupcrior to him both in numbers and equip- 
ment, ^e was obliged to take refuge in the harbour of 
Kinfalc ; from whence, after having fuffered a blockade 
for fome time, he formed the dcfperaf e, though neceflary 
refolution of forcing his way through the enemy. He 
accompli (hcd this on the 24th of 03ober, though not 
without the lofs of three of his fhips. After this efcape 
he (iood over to the coaft of France, feizing, by way of 
retaliation, on every Britifli veflel that he fell in with. 
He intended to have made his way to the Mediterranean* 
but with what view, as is obferved both by Clarendon and 
Campbell, does_ not appear. Misfortune ftill attend* 
ing him, his fleet received confiderable damage, on the 
coall of Spain, by a (torm, which obliged Jive of his fh ips 
to take Ihelter m Carthagena. To add to their dif- 
trefs, Clarendon reports they were very ill treated by thft 
Spaniards, who not only plundered two of his fhips, but 
alfo compelled feveral of his men to enter, contrary to thpir 
inclinations, into their fervice^ Purfued thither by 
Blake, he was again obliged to betake himfelf to flight ; 
and feeking refuge in theTagus, he there experienced an 
hofpitality he had hitherto been a flranger to. The Por- 
tuguefe, at the rifk of their own peace, were fpirited 
enough to fit out a fleet of thirteen fail to defend him from 
attack while he continued between the Capes*. This 
they did at extreme hazard and lofs to themlelves, Bl^ke 
having, in confequcnce of their condu^, attacked, taken

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anddeftroyed their Brazil fieet. After quitting die Tagus he 
took Ihelt^r in Malaga : thither he was again purfued bjr 
Blake, and again compelled to make a precipitate retreat. 
But being unfortunately overtaken by him on the 5th of 
November 1650, he then loft two of the beft ftiips in hjs 
lijuadron, the Roebuck and Black Prince. Having 
efcaped total deftruiSion with this partial lofs, he cniifed 
in the Mediterranean and Adriatic (ea, rather in the ftile 
of a Buccaneer, making prizes, indifcriminately, of (uch 
EngHfh, Spanifii, or Gcjiocfe (hips as fell in his way, till 
finding the miferable remains of his fleet now reduced to 
five men of war and two fircfhips, grievoufly preiled by 
Fcnn i the merchants alfo being rendered cautious by 
their repeated loflcs, and little further fuccefs being 
expelled in that part of the world, he failed for the 
"Wed indies, whhner his brother, prince Maurice, had, 
wiih a divifion of the fqtiadron, proceeded fome time be- 
fore. Here they hoped for, and actually met with many 
rich prizes, the only refource they now had for the pay 
and nibfiftence of their people ; till in the end, prince 
Maurice being loft in the Conftant Reformation, and the 
reft of the fquadron miferably ftiatiered in a ftorai, be- 
ing deficient in every article necelfary for their re-equip- 
ment, it became indifpenfably neccflary to return to 
Europe. Having arrived there in fafety, and difpofed of 
his fliips which remained, together with their prizes, at 
Nantz> and paid the men with the money produced by the 
fale,a$faT as it would extend in difcharge of their demands, 
he laid afide, for a time, his office of admiral. In this func- 
tion, though he may notJiave rendered himfetf confpicu- 
oufly great, yet,.confidering the urgency of his affairs and 
his total want of experience in an occupation he was, as 
it were, compelled to embrace, through neceffity, we may 
■ rather admire the ability which conduced him through 
fuch difficulties and perils, with fo little ill fuccefs, than 
conde mn that, as inexperience and mi fcondu6t .which may, 
probably with greater propriety, be called misfortune. 
Having quitted this line of fervice he retired into Ger- 
many *, where he continued to tefide till the reftoration.

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Returning to Enjgland foon after that event took place, 
he was, on the 2oth of April 1662, . fworn a member of 
tbe privy council ; and, in the year 1664, was appointed 
admiral of the fleet fitted out for the purpofe of watching 
the motions of tbe Dutch. He hoifled nis flag on board 
the Henrietta, but very foon afterwards removed it into 
the Royal James. No notice is taken by Campbell either 
of this appointment or of his having Icrved,' during the 
following year, as admiral of the white, at the time tbe 
Engliih fleet, uner the duke of York, engaged and de- 
feated Opdam*. Of his gallantry in that action, the 
Narrative publilhed of the vii^ory bears the following 
very handfome tefljmony. " The firfl falutes the Dutch 
received from prince Rupert's fquadron, animated by the 
example, as well as orders of that valiant prince, made 
them doubt whether the vi&ory over the £nglifli were 
either fo certain, or fo eafy, as the Heer de Witt, and 
their other countrymen who were to fUy at home, had 
perfuaded them." When the duke of York quitted the 
command of the fleet, which he did foon after this a£lion, 
prince Rupert left it alfo, and was fucceeded in his com- 
mand by fir William Pcnn. He returned to the fervice 
in the following yeatf,' being appointed commander-in- 
chief of the fleet jointly with the duke of Albemarle. 
The fleet had hardly put to fea, when, on Intelligence 
being received that a French fquadron was coming up the 
channel to join the Dutch, prince Rupert was detached 
with the white fquadron, under fir Thomas Allen, to 
oppofe them ; and on that leport quickly proving un- 
founded, returned to join the duke of Albemarle, whom 
he found piuch preffed by the fuperior numbers of the

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Dutch, againfl which he had moft bravely contended (of 
two days. The critical arrival of the prince turned the 
(calc in our favour, and the Dutch were at laft compelled 
to make rather a precipitate retreat, after having fuAained ■ 
a confiderable lofs. The fleets of both nations being re- 
filled, a fecond a£lion took place on the 25th of July 
following. Prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, 
as joint commanders-in-chief, hoifted the {landard*on 
board the Royal Charles, fo that it is impoHtble to attri- 
bute a greater merit in the enfuing viflorytoonethanthe 
other. Indeed the comparifon would be on one hand an 
ill compliment to the duie, whofe abilities and experience 
could only be exceeded by his valour, while on tne other 
the noble charafler of the prince, fo well known and 
eflablilhed by his former intrepid aSions, would fufiei^ no 
degradation if it were even believed to be inferior only to 
that of Monk. The duke of Albemarle having quitted 
the fleet foon after this viftory, the fole fupreme com- 
mand veiled in prince Rupert, who having, in the autumn, 
received information that the Dutch fleet was at fea, en- 
deavouring to join the French fleet under the duke of Beau- 
fort, confilting of forty fail, he immediately failed in purfuit 
. of them ; and having driven them into Bullogne road, would 
in all probability have taken ordeftroyedthcgreateftpartof 
lhem,had he not been compelled, by a (lormwhichfuddenly 
rofe, to put back to St. Helens. J n the following year we 
had no fleet at fea ; and peace being concluded at &cda, to- 
wards the end of the fummerj prince Rupert was not 
called again into fervicetill the year 1672, when the fe- 
cond rupture with Holland took place. During this in- 
terval, he was employed in profecuting thofe ftudies to 
which he had been tver attached, and through which he 
has very juftly attained the charader uf a judicious artift, 
an ingenious mechanic, and a profound philofopheriin all 
which branches of knowlege, heterogenous as they are, 
he very eminently excelled. His public conduiS has been 
the fubjeft of much panegyric among hiitorians, and dc-

fervedly 
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fervedly fo, if we confider that, amidft the intrigues ot 
government on one fide, the turbulence of a difappoinied 
and enraged party on the other, the contending intcrefts. 
of oppodte principles both of polity and religion, and 
above all the, perhaps, juftly excited clamours ofthofe who 
fearpd the fubverlion, or, at leaft, alteration of both, 
prince Rupert continued, in an eminent degree, to poHefs 
the efteem and confidence of all. Employed by that go-; 
vernment whofc meafures he never fupported, and ap- 
plauded hy thofe who were uniformly in oppofition to the 
court ; he might be qonfidered either as a phenomenon of 
political pnidence, a moft confummate judge of the 
tempers andpaflions of men, orasaperfonage of the moi^' 
tried and un(hal;eablc probity, whom intrigue could never 
purchafc, and whom neither intereft, nor the nearelt ties of 
royal confarguinity and favourcould ever perfuade, or bias^ 
from the confciemious difcharge of his duty to man^d. 
On the death of the earl of Sandwich, in 1672, he was 
appointed to fucceed him as vice-admiral of England; and 
on the duke of York's quitting the command of the fleet 
almoft immediately afterwards, it was conferred on prince 
Rupert ; a change, at that time, highly grateful to the 
people, who had, with fomc reafon, forgotten all theiif 
former attachment to the duke of York, and fuffcrcd the 
memory of his paft fervices to be obliterated, by their juft 
antipathy to hjs religious bigotry. He repaired to his 
charge early in the month of April 1673 ; and finding his 
ihtps in rather a backvrard flate of equipment, and the 
Dutch ffcet at fea publicly threatening to repeat their at- 
tack on our harbours*, in which they had in the preceding 
\var been but too fuccefsful, he colleUed together, with the . 
greated activity and aHiduity, as many fourth and fifth 
rates as he could ; thefe, afilifted by a few fircfliips, he 
(lationcd fo iudicloully, that the enemy thought proper to 
lay afide their mifchievous projeiS. Having taken upon 
him the command, and hoilied the {tandard on board the 
Royal Charles, he put to fea the middle of May ; and 
having fucceeded in forming a junflion with the French

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fquadron, in fpite of every attempt of the Dutch, wTi<? 
vere mnch fiiperior in number, to prevent it, he flood 
over to the coaft of Holland, whither the enemy had re- 
tired. On the 28th of May he got fight of De Ruyter, 
trho was layit^ at anchor, within the findiSrat Schonevelt. 
In purfuance not only of his rnftruflions, but his own 
ihcunation to acqnire frefti glory, on every pofliblc occa- 
fion, he prepared immediately to attack them. The 
principles of naval tadics, eflahlcfhed during the laR cen- 
liiry, were totally different from thofe of the prefent day ; 
tjiey rather rcfcmbled the operations of an armv, than the' 
tnanenvrei of a fleet ; and, in confeqtience of this ryflem> 
■ detachment was made up of lhir;y-five frigates and thir- 
teen firefliipsj as the advanced corps by which the intended 
attack was to be commenced. Thefe were to retire, as 
fooii as they fpund'De Ruyter got underway to meet 
thecH, and quitted the flrong pofition he then lay in. The 
projeft fucceeding, the aiftion commenced, about twelve . 
o'clock, between the van of the enemy commanded by 
Van Tromp, and the detachment which had been made 
from our fleet. Tromp was attacked with fo much fpirit 
that he foon gave way ; and> according to prince Rupert's 
own words, " retired as far as the fands would give him 
kave." The reft of the fquadrons were as ill treated ; 
and, in 6ne, a very decifive viftory fell to the prince, 
though it was unattended with any of thofe valuable cap- . 
. tures and trophies whifh fomeiimes grace fuch an event. 
This is in great meafure accounted for by the prince, in 
his letter to the earl of Arlington : he there fays, " that 
had it not been/arfiar of iht JheaU, we had driven them 
into their harbours, and the king would have had a better 
account of them ;" and again, " I hope his majefty will 
be fatisficd, that, confidering the place we engaged in, 
and the fands, there was as much done as could be ex- 
petSed. ' The interval of hoftility was remarkably fliort, 
for on the fourth of June following, the enemy " having 
had," as prince Rupert obferves, " an opportunity of re- 
fitting, and' furnifhing themfelves with every thing they 
wanted, in confequence of the advantage they derived from 
laying fo near their own coaft, and knowing alfo from 
the quarter in which the wind had always been fince the . 
aftion, that the Englifli could not have had it in their 
power 
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power to do the fame." They felt themfclves encou- 
raged to put to fea with a ftfong gale at N. E. The 
prince got under way immediately to receive them. The 
atSion commenced between Tromp and the van of the Eng-- 
lifli about four o'clock in the afternoon, but did not become 
general till five. The fleets never clofed with each other; . 
but the cannonade cominued, with great brifkncfs, till it 
was dark •. At midnight the Dutch fleet tacked and 
Hood over to their own coafts. Little can be faid of this 
engagement, which fcarcely deferves to be called more 
than a (kirmifti, except that, from the prince's own ac- 
count, the Dutch went off in great difordcr. The da- 
mage fuflained by the fleet, added to the ill-condition in 
which it had put to fea at its outfit, neceflarily compelled 
it to return. But fuch was the prince's diligence and 
a£tivity, in forwarding the re-equipment of his Ihips^ 
that he was enabled to put to fea, and again brave his 
enemy, almolt as Toon as they had received certain intel- 
ligence of his having quitted their coafttf. On the 
nth of Augu(t thefe great couipeiitors for fame, prince 
Rupert J and De Ruyter, met for the third time. Their 
fquadrons were oppofed to each other; and from the 
cowardice, or what is, if poflible, worfe, the treachery of 
the French, under the count d'Ellrees; the deflrudion 
of the prince appeared almoft inevitabtc. The Zealand 
fquadron, under Baokart, freed from all apprehenfion of 
conteft; or attack from the French, united itfclf to-De

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Riiyter, and with iheir force thus combined, fell updir^ 
and wholly furrounded the prince, in fuch a fituation, the 
perfonal efforts of a man are particularly elTential lo hisr 
prefcrvation ; and on fuch occafians, not courage alone, 
but extraordinary prefence and exertion of mind, as well 
33 body, become necelTary to extricaW him from diftrefs. 
Surrounded by enemies, and deprived feir a time of alinoft 
all aflinaiice from his friends, he did not yet del^air. 
Having beat off ihofe (hips ^r which he was more imme- 
diately preflcd, he conttived to rejoin fii John Chichely, 
th« rear-admiral of his own divifion, who had early in the 
aSion been cut off from him by the Dutcht and with this 
reinforcement bM only cffeflually cleared himfelf of his 
lUKagoniAs, bat about two o'clock made fail to rejoin the 
bhie fquadron under fir Edward Spragge, at that time very 
hotly engaged with Van Tromp. De Ruyter perceiving 
the prince's intention, made fail after him, to alTift Tromp. 
When prince Rupert reached the blue fcjuadron, he dif- 
covered the miferable condition to which it was rediKed, 
the admiral's completely difabled, and feveral of the 
other fhips ia a lUie vecy little fuperioi. Seeing that Van 
'Frump had tac^d, and was bearing down to fall upon the 
crippled Ihips, he ran between them and tbc eoemy, and 
made a lignal for fuch of the blue fquadron as were in 
any condition for fervice, to fall into the line. He re- 
peated the fame fignal to the wlwte fquadron, (the French 
under the count D'Eltrees] which, though it had fultained 
Little or no damage, and might have completely extri- 
cated him, from his diArefs^ never Aewed the fmalleft in- 
clination' of eonung to his relief. Of the blue fquadron 
the vice and rear admiral's* fliips alone were by this time, 
throujgh the great acliyity of their commanders, fo far 
refiue^as to be capable of obeying the fignal. About 
five o'clock De Ruyter, with the whole of his divifior, 
havingjoincd Van Tromp,' the conteft was renewed, if 
pofllble. With greater fpirrt and ohfttnacy, than in the 
earlier part of it ; and although the prince had a force not 
exceeding thirteen Ihips to iiiftain this truly forraidabltt 
attack, yet fo fuccefsful were thfe valorous efforts of this 
naval phalanx, that, after having fought about two hours,

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ilie Dutch began to give way and fall into conftifion; 
this was very critically enc^ea^od fey the prince, who, at 
this inflaiit, fent twt) firefliips among the difordered fqua- 
drons of the -enemyi -and hj that ftep compleated his own 
deKverance, and their overthrow. After fo fevere and 
Woody a coniett, it imtfl:. naturally be fuppofcd his fleeij 
notwithftanding it was freed from all appreiienfions of 
future attack, mull he in an il! condition to keep the fea. 
The prince, therefore, fay returning into port, as wifely 
provided againft the attacks of the-elements, as he had jult 
iefore againjtthofe of the enemy. Be is faid to have been 
received, at liis return, with fome degree of-coolnofs by the . 
king, a coolnefs certainly unmerited ty any part of his 
conduit in the preceding aflion, and which, as it wanted 
a foundation, quicHy vaiKflied, as fooH a-s the malice ftf 
his enemies becarne apparent, and their interefi weakened. 
Although he might te faid, from this time, Jo hare, in 
fome meafure, retired from public fervice, he ftjil retained 
his office of firft commilTioner of the admiralty, and the 
government of Windfor caflle ; here^hc generally refided, 
cultivating thofe arts which he had been long ikftuiguifhed 
as the admirer, and patron of. Among other inventions 
and difcoveries attributed to him, is, that particular mode 
of engraving univerfally known by the name of mezzo- 
linto, and the art, fince loft*, of melting wadt, or black 
lead* fo.a!s to render it as perfedlly fluid as any metal t.

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He quitted the office of commilTitiner of the admiraliy 00 
the I4lh of February 1679; and as his years advanced, 
continued gradually to feclude himfelf more and more 
from thofe court intrigues which he had been ever averfe 
to, and to which he had beent in fome fort, a temporary 
vidim. He at length died, athishoufe in Spring Gar- 
dens, on the agth of November 1682, in the 03d year of 
his age, and was buried in Henry ihe VHth's chapei, with 
a folemnity befitting his high rank. No peifon, perhaps, 
ever poflcifed a more varied, and, w/anie inftances, more 
exdited charafter. In liis religion he was a {leady Pro- 
teftant, and in his political principles a condant friend to 
the conftitution. The charafler of a Hatefman he never 
afpired to ; and in the humble (tation of a private perron 
we have already allowed thofe merits fo juftly his due, 
which would alone have been fuihcient to have refcued 
from oblivion and obfcurity, a perfon of meaner birth, and 
which, while they elevate the man, difgrace not the prince. 
As a foldier he was naittrally brave, even to an. almofl 
unjufliliable contempt of danger ; but that bravery war 
alloyed by a contempt of advice alfo, which frequently 
rendered him the dupe, and cafy conqueft of fuperior Pru- 
dence. He appears to have conlidered it beneath the 
character of a warrior, to endeavour to conciliate the af- 
fe^ions of thofe whom he commanded, and on moft oc- 
cafions to have relied more on the nerve and vigour of his 
own power, than the hearts of his foldiers: neverthe- 
tefs, lb captivating and conciliating is it to the human 
heart, for a great captain to perfuade his followers of his 
infenfibiiity of fear, that we have no inflance of his ever 
being beirajed, or defertcd, in that extremity to which his 
own imprudence had reduced him, by thofe whom he had 
rigidly, if not oppreflively treated. His errors may prin- 
cipally be afcnbed to his not difcriminating well, between 
the lofty diftates of a prince, and the temperate, the con- 
ciliating commands ofa general. He is reported, in the 
journal of a co-temporary officer of high rank, to have

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yiTt in /VflXi the commander of the fliip whith brought over 
the corpfe of the duke of Richmond frum Denmark, for 
no other reafon than becaufe he had imprudenlly, and 
contrary to the rule of fcrvice, hoified a tlack flag, im 
compliment to the deceafe^ inilead of that which he 
ought to have difplayed ; yet, after ^11, it mult be allowed 
this noble prince's errors w«re greatly overballanced by hit 
virtues; and his greatefV enemies cannot but highly ap- 
plaud many points both of his public, and private chara^er, 
while there are a few others, whiqh his warmcft friends 
would neither chufe to imitate, or attempt to defend- 

SALMON, Robert, — ^was made commander of the 
Fairfax in the year 16644 and it is fomewhat extraordi- 
nary his name does not again occur till the year 1678, 
. when he was appointed to the Qiiaker ketch. No fur- 
»her particulars relative to this gentleman are known. 

SANSOME, or SAMPSON, Robert,~was appointed 
to the Mary Rofe, and Dunkirk, fucceflivety, in the - 
year 1664. He hoiHed his flag, on board tht; latter Hiip* 
as rear-admiral of the fleet lent out under the command 
of DEiijce Rupert, when the rupture with the Dutch was 
iirlt expefled. In the following year he was made rear- 
admiral of iheTvhite; and having noiRed his flagon board 
the RefoJution, was one of the gallapt and unfortunate 
commanders, who, in all ages, have held their own pcfr 
fonal fafety as of no value when put in competition with 
the happinefs, and gloryof their native country. He was 
killed in the engagement between the duke of York and 
Opdam. The cafe of admiral Sanfome, as an officer, 
mofl jul^ly emiiled to pollhumous fame, is fmgularly un- 
fortunate. He is commemorated by hiftovians,only m the 
fatal moment. which put a period to hrs exiltence, and 
extolled in fuch general terms as are, .as his juft due, bc- 
ftowed on every man who fairly offers his life a tribute to 
his country's welfare. We remain totally ignorant of 
thofe more minute, though fcarccly lefs interelting parti- 
culars of his life, which hiftorians, nearly his cotcmpo- 
raries, might have fumifhed with lefs trouble to them- 
felves, and more truth to pofterlty, than the moft accurate 
and laborious inveOigation of the prefeut day can attain, 
or hope for. 

K 4 . SARTAIN, 
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SAP.TAIN, Stephen, — was, in the year 1664, ap- 
pointed comminder of the Giles ketch ; in 1665 he was 
removed into the Eaglet ketch; in the month of June 
1666 he }iad the good fortune to capture two very 
rich merchant (hips off the coaft of France ; and very foon 
afterwards falling in with fevcn of their men of war, was 
chaced clofe into Jerfey. Having worked To near the 
fliore that the enemy's fhipi were afraid to follow him, 
they manned their boats and attempted to hurn his fliip, but 
captain Sartain made fo good a defence, and was alfo Co 
well proteflcd by (ir Thomas Morgan, from the fliore, 
that one of them being funk, the remainder thought pro- 
per to delill. In 1609 he was removed into the Littlo 
Francis firefljip. We have not been able to obtain any 
further particulars relative to this gentleman ; even the 
time of nis death is unknown. 

SEALE, Thomas, — having ferved as lieutenant of the 
Reftiluiion in 1663, was, in the following year, appointed 
commander of the Milford. In 1665, having been pro- 
moted to the Breda, a fourth rate, he was prematurely 
flain in the unfortunate attack on Berghem. 

SEYMOUR, Hugh,— was appointed lieutenant of the 
Antelope, and afterwards of theBriftol, in the year 1663. 
In 1664 he was fucceilively appointed commander of th? 
Heflor and Pearle. In 1660 he was removed into the 
I^refight, a fourth rate, and was one of thofc gallant 

Serfons who fell (the price of that victory they had fo 
renuoufly laboured to fliare in, and obtainj on the 25th 
of July 1666. 

SHELLY, Giles, — is known only as having com- 
manded the Royal Exchange, a fhip of war hired from 
the merchants, in the year'1664. 

SHEPHERD, Robert, — was made commander of 
the Ann yacht in 1664, of the Falcon in i6b6, and again 
of the Ann yacht in 1668. 

SMITH, Sir Jeremiah, — was appointed cdmmander 
of the Mary in 1664. In 1665 he was protnoted to the 
Sovereign, and fent commander-in-chief of a fquadron 
bound to the Streights, with permiflion to wear the union 
ilag at his main-top-maft head, as foon as he was clear of 
the channel. He returned from thence, with a convoy, 
ill the month of April 1666, and was appointed admiral 
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«r the blue. He hoifled his ilag on board the Lcyal 
London, a new fliip, of eighty guns, and bore a very con^ 
rpicuous (hare in ihe great vi£lory gained over (he Dutch 
on the 24th of July following. The blue louadron wiis 
the weakeft faf the three which compofed the Englifh fleet, 
while that of Van Tromp, to which it was oppofed, was 
the ftrongeft in that of the Dutch. Notwjthltanding 
thefc fearful odds of real ftrength, rendered ftill more 
formidable in appearance by the well-known gallantry 
and ability of the commander, our Englifli admiral bravely 
parried every attempt made by Tromp to throw him into 
confufion. Having, by feigningan inferiority and retreat, 
infenfibly and fubtitely drawn Tromp to fuch a diftance 
from the other divifions of his fleet, then very hard pref- 
fcd by the red and white fquadrons under prince Rupert, 
the duke of Albemarle, and admiral Allen, that he was 
incapable of rendering them any fuccour ; admiral Smith, 
asfoon as he perceived, he had accompliOied this end, im^ 
mediately proceeded to make head againif his antagonill, 
and compelled him alfo, in his turn, to retire. This fig- 
nal advantage, with its confequcnces, concluded the moft 
memorable navai tranfaftions of this year. In the fol- 
lowing fpring he was ^pointed commander-in-chief of a 
ftjuadron fent to the northward. By his diligence and 
adlivity he acquired this country very fufficient amends 
for the injury it fuftained in the attack, made by the 
Dutch, on their fhips in the Medway, by capturing a very 
confiderable number • of their merchant veffels, bound 
from Norway and the Baltic,- as well as to and from 
France, Spain, Portugal, and the Streights. So uneafy 
did the Dutch feel under thefe reprifah, that when they 
quitted the Thames, they fent a ftrong detachment north- 
ward for the purpofe of attacking him. The two fqua- 
drons met not ; and the peace, concluded at Bredah, foon 
afterwards clo fed the hoftile fcere. In the month of 
OiSober following he brought home a convoy from 
Kinfale. In 1668 he hoifted his dag as vice-admiral of 
the Channel fleet under fir Thomas Allen, at the time 
the war was cxpefled to take with France. Diirjng the 
^jmetthe fleet lay in the Downs, the admirals had the

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honour of a vifit from king Charles and the duke of 
York. In the month of Auguft following he (hewed 
himfelf remarkably attentive to the honour ol the flag, by 
compelling 3 French fliip, which appeared to hefitate at 
paying the nccelTary and expefted compliment, to come 
to an anchor, till her commander had made a proper and 
fufficicnt apology for his negleft. From this period he 

Juitted the line of afiive fervice ; but was, on the 1 7th of 
unc 1669, appointed commiffioner of the navy, with a 
falary of 500I. a year, befides an extra allowance for 
clerks and other incidental charges. We have not been 
able to obtain any further particulars relative to him, ex- 
cept that he fat as prcfident of a court-martial, held on 
bc^rdthe fiezan yacht, in the Thames, on the 16th of 
September 1670, for the trial of captain Pearce, of the 
Saphire, and his lieutenant. The time and place of his 
death is not known. 

STAINSBY, John, — was made commander of the 
Eagle in 1664. From this time, to the year 1672, his 
name does not again occur. He was then made com- 
mander of the Happy Return, which is all we have been 
able to learn of this gentleman. 

SWANLEY, John, — is to be remembered as having 
been commander of the York in the year 1664. 

SWANLEY, George, — is alfo known only as hav- 
ingcommanded the Princefs in the fame year. 

TALBOT, Charles,— was dcfcended from fir Gilbert 
Talbot, fecond fon of John, the fecond earl of Shrewfbury ; 
and notwithflanding his high rank, which, at that time of 
day might, by fome pcrfons, have been expeiftcd to have ac- 
celerated his promotion, ferved fevcral.yearsas a lieutenant 
before he attained the rank of a commander. In 1661 he 
was appointed lieutenant of the Royal Charles ; of, the 
Royal James, and Referve in the following yfcar ; of the 
Jcrfey in 1663 ; and the Golden Lion in 1664. Scon 
as a rupture with Holland appeared unavoidable, Mr. 
Talbot was mifed to the rank of commander, a promo- 
tion his experience, and length of fervice, appeared well 
to entitle him to. Having been appointed captain of the 
Guardland in the latter end of the year 1664, he was very 
aflive at the beginning of the war, and was fortunate 
enough to capture feveral of their merchant vcITcls. 

In 
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In 1666 lie was promoted to the Elizabeth, a fmall fourth 
rate, and Tent, With a finall convoy, to Lilbon, whence 
he returned in the nionih of May. His care, and diti- 
eence, were particularly conTpicuoiiS in the execution of 
this fervice ; for though he was atteniled for feveral days, 
during his paffage, by two privateers, who made frequent 
eiTorts to attack his charge, and was alfo unfortunate 
enough to fall in with a French fquadron of twenty fail 
off the rock, he, nevcrthelefs, was fo circumfpeiS and ' 
flcilful, that he carried all his (hips in, with fafety, thoiigh 
the enemy were, at one time, aflually within gun Ihot. 
His ftiip not returning early enough to England, he was 
not prefent at the long and unfortunate adlion between 
the duke of Albemarle and the Dutch, but was fo much 
difabled during the firft day of the fecond engagement, as 
to be obliged to quit the tleet, and put into Harwich. 
Whether what might have been imputed to him as a mif- 
fortune than a crime*, was conftlucd into an impro- 
priety of conduft, wc know not, but he appears, after 
this, to have had no command for fome years : at length, 
on the t2th of April 1^8, he was appointed, by king 
Charles the Second, commander of the Mary Rofe, and 
fent to Newfoundland. On the 28th of March he was 
ma'de captain of the Falcon, which is the lated informa- 
tion we have been able to procure concerning him, 

TAYLOR, Robert, — was made commander of the 
Bendilh armed (hip in 1664, and had no other command ' 
till the year 1673, when he was appobted to the Tulip 
doger. 

TEDMAN, Henry, — ^was appointed captain of the 
Unicorn in 1664. 

TICKLE, William,— ferved as lieutenant of the 
Henrietta in i66t j and was, in 1664, made comttiander 
of the Martin. 

WITHERS, John, — was appointed to command the 
Hinil ketch in 1664, and was re-commiflioned to the 
fame velfel in 1667. In 1672 he was made captain of 
the Spy fliallop. 

, WOOP, Lambert, — was appointed captain of the 
S^rah pink in 1664. In 1669 he is faid to have been

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fent as regulaUng captain to Brillol*, an employincnt in 
which he was fingularly aflive and ufcful. Nothing fur- 
ther relative to him is Known. 

YOUNG, Benjamin, — was made commander of the 
Adventure in 1664, of the Yarmouth in 1666, and the 
Fountain in j668. It is Singularly unfortunate to the 
memory of a brave man, thst nothing relative to him, 
vrorth recording, fhould appear, till we arrive at the 
pain^l tfllV of relating the circum^ances attending his 
death, in an adlion with the Turks, which, in point of 
gallantry, may vie with any, either"at fea or land, that 
have occurred from the rcmoteft antiquity to the prcfent 
time. Having been appointed captain, of the Advice in 
1669, he was Tent, in April 1670, to cruife in the Chan- 
nel, in cjueft of fome Turkiih corfairs, who were become 
fo very daring as to infeft our very coafts. He failed 
foon afterwards for the Streights, having a fleet under 
his convoy, in company with the Guernfey frigate, com- 
manded by captain Allington. Tn the month of July 
following he fell in with a fquadron of Algerine men of 
war, confifting of feven fail, off Oipc De Gati. The ad- 
miral and vice-admiral mounted ntty-fix guns each, the 
rear-admiral (ixty, and the fmalleft Qiip they had, not lefs 
than forty. Such were the odds with which our two 
frigates had To contend with, and fuch was the gallantry and 
good conduit of thejr commanders, that they not only de- 
fended themfelves with fuccefs, but protected their con- 
voy. As an accumulated (Tiftrefs to thofe who were 
already too weak, captain Young was among the firft who 
fell : and it will be but a proper tribute to the memory of 
this brave man, as well as that of Mr. Barnardiflun, his 
lieutenantt, to infert the following extrafl, from an ac- 
count of the aftion as publi(hed by authority. " Not- 
withdanding the death 01 captain Young, who was among 
the firft who fell, the two frigates fo well defended them- 
felves, that their vice-admiral was forced to bring herfelf 
upon the careen, and might have been funk had not the

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frigates tacked about to preferve their convoys. The 
next morning they made feveral proffers to come up again, 
but did not, till between twelve and one of the clock, 
and then evidently demonftrated their dilltkeof the former 
day's entertainment, taking care not to come near, fight- 
ing only with their great guns, fo that their fmall (hot did 
no execution ; which fight they continued till about fix 
of the clock in the evening, and then Itood off to fea, 
leaving the frigates, with their convoy very fafe, to pur- 
fje their coiirie, and were the next morning out of fig^t. 
In this fight the Advice had feven men, befides the cap- 
tain, killed, and fifteen or fixtcen wounded." A lofs 
trivial in itfelf, compared with thft fplendor of the aflion, 
had not the commander been unfortunately among the 
number of the flain.

AKEfeMAN, Stephen, — was appointed commander 
of the Sorlings on the i8th of November 1665. He 
continued in the command of this veiTel for two years. 
In the month of July 1667, he felt in with two very large 
Dutch privateers*, one of them mounting forty guns, the 
other thirty-fix. Notwith (landing the difparity of force, 
he not only very gallantly cleared himfelf from the enettiy, 
but captured a very valuable prize that was in company, 
a merchant fliip of two hundred tons burthen, belonging 
to Rotterdam. Captain Akerman may be truly faid to 
have concluded the lirft Dutch war ; for after having cap- 
tured the two lall Ihips that were made prize of, at leaft 
in the European Teas, he was difpatched to the wcftward 
to give notice to all the veflcls he fliould jneet, of peace 
having been concluded. He had the misfortune, foon. 
afterwards, to be wrecked : but, at a court-martial, held 
on board the Catherine yacht on the i8th of December

following, }ic was moft htyiourably act^uiUed of all blanWf 
the accident being folely attributed to the wijfulnefs, ani 
ignoranceofitie pilot. He had, however, noothercora- 
inand'tiil the lil of April 1678, when lie Tvas appointed 
commander of the Bamardifton. On the 15th of May 
1686, he, was reitioved to the Affurance ; and the month 

'.of July following failed for Tangier. Oh the 24th of 
September 1685,, king James the Second; who had taken 
the management of the navy into his own hands, appointed 

;him captain of the Riip'ert. On the 16th of April 1687, 

■Jie was promoted to the Greenwich ; and the 15th of Sep- 
tember following to the Dti-':idnoiight. No further par- 

, ticulars are known relaiive to this gentleman. 

ADEY, or ADY, Henry,— was defcended from a 
refpeilable family in Gloucefterfliire. After having 
ferved as lieutenant of the Montague in" 1661, and the 
Plioer.ix and Antelope in 1663, was appointed, aftei; the 
a£Uon between the duke of York and the Dutch in the 
year 1665, to fucceed captain Sanders as commander of 

■the John and Abigail, and in the following year was pro- 
nibt^d to the Callle frigate. la this Ihip, which mounted 
<jflly thirty-eight guns, and from which much fervicc 

-tisuld not be expeded in a line of battle, he was, ncver- 

■ thelefs, prefent at both the aSions which took place 
during the year 1666. To have acquitted himfelf under 
fuch circumdances, without incurring cenfure, is in itfelf 
a fufficient eulogiiim. No further mention being made 
of him, it is probable he died foon afterwards, or retired 
from fervice. 

ANDERSON, Robert.— Nothing further is known of 
this gentleman than that he is faid, in the navy lift, to, 
have been lieutenant ; and, in a (hort time afterwards, 
captain of the Vanguard ; both in the year 1665. In the 
following year this Ihip was commanded by another gen- 
rieman. 

AYLIFF5> Thomas, — after having commanded the 
Yarm<xith in 1665, was not called agam into fervice tilt 
the year 1671, when he was appointed lieutenant of the 
Edgar.

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BALL, Na^ithali, — was made commander of the 
feramble firelhip in the year 1665, and towards the latter 
end of 'the fame year was removed into the fuccefs, a 
firefhip alfo. On the gth of December he fell in with 
two Dutch privateers off the Dogger Bank, and after 9 
very fmart a£tion, in which nine of the Datchmen were 
killed, captured one of them, the other made her efcapc 
during the donteft. He was afterwards tolerably fucccflV 
ful in diilrefling the enemy's ccumoerce, particularly in 
capturing a valuable prize, belonging to Amfterdam, in 
the month of January. ~The next information iye meet 
with concerning him is, that he commanded the Roe kiTlch 
and Affurance in fucccflion, during the year 1667. lit 
1672 he was made commander of the Richmond ; and 
ibon afterwards, in the courfe of the fame year, of the 
Greenwich, 

BARNES, John, — is to be retnembered only as having 
commanded the Hopewell vi£tualler in the year 1665. 

BERRY, Sir John.— We are enabled to be more par- 
ticular in our account of this very gallant and good officer, 
by means of fome manufcript particulars and collections 
relative to him, made by his brother, Mr, Daniel Berry. 
We cannot but lament the unfrequency of the pra^ice, 
which has deprived us of the opportunity, in 10 many 
inflances, of doing more ample juftice to the charaders 
and reputations of brave men, whofe memory, fucceeding 
generations imperfectly honour, and inadequately lament, 
becaufc they are not fufficiently acquainted with their re- 
fpeftive merits. One objection only can be made to the 
propriety of conftanily committing this guardianlhip of 
pofthuraous honour, like that of an infant, to its neareft 
relation. Asthetruft is, in the latter in(tance,fomctimes 
betrayed through avaricious motives, fo is it in the former 
too apt to be imperfeflly, or injudicioufly executed through 
thofe of natural partiality. The memoirs at prefent 
under our conhderation afford a muhitudc of thofe inte- 
refting mioutix (pardon the expreilion] fo plfafing to the 
lover of biography, which fcarcely any peribn but a near 
relative could have fumiflied : they ha^c too the additional 
recommendation of being generally free from that bias of 
confan^inity always expe<3ed on fuch occalions. One - 
iodaace only we Iball take the liberty to except to, as will 

be 
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be prefently remarked. Sir John Berry appears to' hav« 
been the fonof a Mr. Daniel Berry, a very worthy cler- . 
gyriian, whofe attachment to the caufe of royalty, and 
thofe principles both in church and ftate in which he had 
been bred, coft him, firft his property, and foon afterwards, 
through the accumulated mifertes of grief and want, his 
life alfo*. The fanatical plunderers, who overrah the 
country, refolving not to fuffer their altachmmt te the caufe 
to be difgraced by compaffion for a dcfencelefs viAim, 
took from him all his worldly property, even to the bed 
on which he lay, Thefe were fold by public auflion, and 
the produce, we may fuppofe, conlcientioufly divided 
among them. His books alone, of which he had a moft 
choice and valuable coUe6lion, were preferved from this 
ignominy : but that they might, according to the true, and 
^t principles of republican a£^ion, pervert, as much as 
poltible, the original intention and ufe of every thing that 
became their prey, they beftowed this treafure of utera- 
lurc, how changed in its ufe! on a miferabte puritanical 
preacher of their own, whom thy had appointed to fuc- 
ceed this good and virtuous man, in his cure. The fa- 
mily of the Berries had been, for fome centuries, of con- 
fiderable note near Ilfracomb in the county of Devon, 
but, like many others, had been more didmmiifhed for 
their virtues than their pofleflions. Thefe, Tiumble as 
they were, the misfortunes and unfhaken integrity of the 
father completed the deftmdlion of, fo that Mr. John 
Berry, and nis elder brother, Robert, had no other refourcc 
for their fubfiftance, than going to fea. Of the elder 
brother nothing further is related, than that he fuccecded 
well in life \ and if he failed to obtain the credit of being a: 
wealthy man, he, at leaft, acquired that which was the 
greater honour of the two, of having been an honeft one. 
His brother John bound himfelf apprentice to a Mr, 
Robert Mering, a merchant, of Plymouth, and going foctt 
afterwards to fea in his employ, had the misfortune to be 
twice taken prifoner by the Spaniards, who ufed hint 
. rigoroufly, and kept him a long time in confinement. On 
his return to Europe he found his old mafter fallen into" 
vcry indifferent circumdances, infomuch that, having no

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firnher occafion for his feivices, he releafed him from Ml' 
indentures. Mr. Berry repaired immediately to London,- 
trhere, through the intcreft and exertions of his friends,, 
he was appointed boatfwain of the Swallow ketch, com- 
maiKlcd by captain Enfome. This happened in the year 
1661 : and failing foon afterwards to the Weft Indies, 
the lame degree of ill-fortune which had before attended 
him, appeared {Itll to purfue him. The Swallow, being; 
overtaken by a moft violent ftorm m the Gulph of Flo- 
rida, was obliged to cut away her malls, and throw all 
her provilions and flores overboard : having by this def- 
penUe, but unavoidable operation, efcaped immediate 
dellniftion, the crew had nothing to fubiitt upon, for the 
fpace of fixteen weeks, but the fifli they cafually caught, 
and rain water. Having furmounted all thefe diilrefies, 
they at laft arrived fafe at Jamaica. Sir Thomas Mud- 
diford, at that time governor, having received intelligence 
of 3 pirate who had juH before committed great depreda- 
tioDS in thofe feas, the Swallow was ordered to be imme- 
diately refitted, and to fail in fearch of him. Mr. Berry 
is faid, 00 this occafion, to have been fpecially appointed 
a lieutenant, by fir Thomas, a very extraordinary and' 
honourable iniunce of interference in the behalf of his 
brave countryman. We now come to that particular 
anecdote which, though we do not totally dtfcredit, we 
believe to have been, in fome degree, exaggerated. It is 
ftated by Campbell, from the information of Mr. D. 
Berry, that on tne Swallow's proceeding to fea, and cap- 
tain Enfome's difcovering the pirate to be of force conli- 
derably fuperior to himfeTf, he rather hcfitated to attack 
him, exprelling himfelf in the following words : " Gen- 
tlemen, tht bladtt vie are h attack art men at arms, oM hue- 
eaneers, and fuperior ta ut in number and in the farce of tlieir 
Jbip, and therefore I would have your opinion." Mr. Beny 
is reported to have immediately anfwered, " Sir, we are 
men at armt too, and, which is more, honeft men, and fight 
under the king's commjjion ; and, if jou have no fiomeKh for 
fighting, he pteafed to walk down init your cabin," Mr. 
Berry is faid to have immediately taken upon himfelf 
the command, the crew having unanimoufly declared in 
his favour ; and the particular circumftances relative to 
the ai£tion which immediately enfuedi are thus related 
Vol.1. L by 
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by Csunpbell, &om Mr. D. Berry's manufcripta. " The 
uiratc lay at anchor to windward ; the Swallow was con-! 
lequently obliged to make two trips ere Ibe could clofe 
with her : il) doing this fhe received two broadfides mnd 
two volleys of fniaU (hot, without making the Imalieft. 
return. At length, having got clofe along-lide and grap- 
pled her, Mr. Berry boarded her on the bow, after having 
poured in hisbroadlide*, which killed the pirate /uw-on^ 
twenty mm! He then, fupported by his comrades, 
fought his way to the mainmalt, at which point of the 
a&ion he called to the do£lor {ihefurgeon) and hii mate, 
to get overboard and hang by the rudder t, which they did. 
The pirate immediately afterwards furrendered, having 
only leven men left alive, and all thofe wounded!! and 
lyhaj is Hill more extraordinary, no perfon was killed on 
board the Swallow but the boatfwain's mate!!!" Ths 
objefiions to the literal authenticity of this account are 
very nunierous {. The circumfbinces reported as attend- 
ing the a^on, are in the higheft degreenwROt/^/, if not im- 
probable; and we can Icarcely credit that an infcri<v of- 
ficer, efpecially fo young in the iervice, would have had, 
Trhatever might be his opinion, the temerity or impru- 
dence, to have anftveredJiis commander in fo difrefpeSful 
a manner. To this we may add, the ^md opinion ^ich 
contioued to be entertained of c^tain Enfome by the lord 
high admiral, an opinion which would certainly nave bcci) 
fliaken, and>in all probability have prevented his further 
employment, had he been in any degree reprehenlible, as 
he has been reported. His continuance, and even pro* 
motion in the fervice, tr^ether with his conda£t at the 
moment of his unfortunate death, Urongly militate againll 
all idea. of criminality on his part. Thus far has the merft 
wilh of doing every juftice to the memory of deceafed'

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bravery, compelled us in fomc mcafure to detrafl from 
thofe praifes which we confcientioufly think have been 
improperly beftowed on fir John ; but he will ever con- 
tinue lo wear thofe never-fading honours which remain 
fixed, far abot'e the maUciaus doubt of the hidorjan. On 
the r7th of September 1665, he was made commander of 
the Swallow ketch •, and was very foon afterwards removed 
into the Little Mary. While in the Swallow he was very 
Aiccefsful in capturing feveral valuable prizes from the 
enemy, and ftill more To dfter he removed into the Mary, 
in which (hip, it is reported, he took no fewer than 
thirty-two prizes in four months. In 1666 he was pro- 
moted to the Guinea, a fourth rate, by the joint com* 
tnanders-in-chief, prince Rupert and the duke of'Albe- 
marie. In the following year he experienced a further 
promotion to the Coronation, a third rate of fifty-Hii 
guns, hired from the merchants. In this fhip he was, 
almoft immediately on his appointment, difpatched to the 
Weft Indies, vrhcre, our poflcflions were then much 
threatened by the joint fquadrons of France and Holland. 
Tlie force under fir John Berry confilled'of ten fliips of 
war and one firefhip; that of the enemy of twenty fhips 
of war, and ten or twelve firelhips, iranfpons, and 
tenders t. On the 19th of May the Beets met \ and after

The adlion was now renewed, 
if pollible, with greater obftinacy than before, till in the 
end the enemy were obhged to take Iheltcr under the 
town of Bafle Terre *, having had an almoft incredible 
number of their men kttled and wounded, and their Ihips 
mifcrably torn and difabled. In this long contelt the 
Englifh are faid to have had no more than twenty-four 
men killed and twenty-eight wounded, and only one Oiip, 
not indeed belonging to the fquadron, but a merchant 
veffel of Brillol, who, endeavouring to aflift in the aftion, 
took fire from the flafh of her own guns, and was blown 
up. In her, mod of the feamen, and thirty foldiers, who 
were put on board as a reinforcement to her crew, unfor- 
tunately perifhed. But this melancholy accident is by no 
means to be taken as diminilhing the luHre of this aSionf 
which has been extravagantly magnified by fome, as well

Sf 
lohn Harman arriving in the Weil Indies on the eighth of' 
line following, took upon him the command ; and wheir 
le failed from NevJE in fearch of the French fquadron/ 
left commodore Berry behind to proted our iflands from 
any dcfultory attack tnat might be attempted by the enemy* 
from any unexpected quuter. Captain Berry returned 
to Europe in the autumn.

The contell was long and obHInate ; during 
which the Pearl had only two men wounded, notwith- 
ftanding Ihe had taken the lee gage in order to prevent the 
corfair's efcape. At length the Konfuch and Portland' 
bore down to her aliiftance, perceiving the Algerine had 
received fo much damage as prevented her from byine 
clofe to thewind, if ft)e Ihould attempt it. The cootelt 
was now brou^t to a very fpeedy ilTue, by forcing on 
fhore and burmng their aniagonifl, which was called riie 
Gilt Lime-tree, and mounted thirty-riiL guns. C^)tain 
Berry had afterwards contlderable fuccefs in taking and 
retakmg feveral velTels of iiiferior confequence to the 
foregoing. In 1670 he was pfonnoted to the Nonfuch; 
and (till continuing in the Mediterranean, diligently per- . 
form<ed every thing that could be expected from ana3ive

concluded with ttw corfairt, nothing farthei was oxpct^edf 
than preventing them* by a careful protcflion of our CQtxu 
VMrcc, from coiTtmitting any depredation oD it. In 167 1 b4 
tfimwcd into the i>}ver, and returned to England. Oo' 
the pTofpedl of a Dutch war, in 167?, he was appointed' 
to the Glouceflert but was quickly removed into the Rew 
Iblution, as wc find him comaixnding her, wiih a reputa- 
tion every way confonant to her name, at the battle, of 
Solebay, infomuch that he received, on this occaGon, tke^ 
hontuir of knighthood, with the following compliment' 
from king Charles the Second. " As our thoughts have 
bren now upon honour, we will hereafterthink of profit; 
for I would not have fo brave a man a poor kntaht." 
Campbell reports, " that in this faattle, captain Berry 
obferving his royal highnefs the duke of York very hai4 
pTelTed, left his Nation and came in to his relief, wheie 
the fervice provec} fp hot, that, in Icfe than two hours he 
}uui no fewer than one hundrcd-and-twenty men killed, 
at ndany nxire wounded, and his ftiip fcarcely able to float 1 

' upon this he was towed out of the line, flupped bis leaks, 
and fell into his ftation again in an hour." Thefc parti- 
cfalaiis we are much inclined to credit, in confequciKc of 
the high etlimation in which he was ever afterwards heU 
bjf the duke of York. Although thefe very hontHirable 
circumllances of valour do not appear in the account of 
tke adtion pubiifbed by authority, which fimply ftates that 
" bii royal hightufs centinued on hit way, atUnded by tht 
Phanix d-head and the Fairfax and ViBary a^Jiem, till afttr- 
wards, eapeaitt Berry in Ihe Rifetidiim, and fir F. fiaUtt ht. 
the Camhri^t, camealfo a-head, iut were both very foam dif- 
eikd." Gn the 10th of March 1672-^, he captured, 
about 80 leagues to the wellward of Scilly, a very large 
Dutch privateer, of thirty guns. In the action which 

' took place on the aSth of May following, between prince 
Rupert and De.Ruyter, he particularly (ignalized himfelf. 
Hi* (hip, together wiih the Cambridge,, commanded by 
captain Herbert, afterwards earl of Torrington, being (o 
much difabled, that they were fent into port by the prince, 
though at ihat time his force was inferior to that of the 
enemy. On the 9th of March 167+-5, he was appointed, 
by king Charles, to command the Swallow ; and, on the 

aSth 
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i8th"*f April followinn removed in'tolhc Briftol. He 
failed Coon afterwards for the Streighls, as we find him 
driven into Genoa, together with two Ihips under his 
-eonvoy, in s violent gale of ■wind, on the nth of De* 
cemb«r fcdtowin?. Returning from thence, he was feht, 
5n die month of January 1670-7, with a few frigates, and 
i fmall body of land torces, to Vir^nia, which colony 
the Indians had, a little time before, given confiderable 
4ifhirbance to. But thefe commotions had, in a great 
meafure, fubfided, before fir John arrived. On the 7th 
of January 1677-8, he was appointed to command the 
Dreadnought, and fent to Tangier as convoy to a rein- 
fofcementof troops, in the month of April 1679. He . 
failed from Kinfafe, vnth five Ihips under his command, 
on the 33d of May, and arrived in the Downs, on his 
return from the Streights, with a fleet of merchaat-fliips 
under his convoy, on the t4th of Augull following. On 
the 27th of January 1679-^0, he was appiiated to the 
Leopard, and again failed for the Streights in the mondi 
■of March enfinng. He continued in the Mediierra- 
jiean for a confiderable time, for in the month of Oflo- 
ber we find him convoying fome merchant- (hips from 
Smyrna to Malaga. The precifs time of his return is 
not known, nor have we any thing further to communi- 
cate relative to him till the 8th of April 1682, when he 
Was appointed commander of the Glouceder, the Ihip 
wtueb, in the month following, was appointed to attend 
the duke of York, who had refolved to go to Leith by 
fea. Sir John Berry was the commodore of this fmafl 
fquadroD, confiding of four or five frigates; an appoint- 
ment fcarcely worth notice, but o account of the fatal 
accident which befel that Ihip on her pafTage, and which 
Jias been very unjuftly made the ground of much obI'>quy 
thrown on fir John, by authors*, and hiftorians of that 
defcription, who appear to delight tno(t in aggiavating 
nusfottuoe and inhancing dillrels, by the propoga-ion of 
calumny. Inrefutation of which, as well as in julticf to 
fir John, we have fubjoined a full account of this unfor- 
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tanate«ccident, ispublilhed byauthoritr*, fonttitrwMt

When we coi.fidcr the complexion of ihe jpod bilhop'i politin, ukd 
fcuin in our miiid%ibat the aceotint hifi given wat publilbcd by the . 
■ulhoritv of govern men I, which ccilainly woulil have been very can- 
tioui in RatiDg^ny ihing, fo near home, iu wbitb it wai likely to un- 
dergo (be difj^iacc of being contudifled, wc Ihalt nol long helilate 
whichof tbe two we ate to pajr tbe BrrateB credit to. From the fame 
aCcounUi wc alto Ice tbcAory of tu John rebii?^ to hia having fljod 
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■igrvm mavii, aetipt, for the bifterUn and the G^t M m r 

are by no meani tn the &idc ftory. It not being pofliblt 
for the iQon inveterate malice to impute any fltue of blatne, 
in the lofs of this Ship, to fir John, he was* on the i ^th of 
June in the fame year, appointed commander of the Hen- 
ricna, and failed from the Downs, on the 3d of Septem- 
ber following, for Tangier, with a convoy, and arrived 
from thence on the i8th of November. He failed.agaia 
for Tangier early in the enfuing fpring, and arrived in 
the Downs, in his return, on the 5th ot June fbUowingi 
On the 33d of Anguft he failed from Plymouth as fecood 
in command of the fleet fent out, under the command of 
lord Dartmouth, to difmantlo the city of Tangier^ 
which was at length found, by king Charles, not worth 
the expence of defending any longer, againl) the reiterated 
attacks of the Moors. The demolition of the works 
being fpecially entruded to the earl of Dartmouth, the 
temporary command of the fleet, and, confequently, thU 
of embarking the inhabitants and their efle as, devolved 
upon Gr John. He acquitted himfelf inthistroublefom* 
Xervice, with fo much attention to the people, and fatif- 
ia^ion to the king, that he is faid to have been made a 
commilSoner of the navy immediately on his return^ 
which happened in the month of April 1684. Sooa 
after the accellion of king James, fir John was (»ie of the 
pcrfons chofen, by that mcmarch, as additional commif- 
lioner, on whofc '^Jiili and ^ligilatue," as Campbell ex- 
prelfes it, he, could depend for the radical reform of 
thofe numerous abufes that had found their way into the 
management of the navy during the preceding icign. He 
was alfo, on the 30th of June, again appointed to com- 
mand the Henrietta. The high lervice rendered by the 
new commillioner is apparent from the excellent ftate to 
which the royal navy was raifed at the time of the revo- 
lution. On the firll rumour of the invallon, fir John 
Berry was appointed, on the i4ih of September 1680, to 
ferve as rear-admiral of the fleetj and on the I3tb of

He haj 
becffl previotifly much confalted bj the king, dfiritig th'A 
time fir Rog(fr Strickland held the command; and the ad> 
vicB giveli by him, (hewed at fince the folidity of his 
judgment, and his honeft attachment to his reigning Soyc- 
rdp.' After the landing of king William, and the re- 
dremetit of the lotd Dartmouth, the chief command of 
the fleet devolvei^ upon him. This he continued to hoM^ 
dll the fcverity of the feafon rendered the difperfion of the 
Scat, to the TeTcral dock-yards, necelftrr, in order to 
equip for the approaching war with france, which 
«a< nrm, by common opinion, deemed inevitable. We 
behold in the condud of (ir John Ben^, on this occafion, 
the genuine charaQer of a patriot, and a man of honour. 
Oa on« hand, he deferted not the caufc of the fovereign 
trho had raifed him to the elevated rank he then bore ; and 
tm the other, he fuffered not the gratittide due to a patroU 
M glofs oter the political crimes of the delini}uent mo- 
narchf or induce him tt> forget his firft dtity to the cmuitijr 
which Civc him birth. Faithfiil to his trufl, while hc 
who beftowed it remained faithful to himfelf, he was evet 
tniy to aflift him with his bell advice, and promote bis 
fittcrefi by his perfonal fervice. When at laft, that peri 
fotiage, obftinate in error, who, as a man, Be certainly 
loved, Would not be reclaimed by advice, warned by ex- 
fltnple, or deterred by impending danger j he then left him 
to Ihofc future mifcries his condud had brought upon him^ 
and quitted the fervice of the fovereign v/hole meafures he 
dirapproved,butwhom,ht had too much virtue to betray. 
Hia known integrity, his fpotlcfs charaiter, and, per- 
haps, above al), his recent fair, and prudent behaviour iii 
the critical hour of political ferment, procured him the 
Immediate favour of king William, who was himfelf too 
much a man of honour, not to admire the Heady virtub 
even of a declared foe. He is faid to have cotilinued hiiA 
in the app nini ai i nl o f ia m iffi me r i fih e rumy, which he had 
held in the preceding reign : of this piece of private hif* 
lory we entertain fome doubts j but we 6nd him, imme* 
diately after the revolution, tompfrolkr ef the vISiuiUlmg 
tuetumt. His known experience, pnidesce, and integrity, 
• ' procured 
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brocured him the honour of being ver3r frequently con- 
Uilted by hi» new fovereign. Once in particular, u 
Campbell reports, the king was engaged with him in f* 
dofe and carnefl a converfation, that it took Up the wholf 
eight ; and fir John was not difmilied the foy^l clofet tilt 
it was pretty far advanced in the morning. Thefc markB 
of royal attention might be vtry flattering to him as % 
man, but they were not produflive of any thing further 
than ipere honour; thofe appointments * he had enjoyeif 
in the beginning of the reign, he continued to reiam, 
without experiencing any further promotion, or being 
Bgaiti called into the line of a^ive I'ervice. His d<;ath, 
which happened on the 14th of Febniary 1 691, isfaid to 
have been attended by many mylteriuus cireiimltancef 
which have never yet been developed. He had been or> 
dered to Portfmouth early in the month of February, to 
pay off fome fhips there; and while on board one of 
them, was'fuddeniy taken ill. Being carritd on ftiorc, it 
Was reported he had died of a fever ; but the phyficjans 
and furgeons, who. were prefent at opening the body, de- 
clared he did not die a natural death, but had been takeq 
offbypoifon;by whom, orfor what reafon, is not known. 
This IS the account given by Campbell of his death. 
But when we confider the high eftimation in which he 
was univerfally held by all ranks of people, as welt as the 
inoffenfivenefs and complacency of his manner.: boih in 
his public ocTupations and his private life, we are led ti 
hope, for the honour of mankind, the opinion given by 
the phyficians was ill founded, and that the appearances, on 
epening ihc body, were produced by the violent effcfls c^ 
an highly inflammatory natural difordcr, inUead <rf ihe fatal 
coofequences of an artitictal one, moft wickedly raifed. 
His corpfc was, according to his own dire^iion. renoved to 
London, and decently interred in the chancel of Stepney 
church, where a monument has fince been ereiied to hi* 
memory. Thus perilhed all that was mortal of the 
great, the gallant, the goo^, fir John Berry, a man, than 
whom few had experienced greater adverfity, or had done 
more to court and merit the fmiles of fortune. Iliougtl

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poflelTed not of wealth, the general creator of-friends and 
interefl, his condud procured them both to hinir unlbli- 
cited, but not undefervcd. Ocllitute of that cducaticm 
generally deemed neceffary to the formation of what it 
called a linilhed gentleman, he wonderfully blended the 
natural roughnels of his profefEon with the addrefs of a 
perfonage of the highell rank ; till mankind was at a loft 
which mo|{ to admire, the truly polite feaman, or the 
honeft and fincere couiitier. We canoot conclude our 
obfervationi on this worthy charaQer without remarking, 
as a ftrengthening, and, indeed, convincing proof of the 

Eropricty of our commendations, that, great mnft have 
cen the merit of the roan, who could, without fortune, 
family, or perfonal connexions, not only force his way 
through 3 profelTioa requiring the greatell mental exer- 
tions, but was alfo honoured with me familiar intimacy 
of three fovereigns, each differing from the other as 
widely as htiman nature can diverge, in temper, princi* 
pies, and political purfuits. — The lady of fir John Beny 
K faid to have furvived him many years. He left no 
jfTue by her; nor is it believed he ever had any. — Over 
hi) bun in alabafler, an appendage to his monument, in 
Stepney church, are the arms of his ^mily. " In a field* 
eules, three bars. Or." Underneath is tfie following in« 
Kiipiion. — *' Ne id nefcias, IcQor, D. Johannes Berry, 
Devonienfis, dignitate eqticdri clarus, mari tanium non 
imperator, de rege et patria (<^uod et barbari norunt) bene ' 
merttus, magnam ob res fortitei geAas adcptus gloriam 
famx fatur, poft multas reportatas vi^orias cuin ah aliis 
vinci nonpotuit, fatifcelTit I4mo.

BEST, John, — cmnmanded the Marmaduke >n 1665. 

6LACKMAN, Thomas, — ^was, at the iame time, ap- 
pointed captain of the Little Victory. 
, BLAKE, James, — in the fame year alfo, was made 
GOBimandtrof the Conllant John hrelhip. 

BOND, GikE,--commanded the William and Tho- 
mas in 1665, the Spy Hoop in 1669, and the Green 
Helmpt in 1073. 

CAPEL, Bartholomew, — Was appointed to command 
the Maers prize, in 1665. 

CARLSTAKE, 
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CARLSTAKE, Martin, — was, id 1665, appoinleda 
captain, tirlt to the Charles the Fifth, and during the 
(ante year to the Montague, and Vanguard, Aicccdively. 
In 1609 he was maide commander of the Golden Hand; 
after which no farther mention is made of him. 

CARTERET, James,— ferved as lieutenant of the 
Royal Prince in the year 1665 ; and, probably a^ a re- 
ward for his having eminently diilinguifhed himfelf ia 
the adtdn between the Ejigliln and Dutch fleets, under 
the command of the duke of York, and Opdam, was, ia 
the fame year, appointed commander of the Oxford. Id 
1666 he was, for a Ihorttime, captain of the Jerfey of 
fifty guns. In 1668 he commanded the Forefight. 

CEELEY, SEALE, or SEELEY, William,— Is an- 
other of the very few perfons, whofe choice of a naval life 
is to be regretted by thofe who confidcr the condufl of 
an officer as the Ihindard of honour. He was. In the year 
1665, appointed commander of the Spread EUgie fircmipj 
in the Mlowlng year he was removed Into the Samiiel, a 
firefliip alfo ; and very foon afterwards into the Malaga 
Merchant. Fain would we draw a curtain over the re- 
mainder of his life, but that hlftorical juftke forbids us. 
On the 5ih of February 1666-7, heing in company with 
the Saint Patrick frigate, they fell in with two Dutch mett 
of war oiFthe North Foreland. The Saint Patrick, de- 
ferted by the Malaga Merchant, was captured, notwith- 
flanding etery pollible exertion was made to preferve her, 
by captain -Sanders, who was killed In defending her. 
An offence of fuch a complexion could not be expeued to 
be paiTed over unnoticed, or unpunilhed. By a court- 
manlal, held on board the Warfplght on the 27lh of the 
fame month, he was condemned 10 be fliot : this fentence 
was carried iato esecuiion on the 5th of March, and, af 
his own particular requeit, on board the (hip he had com- ■ 
manded. His firm behaviour at the laft moment of his 
life, ill-agreed with what It had been at the fatal hour ■ 
which brought him to fo ignominious an end. It proved, 
that courage is almoll undedneable ^ that the man whofe 
fpirit was unequal to the talk of fupporting him agalnll 
the honourable rifk only, in the fervlce of his country, 
could, at another lime, bear himfelf with decency and 
propriety^ when the jultice of that country configqed him 

IQ 
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to a eeriaim and difgraceful detdi, for having either baleljr 
betrayed or dcferted her. Such men would do well^ ever 
to bear in mind the lines fo charaftcriflically put into 
the mouth of Csefar, by the immorul Shakcfpear: 
" Cowards die maDy times before their deaths i 
*' The valiant never tafle of death but once." 
CHAPPEL, John, — was an officer of a very different 
Charafler from the preceding. Having ferved as lieute- 
nant of the Henrietta in 1664, and of the Royal James in 
166^, he was, after the adion between the duke of York 
smA ihc Dutch, made commander of the Young Prince; 
and early in the following year, of the Clove Tree. He 
Was one of thofe brave and unfortunate men who fell, 
tiniverfally lamented, in the long engagement which took 
place between the duke of Albemarle,- and the Dutch, in 
the month of June following. 

COLEMAN, James, — is noticed only as having com- 
Dianded the Hound firefhip in the year 1665. 

COWDRY, John, — commanded the Hardareen fly- 
kiat in 1665, and the Wood Merchant in 1667. 

COX( Sir John, — was appointed commander of the 
Mary, of fifty-eight guns, in 1665, after having ferved 
■with very dtHinguilhed reputation as mafter of the Royal 
Charles, in the a£lion between the duke of York and 
Opdam. In the following year he was made captain of 
the Sovereign, a fir({ rate of one hundred guns. His 
eondtiA having highly contributed to the viflory obtained 
OWr the Dutch, by prince Rupert and the duke of Albe- 
marle, he received the honour of Jin ighthood. In 1668, 
en the profped of a rupture with France, he was madfi 
eemmander of the Charles ; and, at the commencement 
of the fecond Dutch war, was chofen, by the duke of 
Tork, to command the Prince, as his firft captain; he 
Jlimfelf having tioiited the (landard on board this fhip ; an 
high cmpliment to fir John's gallantry, and, aS will appear 
fcythe fequel, moft worthily paid. At the battle of Solebay 
the main body of the fleet, where the duke of York com- 
manded, was oppofed to De Ruyter, who attacked the 
wince, not fingly and fliip to fliip, but fupported by Van 
Eflc, another admiral, whofe name iS not kliown, and all 
their fcconds ; an odds, not only formidable but irrefilli- 
We. This (hip was moft gallantlv defended far three 
hoiiis, by the joint efforts Of hiin^ and pHptiiu Gurner;

CRAfT, Tbomas,.-coaHiiaUded (be KiagSfber in 

DANERELL, Samuel,— after hariBg been appotntql 
lieutcnam of thefioyal Charles in iddjilrae, in the hrm 
year, promotod'to the Houfc of Sweden, ot (evtnt>r-&x 
guns, a prize taken Uixn the Dutch.

Jn 1666 he vwi 
made' captain of the Zealand, a fmirth me. This Qti^ 
waf the lecond, in the van dtvifioa^ the white rquadrany 
{o the firft, or iauji adion, between the dutce of Atbeokuif 
and the Dutch, fie was, ioimediately after that event, 
made commander of the Coronatiop of 6fty guns ; bvf 
Was again quickly removed into the Guinney. [n 16^ 
he commanded the Guernfey ; the ForeAtr in t669( tW 
Maiy Rofi: in »67i*: and, in 1672, after the fecwwJ. 
nipture with Holland had taken place, was appoint«d t9 
the Saint Georee, a fecond rate, as fucccffor to captajq 
Pearce, who fdl intbe battle of ^ebay, f n thg fouvW' 
iog year he .commanded the Triumph, alfo a fecond rate,- 
but of fupcTior force and e^iproent » the former. On 
the 36th of Odcber 1674, he was appointed, by kitig 
Charles, to the Forefisht, On the nth of Jitly 1670,

On th<e 
aSOi of March 1678, when a rupture with France was 
decBied more than probable, . captain Davies, with the 
moll fTOocT and laudable fpirit, again entered into the 
more aAive line of employ, by taung the comnuod of 
tiie Cambridge. The profped of war vanifhing, he re- 
turned, in the foUowing year, to his old ftation <^ com- 
mander of the Clevdaad yacht. On the 7th of January 
1680, he was iciDoved into the Catherine yacht, which 
he cvminued to command * till the 19th of May 1688^ 
when be again entered into a&Ive fervice, by taking the 
command of the Antelope. On the 13th of the fame 
month he wu removed into the Mary, on the ift of June 
into the Deptford, and on the 13th of September into the 
RefolutioQ. He was at lafi created a rear-admiral j 
«nd hoifted his flag on board the Ian-mentioned Ihip, as 
third in command of the fleet intended to be fent out under 
the CMnmand of lord Dartmouth, to oppofe the meditated 
invafion of the prince of Orange. As a lingular inflance 
of the diflia&ion of king James's councils, and the irrc- 
folution which pervaded his condud, admiral Davics held 
bis new {lation one day only, being, on the 14th of Sep- 
tember, but for what itM&a wc know nott, fuperceded m 
bis command by John lord Berkeley, of Straiton. The 
part born by him in the revolution is not particularly 
noticed ; but we may naturally infer his opinions were>> 
tp fay the lead of him, favourable to that event, .at we 
find him appointed by king William, in the month of 
July 1689, vice-admiral of the red under lord Torrington- 
But the French continued in port, not having yet collected 
their fleet in fuffiqient force to reiKlcr it prudent for them 
to oppofe fo formidable a power, as that of the Engllih and 
Dutch fquadronsunitcd. They were, moreover, rather inti- 
midated from making hafly experiments of their prowefs, 
by the i}l-treatment they had experienced, when, with a 
force fn much fuperior, they had attacked admiral Her- 
bert at Bantry Bay. The inaAivity of the enemy took

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Kom admiral Davis that opportunity of dUlinguifbing 
himfelf which rarely prefems itfeif to fome, and to none 
lefs frequently than this gentleman. It is Jingularly un- 
fbrtimate a brave man Ihould pafs fo many years through 
the very drudgery of inadlive t«tious fervicc, without once 
having it in his power to tranfmit to poftcrity a charafler, 
which wemiift mfer, from thctruftsfo frequently repofcd 
in him, and the confidence entertained of his abiliiies, by 
fovercigns of oppofite principles, he ccnainly would have 
acquired. We feel the greateft reluflance, on occafionS 
like the prefcnt, at being compelled to fubftitute the cold 
inanimate praife of unwearied diligence and prudence, 
for the fplendid, though, perhaps, not more valuable 
eulogium of fpirit and intrepidity. Thenamc of admiral 
Davis does not again occur, either in the fervicc, or in any 
document we have hitheno been able to procure, fo that 
We arc unable to fay whether, he retired from fervice, or 
death put a period to it. 

DAVIS, William, — was made commander of the 
George, a (hip hired from the merchants in 1665 ; and in 
the following year of the Guinea, a fmall fourth rate of 
titirty-eight guns. 

DAWES, Henry, — was, in 166^, appcHnted captain of 
the John and Thomas of forty-eight guns, and in the fol- 
lowing year was promoted to command the Princcfs.- 
Afterhavingbeen very fuccefsfulintakingfeveral very rich 
prizes: in the month of April 1667, he (ailed for Gotten- 
burgh, and on the 20th fell in with a Dutch fquadron of 
(hips of war off the Dogger*. Surrounded by fuch an 
hoft of foes, as his deitrucbion appeared inevitable, fo his 
efcape,

The actions of this brave r^an, fhort as was his life, form, 
A bei'er culogiam on his charafler than any, which tht 
Hioft iludied and elegant terms 6f language can contrive; 
gnd as a neceffary pTe^e of juftice to the memory of the 
Other valiant perfcns who ferved under him, as well as to 
tnake more btibiic a gallant action hithefto not generally 
known, we nave thought it neceflary to infert, verb.<tia)» 
the account given of it by the officers who furvived *.

DU TlEL, Sir John, — is faid tohavc been -of French 
extra^on, and a knight of Malta. He was appointed 



commander of the Fountain, and Jerfey, fuccdlively in 
1665 ; and, in the year 1671, of a galley in the Streights: 
this corroborates, in a great meafure, the idea of hiB 



Maltefe honour. 

£ARLE, John, — was appointed lietitcnant of tlje 
Sainiiow in 166+ ; in the (billowing year he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Royal George; and, in 
1666, was removed into the Nightingale. In the Suni- 
incr of this year he much diftinguiflied himfelf in an 
-engagement with a large Dutch privateer of thirty-eight 
or IbctygUns, but having" M\ his topmall he was unable 
10 mirfue an enemy in elfcft vanquilhed. In the month 
of Oecembei following he was one of the captains under 
the orders of commodore Robinfon, at the time he fell in 
* witk the five Dutch men of war oiFthc Trtel, three tff 
-which were captured. From this time no further pa«i- 
<ulars relative to this gentleman are known, till the year 
*j668, when, on the expe£tation of a war wtth France, hfe 
was appointed to command the Tyger. ' ThetimeofhiB 
death is uncertain ; but he never had any command aflct 
that of the Tyger.

FARRINES, Henry,— :wa5, at the fame lime, made a 
Captain of the Harwich huy. 

TLAWES, William, — was made captain of the Grey- 
. hound firefhip in 1665. In the month of June 1666, he 
fucceeded fir Robert Hohnes in the command of the 
Defiance. This watonlyatemporary appointment, for, 
in a few days afterwatdt, he was fuperceded by captain, 
afterwards lir John Kcmpthorn, who hoillid his flag on ' 
board (hat fhip as rear-admiral of the blue, Co that captain 
Flawes was removed from thence into the Mary fireihip. 
On the night of (he 24th of July following, being the eve 
,of the very fignal defeat giien to the Dutch by prince 
'Rupert and the duke of Albemarle ; the Mary received 
jfo much damage in a thunder ftorm, as to be obliged to. 
put into Harwich to refit ; confequently, to misfoituae 
alonC) is to be attributed his not partalijng of the honour 
generally ' acquired by that glorious event. lo 1667 he 
.was lemovcd into the Jacob fireihip. Alter he had left 
^this Chip, Mhich he did at the conctufton of the war, he 
was not called again inio fervice till the year 1670, whca 
he was made lieutenant of the London. He was very 
-foon aftervrards made commander pf the Francis fireihip^; 
and in the following year. 1671, was removed into ttte 
Quaker ketch. On the 2d of May, 1676, he was ap- 
.pointed, by king Charles, commander of the Profperous 
pink, an armed vefTel, hired from the merchants, by the 
duke of York and feven other noblemen and gentlemen, 
for the voyage, the obied of which was to attempt a dif- 
covcry of a N. £. pailage to China, and Japan. Captain 
Flawes failed from the Thames on the zSih of May, in 
company with the Speedwell, commanded by capiaio 
Wood, who firll projected the undertaking. On the 
29th of June, being then in latitude 74° 40", the Prof- 
perouE,, about eleven at night, discovered the land, which 
was at hrlt taken for an ifland of ice, on her weather bow, 
and having nade the necelbry tignal 10 her confort, wore 
round and efcaped the danger. The Prolperous conti- 
nued her courfe, not doubting but that the Speedwell had 
been equally fortunate. Finding, however, Ihe did not - 
join her for two or three days, and apprehending fome 
accident, captain Flawes rsfulvsd to beat back again id 
Tearcb 
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fearch of her. HIi rcfolution was prudent, as it wa»f 
fortunate; for on the 8th of July he perceived a fignal 
made from the (hore, oppofite to where he had feen ths 
breakers; and on fending his boat in, found there the- 
crew of the Speedwell, that {hip having gone a-(hore 
almoft on the inllant Oie was firll acquainted with her 
perilous (ituation. This difafter naturally put a flop to" 
the voyage, and after having taken the crew of 
ihe Speedwell on board, captain Flawes arrived fafe in the- 
Thames on the a3d of Auguft. On the 4th of April 
1677, he was made captain of the Mermaid; and on the 
i8th of September following was removed into the 
FalcOTi. Nothing further relative to him is known. 

GODFREY, William,— was fuccefliveiy appointed 
to the Eagle, the Satisfaction, and the Marmaduke, all in 
the year 1 665 ; in the following year he was made captain ' 
of the Crown, He did' not re-enter the fervice, after 
quitting this fhip, till the year 1673, when he was mads 
fecond lieutenant of the Unicorn. 

GOODLAD, Richard,— was captain, firft of the 
Pembroke, and fccondly of the Forefight, both in the 
year 1665. 

GRANT, Jafper, — was made commander of the Mer-- 
maid in the year 1665, and was foon afterwards removed 
into the Saphire. In the month of February he remark- 
ably fignalizcd himfelf, in a mod fpirited aiSion, with two 
Dutch men of war". In the month of April, in company 
with the Dartmouth and Little Gift, he captured three 
Dutch merchant- nlen off the coaft of Ireland, one of them 
mounting thirty, another twenty, and the third eighteen 
guns ; and, in a few days afterwards, took a Flulhing^ 
privateer which had long infeftcd the coaft. It is highly 
irkfome to be obliged to conclude the life of an oflicej, 
efpecially of one who had behaved fo actively and A>irit- 
edly in the former part of his life, with any circumftance 
refleflingonhim the fmalleft degree of difcredit. But we

1672, he was difmUred the fervicc in 1673-4 by the fen-- 
tcnce of a court-martial, but on account of what particu- 
lar delinquency does not appear. 

GUY. Thomas, — was appointed commander of the 
Oxford in 1 665 : he was removed the following year into 
the AlTiirance, a fmall fourth rate of thiriy-eight guns, 
this (hip being one of thofe put under the command of fir 
Robert Holmes, for the attack of the Dutch fleet lying 
within the iflands of Ulie and Schelling. Captain Guy 
commanded one of the companies landed foi the purpole- 
of deftrojing the town of Bandaris, and having acquined, 
Mmfelf in this fervice with a confiderable degree of ciedit, 
he was immediately afterwards promoted to command 
the Portfmruih of forty-four guns. ]n 1670 he was 
made commander of the Hemictta yacht ; and, at the 
commencement of the Dutch war, was removed into 
the Portland t in a very (hort lime he returned to his 
old ftiip the Henrietta. In 1673 he was promcted to 
command the St. Michael ; but foon went back, for the 
third time, to the Henrietta. Tl:is was the enlyvefCel 
loft by the Engliih in the aftinn between prince Rupert 
and the Dutch, in the month of Augufl following, though 
by the Dutch accounts ihe is coni'ernd into a large man- 
of war of feventy guns. On the 1 5th of April 1674 he 
was made commander of the t'onliiiouih yacht by king 
Charles. After this he did not ferve. 

HARWOOD, Thomas, — was appointed lieutenant of 
the Henry in 1664, and in 1665 was made commander of 
the Return. In the following fpring he ferved underlhe 
brave (ir George Ayfcoi'gh as limienant of the Frincc. 
The fate of this (hip has already been related in the life 
of her cotnniander. In 1667 he was made captain of 
the Drake. Peace »ith Holland being concluded, he. 
W«s not called again into fervice till the year 167a, when, 
ifc was made fecond captain of the St. Andrew of fixty-^ 
fix guns, on board which fhip rear-admiral Kemplhorne 
hnified his flag. He ftrved in this itaiion at the battlepf 
$oJibay ; but we have not been able to learn any thing 
farther relative to hitn after this period. 

H AWARD, Charles,— was a man whofe Hngular gal- 
lantry dderves,' protidcd the account given of it is not 
wonder^ 
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wonderAitI;r ei^agge rated, to \k ranked amoneft thofe 
heroes, whqfe very conrpicuous'a£lion9-have entitled theoji 
to their countries higliell veneration*. The bell proof 
we can give of iinfaiilAny', as well as^ our attention tp 
truth, is, to inrert the account of this action as pubtiflied 
by the authority of government t. His galbntry pro- 
cured hiln the adrpiration of his etLrmies, aftd his almoQ 
immediate difcharge from captivity; and icturning to 
England in tfie fpring following, was foon sfter appointed 
coipmander of the Gnatdland. In the middle of ihip 
month of March 1666-7, he captured, after a very obftii. 
rate defence on the part of ibe enemy, a Dutch (hip boi:nd 
from Rochelle to Arafterdam. He b-d hardly taken poii-

came in light. Captain Haward, with that intrepidity. 
"which appcart to nave ever marked his charader, did 
Hot dcclme the conteft; but having haflily fitted up his 
prize ai a firefliip, lay refolutely to, expe£iing his enemy, 
who was nearly double his force. The French captain . 
wifely reflefling on the confequences that would attend 
attacking a man of fuch refolution, even though the con- 
teft might prove ultimately fuccefsful, having fccn his 
difpofition, bore away and left his anUgonid to carry off 
liis prize at leifure. We have been able to learn no fur- 
ther particulars relative to this gentleman, except that he 
did not ferveafter hequitted the command of the Guardland, 
which be did at the conclufion of the war, till the year

Haward, Thomas, — having been appointed lieu- 
tenant (jf the Maty in 1664, was made cotnmander of the 
Prudent Mary in 1 665.

HENDRA, Thomas, — commantfed the Eagle, a fliip 
of war hired from the merchants in the year 1665. 

HILL, Nicholas, — was madccprnmaftderof iheMonr 
tnouth yacht in 1665, of the Spy Ihatlop in 1668, and of 
the Sandadoes and Eaglett ketch fucceCTively in 1669. 

HOOPER, Robert, — after having commanded the 
Harpe in 1665, ferved as lieutenant ofthe Spy fliallop in 
1667, the Rupert in 1671, ar)d the Revenge ip tl^c fol- 
low ing year. 

HuBBARD, John, — commanded the Return, the 
Helverfome, and Lyon, in fucceflion," during the year 
1665 ; in 1666 he was iriade captaiii of the Royal Charles, 
the fhip on board which the joint commanders-in-chief, 
prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, hoifted the 
llandard. The very confpicuous (hare horn by this fhip 
in the yiftory obtained oyer thp Dutch, may naturally b^ 
inferred from the known a^aivc intTcpidity of thofp two 
great men. And while their cxtcnfivc minds were en- 
gaged in arranging and mapcctivring the fleet under their 
command, furely po fmall degree of merjt ought to be 
attributed o the captain of the flijp in which they fought, 
yho by his conduQ and gallantry 'enabled them to transfer 
fheir atteatlon fiom an tiulividuai objed to the weightier 
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fart of their charge. It is fatd in the account publiflied 
y anthority, that " few Ihips need repairing except the 
RoyaX Charles, who, indeed, bears honourable marks of 
that day's dangers." The following year he removed into 
the Rupert ; and in 1668 commanded, in fucceflion, the 
Plymouth, the Mitford, and the AQifbuKe. Sailing for 
the Sireights foon after hbappointment to the latter Slip, 
he was killed in aflion with fome Algerine corfairt to> 
wards the end of that year. 

JOHNSON, Francis, — was appointed captain of die 
King Ferdinando in 1665. 

JONES, Roger,— is known only as having commanded 
the Cygnet in 1665. 

■ JUXON, Charles, — ^was, in all probability, fon of the. 
Vi'ell-known bifhop of London who attended king Charles 
the Firft on the (cafFold, and was, after the renoration, 
made archbi(hop of Canterbury. He was made lieute- 
nant of ihe Mary rofe in 1662, and of the Swallow in 
1664. In 1665 he was appointed captain of the Land of 
Promife. In 1666 he commanded the Paul firefliip, 
which was fuccefsfully expended againfl the Dutch m 
the following year, wlicn they attempted to force their 
way up the Thames. He was, after tne lofsof this fliip, 
fippointed commander of the Golden Heart. In the jcar 
1671 he was made captain of the Little Francis firmip. 
fle never had any command afterwards, nor are any fur- 
ther particulars known relative to him. 

KELSEY, John, — was made commander of the Little 
Unicorn firefhip in 1665 ; early in the following year h^ 
was removed mto the Gift nrefhip, and foon after- 
wards was appointed captain of the Loyal London, under 
fif Jeremiah Smith admiral of the blue ; he was afterwards 
removed into the Conflant John firefhip. In 1669 he 
pnmmanded the Fanfan yacht; in 1671 the Hardarcen 
firefhip ; in 1672 the Rachell firefhip ; and the Friend- 
ihip, alio a firefliip, in 1673. Wc luive been aUe tq 
collefl nothing farther. 

KEMPTHORNE, William,— probably a fon of fir 
John Kempthorne's, was made lieutenant of the Dunkirk 
in 1664; captain of the Refolution, and afterwards of the 
Martin, in 1665; and, laflly, of the Richmond, in 1666, 
yfc have fome reafon to imagine he died foon afterwanls. 
LANGLEY, 
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I.ANCLEY, TIiPHias — wa^, in 1665, tpfoioted 
captain of the Coichciltr kcich; and, at the commence- 
mtat of the Dutth war, met with tolerable fuccefs. in 
tfitbefling the enemy's commerco. la 1666 he ccOTt 
ntJiDded, tird the LiVy *, and fecondly the Roe ketch j aa<| 
iath« follpwina year the Triic Love. 

L^SSELS, Ralph, — in the yonr i66j, commanded th? 
Socie.y : n hired Ihip of war; and, in 1666, the George> 
a {hip of the fame defcripllon. He -was, inthe couife of 
lire lame year, promoted to the Referve. During the in- 
terval between the firll and fccond Dutch wars heappcais 
toliave lived inietiiement; but in the year 16^2 was ap- 
pointed, by prince Roperi, to command the Afiurance: in 
■te following year he was removed into the Yarmouth; 
snd on the 9th of March 1.674, was appointed, hy king 
Charles the Second, to command the Guardland, 

LAWSON, Thomas, — is to be remembered only as 
lizvtne commanded a fhip called the Coaft in 1665. 

!.££, William,— is to be remaiked as npver havings 
through a naval fervice of fome ytars con tin pa nee, conv- 
manded 9 velTel of any other deJcription than a firefhip^ 
In 1665 he gommanded the Fortune, the Paul in the.folr 
lowing year, and at the commencement of the, fecnnd 
jDtrtch war, in 1672, the Olive Branch. 

tLGAT, Thomas, — was appointtd captain of thf 
fountain in 1665.. In the beginning of the firfi Dated 
war tie was particularly aflive and fuccefsftil in diftreflinj 
tbe enemy's commerce, having captured fevera! of'their 
yetTets, and di-ftroyed a much greater number. He waf 
appoirKtdio the Norwich in 1670, and to theNonfucUip 
1672, ■ , 

' LIDDFLL, George, — was the fifth fon of (ir Thomap 
1-idJcl!, of Ravenfworth, in the county of Durham. 'la 
1661 he ferved as liuittnaiit, firft of the AlFurance, an4 
afterwards of the Monk. In 166+ he was made lieute- 
nant of the Hampdiire j and, on ihe rupture wi'h Holland 
in the fume year, conimandLf of the Hare fireiliip. In thf 
year 1666 hj waspropioted loiheRoeback. Hcconiinutd 
to command this mip fcveial years, for wc find him captain

This it the UteCl account we have been able tp obtaip of 
him. 

LIGHTFOOT, John, — was appointed captain of th« 
SptredweU m 1665, and met with con(]d;rable fuccefs at 
the beginning of the Dutch war, in attacking the enemy'* 
commerce. In the following year he was promoted, by 
prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, to the com- 
mand of the Eliaabeth of forty guns. He was fent t* 
America ; and having loll his fllip in the Chefapeak, wat 
tried on board the Catherine yacht in the month of De* 
cember following. His negligence being (00 apparent^ 
be was (isntenccd to be impnfoned, in the m^rthalfea, for 
twelve months, and was declared incapable of ever 8fter> 
wards holding a command in the navy. 

LINDSEi, Michael, — after having ferved as lieute* 
nant of the Conftant Warwick in 1661, was, in 1665,' 
appointed captain of the Welcome. 

LOCKE, James, — w'as appointed captain of the Roe 
ketch in 1665. We find nothing more memorable of thisj 
eentleman, than his having captured, in the month of 
March following, a fmall Dutch privateer, that had in- 
felled our coall for fome time. 

LOCKE, Thomas,— commanded the Giles ketch in 
the fame year, and is otherwife unknown to us. 

MARTIN, William, — was- made commander of the 
Colchefter ketch in 1665, and in the following year wac 
promoted to an hired Ihip of war of fifty guns, called the 
£a^ India London. He was one of thole brave but un-. 
tbnunate viStms, who contributed to piirchafe with their 
lives, the great viSory gained over the Dutch on the 35th 
of July f,)llowing. 

MAY, Richard, — was firil made commander of the 
Satisfaftion, an hired lhi[t of war, and afterwards of the 
Helverfome [a Dutch prizt] and the Clove Tree, fuccef- 
fively, in the year 1665. The Clove I'ree being one of 
^ Ihips put under the command of fir Chriitopher 
Myngs, for the purpofc of convoying home the homeward': 
bound fleet from Hamburgh, captain May was detached 
fay the admiral up the Elbe, to announce his arrival and 
collet the (hips. His diligence on this fervicc jwtKured 
Urn, on his return, tbe command of tJie Glpticefier of 
fifty- 
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firi^-eight guns. He commanded her during the two 
>3ions between the Englilh and Dutch ieeis, which took 
place m the courfe of that year. On the profpeft of • 
Tupture with France he was appninted to The Dragon, 
wirf foor afterwards Pent to the Streighis under the com- 
Bittid of fir Thomas Alten^ He appears to have relind 
fi«m the fLivtce for a coiifiderable time, but for what 
irafon we are unacquainted. He had no other command till 
rtie l8lh (^November 1682, when he was appointed, by 
ibK commifTiuners for executing the office of lord high 
admirs), captain oi the Ruby. Nothing forthcr ia 
known of him. 

MOORE, John,^ — was appointed commander of the 
CHtTTiky in 1665. He was not called again into fervice 
till the year 1679, when he rapidly moved, in the fame 
year, through the command ot the Hope, the Sandwich, 
. tbr DifMhcfs, the Breda, and the Harwich. Nothing 
farther is known of him. 

' MORGAN, Walter,— commanded the Pearl of Brif- 
lol, mod probably an hired ftiip of war, in 1665, 

NEALEf Richard, — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Bhckmore hired Aip of war in 1665, and was in the 
fame year made commander of her. 

■ NORBROOKE, John,— wag made commander of 
the Madeira hired fhip of war at the fame time. 

■ OBRYAN, Charlei, — was made lieutenant of thf Jer- 
fty, and afterwards fecond lieutenant of the Royal Charles 
ia 1665. After the afiion between the fieet under the 
c«mHiand of the diike <f York, and that under the Dutch 
admiral Opdam, he was made commander of the Weft 
Frieztand, a (hip taken from the Dutch. In 1666 he 
vi»s appointed, by prince Rupert and the duke of Albe- 
*m1«, captain of the Advice of forty-eight guns, and 
tened in the a£H<Hi of the 25th of }u\y, which was To 
decifive on the part of the EngUllt, as one of the feconds. 
to f>r Edward Sprage^. In 1668 he was appointed 
commander of the Leopard of fifty-fix guns, and feni to 
Snyrna for the purpofc of conveying thither fir Daniel 
Harvey, ambalTador from Charles the Second to the Porte. 
He does not appear to have had any command afterwards. 

OSGOOD, Henry, — was appointed commander of 
tbe FoxiBi665,and4<3nt to the Streights. Id the month. 

of 
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<^ Febniary 1665-6, he refolutely attempted to cut out % 
Urge fhip laying under the guns of the moorifli caftle at 
Arzilla, and xfter an aSion of eight hours continuance 
cfFedted his purpofe, having killed a very confideiabte 
number <.-." the Moore, with the Jofs of only one man^ 
ilain, on board his own fhip. He failed afterwaidS 
for Lilfaon, from -ffhcDce he returned to England 
in the month of March with a convoy. Nothing further 
4<elativc to this gentleman has come to our knowledge. 

PAINE, Joleph, — was ma^e-comnunderof the Biycr 
fireOiip in 1665, of the Bull in 1666, and taltl]r of the 
Blacknolc in 1667. He commanded this laft Oiip at the 
time the attack was made upon the Dutch in the river 
Thames, by fir Edward Spragge, and behaved fo very un- 
like aa officer at that jun^re, that he was fentenced hy 
gi court-martial, held on board one of the yachts on tiw 
1 ith of November following, '* to be lent on board the 
Vidtory prize at Oeptford on the i&h of the fame month, 
vrhere he was to have a halter put about his neck, and a 
■wooden fw«rd broken over his head 5 he was then to h» 
Cowed through the water at a boat's (lern, from the Ihijp 
to Deptford dock, a dmm beating all the time in the boat, 
snd to be rendered incapable in future of any further 
command." A puni(hment, fevere as it may appear, 
barely adequate to delinquency at fo important a crifis. 

Peach, Willlam, — was appointed commander of the 
'Fnie Love in 1665, and was Itationed in the North Sea 
as convoy to our coafters and coal /hips, as well as to pre- 
vent any other depredations from being commilied by the 
enemies fmall privateers. In this fervice he was very 
alert and fortunate. In the year 1667 he was removed 
into the Succefs; and the peace with Holland taking place 
almod immediately afterwards, he quilted the command 
of this (hip afid did not again enter into the fervice. 

PEARCE, Mark, — was made commander of the 
Deptford ketch in 1665 ; in the month of July 1666 he 
bad the good fortune to capture a very large and valuable 
prize from Brouage in France, and on the 4ih of Fe- 
bruary following, a fecond. This conquefl was fo gal- 
lantly atchieved as to merit a particular relation, trivial 
as it may appear .when compared to the great fcale of 
oaval contelts. The Deptford ketch mounted ten 
fmall 
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Sma3l guiut, and captain Pcarce having paflcd througli dn 
Needles on the 3<l of February, ftoodovcr to the coaft of 
-France. At one o'clock on the next dajr he dUcovercd 
XouT fail, the headmoCl of which, about two hours after, 
waidii) app. ared to be in chace of him. Captain Pearce, 
^ing 10 windwatd, immediately Itood towards them, upon 
«rbich two of ihem^ a pink Mid a galliot, bore away, and 
4he two which remained hoifted French colours and laid 
to. One of thsm was a merchant fliip, fngatc-built, of 
four huiKhred tons, mourning fix guns, antT freighted on 
the king's accoiim -. the other a vefTcl of war, af cigtA 
ans and Hfty^fix men, fent by the duke de Beaufort, the 
rench admiral, ascobvt^ to the fleet of merchant velfelK 
from Havre dc Grace. Captain Pearce refoiutely bore 
up to ^tiem till he catne within mu{ket (hot ; they, confid- 
ing in their fupcriority, rcfolutelylaid to ina liBetereceiv% 
him. -After the a£lion had continued for an hocr and ali 
half, the Hoop of war, weary of the contsft, iborc away, 
leaving the merchant ihip^ which immediaefy ftnick, ft 
prey to capiain Pearce. After having taken poCeilion of 
his priae, he immcdi jtely purftied the Don^ of war, which 
ftanding in between the illc of Alderncy and the CaflKtg>. 
and the night being very dark, experienced that fafet^ 
from her fiieht, which Qie had vainly expeded from her 
prowefs. Captain Pearce having rejoined hii prizC) 
which had received confiderable damage in the aSion, 
arrived fafe at Dartmouth on the 8th, having had only 
one man killed, and himfetf, with a tew ot his ^eopR 
wounded, in the a£tion. Whether he died foon aftef*- 
wards. Of retired, we know not; but he appears nerer t» 
have commanded any other vefTel. 

PEARCE, Vincent, — after ftrvlngasJieutenant of the 
Adventure in 1664, was, in the following year, made 
commander of the Bryer fireChip; and in the month of 
Auguft was unfortunately killed in the attack made on the 
I^utch fhips at Bcr^hen. 

FERRYMAN, ^ohn, — was made commander of the 
Swallow hired fliip of war in 1665, and in 1667 of the 
OAridge firelhip. In 1669 he was appointed captain of 
the Grafton, the Efftx, the Eurford, and the Kent, in 
fucccfliva. From this time he had no command till iht 

yaa 
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yciriBSo, when 'htt'was made caiAaki, flrfi cf the Eketov 
knd afterwards of the Suffollc. ' 

PHENNY, John, — was made comrhandei' rf Hkk 
Swallow ketch in 1665, and irfthe ^>eedwell ia the ft|i 
lowing year. 

POOLE, Richard, — was appointed captain of &A 
Drake ini665i and was remailcably fuccefsful iii' cd^ 
luring a number of French velTels in the Chant>e4 rmnW' 
diatriy after the dt-ctaration of war againft France, uwdl 
U 'Holland, in the fame year. 

RAINSTONE, John, — is known only aslnvii^ 
Gonnmanded the Saint Peter in 1 665. 
- RILEY, Charles, — after b<Af^ appointed lieuteilte* 
of the Mary in 1665, was in the fame year jnadK 
commander of the Hope prizei • 

ROBERTS, George— commanded the Wood Mer- 
chant in 166$, and the Unity prize in 1672. 

ROOME COYLE, Thomas,— was appoin(e4 iiawb. 
Bant of the fieqdini-ln 1664, ^nd in the following year 
was promoted to the comn^iand of the fame thip: he re- 
moved in a tllort time into the Guinea, a fourth rate of 
thirty-eight guns ; in the year. 1666 he was ptomoted tft 
the Dragon, a fourth rate alfo, but in a Date of fupcrior 
equipment. He was one of t^c leCcmds to lif Tmrux 
Allen, admiral of the white at the time that fi^uadroa 
joined the duke of Albemarle, and turned the fcalc of 
vi^ory, after he had been fo feverely prcffed by the Dutch 
for the two firft days of the long engagementj in tte 
month of June. His gallant behaviour on that occaliiKi 
procured him the command of the McMitague, a third tate. 
He was not again employed till the commetKenKnt of 
the fccond Dutch war in 1672, when he was appotntaA 
to ihe Ruby of fifty-four guns, which had been foBie yniiV 
before taken from the French by fir T. Allen. On the 
iTih of Oftober 1677, he was made captain of the 
Pncenix and fent to the Mediterranean-. He contlntieil 
en that ftatwa ttlrt t h e yeer-i4y^, wh ew h avin g b een , c« l 
^ 13th of April, appointed, by admiral Hetberr, coSi- 
mander of the Royal Oak, he was' fcnt homi^ with a con-' 
roy. On the 29th of July 1682, he Was made captain df 
the Spanifh Merchant; and, on the nth of June 1685, 
was appointed, by king JameSf to comuund the Ciowp.

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H« continued captain of hertillthfri4thdf Augtift t68rit 
when he was fupcrceded by captain Nevill. As he wu 
MM in aQual fervice at the tioie of the revolution, the pait 
bom by him in that great event could cot have been greaier 
than what fell to his lot as a private individual. That 
be was heartily attached to the caufe of freedom and his 
country, that he was ever reputed firm and fleadfalt iQ 
their caufe, may be naturally concluded from his having 
beeUi on the 251b of March i^iSg, appointed commandci 
of the Nonfuch, a frigate of thiny-fix guns. He did not 
long enjoy his new appointment, being killed offGuern- 
fey, on the 1 2th of May following, in an adion with two 
FjciKh frigates, ota of thirty guns the other of fifteen 
•nd fix patteraroes, ending gallantly a life, that had been 
long alliduoully employed, in the fervice of his country. 

SADD, Simon, — ^ferved as lieutenant of the Royal 
James in the year 1660, of the Crown in 1661, the Sa- 
phire in 1662, the John and Catherine in 1664, and the 
Zealand in 1665. He was in the fame year made c(»n< 
mander of the John and Catherine. 

SANDERS, Francis, — was appointed comtnanderof the 
ConAant Catherine in 1665, and of the SwecpfUkes in the 
fame year. 

SANDERS, Jofeph, — ^was, in the year 1665, made 
a>mmander of the John and Abigail, an hired fliip of 
war. At the very commencement of the ai^ion between 
the duke of York and Opdan^, not being able to weather 
the Dutch fleet which was theb engaged with the Englilh 
on the contrarytack, he formed the gallant though defperate 
refolution of palGng on to leeward*, and running the 
gantlope through the fire of as many of their fhips u 
could bring their guns to bear on htm. His daring ai^ 
tempt met with its merited fuccefs. After having re- 
ceived broadfides from a number of the enemy's fhips, and 
in particular from Opdam himfejf, and his vice-admiral, 
he rejoined his own fleet, though not without confiderable

confpicuauB afl of gttlantry procured him, immediately 
Bfrerwaidsyriie command of the Oi^nea, a fmaU foiirtit' 
fate ; and, earlj in the enfiring fpring, that of the Bieda 
of foit}r-eight gun?. He commandecF this Hiip during the 
iong engogement Between the duke of Albemarle (to 
whofa luccouF prince Rupert «ame up after the frght had 
continued two days) and dc Riiyter: a^id, in the fign^ 
ti&oiy obtained by the fame commander* over the fame 
itntilgonift, on the 25th ef July folfowing, he was 
wounded jn the leg by a mufket (hot; of which wound, 
though it Was tbot^ht onty of trrml confequcnce, he 
UHhappily died > very few d'Sja aftenwaTdsi 

SANBKRS, Robert, — probably Ae bfother of the 
foregoing, was appointed commanded ef rhe Loyat Mer- 
chas*, an- hired ftiipirfwar, in 1665: and, moftprofwWy 
as a Kwaid for his pravery in the long aftlon between the 
iukeaf Atbemarte and the Dutch in |tjAe i6ti6, Was 
promoted to Ae Coronation, a fisarth rate o( fifty guns. 
ToW5»d» the end df the year he wa* removed into the St^ 
P^nick, and was tHred on the yth of Kebhiary following 
in an a^ion with two Dutch men of war. The following 
is an authentic account giVen of the allien, in a letter, 
from EJeaf, dated February the 6th. " Yefterday to the 
afternoon the St. Patrick, with a firefhi^ in her company, 
dSfcovererf two Dutch men of war off the North Foreland', 
whom he refolwng tfreni^riter, t«Jk what mCn could be 
fpared out of the fir e fb i p , asd th ough yet but half laanaed- - 
made boldly up to the enemy, ivith whom he exchanged 
feveral bxaaJTules, and coming up wrtbthe bi^eft of the

SKELTON, John, — was appaimcd commander of 
the Soilings in 1665:^; but docs not appe;u to have bad 
any other naval command. 
.STEWARD, Francis, — wjij made commander of the 
Happy Entrance, and afterwards of the Sanfta Maria> 
both in the year 1665. He had the charge of a very 
valuable fleet from Hull (n the month of February, and 
^ with the greatell diligence and fuc^efs convoyed it fafely.

STEWARD, John, — was made lieutenant of the 
London in 1664, and the. Prince in the following year.- 
In a very Ihort time afterwards he was appointed to 
command the Bear. 

STRICKLAND, Sir Roger,— after having ferved as 
lieutenant of the Saphire in 1661, the Crown in 1662, 
and the Providence in 1663, was in 1665 raifed to the 
command of the Hamborough Merchant, and foon after- 
Wards removed into the Rainbow: early in the enfu- 
ing fpring he was again removed into the San^ Mari» 
of forty-eight guns. He commanded this Ihip during 
the remainder of the Dutch war, and was prefent at both 
the great anions which took place in the year 1666. 
The early part of this gentleman's naval fervice is not 
graced with any exploit or anecdote fufficiently memor- 
able to merit recoidjngt or relating. We have nothing to 
infer' but a dull repetition of promotions and removals*, 
till the battle of Solebay ; at which period we lind him 
commanding the Ply'motith, a Ihip to which he Had been 
jud before appointed. The Henry, commanded by cap- 
tain Digby, having fallen into the hands of the enemy 
after her commander was killed, was retaken and brought 
fafe int6 port by c^tain Strickland. For this very meri- 
torious piece of fervice we find him rewarded with the 
command of hert. This promotion he highly merited, 
not fo much on account of the applaufe due to him for 
having refcuedfo noble a (hip from the enemy, but for the 
very hgnal and gallant manner in which he behaved in the 
battle ^bovementioncd between the Englifli and Dutch. 
fleets on the 28th of May 1 673. Priticc Rupert withheld not 
from him that pfaife he had fo honeiily oeferved, a pane-'

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gyric which reflects the higheft honour on his highnefs's 
ondour and attention to tinert, when we confider it was 
. bellowed on a man, for whofc parly and principles he is 
known to have entertained the ftrongeft dillilce. This 
and his fubfequent conduA in the two following actions 
which took place before the clofc of the fecond Dutch war, 
procured him the honour of knighthood. In 1674 he 
was appointed, by king Charles the Second, to command 
the Dragon, and fent on a three year's (lation into the 
Mediterranean. He arrived from thence, having a fleet 
of merchant ftiips under his convoy, on the i8th of Oc- 
tober 1677, and was, on the 5th of November following, 
removed into the Centurion; and again, on the 10th of 
. December, into the Mary. He failed about the middle 
of March for the Streights ; and on the I ft of April, be- 
ing in company with captain Herbert in the Rupert, fell 
in with a very large Algerine corfair, mounting forty but 
capable of fighting fifty-four guns. The Rupert engaged 
her fingly for a confiderable time before the Mary could 
dlfo dole : but a breeze of wind at lad fpringing up, 
fhe was enabled to come to the alii/lancc 01 her corifort, 
and having laid the Algerine on board, quickly carried 
her. On the loih of February 1677-8, having ftfil con- 
tinued in the Mediterranean, he was appointed rear-ad- 
miral of the fleet on that (lation, under the chief command 
of fir John Narborotigh. On the 14th of January 
1678-9, by direfiion of fir John, he removed his flag on 
bpard the Briftol ; and returnihg to Europe fooh after- 
wanis, was lent to cruife at the entrance of the Channel, 
to watch die motions of the French, wiih whom a rup- 
ture was then expelled. But it does not appear that on 
his retufn to Europe he continued to be employed as a 
flag officeh ' On the 23d of March 1684-5, ^ was ap- 

folkted, by king James the Second, to command the 
xifttJ i and on the 26th of Auguft 1686 was difpatched> 
in company with captain Neville in the Crown, and cap- 
tain Ridley in the Gariand, lb Algiers. On the 4th of 
Jiily 1657, he was appointed vice-admiral, undei* the duke 
of Graftbnj[,qf theiflftct fi^nt tp coiiyoy the queen of For,-,

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was raifed to the dignity of rear-admiral of England*. 
On the j'oth of January he was empowered, as a diftin- 
giiilTiing mark of his office, to wear the union flag at the 
itiizen-topTmaft head, with a pendant under it ; and en- 
c'reafing daily in the favour of his unhappy ihd mifgtiidcd 
fovercign, was confidtfred as one of the principal fup- 
porters r>f hiS power in the departirient with wliich he 
was connefledt. If he failed m his duty to his coun- 
try, he was firm in his loyalty to his (bvereign. A 
finguhrly unhapfy fltuation, is that man in, whofis 
fidelity to one becomes treafon to the other. Sir Roger, 
conne£tedftronglyWith his prince, as well by his religious 
principles as by the ties of gratitude and neceffary obedi- 
ence, riefit^ted ndt a moment in ftalcingboth his reputa- 
tion and his life agaihft the common voice of his coun- 
trymen, and the honed murmurs of thofe lefs loyal 
fjiirits he was appointed to command. The cla- 
mour of the multiiiJde prevailed againft the hand of" 
pOweri for on his raOily aitempting, in compliment to ■ 
the king, to introduce the exercife of the Catholic reli- 
gion on board the fleet; the failors Ihtle fehJhing (ho 
innovation, were, with fome difficulty, reftrained by their 
officers from preventitig S repetition of a fimilar attack on 
lieir confciences, by throwing the reverend f^hers into the 
,fea. Sir Roger had hoifled his flag on board the Mary 
on the i^rh of June, ,and had held the chief commahd 
till the 24th of September following, when, in confe- ■ 
quence of the very unpopular iB. juft how related', he was

THURSTON, Seth, — was appointed commander of 
the Mary ketch in 1665, and of the Elfex ketch in 1672, 
He does not appear to have been again employed til! after 
the revolution, when he was, ori the I7ih of April 1689, 
made captain of the Oxford. He did not furvive his new 
appointment, as he died on the z^th of prober in the 
fame year. 

TINDAL, Thomas, — is to be mentioned only as 
having commanded the John of London, an hired Hup of 
■war, in 1665. 

TOTTY, John,— after having been appointed com- 
mander of the Prince William in 1665, fervcd as lieute- 
nant of the Defiance in 1666, and of the Warfpight in 
1668. 

UTBER, John, — was the fon of captain Richard 
U.tbcr of Loweftoffe, who behaved fo gallantly as rear- 
admiral of the white* under prince Rupert and the duke 
of Albemarle in 1666. He was appointed lieutenant of . 
the Phcenix in 1663, of the Plymouth in 166+, and was 
promoted to command the Gumfey in 1665. This being

In this^ ffiip he rendered fignal fervicc in both the 
general «ngagements which took pl,acc during that year. 
In 1668, when the niptDrawith Fraijce was expefled, hje 
Was appointed captain of.the^t. David, and foon after of 
tlie Prixicefs. In i66g he removed into the Conflant 
Warwick. How long he continued to command this fhip 
is not Jinown; but in 16^2 we tind-him appointed to the 
Aime.

He was in the 
following year promoted to the firft lieutenancy of the 
feme fliip ; after which time we have no farther account 
pf him. 

WETWANG, Sir John, — wae, in 1665, npadc com* 
Riander of the Norwich, a Hfip fiaiioned to the north> 
ward for the pioleflion of our commerce againft the dc- 
nrcdatioDs too frequently committed iy finul privateers. 
Early in 1666 he was removed into theTygeir. We find 
in an original manufcript WH of the fleet under the com- 
mand of prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, that 
he commanded the Newcaftle ; but no notice is taken of 
this appointment in the navy lill, fo that it is molt pro- 
'{)abie It was nothing more than a mere temporary com- 
mand. In 1668, on the profpei^ of a rupture with 
France, he was made captain of the Dunkirk, and ibop 
afterwards removed into the Edgar. He was appointed 
to the feme fliip at the commencemept of the fecond 
Dutch war in ^byi, and in the courfe of the fame year 
was promoted to tfie Warfpight, a third rate of fixty-four 
guns, in 1673 he commanded the Henry a fecond rate, 
and acquitted Kimielf in tlie af^ion of the 2Sth of May fo 
much to the fatisfaftion of prince Rupert, thqt he not 
pniy beftowpd partipulaj- <;oi;pmendatlons on him, but 
when he fhifted his flag into the fovcreign pitched uport 
paptain Wetwang to be big captain in that fhip.

Before the fleet put to fea in the enfuing fpring, 
under the command of prince Rupert, he was promotcit 
to the Warfpight, a third rate of Uxty-four guns, but did 
not long continue to enjoy his new appointment, being 
unfortunately killed in the petty adion t which took 
place between prince Rupert and De Ruyter on the 4th 
of June 1673.

WHITTY, Thomas, — who is faid to have com* 
manded thp Vanguard in the fame year, and to have falJen 
in the long andunhafpyai^ion between (he duke of Albe- 
marle and the Dutch in the month of June 1666. The 
fingularity of two perfons with najocs fo nearly limilar*^ 
commanding the fame fhip in the Jame year, indijce uf to 
believe the firft.of.them tohave.been-erroneoufly jnfertcd. 

WILKINSON, Robprt, — -yvas appointed coipmajider 
of the Charity ia 1665, foqn ?ft^ tjie commen?«meDt of 
the firft Dutch war. He had the misfortune to be, tho 
only coramapder c^tured by the Dutch, under Opdam, 
at the time they received their very fignal defeat from the 
duke of York. As the account of this accident has been 
given in the Life of captain Jofcph Sanders, who com- 
manded the John and Abigail, which ihip, though at one 
time almoft in the fame danger with ihe Charify, fortu- 
nately efcaped; it is ncedlefs to f^y more of it, t^n that 
although captain Wijfcinfon does not appear to have . 
been in any degree culpable, it yn.as, in all probab^ity, the 
caufe why he was not called again into fervice till the 
commencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, whea 
he was made lieutenant of the Dragon, and foon after-j 
wards was removed into the Newcallle. He does, not 
appear to have been fuccefsful in his endeavours to rcin- 
ifare himfclf in the favour of thofe who were in high 
command, for we find nothing farther relative to him* 
except that he was appointed by king Charles, on the 
30th of April 1687, firft lieutenant of the Royd Cathe- 
rine. 

WILLOUGHBY, Thomas, — ^was made commsoder 
of the JPorifmouth ketch in 1665. Early., in the year^ 
1667 he f ited for the Weft-Indies under the command 
of fir Jolm Harmap, and was unfortunately killed in the 
attack on Surinam, towards the clofe of the fame year.

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ALBEMARLE, Geoi^ Monk, Dukeofr-^wssAe 
fecond fon of fir lliomas Monk of Potheridge, an tbc 
county of Devon, knight, where hi^ family had, for many 
ages, flouriUied in a knightly degree, and had, by mar- 
riages into great and worthy families, continued the fame, 
more particularly his grace s great-grandmother, was one 
of the daughters and coheircHcs of Arthur Plantagenet^ 
vifcotim Lifle, natural, foH to king Edward the Fourth, bj 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter and heirefs oi Edward Gray, 
vifi:ount,Lifle,whofcmulher Elizabeth was grandchild ani 
heirefs of John TalbotjVifcount Lifle, by Margaret his wife, 
eldell daughter and coheicefs of Richard BcauchaoU), earl 
of Warwick, by which marriage a great accefflon <€ 
noble blood, and arms, accrued to this moft ancicml 
family." Such is the heraldic account given of this moft 
iliuftrious perfonage, in the certi6cate ofhir/uiura?. He 
was born on the 6m of December 1608. Being from his 
very birth intended, by his father, for the army, he re-, 
ceived the education fuitabie to fuch deftination ; and, as 
has been elftwhere remarked, " govt pmnfaf his capacity for 
iheprafe^ou afumts, ivhtn he watfcarce able ta wieM thtm^ 
There are no more certain indications of the fumre pro- 
penfities of the mind, nor more indifputable tokens of 
budding greatnefs, than thofe early tranfaSions of life, 
when youth, difdaiiilng the reftrainf afterwards impofed 
by prudence, experience, and encreafing years, a<£ls with- 
out that bias, and attention to propriety, which malks and 
conceals the natural inclination of age and gravity. An 
anecdote related of him by Campbell, as it is too fingular 
and charadleriftic to be omitted, is a very forcible illurtra- 
tion of the truth of this remark. His iathcr, fir Thomas 
Monk, defcendcd from an anceftry long celebrated for. 
their antiquity and greatnefs, though not for their parli- 
mony, inherited an extenfive domam mortgaged and de- 
Ipoiled^ till divcftcd of the profit and income attached to 

i' t 
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it ; the honour alone remained, rather ag a difagrecable mc' 
tnento to the pofTefTot than as the fupport of that grandeuf 
and magnificence he was the natural inheritor o^ but tot 
the too wild extravagance 6T his forefathers. Thus was he 
fituated, when the progrefs 6f king Charles the Firft to 
Plymouth, to infpe£l the preparations making there for s 
'war, with Spain, roufed all that loyally for which his 
anceftry had been ever diflioguiftied, and induced him, 
though it the hazard of hislibeiiy, to appear among the fore- 
moft of thofe who fliould pay their duty to their iovereign. 
To guard, however, as much as poflihle, againll difgrace, 
he previoufly difpatchcd his fon George, to the (heriff of 
the county, with a very conliderable prefcnt, entreating his , 

Eroteifion from affront, and that he would forbear to arrefl 
is petfon during the time he Ibould attend the king; for, ' 
except on that occafion, he had ever been in the habit of 
confining himfeif, preferring a voluntary imprifonment 
within the walls of his own calUe, to a compulUvc le-f 
ftraint laid on his liberty at the pleifurc of a mercilef^ 
creditor purfuing bim for a demand which he had been^ 
in no degree, accefliny to the caufe of. The fherifF, re- 
ceived the prefent, and, with the greateft readinefs, pro^- 
mifed to grant Kis requefl. But having, unluckily for his 
own honour, received a prefent of much greater value 
from one who had a confiderable demand upon fir Thomas, 
forgetful of his folemn promife, he arrefled him in the 
face of the whole county. George Monk, who had been 
the bearer of the douceur, which his father muft have 
taifed at no fraall inconvenience to himfelf, feeling him- 
feif highly irritated as well at the breach of honour in one 
party, as at the infult fo publicly offered his father and his 
family on the other hand, begin, at fitft, wiih fimple ex- 
poftulation only to the miferable author of it; but pro- 
ceeding foon to greater violence, he infii<9.ed fo rigid a 
chaltifemcnt us left the fheriff unable to purfue the fpirited 
pnnifher of his infamous delinquency. An afl fo pubiicy 
and at the fame time, from its being a violation of the . 
law, fo Unjudifiable in its nature, neceffanly compellina 
the young hero to withdraw, he entered on board 
one of the ihips in the fleet which foon afterwards failed 
under the command of lord Wimblctou. He was at this 
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time ferentccn years <dd ; andafterhavingbeenavoluhteer - 
in the feventl naval exbediiioils * which took place in the 
iaterim, went over to Holland iii the year 1638, where 
he ferved, firfl in the regiment commanded by the earl of 
Oxford, and afterwards in that of the lord Goring, v^ho 
was fo plexfed with his general condu3, that, a (hort 
time afterv/ards, he made him captain lieutenant of his 
own company. In this ftation he was prefcnt at fereral 
lieges and engagements, omitting no opportunity of ac- 
quiring a thorough knowledge of his profeffion, and fig- 
natlzing himfelf by his valour. But having, unluckily, 
fallen into feme difputes with the magidratesofDort, where 
he was ftaiioned in winter quarters, on account of their 
having puniQied one of his ibldiers for an offence, whicli . 
captain Monk thought properly cognizable only before a 
court-martial t, he withdrew from that fervice rather 
in dilgufi. When he arrived in England he found it in 
the greateft confuiion, torn to pieces by the violence of 
contending parties, and recently involved in a fpecies of 
civil war with Scotland. Monk poflefling s fpirit too 
adive to remain dormant at fuch a crifis, accepted a 
commiflion ai lieutenant-colonel in the army, fent under 
die command of the earl of Newport, for the purptrfe of 
crufhing that commotion. The rejeflion of his advice { 
is faid, by Skinner, to have been among the principal 
caufes why that war ended fo much to the difadvantage of 
Charles as it did. In 16+1, when the Irifli rebellion firft 
burft forth, he was appoinicd, through the Jntereft of the 
earl of Leicefter, his coufin, ^t that time lord lieutenant, 
to command his regim«it ; and had it not been for the 
jealous interference of the earl of Ormond, would have

a&a.recompR]i£ foe this treatmenlv appointed himmaJDr' 
gpicral o£ the trilh brigade ; but being (ban afterwardt 
uofoituiutely. fuisrired by ftr Thoims Fawfax, be was 
lent» with leveral other ofiicen taken' at the fame time 
wilh htm, piiConer to HuU, from whence he vas, in a 
ibort time, removed to t^ TovTer, where he rsniained in 
canfinemeot muiy yoais. , During this time he is faid ta 
Iiave experienced much diflrefs, occafioned by the nar^ 
townefs of bis circumltaflces ; as fomc alleviaitian to 
which, king Cbarlee Tent himan hundred pounds; an z^ 
of KCflexofity, confidef ing the poverty of his own financesy 
hi^Iy hotiourable to thp king, and at the (aone tints 
SroBgty expreiTive of the highopioiseheenKrtainedbfith 
«f the fervice» aad actachment of graeral Monk. At 
Icngtl;, in the year 1646-7, after the defeat at Nafeby,. 
amTthefeveral mtsfonunes which followed it, had occa-> 
Goned alJnoft the aanihilation of the royal party and ruin: 
of its cauie, Monk ^eco^'er«d hia liberty through the iii>-' 
tereft of his relation^ lord L'Ifle, whom, die parliainadr 
Bad jufl before appointed to the government of Ireiand^ 
ne embarJked with his patron for that kingdom, buC 
quickly returned from thence with him, in confaqHencc 
of a ditTerence bdween his lordfhip and the. inarqiti^ o^ 
Ormond. He returned, however, eaily to revifit it, in ^ 
higher commaad than he had ever yet attained^ for ihc 
leading men in parliament had too much porfpicniry and 
gpod feofe to fulfer alklities fo extcnfive, as Monk's, to. 
remain inaflive and unferviceable to them. They ac- 
cordingly foon fcnt him back to Ireland, commander- 
in-chief of the EngUlh forces in the north, where he (bon 
iigna)iz«d himfelf by taking, in conjunflion with colonel 
Jones and fir Charles Coote, moft of the principaf holds 
pofTefled by the Iriih in that part of the kingdom. But 
the aflion which moft contributed toraife his fame, and 
Ixf the' foundation of tiiat reputation he' afterwards fo 
julHy acquired, was the furprize of Garrkkfergus, the 
princi^tal', and, indeed^ only poll of confe^uencc in pof- 
lelHon of the Scot's troops; an advantage of the utmoft 
confequence 
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eonfequeitte to the caufe of the parliament, 3s,arthevery 
time it took place, major-genenit Monroe vi»s meditating 
to pafs over to Scotfantl in order to join s confiderable 
body cotledled there by his brother, fir George; a junc- 
tion t^'hich, had it taken place, might have rendered the 
Rdu^onofthatcountfy a talk gf infinite difficulty. ~ This 
fign^l ferviCe raifed him at once very liigh in the opinion 
Sf parlJHnent, which immediately voted him a letter of 
thanks;' an^> as a more convincing mark of favour^ a 
pnilenr ^f five hundred poundE. He was alfo, as an ad- 
4itibHal Hswird, appdiirted governor of Car rick fergus. 
The ' difltculties he had td encounter in his command 
Utete fhch as would have been infurmountable by a 
modS^ate ' cajiacity. But the abilities of Monk were 
of a riavdre riot- to be fettered by the oppofilion of 
his fae*,' (5r want- of proper fupport from his friends. 
Gbmp&lied (0 carry "oii a war wilhout money, or any of 
thofeiefources which are deemed its very finews, he con- 
trived, neverthelefs, to reduce O'Neil almoft to the laft 
CKtritAity, by depriving him of every means of fubfifting 
his army; deftroyifig w'hat' he had it not in his power to 
icmove. Had it not been, therefore, for the very cxten-^ 
five aild almoilunparallefed defenion which prevailed in 
his artriy, as ffton as it received the hews irf the king's 
murder, there cannot be a doubt but that the war would have 
befeh terftiinated in a manfter confotiant to the wilhes of 
tttt ihoft fangUitie of the parliamentarians. This 
mtexpefted event, detel^d, as it generally was, hjt 
Sis foWiers, deprived him of the power of continuing the 
*ar *hy longer, rfveti on the defenfive. In this dilemma- 
Mdrfk had rfecourfe to the ftep mo{t likely tp prevent thft 
total annihilation of the parliament's intercfts in ihar 
country ; and by entering into a jreaty vilh an encniy he 
could no longer oppof?, prclerved the poor remain^ of 
his army for. foaieifervice wKich Ihould either be ]e(« 
tmnght v^tth oblbtckG, or Ihould meet with better fupport^j 
Jt is Alvhys difficult, if not inlpoflible, for a gentrat to 
Attach applailf<!,oreven favour, to ill fuccets. Tli^Wisfor-^ 
time albnc is never thought a fufficient puiii'(hment fof 
tije crime of beingsnforCunatfl) unlefscenfure accompany, 
It aifo. On Monk's return to Endand his condud wasi

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of comtnons, which, though it could not juAifjr condemn- 
ing, or even cenfuring, a meafure which neceflity hid 
induced, thought proper to obliquely Higmaiirc irwith 
fuch 3 reprimand * as, it is aflerled by fome, the general 
never forgave. This event took place in the year 1649. . 
And it is remarked by C^mpbcl, that Monk, being now 
out of all employment, would have been miferably (Irait- 
ened in his circumftances, had not the death of his elder 
brother, about the fame time, opened to him the pollef-r 
fion of the family eflmtc. Hia inaSivity wu not of long 
duration. In the year 1650, Cromwell having taken 
upon him the commaod of the army in Scotland, ap- 
pointed Monk colonel of a regiment!, formed of llx 
companies drawn out of fir Arthur Hallerig's, and fix out 
of colonel Fcnwick's ; and to fecure him ftill more 
flri£tly in his intered, made him lieutenant-general of the 
ordnance. The choice made by Cromwell 00 thii occafion 
is among thofe ads wliic|i do fo much credit to his pene- 
tration, and judgment, and mark him as fo able a dif- . 
cernf r of thofe abilities in others which he judged mod ■ 
likely to further his own purfuits. Cromwell himfelf, 
though a commander of the moll acknowledged ability, 
bad, neverthelefs, fullered himfelf to be in a great meafure 
lurrounded by the Scots near Dunbar. To continue in 
the pofition he then was, became impoflible ; to retreat 
was dangerous; and to attack the enemy appeared, beta 
the advantages of their fituation, hazardous in the extieme.. 
In this dilemma he confulted Monk, who not only ad- 
vifed an immediate attack, but at the fame time orared 
to lead the van himfelf. The advice was purfued, and 
his o6er accepted. The fuccefs is known to all. Thtu 
we fee neither perfonal dangerj uor the difficulty attending

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the execution of an cnterprifc, are fufEcicnt to deter the 
man of real intrepidity from undertaking any exploit he 
thinks will conduce to the benefit of the fervicc in which 
he is engaged. Cromwell having in the enfuing fumm^ 
been obliged to follow the Scot's army, and the king to 
England, lieutenant-general Monk was left cbi^ id 
command in Scotland, the principal part of which he 
reduced before the end of the campaign ; and, in particu- 
lar, the town of Dundee. On the^onquell of this place 
he is reported to have fullied, by a wanton cruelty*, the 
glory he had earned, infomuch that he rendered himfclf 
terrible to the royalids, and odious even to his new 
ailbciates. There are fome who endeavour, not with 
much propriety we muft confefs, to palliate this unufual 
a£t, by allerting, that every cruelty exercifed by Monk, 
againft the Scots, was .occafi^ned by his wifh of avenging 
the treafon they had, as a nattan, committed againft the 
late king. Perhaps the excufe may leave the chara^r of 
the general in a worfe fituation than it found it : and if no 
more jufti liable ihotive could be adduced in his defence^ 
his memory would have fulTercd lefs by permitting this to 
be treated as a fudden and violent a£t of indefenfible 
paffion, than by endeavouring to take off any part of th9 
lligma by introducing into the chara&er of To great »' 
man fuch qualities as an unjuftifiable t premeditated re- 
venge, and a remorfelcfs cnielty that would difgrace even 
the marmers of a Tartar. Fatigue, and, it is not imbrO' 
bable, remorfe, brought on an indifpofltion fo violent^ 
that he was obliged to folicit his rccal; which having 
obtained, he went to Bath, where he quickly recovered 
his health. He repaired to London foon afterwardSf 
having been nominated one of the commil^oners for 
effefiing the intended union between England and Scot- 
land. The rupture with Holland took place in the 
year 1652, and we muft now prepare to fee Mneral 
Monk, at the age of forty-five, enter upon a newTpecies 
of cominand. This we arc the lefs furprized at, whea

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we recoUefl that Montague and BTake were, if polTible* 
lefs habituated to maritime affairs than himfelf, and with- 
out any difparagement to the charafler of this great man, 
became equaJIy as eminent. The annals of the univerfe 
cannot, perhaps, produce three men, cotemporarics with 
each other, who, labouring under the fame di fad vantage*, 
■have left behind them fo high a reputation. Monk, in- 
deedj may be thought by far the beft qiialified of the three 
for a naval command, when it ia recolledted his firft outfet 
in life was in the ftation of a volunteer in the fame line 
of fervice. He was affociated, in this his new occupa- 
tion, with Deanc, who was unfortunately killed by a 
thain-fliot at the very commencement of the a£lton with 
the Dutch on the 2d of June 165;^. Monk is reported to 
have inftantly covered the body with his cloak ; and hav- 
ing urged and encouraged his mento do their duty, order- 
ed the body to be removed into the cabin with as much 
coolnefs and prefence of mind as ihougb the event, *hich 
liad jult before taken place, had been one of the moft 
common and ordinary occurrences of life. The engage- 
ment, after having continued two days, ended at lauin a 
Icomplcte viflory on the part of the tnglifli. The fteady 
intrepidity exhibited by Monk on this occafion^ raifed 
him ftrll higher in the opinion of Cromwell, to the main^ 
Ichatice of whofe' authority the brilliant aflions of thole 
tdmiilanders, who fought iindir his aufpices, did not a 
Hhle contribute. The ftates-general having ufed incrc- 
dible pains to repair their lofs by recruiling and rein- 
forcing their' flebt, the two great competitors for fame; 
Monk and. Van Tromp, again met on the 29th of July. 
Approaching night on that day, and ftormy weather on 
ihe next, prevented the final decilion of this conteft riH 
the -31ft*. Unfortunately for the Dutch, their great

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comtnanderf Van Tromp, was bllkd about noon br « 
Biuliet ihot : but they cominiied to defend themfelves 
with much bravery (ill about two o'clock, when iJieybc- 
gsui to fall into diTorder, and roon after to fly in the 
utmoft confufioi). In this engagement*, which lafled 
eight hours, the Dutch toil not fewer than fiveorliic- 
and-lwenly ihips. The conduct of Monk on thisocca- 
fion was fo highly eRecmed by Crotpwell, that the par- 
liament, by his dirciflion, voted him a gold chain, which 
CroiQwell himfclf put round his neck, on the 25th of 
Angiiftt following, at a great feaft given by the city; and 
though the natural inodedy of Monk would have induced 
bini to have foregone fuch a mark of diftin^itra, Crom- 
well obliged him to vteai it all dinner time. The patlia- 
tnent> as it wasliill called, was now completely modelled 
according to the wi(h of the proteflor ; but it, notwilh- 
fianding, received Monk with fomuchattention and refpeQ, 
that Cromwell is faid to have been jealous of his growing 
power, till he difcovered by his converfation, that how- 
Ligh />e might ftand in their s, ihty were, in hii opinion, as 
wa; really the cafe^, npthing better than a miferabl^ 
herd of fanatics. The knowledge of this opinion perr 
fe£lly conciliated the aSc£tions of Cromwell, who re- 
ceived Monk into his moll fecret councils, notwithfland- 
ing hig open and avowed difap probation of the peace, 
which was then on the point of being made \yith the 
Pujch. Cromwell alTumed the protei^orlbip Toon after- 
wards ; and finding 'he government of three kingdoms 
tpo troublefome and laborious for any flngle perfon, be^ 
gao to think of eaifmg himfclf from part of ttiat weight 
and prelfure of power, by appointing deputies to two of 
them. Scotland was allotted to Monk, who readily un* 
denaking fo great a charge fct oif for Edinburgh in th«

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month' of April 1654. On his arrival he found that 
kiogdom in the mod defpenite flate of confufion pgflibte. ' 
The army reduced fo miich in its numbers as to be in 
an unferviceable Hate ; and the few fiMdiers who remain- 
ed inclining to mutiny, through the total negle^ of 
all fubordinatioii and proper government. The com- 
mand of it had been left with a colonel Deane, a man of 
trrefolution, and totally incapable of conducting it, with 
any effeS, much lefs was he able to rcHore order in fo 
critical a iliuation. The people were divided into num- 
berlefs fadions ; and a very confiderable part of thofe* 
who from their influence or wealth poffefled the greateft 
power, ftill continued in arms for the King. The approach 
of Monk, like the fun newly rtfen, quickly chkced away 
the clouds that threatened to obfcurehispower. By carefully 
iningltng temperance and lenity with fevertty ; by politi* 
cally encouraging a mutual diUrufl * among the leaders of 
tht royalills; and, above all, by judicioufly flationinr 
fuflicient garrifons in thofe parts of the country which 
were molt difaffedted, he fucceeded in quickly accotn- 
plilhing the complete reduSion and fubordtnation of the 
whole kingdom. The war being concluded, he fixed his 
refidence at the houfe of the countefs of Buccleugh, near 
Edinburgh ; and exhibited the lingular indance, of a man 
polfcfled of all the power the mofl defpotic monarch in 
the univerfe could have wiflied for, living with all tba 
moderation attached to the Hation of a private gentleman. 
The government of the kingdom, in civil matters, was 
tntni^ to a committee of^fix perfons, nominated by 
Croniwcll, under the title of a council of Hate. Monk 
baving, as well by his influence as his prudence, fecurcd 
tohimfelf the acqiiiefcbrice of a majority in every thing

vernment,'- as Cromwell, the fountain from whence the 
iHJthoFity flowed, was in his.

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iRtxlAation with which he ufed hit power-— the other 
from motives d terror and fear alone. It has been re- 
ported by many, that Monk, while he enjoyed this com- 
mand was fecfctly negociatiog with Charles. His friends 
have unwarily adduced this as a matter of much praife 
and honour to him. But breach of truft, however wicked 
or infamous may be the caufe in which a man has en- 
gaged, never forms the mod brilliant and glittering part 
of his charader. It is remembered with cold and nar- 
row gratitude, even by thofe whom he has ferved, and 
fails not to create the general dtdrufl: of thofe who relufi- 
antly feel themTclves compeUnl to accept its fcrvices. 
Monk never experienced a mortification of this kind. 
Treachery never was a trait in his chara<3er * ; and fo far 
was he from being guilty on this occaflon, that he ap- 
pears to have given Cromwell notice of every confpiracy 
that was attempted to be formed for the fubvcrlion of his 
. power, as well as every overture made to him to engage 
his afliflance in fuch ant exploit. He did not, however, 
crca|>e the fufpicion even of Cromwell himfeif ; who, 
fearing his power, or what was more dangerous, his 
abilities, wag contriving the means of his quiet removal, 
when death put a period to his crimes and his fears alfo. 
A very curious poflfcript of a letter is inferred by Camp- 
bell, from Skinner, which is faid f o have been written to 
faim by Cromwell ^. Nothing appears to have been more 
unjult than this fufpicion, inafmuch as his extreme and 
zealous attachment to the protcflor had nearly coft him 
his life, 3 confpiracv having been adually formed, by a 
colonel Overton and others, to alTaflinate him as one of 
the moA formidable enemies ,to the caufe of thofe who 
detected Cromwell. The plot being difc«v«rcd jull be-

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fore it was to hav* been catriad into executitfnT Monk 
«Khibited that qsoderation (o ftrorgly charaaCTiftlc isf a 
great mind, contenting himfclf with only removing 
thofe who fought to deftroy him. Inftead of feeking to 
inftid punifhment, he was mild artd humane enough to 
p^tefer fending them to England, and by thefe means taking 
fro^i his afTaffins, in intention, the opportunity of incur- 
ring, in futUM, the penalties that would have attendaJ tfee 
proiccution (rf their fanguinary fcheme. The' death of 
Cromwetl produced no immediate alteration in the con- 
dudl of Monk. We may infer, from a multitude of 
concurring circumftances in hie life, that he was naturally 
attached to royalty, and the form of kingly government; 
fo that the aflifhnce and fiipport given by him to Oliver, 
is to be confldered as an aft of receffity, to which he was 
reludantly compelled, rather than as a meafure he enter- 
ed into through choice and inclination. Confidering the 
complexion of the times, the fury of party, the general 
and mutual diftruft of each other, that pervaded all ranks 
of people, and, above all, the terror induced by the weight' 
of Cromwell's influence and authority; he wifely fore- 
faw, that refiftance would inevitably produce the annihila- 
tion of that fmall and reduced party which ftill continued 
to fmother, in their bofoms, the fire of loyalty and affec- 
tion for the Houfe of Stuarf, warming themfetves with 
the hope that the embers would, in time, acquire ftrength 
and heat fufficient to rekindle thatfpirit, which feverity 
and opprellion had lowered, indeed, but could not totally 
extinguilh. ' Monk prudentiajjy, therefore, yielded to the 
tide of power ; and, by a temporary opnofuiori to the 
caufe of royalty, through which conduQ he acquired the 
unlimited confidence of its enemies*, he rtndered himfelf 
capable of eifei9jng its bloodlcfs re-eftablifhmcnt. The 
hour of aflion was not yet arrived ; and to have attempted 
any iljing til! the ncceffary intrigue and management had 
acquired fo critical an height as afmoli to enfure fucceis, 
would orlly have delayed the proper- execution of the plan, 
but might have totally defeated every futur? hope, ■ Thcfc 
confiderations may lerye to account for the condu£t of

his whole deiign. The obdacles he had to contend wTth 
were numsrous; the props, the Tupporters of his enter- 
prise, few and i neon fide rable, derived more from the re- 
Tources pf his own gr^al mind than the more feiible aid of 
followers and coadjutoTt. When we recur, for a moment, 
to the number of dtfficullies he had toencoiinter, and dill 
more, (heuldwe icfleiS onlh^ nature of them, we might, 
were the period of this tfanfadlon further removed, con- 
fider its hifiory rather as the fertile and ifigenious- produc- 
tion of romantic fancy than as a fa3 fcrioufly tranfmitted 
to poilerity by die pen of the hiftorian. He had to cOn- 
tend-with a veteran army, trf" thirty thoufand men, loftg 
ufed to vidory, and commanded by Lambert, an officer 
of coofiderable experience and ability, Who poflcHcd their 
entire, unJimitcd confidence. He had to win over to his 
party, and opinion, thofc who had formerly deftroyccl 
monarchy, andetedled repubiiciknirm on its ruins; and 
he was, through their means, t6 efkA the -rcfloratton 
of that very form of government they had- them felvcs 
fubvezted. *^ He was," to ofe Catiipbdl's words, "to-' 
reftore a catffe, loil in the opinion even of its trueft- 
friends; a caufe, which he himfeif dare -not fo much as 
own any attachment to ; a caufe, whidh he hitnffelf had 
^bne mueh-againll, ai^d the troops he commanded more." 
'{'he means by whicli he was to overcome thefe numerous 
and formidable obdaclesj were the (hattere'd remains of 
dirpiritcd loyalty, and a fmall body of forces, c4nliftin^

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of five or fix dioufand men. attochad to hit perfon and . 
inc)iitttk»», from the confidence and love he had ac- 
quired aoimg thecRi in conTequencc of having fought fuc- 
ccCsfuUy at their hod, and of^having KOvenHd them vridi 
oiioderation. He eflbdhMlljr fecorca their attachment, 
by (Uting to thun that the annr in Ei^and had deftroyed 
the parliament bccau& it woiild not be rubfcrvient and 
*Et in cwnplete comformi^ to ita wifliei, that it wai hia 
firm determination to rencfer the miliury power, on alt 
QCcafions,~^bordiiiate tothecivili and fioce theautho* 
lity updcr which they a^ed was derived of that jiariia- 
ment, he entertained not the leaft doubt of their amflancc 
in reftoring it again to iu proper fiindion. That if uy 
individual was diflinti^ed with thia,histntention, he would 
inftantly give him his dtfcharge, and a pa£(i>ort, to enable 
him to return home in fafety. The ofncers immediately 
and unanimoufly declared they would live and die with 
hioa. After he had thus enfured their fuppon, he im- 
tudiately marched for Engbnd. The army that appeared 
readv to oppofe and crufh him in the nrfl onlet, he 
quicKly contrived to difperfe, or gain over to his own 
party, by oppofing the mild and gentle Fairfax, who had 
formerly been the idol of their meOioas, to the furious 
Lambert, who had ftKCeeded him in his conunuid. 
Corrcfi in the judgment be had formed of thofe paffions 
which a£luate the human mind, the event perfeuiy an- 
fwered his expeSations. Lambert, who bad advanced as 
far northward as NewcalUe by the time Monk had reach- 
ed Berwick, was unwilhng to rifk the ftake for which he 
fought on the eveiit of a pattic, in which the aliepated 
hearts of his fuldicrs might yield an cafy vifiory, even to 
the inferior force of their opponents. He rfctrcated, and 
Monk having, by eafy maicneSf reurhed London, made 
himfelf dilator both of the parliament and the kingdom, 
peaceably and without even the appearance of contelK . 
He had now reached the pinnacle oi hdman power; he 
had acquired an authority equal to that which had beeii 
polfefled by his predecelfor, Cromwell, when in thk 
senith of his glory, without either imitating his crimes, 
or inheriting his octedanon. He voluntarily ctmW a par> 
liament which might have, at once, depofed him, but 
which} in grateful fenfe of the (late of confuHon and Af- 
'"■'"' traftion 
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tri£tion from which he had liberated the nation, whom 
they in fome fort reprcrcmed, o^red thcmfelves to hint 
as his fubjeds. He hai fortitude and honelly enough to 
leiufe the glittering bait with which they would have ' 
purchafcd his honour. Withoot the fmalleft capitulation 
or refervation on his own part, he Vftowed that freely 
which the blood, the treafure, the infiuAice of thoufands, 
Itad been unable to procure by force*. Such was the 
difintercfted conduA of Monk in this great undertaking; 
a delign originating with himfelf, and fuccefsfully exe- 
cuted undtr nis aiifpices, fupportcd by Montague and a 
few others, men whofe countenance, if the caule io 
which they were concerned had needed any Fuch extra- 
neous recon»nentlati<K), would have rcScded on it die 
higheft credit and honour. It is well known, that alt 
things being properly prepared, through his prudence, 
for the peaceable reftoration of monarchy, king Charles 
landed at Dover on Friday the 2;th of May 1660. He 
was there received by genera) Monk, not with the afftim- 
ing pririe of a nian who had beilowed'a kingdom, but 
with the decent and humble demeanour of a fubje^ who 
came to pay his duty to his foveretgn. Two days after- 
wards he was clcdcd knight of the garter j and having 
been appointed, On the .12th of June following, one of 
the commillioners for executing the office of lord high 
treafurer, he was alfo Created baron Monk of Pother- 
idte;e, b^<Hi of Beauchamp, both in Devonfliirc ; baroa 
lyes, earl of Torringtoi^ and duke of Albemarle. This 
elevation of the general to the peerage-was fo highly ac- 
ceptable to the reft of that augUll body, that, as loon as it 
was announced to the houfe 1^' the lord chancellor, they 
ordered the lord grca^ chamberlain^ and lord Berkley, to 
wail upon king Charles, to remrn him their thanks for 
the weU- merited honours he had conferred on this illuftiious

The duKc not only very readily undertoolc the charge •, 
bat nobly x>flfered, that if the king thought it would, in 
any degree^ conduce to the benefit of Uie public fervice, 
be would be content to ferve, in a fuboidinate ftation, 
andtr the command of prince Rupert. This, which 
would have been a moH extraordinary inftance of felf- 
denial to an ambitious man, was not permitted ; but the 
prince was joined with him in the command. On the 
a3d of April 1666 1, they took their leave of the king, 
and repairing to the fleet, which failed foon afterward!, 
hoilled the ftandard on board the Royal Charles. 
Intelligence having been foon after received that the 
French fleet was coming up the Channel, in order to effect 
a jun^on with the Dutch, prince Rupert was detached 
with the white fquadron, by orders from the lord high 
admiral/ to intercut them in their palTage. The duke 
of Albemarle was, of courfe, left with the red and blue . 
fquadrons only, which were not mote than fifty-lix Slips : 
"whereaa the Dutch fleet, even by their pwn accounts, 
conHfled of eighty-four. With thele wonderful odds ia 
bis disfavour}, the duke maintained the fl^t for three 
days.

Sny uich heroifm, he did not long continue inactive, 
aving with the utmoft expedition refitted his (hattcred 
Ihips, and being alfo reinforced by fome which had not 
been in th^ late afiion, he put to fea a fecond time on 
the 19th of July-, and on the 25th -gained a mofl fignal 
vlHoTy over the Dutch, under the command of his former 
antagonill De Ruytei> having taken or deftroycd up- 
wards of twenty men of war. The confequence of this 
glorious advantage was confiderably greater than the 
viftory itfelf ; the deftrudlion of the Dutch convoy, con- 
iifting of two men of war and upwards of 150 merchant 
ihips, laying within the iflands Ulie and Schelling. The 

ihe Edslilh, now joioed by priuce Rupert, ire faid to have relircd, 
.leaving lie hind tbcm four men of war, the Bull, the EQei, ihe Clove 
Tree, and ConveiiiDe; making tttelofiof thcEngliOi, in ihe whole, 
amount to fifteen Ihips; and, ai a conclulton, they modeflly add, in 
tbcfe fights the Englith have loll, at lead, twenty-thiec fhipi, bamt 
and taken." We muAbeg leave to rcuiaii, however, thai one of the 
fiiipt faid to have been taken, the Seven Oaket, never eiifled. By 
the Englilh accounts, the loft fuAained i> conRoed to the Royal 
^ioee, the St Paul, and two other bad failing (hips bntnl, the three 
Taft bythexommaniof ihedakcofAtberaariehimrelF.snd theSwifi- 
fuic, the BITex, the Clove Tree, the Convcnine, ihe Bull, theSprcail 
Eagle, ibcLoyilGcorge,and Little Catherine taken, the two' IiA being 
}iirc.d. merchant Ihipa, an ineonfideiablc lofi when compared with tbc ' 
difadvantasc at which the Englifh fought. 

We find further, 10 the Gazette No. 79, " It will not be won- 
Idercd at that the enemy have hitherto,- by all arts poIGble, endea- 
voured to diffemblc their lotfei in the late engagcnient. We at tfaJi 
dillanee have not been able to get an exaft account of them; while 
their own people at home are kept in the daik. But thit week we 
£nd they have, indeed, milGng, fifteen of tbcir fliipi, and twenty one 
captains, ai they are ingenuouffy given b;^ their own commanderi, who, 
furely, are bed able to give ui the ceruinty of it." Thii account hai 
been uniformly credited, and inferied by the moft impartial Eoglifli 
blQoriant. We (hall conclude our remarki on ihil aflion, by addio); 
(he ancorainm palTed by the penfionary De Witt himfelf, as related 
by fir William Temple. *■ Tic Engli^, faid he, got mere gii^ry to 
tiar nation, and tie tniiina'Slf cmraga, of tkdTJcamejt, by Ikeje tngagC' 1 
atHti, than by tkt tmoviBoria of this tuar. The Dutch co\Mnever iave 
ttm traught m, the foUoBdng dayt, afitr the Ufadvastages of the firft^ 
mid, he btlieved, M ttker ualim mat capiMt of it iu ik^ingU/i.

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fleet returning into port about the middle of Auguft, tfie 
duke quitted, with the higheft reputation and eclat, This 
his laft iiAVal command ; and being recalled to London, by 
the king, rendered, in his civil capacity, fuch fervice, 
during the lamentable fire in the begmning of September 
following, as almoft, if it had been pollible, would have 
eclipfed the glory of his military atchievements. In- 
deed he appears, on all occafions, to have been edeemed, 
by the nation, as well as the king, their conflant refuge 
and fupporter in the hour of diitrefs and danger*. 
Campbell reports, that the people faid openly in the 
ftreets, as he pafled. that, if his grace had been there, the 
t'xtj WBuld net have been burnt ; and remarks, that this ex- 
travagant mark of veneration and affeilion for his perfor, 
could arife only from their perfect fatisfafiion in regard 
to what he had performed. When the Dutch, through 
the parflmony of Charles, were enabled to make the molt 
.difgraceful and infulting attack the nation ever under- 
went, and burnt feveral of our ftiipsof war in the Medway, 
during the month of June 1607, the duke was agaui 
called forth as the guardian genius of the ifle, whofe pre- 
fence could calm the terror and defpairofhiscounliymen, 
could iofufe into them a courage which the very unexpedcd 
.mode of their enemy's attacK had funk, and repel, as 
it were by his frown, the further progrefs of the invaders. 
Such, however, was the general conltemation,' that his 
orders were but imperfe£Hy obeyed, or the mifchief oc- 
cafioned by this enterprize would not have extended fo far 
as it did. Butdeprelfed as the fpiritsof the people vrere, 
■)ms noble example kept the men, in fomc degree, to their 
duty, when any other means had been totally unequal to 
the talk. It is reported of him, that when he expofed his 
perfon more than prudence appeared tO' require, at the 
time it was apprehended the Dutch were preparing to 
'land near Chatham, an officer of rank lemonftrated with

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him, in mild terms, on the danger he ran and appeared 
to have too little fenfe of. His anfwer was perfo^ly ex- 
preffivc of that fpirited condufl which he had ever Ihewn. 
" Sir, if I had been afraid ef bullets, I fhouid have quitted 
this trade afafoldier long agi." He had been, on the 24th 
of May preceding this event, appointed iirA commiflioner 
for executing the office of lonl high treafurcr of England*; 
fo that at one time he was general and commander-in- 
chief of the land forces, joint-admiral of the fleett, and 
prime minilter, offices fo heterogeneous to each other, that 
the people would have been led to cenfure the power 
which confided io multifarious a truft to one perfon, had 
they not been convinced his great abilities were perfeflly 
equal to the difcharge of them all, and that nothing but 
the impoflibility of his beingprefent, at one and the fame in- 
ftant, at the treafury, on board the fleet, and at the head 
of his army, prevented his acting alfo, at the fanrie in- 
ftant as a mofl faithful Aeward and able financier, as it 
fldlful and brave naval commander, and an intrepid and 
fuccefsfiil general, to the difchai^ of all which employ- 
ments he appeared To peculiarly adapted, that it were per- 
haps difficult to fay, in which, fingly, he would have 
moll excelled. The vafl and long-continued exertions 
both of mind and boJy, foon after this time, induced a 
mofl rapid and premature decay, which obliged him, in 
great meafure, to retire from public fervice, and baffling 
every afliflance of medicine \, put a period to his exiflence

J ConGdctablc hopes of hij recovery were for Tome time entertiined 
in confequcQce of bi> having employed a Dr. Sermon, a celebrated

very j but ihcfc fgoQ proved dclufTve. ' The oaiiaa wai air>ppointed 
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. on the 3d of January i669*. The charafler of this 
great man having been already fiifEciently difpUyed hy_ 
the narrative of his actions, it becomes unneceiliiry to add 
any thing to that general eulogium which mutt, as it 
were, involuntarily tlow from the tongue, the pen, the 
heart of every perfon who coniemplatcs them. 'ITie pre- 
judice and malevolence of party has, however, on (om« 
particular occafionSi bafely endeavoured to diminiih that 
reputation which envy will ever ufe its utmoll endeavour 
to prevent from falling to the lot of any individual! 
Burnet, in particular, has charged him with having been 
the author of the very unwarrantable execution of tho 
marquis of Argyle, with being the principal advifer of ths 
match with the Infanta of Portugal, and the firft propofcr 
and chief promoter of the fale of Dunkirk. Thefe feve- 
ral charges having already been very futhciently difproved ' 

of its wtlhei, and the doflor of hii fame. Some opinion, however, 
tniy be formed of the high eHitnation in which the duke w» publidjr 
beld, by the following cxtrafl from Kcnnct. " The duke of Albe- 
marle had ibi) fuinmer fatlea into a long and dangerous diOeoipet;

Malice, envy, 
and prejudice may, probably for a fiiort period, dim the 
lullrc of the mo{l brilliant anions; but time operating 
like the wind will blow oiF the flimfy clouds which 
vainly attempted to obfcuie their fplendour. His chi- 
rafler in private life was no lefs worthy than we have 
feen it in his public: as a friend (Incere, as a parent af- 
fectionate: of his condiift as an hufband it will be fuffi- 
cient to fay, (hat the grief occafioned by his death pro- 
duced that of his duchefs alfo*. Ill-treated a<; his me-

higheft credit to royal munificencct. The principal part 
of the nobility, feveral of the offigets of the king's houf- 
hold, and an immenfe train of other perfons of^ths firft 
di(lin£lion in the kingdom, attended, and appeared to vie 
with each other, who Ihoiild, with the moft heartfelt 
forrow, bcftow this laft melancholy honour to the remains 
qf him, whg-when living, 'had been the conilani objcft'

ANDREVV'S, WtI]iam,-.«ommanded tlie Saint Paul 
firefhip in 1666 ; and had no other appointment till the 
year I^JS, when he was made captain of t e Providence. 

ASHBY, Arthur, — fervtd aB lieutenant of the Ciown 
in 1664: in 1666 he was appoini.rd captain of the 
Guinea, a fourth rate, and wu unhappily killed on the 
35th of July following, when pilncc Rupert and ihc duke 
of Albemarle gnined fo decifiveavIAory over the Dutch. 

BAKER, Jacob,— was made comma' der of the Roe 
]^etch in 1666, of the N^'w Kai.h yaiht in 1670, the 
Merlin yacht in 1671, and on. the 5th of September.1677 
of the Portfmouth yacht. 

BALL, Andrew, — was, in 1666, made commander, 
firft of the Hsppy Entrance firtlhip, and afterwards of 
the Aleppine firefhip. In 1668 he was removed into the 
Orange Tree firelhip, and failing foon afterwards to the 
■ - V Stieight^ 
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Streights, under the command of fir Thomas Allen, was 
iinfoTiunaiety drowned. 

BARNES, Butler, — after having been appointed 
commander of the Royal Charles hired (hip of war in 
1666, was, in 1668, made lieutenant of the Victory. 

BATTERS, Chriftopher,— convnaodcd the Jofeph 
£reihip in 1666. 

BELLASYSE, John,— ^was appointed to command 
the Gueldeis de Ruytcr in 1666. After the firft aflion 
with the Dutch he commanded one of the companies 
whkh landed on the ifland of Schelling, and is laid to 
have behaved himfelf, on that fervicc, with the greated 
gallantry ; but nothing farther is known of him. 

BLAKE, John, — was made lieutenant of the Bridol in 
1665 ; in 1666 he was appointed, by prince Rupert and 
the duke of Albemarle, commander of the Helvcrfome ; 
and> in 1668, of the Kent; by commiHion from the duke 
of York. 

BOONE, John, — after having been appointed com* 
mander of the Wild Boar firefliip in 1660, was made 
fecond lieutenant of the Warfpi^t in 1673. 

BONN, John,'— probably toe fame perfon with the 
foregoing, is faid to t)ave commanded the Wild Boat 
firemlp in 1666. 

BRADFORD, Richard^— was made lieutenant of the 
Bear in 1660, of the Advice in 1665, and in the follow* 
ing year commander of the Crown of Malaga. 

BRIDGMAN, Thomas, — was made tietitenentof the 
Briftol, and Refolution, fucceflivcly, in 1664; of the 
$.wiftfure in 1665 ; and, in 1666, was promoted to the 
command of the Gucrnfey. In 1668 he was removed 
into the Speedwell, and fent, together with the ViAory 
frigate*, to Iceland, for the prote^ion of the whale 
fiftiery. In the following year he commanded the Foun- 
tain. At the commencement of the fecond Dutch war 
he was appointed to ttfe Sweepftakes, and in 1673 to the 
Greenwich. This appears to have beoi bis left coiQ* 
mandr . 

BROOKES, John, (ift)-i^was anointed captain of the 
Little Mary in 1666, and met with confiderable fuccefs

failer, and emploved as a cmlling (hip. 

BROOKES, John, (2d] — commanded the Greenwich, 
a fourth rate of fifty four guns, in 1666 ; iii this (hip he 
was prefent at both the engagements which took plac<^ 
with the Dutch in that yeai, nis beinc the leading Ihip 
of the rear-admiral of the red's divif ton. In i6-]2 he 
was promoted to the Mary, a fourth rate ; and either died 
or retired from the fcrvice foon afterwards. 

BROWNE, Henry,— commanded the Richard fire(hip- 
in 1666. He was put under the orders of fir R, Holmes 
in the month of Augud, when he was detached to attack 
the Dutch fleet within the iliands of U)ie and Schelling; 
Captain Brown rendered himfelf very confpicucuia on this 
occafion by burning the largeit of two men of war which 
were (lalioned there to guard the merchant (hips. This, 
which was the mod difficult and dangerous ejLploit in the 
whole expedition, he very bravely and fuccefsfuJiy effefled; 
and as fuch conduft could not have failed to nave pro- 
cured'him that promotion he fo jullly merited, we aie na- 
turally led to conclude he died foon afterwards, as we hare^ 
be^n able to obtain no farther intelligence concerning 
him. 

BUSTQW, William, — was made lieutenant of ih« 
Unicorn in 1664, and commander of the Young Prince 
firelhip.in 1666, In the following year he was pro- 
moted to the Francis frigate,. and fcnt to the Mediterra- 
nein, in the month of Ottober 1668, being ordered by 
fir Thomas AUen, with captain, afterwards fir Richard,. 
Rooth, in the Garland, to block: up the port of Sallce. 
They had the good fortune to give a very dccifive check 
to the depredations of thofe pirates, by the capture or de- 
(Iruftion of fpur of their principal corfairs". After he 
quitted the command. of this frigate he was not again 
employed till the year 1673, when he was made captain 
of the Mary yacht. In this velTel he was unfortunately 
loft on the zsih of March 1675-1'.

FriezUiid by the joint admirals, prince Rupert md the 
duke of Albemarle, in 1666. He was one of the cap- 
tains Tvho commanded the fucccfsful attack on the iflands 
of Ulie and Schelling, under fir Robert Holmes. We 
hear nothing further of him till the year 1672, when he 
was made captain of the Mary and Martha. 

CARTERET, Benjamin, — was made lieutenant of 
the Leopard in 1662, and of (he Jerfey in 166^. In the 
following year he was made commander of the PearL 
On the 19th of February 1666-7, being at that time con- 
voy to a fleet of colliers bound from Newcaftle to London, 
he fell in with a Dufch man of war of fifty guns and 
three hundred men ; the Pearl being a fmall frigate car- 
rying only twenty-fix guns. The aflion between them 
cotnmenced about eleven in the morning, and continued, 
without interruption, feveral hours ; there being fo 
dead a calm that the Little Vi^oty frigate, who was alfo 
<>f tiip convoy, could not come to her affiance. A breeze 
rpringing up when night approached, and affording the 
Viilory an opportunity of^ luccouring her confbrt, the 
Dutch fhip, though ftill fuperior in force, made all the 
fail he could'to get off, after having loH a number of his 
men, and received confiderable damage in his h'nll. Our 
jhips continued the chace for a fliort time : but the Pearl 
berfeif beingagood dealdifabled, captain Carteret thought 
it mo/t prudent to quit her, and return to his charge. 
Nothing farther appears relative to this ofticer, who Teems 
to have aSed, on tht! occafion, with the greateft braVery 
and prudence, till the year 1671, when he was made 
lieutenant of the Crorwn. In the following year he vras

Triumph. He was difcharged from this Oiip foon aftcr-f 
-wards by command of the duke of York, at that time loni 
high adr^iiral, but on what particular account, or acci^ 
tion, does not appear. 

CHANT, William, — was made firft lieutenant of the 
Warfpight in 1666; he foon afterwards was removed into 
Uie Royal Charles; and in the fame year was promoted, 
by prince Rupert and the duke of AibemarlC) to the 
command of the George hired fiiip of war. No Wittier 
particulars relative to him arc known. 

CLAPP, Thomas,— commanded the Little Lyoafire- 
fltip in 1666. 

CLARK, Henry,— was made lieutenant of the Young 
Prince in 1661, of the Hanpfhirc in 1665, and the Henry 
ia 1666 : he was prefently afterwards made commander 
et the John and Thomas. I n the year 1 669 he was pro>- 
moted to the commMid of the Holmes frigate and feat to 
ibe StreightG. On diis ftation he was very a£Uve, and 
fincularly fortunate, aesinft the corfairs belooging to 
Salke. In the month of July 1670, he drove two of their 
veflelson Ihore, but the fliallowneis of the water prevented 
lis c9e(f^ing their total demolition. In a few days after 
this exploit he drove a third into the enemy's port : he 
imrfiied her with the greateft ea^rnefs even under the 
gttna of their caftle ; but the corfur, by towing with his 
boats a-head, unfortunately got over the bar before the 
Holmes could clofe with him. He then put to Cadiz to 
xeftt and repair fome damage he hr.d received fr«m the 
fire of the caltle and batteries. This being accomplifhed 
be put to fea again ; and on the 5th of 0£lober following 
got fight of two fail oiF Sallee, one of which was a cor- 
lair of confiderable force, the othern prize fhe had taken. 
He immediately attacked the fhip of war ; but (he efcap- 
ing over the bar in confeqiience of a change of the wind, 
he bore up for the other velTcl, vifhich he foon drove on 
{hore and defiroyed. On the 14th of the fame month, 
fiill continuing his cruife in thelameflalion, he wasfor- 
ninate enough to intercept the admiral and vice-admiral 
of the Salletme pirates, together with a prize they were 
condudling home. He brought them to aflion at eight 
p'clock in the morning 1 it continued, without intcrmif- 
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flon, till fix at night ; during all which time, nqtwith- 
fianding he made feveral atwmptf for that purpofc, h« 
couW not fiiccccd in boarding either of them : at length, 
when the evening was far advanced, the Tice-admiral 
Ending no poITibilUy of ^fcye. run a-{hore, tc^ther with 
her prrae, and overfet. The admiral came to an anchor 
as near the ftore a».he poflibly could, without immedi- 
ate danger of ftriking. Thither captain Clark, not to be 
deterred by a trivial rilk from his purfuit, followed, and, 
by a biilk cannonade, drove him from his anchorage ; 
but the night being ciofed, captain Clark thought it not 
prudent to purfue him farther, more cfpecially as, ia this 
long and partially fiiccefsful conteft, he had conAimed all 
his ammunition except three immds. He had in this 
action two men killed and ten wounded; a confiderable 
lofs when we refledl on tl'e fize of his Veffel, which was 
fcarccly larger than a fmali floop of war of the prefeM 
day- He would not, however, totally defift while (here 
remained a pofllbiliiy of injuring the enemy, for he, 
next day, boarded the prize he had driven on fliorc, and 
which he found abandoned by the Moors. He removed 
whatever was valuable and left her to her fate, as he found 
file had bulged. Returning from the Streights he was 
temoved, in 1672, into the Nightingale, and fern to New- 
foundland, where he had no other opportunity of tUftin- 
guilhing himfelf, than in taking a fmall Dutch privateer 
which infefted that ftation. On his paffegc back to 
Europe, in company with the Adventure, he fell in with 
two Dutch privateers, one of which, carrying one hun- 
dred and fifty men, he captured, together with a French 
merchant-ibip, her prize; and being ordered upon the 
Irifli Ibuion immediately afterwards, took two otner pri- 
vateers, which had done confiderable mifchief. He was 
fbon afterwards promoted to the Yarmouth, a fourth rate, 
but did not coramai»d her long, for in the following year 
we find him again promoted, by prince Rupert, to the 
York, a third rate. 

COLEMAN, William.— It is fomcwhat Angular that 
this gentleman it called, by all hiftorians, (who, notwith- 
Ifandtng the iiiirnomer, have uniformly recorded his 
gallantry,) Coyte, or Coitte. What can have occa- 
Soned this mifbke we will not pretend to fay. He was 
appoint- 
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sppointed fecond licntcmnt of the fovereign in 1665, tntf 
yery toon afterwards was promoted to be firft licjitenant 
«rf the Mary. In 1666 he was ftill farther promoted to 
ihe command of the Guinea^ a fourth rate, and fent to 
^Iboar where he foon diftinguiftied himrdf by a OfiguUr 
piece of gallantry, , molt highly and defcrvedly laqked 
imong thofe a^ts of bravery which have in all ages ex-: 
cited the- attention, as well of the poet as the hiltoriah. 
Duiing (he time he lay in the TaguSy the «aptain of z 
French man of war, of much fuperior force, which was 
there aifo, frcqoentTy, and in very loud terms, boafted he 
would, follow the EngliOi frigate whenever Ihe left tlw 
liarbouf, and make prize of her. This coming to the 
ears of captain Coleman, he, UQwilling to deprive the 
Frenchman of the opportunity of making his fortune, or 
even to deliy his happtnefs, gave him notice he would the 
next day put to Tea. The people, who were acquainted 
I>oth with the challenge and Ihe acc.ptance of it, were on 
the tiptoe of expe£tation ; and fo far did they enter into 
■the fpirit of this extraordinary conteft, that coniiderable 
fums were wagered upon the event. On the following 
day captain Coleman, true to his engagement, put to fca ; 
but the French commander, having ilcpt upon his chal- 
lenge, did not think proper to comply wjth it. Captain 
Coleman, willing to give his adver fa ry every poflibte op- 
portunity of redeeming that credit, ihd fiift breach of his 
appointment had molt certainty !c{), continaed to (land 
on and on, in light of the harbour, for three d^ys ; ia 
Tain!, the Frenchman, neither folicitoiis for his own 
JhonouE or the money of the friends, who had backed hiu), 
¥ery contentedly continued in port, rather than attempt 
to put thofe threats in execution which he had wantonljt 
and ralhly advanced. Captain Coleman, wearied with 
this fruitlefs expedlation, returned into the Tagiis, from 
whence, having taken a fleet of homeward-bound mer- 
chant /hips under his protection, he immediately fet fail 
for England! As fome more fubitantial, though, perhaps, 
not more fatisftflory reward than public applaufe, he 
captured two valuable prizes of between four and five 
hundred tons burthen each. He exhibited on this occa- 
Con an extraordinary inltance of public fpirit, by imme- 
diatciy burning his prixes, being unwilling to difable hi* 

own 
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ewn fliip from farther fervice by manning ihem, and 
hoping) on his paflage home, to meet wiih foms more 
confiderable enemy. Almoft immediately on his return 
he was appointed, by prince Rupert and the duke of Al- 
bemarle, to command the Hampfhire, ]n this Ihip he 
fcrved as one of the feconds to the rear-admiral of the 
white •, at the memorable defeat given to the Dutch in 
the month of July following. When the rupture witJt 
France was expe^ed, in the year 1668, he was appointed 
lo the Centurion, from which thip he was, early in the 
enfuing fpring, removed into the princefs. Inthcmanth 
of June he experienced a fccond removal, into the Portf^ 
mouth, one of the fleet Tent to the Sireigbis, under ihc 
command of fir Thomas Allen. At ihe commencement 
of the fecond Dutch war he was made commander of the 
Gloucefter, and in the month of May fent commodore of 
a fquadron, confifling of ten fmall Qiips of the line, xnd 
frigates, to reconnoitre and watch the motions of the 
Dutch fleet. The enemy putting to fea in confideiablc 
force, and detaching no lefs than thirty of their largeft 
fliips in piirfuit of captain Coleman and his little fleet, he- 
Was compelled to retreat, which he did in excellent order^ 
fighting as he retired, till he reached Sheentefs, where the 
Dutch finding the reception loo warm for their cold 
conllitutions, put about and rejoined their fleet. la 
1673 captain Coleman was appointed, by prince Rupert, 
to the Edgar, which Ihlp was, at the conclufion of the 
War, put out of commilTion. On the 26[h of March 
1678, he was re-appointed to the fame fiiip, by king 
Charles the Second, On the 2d of December 1679 he 
was removed, by the commiffioners for executing the 
office of lord high admiral, into the James galley. This 
is the latefl account we have been able to obtain of this 
Tei7 gallant officer. 

COLT, George, — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Guinea in 1663, and of the Newcaftle in 1665. In 
1666 he was promoted to the Richard and Martha armed 
ilip of war; from which ftiip he was, in the following 
year, removed into the Jacob hrcfliip. He had no farther 
appointment till the year 1673, when he was made cap- 

• Uibtr, 
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tain of the Vulture. He quitted this veflel in the enfnin^ 
year for the Hunter (loop, and was nnfortunalcly 
drowned foon afterwards ; mil we have not been able to 
eotlcd the particular circumftances attending this acd* 
dent. 

COURTNAY, Francif!,— was made commander of a 
prize taken from the Dutch, called the Guelder de Ruyter, 
tn 1666. In 1667 he was removed into the Happy 
■Return ; in the following year into the Sweepftakes ; and 
in 1669 into the Guardland. He was in this year fent 
to the Streights, under the orders of fir, Thomas Allen; 
and was not called into firvice, after his return from 
thence, till the yrar 1672, when he was appointed to the 
Dunkirk. In thi$ fhip he bravely fell, on the nth of 
Augud 167^, in the anion with which the fecond Dutch 
war concluded. 

CROW, Thomas, — commanded the Henrietta yacht 
in 1666, and the Martin yacht in 1671. 

DARE, Jcffcry, — was appointed to command the 
Houfc de Switen in 1666; but did not long enjoy that 
honour, being one of the cotmnanders unfortunately 
killed in the long action between the duke of Albemarle 
and the Dutch, m the month of June in the fame year. 

DAY, John, — was appointed lieutenant of the Royal 
Catherine in 1663, and commander of the Baltimore in 
1666. 

DIGBY, Francis, — ^was the fecond fon of George, 
fecond earl of Brlflol. He was appointed lieutenant of 
the Royal Charles in 1666, and promoted to the com- 
mand of the Jerfey in the fame year. On the 15th of 
September he drove on fiiore, upon their own coait, and 
burnt, four large French veflels, one of them a frigate of 
tjiirty guns. In the following year he was removal into 
the Greenwich •, and in 1668 into the Montague. The 
high eftimation in which he was held, as well in refped 
to bravery as prudence, procured him, on the firft rumour 
of a fecond war with Holland, the -command of the 
Henry, a fecond rate of feventy-lwo guns. His conduS 
was every way confonant to the noblcnefs of his birth, f(W

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-being one of the feconds to the trave and unfortunate 
«arl of Sandwich, he, like his wortHy commander, 
periftied *, after having given proo fs of intrepidity almoft 
innumerable, any one of which vrould fmgly have beea 
fufficienl to have eftabliflienl the charader of an hero. 
His body was depofited in the vault of his mother'st fa- 
mily, at Cheneys in Buckinghamshire, in an open coSia, 
and is yet entire, except the. lofs of fome teeth and toe- 
nails, which have been ftolcn. 

ELLIOT, John,— was made, in the year 1666, com- 
inander, firft of the Tulip,, and ^terwards of the Fox, 
both firefhips. In the following* year he was removed, 
into the Robert, alfo a firefbip. From the time he quitted 
thecommandof ihisfhipj, which was foon afterwards, he 
was not employed till the ift of ^February 1677-8, whea 
he was appointed, by king Charh^, to be captain of the 
Callle firefhip. He was (oon afterwards difcharged from 
the (ervice in confequence of tire fentence of a court- 
marlial, held upon him by order of fir John Narborough, 
under whofe command he at that time was, in the Medi- 
terranean. For what particular offence does not appear. 

EWERS, Philip, — commandi;d the Maryland Mer- 
chant in i6'56. 

FOULE.'S, Thomas, — was made, by the joint com- 
manders-in-chief, prince Rupert and the duke of Albe- 
marle, lieutenant of the Golden Phcenix in 1666; and 
before the conclufion of that year was appointed to com- 
mand the fime (hip. Early in the following yearhe was 
removed into the Wood Merchant, and was foon after- 
wards pron loted, by the duke of York, to the Revenge. 
In- 1608 hi; commanded the Roe Ketch, and the Rum-

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jiey's prize in 1669. He was not again removed till tfife 
year 1671, when he was made captain of the Holmes. In 
1672 hecommanded theDiamondrinthisniiphemetwiih 
the firft opportunity of (ignalifing himfelf thai had ever yet 
offered itfejf to him: this was in the adlion between the 
fquadron under the coinmand of fir Robert Holmes and the 
Dutch Smyrna fleet. He was foon afterwards promoted 
to the Anne, a third tate fif fifty-fix guns. In 1673 he 
Vfis fuccelTively appointed to the Afllliance, the Princefs* 
and the Lyon. His removal from one (hip to the other 
mull have been remarkably rapid, as he was killed in the 
command of the latter on the 2Sth of May in the fame 
year, after having very bravely dillingutlhed himfelf in 
the «arly part of the aftion between the Engliih fleet, , 
under prince Rupert, and that of the Dutch under De 
Ruyter and Van Tromp. 

FREEMAN, John, — After having ferved as lieutenant 
of the Dreadnought in 1664, was appointed commander 
of the Orange Tree prize in. 1666. 

GARRIS, William, — is to be dillinguiflied by a very 
particular anecdote. He was appointed, in the year 
1666, to be captain of the Fanfan, a yacht built put- 
pofely, as it is faid, for the ufe of prince Rupert. Cap- 
tain Garris, being employed as one of the attendants on 
the fleet, was fent,, by prince Rupert, to cannonade De 
Ruyter, after he was defeated on the 25th of July, and was 
retiring into water too (hallowfor the '^er Jhips to purfue 
him with any regard to prudence. The following ex-- 
tra£l is taken from the account of the a^ion published by 
authoriiy. " The Fanfan, a floop lately millt at Har- 
wich for prince Rupert, made up with her oars to De 
Ruyter, and bringing her two little guns to one fide, con^ 
. tinned, for near an hour, plying broadfide and broadfidcy 
to (he great laughter of our men, and indignation of the 
Dutch, to fee their admiral fo ftoutly chaced ; who ftifl 
' Ihooting his ftern guns, in the end gave her two or three 
dot between wind and waier, with which (he retired." 
This tranfa^ion has been much cenfured, by fome hilto^ 
rians, as an unwarrantable infult, offered by prince Ru-' 
pert, to a vanquiihed enemy, while others, lefs violent 
in their animofities, have treated it Hither as a warlike 
witiicifm. Ectwecn fuch a contrariety of ofiutoa it ii 
3 no* 
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oot our bufinefs to interfere, nor does the conduit of the 
prince, be it held in whatever light it may, at all relate to 
that of captain Garris who a£led under his orders, and who 
is at leall entitled to the charai^er of 3 brave man, for 
having, at fo great a pcrfonal hazard, carried the orders 
of Jiis commander-in-chief fo ftriflly into execution. 
We are ignfirant whether he died foon afterwards, or re- 
tired from [&i vice ; but we find no further n:icntion made 
of him. 

GILBY^ Robert, — was made lieutenant of the 
Kent in 1664, and in 1666 was promoted to the command 
' of the Guelder de Ruyter. In 1668 he again ferved as a 
lieutenant on board the Watfpight. 

GILL, John, — was commander of the Daniel firefllip 
in 1666, 

GILLINS, Of CURLING, Thomas,— was appointed 
captain of the Barbadoes Merchant fireOiip in 1066, and 
Was re-commiflioned to the fame (hip in (667. 

GOODHEART, Abraham,— commanded the Hope- 
ful Adventure firefhip in r666 ; and, in confequence of 
his meritorious fervice, in the firft aftion between the 
duke of Albemarle and the Dutch in that year, was pro- 
moted to the Forefight by prince Rupert. In 167a he 
Was appointed to the Marygold firefljip. 

GREEN, Levy, — was lieutenant of the Maryland 
Merchant, and Delft Prize, fucceflively, in 1665 ; in the 
following year he was promoted to the coinmand, firfi of 
the John and Thomas, and afterwards of the Unicorn, 
from the end of the firft Dutch war, to the year 1671, 
he does not appear to have held any commJUion. He was 
then appointed captain of the Diamond, and in 1672 was 
tcDnoved into the Gi'eenwich •- From this Oiip, aS well 
las from the fervice, he Was foon afterwards difcnarged by 
the fentence of a court-martial j but for what particular 
offence does not appears 

GUNMAN, Chriftopher, — was made couitnander of 
ithe Orange-Tree fireflup in 1666; arid being on the 
Cuernfey ftation, fignalifed himfelf exceedingly by the 
capture of a French Eafl India Ihipt ; and ftill more on

HADDOCK, Sir Richard,— was the worthy defccnd- 
ant of an E(it;x family of fome centuries Qanding. The 
Haddocks livd at Leigh in that county, and were proba- 
bly at the head of the mariners in that little town, m the 
church of which are fome vt-ry ancient monumental brafi 
plates repr^fi-ntiag thera in tlrellis, which evidently Ihew 
they were of foine rank in their circnmfcribed fociety. 
The grandfather of fir Richard was alfo Richard ; he was 
refident at Leigh ; was a fL-ainan ; and received, in 1652, 
a reward of forty pounds from parliament for his public 
fervices, mnft probably performed in fome merchant Ihip 
hired by government. William, his fon, feems to have 
been the lirft who flcpped out of the common purfuits of 
his family; he became captain of a trading veffel to 
Spain, and was afterwards appoinied to, the command 
of the America • on the 14th day of March 1650. 
In the early part of his life he rcfided at Deptford; 
but having realized an independency, retired to his 
narive fpot, and pirrchafed lands there. Sir Richard, 
his fon, is faid to have c )mmardcd the Dragon in the 
year 1660 ; but this muft have been previous to the revo- 
lution, as the firii tf^f/o/ information we find of his hold- 
ing a naval command, is in the year 1666, when he was 
appointed by the j('ii;t commanders-in-chief, prince Rupert 
and the duke of Albemarle, .captain of the Portland. H« 
foon afier commanded one of t!'e companies at tlie attack

time fram the fervicc at the conclufion of the firft Dutch 
war, held no command till the commencement of the 
feoond, when he was made captain of the Roya! James, 
the Jhip*Ti board which the brav? and imformnate earl of 
Sandwich hoirted his flag as admiral of the blue fquadron. 
The fate of this fhip on the 28th of May following *, as 
well as the event of the adtion, have bten already given. 
Captain Haddock, though wounded in the foot, was almoft 
the only officer who furvived the deitruflion of the fliip. 
Lediard aflerts, that when the flames had fo far prevaikd 
as to render the lofs of her inevitable, fir Richard went into 
the cabin + to the earl of Sandwich , whom he endeavoured, 
with the greateft earneftnefs, to perfuade to quit her^ ; but 
findinghe could neither benefit his country or fave thelifeof 
his admiral, prudently quitted one element to commit him- 
fejf to another fomewhat lefs violent §, He was foon after 
taken up by a boat, and put on board oneof the Engiilh (hips 
of v/iT without farther injury. On his return to England 
he was appointed to the Lyon ; but no aflion took place 
between the two fleets. Early in the following fpring 
he was chofen by prince Rupert, who held him in the 
higheft efteem, to command the Royal Charles, the (hip 
he had himfelf pitched iipoti, to hoi(t his Rag on board of. 
This (hip received fo much damage in the aftjon, which 
took place with the Dutch on the agih of May 1673, 
that the prince was obliged to remove into the Sovereign ; 
and as a proof of the high eftjmation in which he held cap- 
tain Haddock, caiifed him to accompany him. His gai-

a few days afterwards, feconded by the efteem and friend- 
ftiip of ihe prince, under whom he ferved, procured him- 
fo be appointed, on the 9th of July foJIowing, commif- 
fioner or the navy : he continued to hbid this flation, 
through feveral commiflions, to the time ol" the revo- 
lution. On the 3d of July 1675, the king being 
then on an excurlion to PortfmOuth, conferred on him 
life honour of knighthood: but he had no further promo- 
tion in the line of aflive fervice till the I ft of June 1682, 
when he was made commander of the Duke *. in the 
folfowing year he was appoiWctWirft comfnillioncr of the 
vi^ualling office^ an cmplovtitent he continued to hold 
till the year 1690. &icn was his known integrity, that 
although he had continually diftinguilhed himfelf as an 
avowed enemy to every fyftem or fchetne,' militating in-" 
thefmatleft dej^ree^gainft proteftantifm, he was, neverr 
thelefs, always efteetned as a perfon high in favour 
with king James. No greater proof need be adduced in 
evidence of a man's honour than the favour of fo greaf 
a perfonagc, when known to differ from him- fo widely, 
Iwth in his political as well as religious opinion. Soon 
after-the accelfmn of king James, fir Richard was chbfen 
fCpffefenWitive in parliament for Shor^am. As his em- 
ployment was mtfreJy of a civil nature, if it was not ia- 
his power actively to promote the revolution, he certainly 
aided it, as far as wirficsand the moft hearty zeal for its 
fuccefs could eKtend, After the acceJIion of king Wil- 
fiam, he was ^pointed t comptroller of the navy J, an 
office he held without intermiflion till the year 1714.. 
After thebattlc off Beachy Head, and the cdiifet^ucnt re-

i'oint commander-in-chief of the fleet with admiral Kil- 
egrew and fir John Afhby. Haddock and Afhby were 
joined, on the 29th of Augutl, by admiral Killegrew 
with the fi^iiadron under his commBnd, which had newly 
arrived from the Sireights, and had been confined at 
Plymouth, while the French fleet continued In the 
Channel. Their forces, when united) confifted of 
forty-three fhips exclufive of the Dutch : and as foon as 
they Vrere vi£lualled, and had taken on board the earl of 
Marlborough and five thoufand land forces, failed for 
Ireland, having previoufly fent their hril andfecond rates to 
Chatham. "The admirals were then obliged to remove 
their flag into the Kent, a third rale. The fleet arrived 
ofFCork on the 2ill6f September j and after fome littlecon- 
txfl with a fmall battery ereifled by the Irifh at the entraoce 
of the harbour, from which, however, they were foon 
driven, the earl of Marlborough and all his troops were 
landed in perfe^ fafcty on the 23d, through the afliHance 
rendered by the fleet. The fiegc of Cork was terminated 
by its furrender on the 29th: and the feafon being loo far 
advanced to fearany attempt from the enemy's fleet, or lo 
truf), with prudence, any longer fo many fliips on fo 
dangerous a flation, the admirals were ordered to return, 
leaving behind them a fmall fquadron, under the duke of 
Grafton, to aflift in the future operations of the army. 
The fleet accordingly arrived in the Downs on the 8th of 
Odober ; the fervice having been performed in as little 
time, confidering the fsafon of the year, as the voyage 
Itfeti ufually requires. On the return of the fleet into 
portjfor the winter, the commiffionersrefigning their com- 
mand, which ihey had executed both fafely and honeftly, 
if not glorioufly, were fucceeded by admiral Ruflel. Sir 
Richard, from this time, went no more to fea ; but hav- 
ing paired many years in a very honourable retirement, died 
in the month of January 1714-15, in the 85th year of his 
«gc. 

HAMMOND, William, — having ferved as lieutenant

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St. Andrew in 166+, was, on the a6th of March 1666^ 
tnade commander of the ColcheSer. In the beginning 
of the month of July he was promoted, by pHnce Rupert 
and the duke of Albemarle, to be captain of the £onad- 
Tcnture : he Toon afterwards commanded, with Gonfider^ 
able reputation lo himfelf, one of the company's of fet-< 
men which attacked the idands of Ulie and Schelling. 

HAMMOND, Thomas, — ^was made captain of tha 
Drake in 1666. 

HARRIS, Jofeph, — commanded the Lizard and tha 
Wild Boar, both Brefhips, in 1666. He does not appear 
to have had any further appointment till the year 1671, 
when he was made lieutenant of the Diamond, one of tha 
ii^uadron which attacked and defeated the Dutch Smyrna 
convoy. His condn^ on this occafion procured him to 
be promote', very fi>on aftervrards, totheAnn and Judith 
firelhip ; from which he was very quickly removed 
into ihe Emfworth floop. In 1673 he was appointed 
capiain of the Nightingale; and being fent, by prince 
Rupert, in company with the Crown, to watch the mo- 
tions of the Dutch fleet, or their return from the coaft of 
Zealand, they fell in with three Dutch frieates to the 
caflward of the Galloper, about three o'clock in the 
morning of the 8th of June. The Dutch Ihips, the 
Lif^eA of which mounted forty-four gims*, the two others 
thirty guns each, had the advantage of the weather gage. 
About five o'clock the a£lion commenced, and continued 
with great fpirit on both fides for three hours, when the 
Du'ch finding the conteft evidently to their difadvantage, 
thought proper to hawl their wind and make for their 
own coall, which they were fortunate enough to reach* 
notwithllanding the Englilh Ihips purfued them forfeven 
hours with all the fail they could make. Captain Harris 
was, on his reiurn, piomoted to Ihe Conftant Warwick, 
a fourth rate, which he continued to command till the 23d 
of April 1675, when he was removed into the Qiiakec 
Ketch. He did not long continue to command this

HARRIS, Leonard, — was appointed commander of 
the Dolphin iircOiip in 1666. l<rom this lliip he was, 
in 1668', removed into the Little Vi^ry, which was alfo 
fitted as a firefhip. He proceeded in the month of July 
1669 to the M€diterrdnean, under the orders of fir 
Thomas Allen. When this commander was in the fol- 
lowing year fupeiceded by fir Edward Sprrigge, the Little 
ViiSory was one of the ihips ordered to remain under the" 
command of the latter. On the 14th of December, being 
on a ciui& in company with his admiral, who had hi& 
flagon board the Rtvenge, they fell in with two-Algerinc 
corfairsofTCape Firmenteer'f : owing to fontioued calms 
the RevcDge, as being a heavy fhip, was, fof a long time, 
prevented from {^tting up with then. During this in- 
terval^ captain Harris, who had received a reinforcement 
«i one hundred men, and a tiipply o^ ammunition, from 
the Revenge; having it alfo in his powct, frotn the infe- 
cior fize of his vefTcl, to make ufe cuf oars ^nd place her to 
Ac beft advantage, continually harraired one of the 
eorfaiis^, andby that means fo impi.ded her tlight, that lh« 
Revenge at Jatt came up with, and captured her. It is a

Captain 
Harris continued to command the litde Ihip in which he 
had already gained Co much honour. At the attack of the 
feven Algerine Ihips in Bugia Bay, in the month of May 
1671, fir Edward Spraggc was unfonunate enough, in 
the beginning of the attack, to lofe, through inifmanage- 
jnent of the commander of one, and the gunner of the 
other, two of the fireftiips that were with him, and which 
were, from their fmall draught of water, beft calculated 
for that fervice. His laft refurt was the Little Viftory, 
which performed every thing his moft fanguine expeita- 
tions could have induced him to Hope for. Bur even 
here, as if ill-fortune was ftill determined to purfuc thft 
profeciition of the attack, captain Harris was very dan» 
geroufly woun-'td, while his fliip was going through the 
palFage cut in the boom, conftruaed by the Algerines for 
the better fecurity of their fleet •. ■ On his r-covery he 
was appointed to the Caftle fifelhip; and returning to 
pngland in 16731 was promoted, by prince Rupertt, to 
the command of the St. George, a fccond rate. He waS, 
in the courTe of the fame year, reoioved, firft into the 
Gucrnfey, and, on the 22d of November, into the Succeft. 
On the I2th of April 1678, hd'was appointed, by king 
Charles the Second, to command the Madingbird hired

HOLDEN, William,— was, in 1666, rppointed 
captain of the Cygnetr, and foon afterwards was removed 
into the London hired fliip of war. In 1667 he com- 
manded the Chatham galliot; in 1668 t-e fervcd as tieu.. 
tenant of iht Old j^mts ; in 1669 of the Centurion ; and, 
on ihe commencLtiicnt of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, 
was appointed firft lieutenant of ihe Charles. He was in 
ihe courfe of the fame year appointed fecond captain of 
the fame ll; ip *, and in 1 673 ierved on board the London 
in the fame capacity. After the conclufion of the war 
captain Holden had no other command till the 22d of 
April 1675, when he was made captain of the AfTurance; 
from which (hip he was, five days j" afterwards, removed 
into the Alfitlance. On the 12th of April 1^78 he was 
appointed commander of the Unicorn ; and on tbe jcth 
of November following of the Advice, a guardlliip at 
Fonfmouih.

mainder of the fummer, and for the more complete re- 
elhblilhment of his health, he neverthelefs repaired, 
with the earlieft hafte, to his new appointment; and con- 
tributed, as well by his example as by his exertions, to the 
victory gained over the Dutch on the 25th of July fol- 
lowing. In 1667 he was appointed to command the 
Cambridge ; but peace being concluded at Breda very fooo 
afterwards, fir FretcheviUe • appears to have retired from 
fervice for a confiderable time. At the conunencement 
of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, he was again appointed 
to the Cambridge; andislliled in the account of the afiion 
with the Smyrna fleet, rear-admiral of the fquadron com- 
manded by (ir Robert Holmes. To confer temporaT]^ 
ranks uf this nature has long been in difufe ; but no prac- 
tice was more frequent during the reign of Charles the. 
Second. Ill fortune lltll purfuing him, if the term majr 
be allowed when applied to a man who nobly periQies in 

• The fimily of Hollii were ancicnily featcd in WarwickMre. 
The firft perfbn noticed by hinorians wai John de Hollis, who lived 
during ibe reign of Edward the Third ; from him was lineally dc 
fcended fir Williain Hallis, knight, lord mayor of London in the 
thirty-fccond year uf king Heniyibe Eighth.

ly it with the higheft veneration and honour ; he fell irf 
the battte of Soleba^ lamented by all, as well on account 
of his liiBnifold virtues, as his premature death*. Thtf 
Siodelly of his fucceifor was n<f lefs tonfpicfious than bis 
•wnhad been; for in the regifterof his funeral'^rtTferved 
mthetitwary of the heralds college, inflead of enumerating 
thofe many noble qualities, which it were the higheft a£l 
otinjuftice to deny, as inherent in him; ft fimplyilatesthe 
Biode and time of his death, with a few other particulars 
lelative to his noble defccnt, while it appears totally td 
lave forgotten thofe honours acquired by his condufl> 
vhich all other perfons and records have fo juflly allowed 
kim. 

HOWES, or HOW, William^— Was, in 1666, ap^ 

rainted commander of the Virgin firefhip, but appears td 
ave received this truft fatally for himfelfj and difgrace- 
fuljy to his country, ferving as a foil to thofe brave co- 
temporaries whofe intrepidity appeared foconfpicuous in 
tile hour of danger and difgrace, when the Dutch fleet 
entered the river Thames in the year 1667. The fire- 
fliip he commandid was one of thofe attached to fir Jo- 
feph Jordan's fquadron ; and his mifcondudl at that timd 
having been fufficienilv proved, he was, in confetjuenciJ 
©f the fenlence of a court-martial held upon him ton the 
4th of November in the fame year, ftiot, on the iSlh of 
that month, on board the ViiSory prize, then laying off 
Deptford. 

HUMBLE, Wiiliam,— -was appointed captain of the . 
Saint Jacob fireOiip, and was almoll immediately after- 
wards removed into the Profperoiis firefliip : he was re- 
appointed to the fame (hip iti the following year. We 
have no farther account of him till the commencement of 
the fecond Dutch war in 1672, when he was appointed 
to another fireOiip, called the Ann and Chrillopher. Ho- 
does not appear to have ever had any oiher command. 

HUTTON, John, — is known only at having com- 
manded, the Vine ketch in 1666.

JAMES, 
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jAMESi Richard, — ferved as an officer in the navy at 
the time of ihe reftoration ; foon after which he was ap- 
pointed lieutenant of the Plymomh. In 1664 he was 
Oiade lieutenant, firft of the Happy Return, and fccondly 
of the Centwrion. In 1666 he fervcd in the fame (lation 
on board the Dover ; and was, immediately after the long 
action between the duke of Albemarle and the Dutch, 
promoted to the command 'of the Providence hired (hip 
©f war. We find nothing farther relative to him till the 

Sar 1672, when, on the commencement of the fecond 
utch war, he was appointed captain of the Unicorn. 
He was removed in the following year into the Forefight. 
And, laftly, on the 4th of April 1677, was appointed, by 
king Charles, commander of the Portland. 

JENNIFER, James,— was appointed lieutenant of the 
Dovei in t664, and was promoted to the command of 
the Seven Oakes in 1666. In 1671 he was made cap- 
tain of the Sandadoes " ; and on the 2d of December 
1674, was re-appointed to the fame vefTel. He conti- 
nued to command her feveral years ; for on the iSth of 
April T677, we find him as captain of the Sandadoes, 
Capturing a fmall privateer fitted out from Oftend, called 
the St. Mary. We have not been able to learn any thing 
farther concerning him. 

JOHNSON, John, — having been appointed, in 1665, 
lieutenant of the Black Eagle, was, in the following year, 
made commander of the Charles fircfhip. He was not 
commifliotied to any other (hip till the year 1672, when 
he was appointed to the Orange-Tree (alfo a fire(hip) by 
prince Rupert. The time of his death, &c, is unknown. 

I-AMMING, Thomas,— has, through a very fingular 
and gallant exploit, acquired a fame in the page of hillory 
*hich, if fuch an afFeflion of the mind was not incom- 
patible with the gharafter of a brave man, might be en- 
Vied alihoft by all, inafmuch as it could, in the ordinary 
courfe of events, be equalled only by a few. The firlt

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intelligetice wc mtet with relative to him is, that, in the 
year 1664, he was appointed J'uultHant of the Happy 
Return \ from which uiip he was transferred in the fame 
ftatioR to the Heufy, in the year 1666. iit is called, ia 
fir John Harmui's account of the a£liony the boatfwain 
of the Henry ; and on this authority Kennet, Lediard^ 
Campbell, and all other hidorians, have uhiformly conti- 
nued in the fame error. How it fird originated can only 
be accounted for by fuppofing, which is really thp cafe, 
that lanksandof&ces ^^ere noi at (hat time fo pe^mancfitly 
fixed, 01 fo well defined and determined, as they are at 
prefent. The tranfai^ion has already been briefly related 
u the Life of fix John Harman*^ and it is one of thofe 
evils to which' all biographical accounts of peifons, 
connefled together in the fame line of fcrvicc, muft 
be liable ; that we muft either repeat the fame tranfa^tion, 
not unfcequently three or four times over, or do a manifeft 
injuftice to the .inemqry of the perfon who was, perh^, 
the principal character in it. Mr. Lamming was, as it 
has been already obfcrved, lieutenant of the Henry at the 
time of the long and unforlitnate action between tne dnlui 
of Albemarle and the Dutch in the year 1 666. On board 
this fliip fir John Harman had hoifted his flag as rear- 
admiral of the blue. Leading the van of the Engliih 
fleet he was furrounded and attacked, foon after ibeaSion 
commenced, by nine (hips of the Zealand ftjuadrom 
After he had, with the moit confpicuous bravery, defended 
himfelf for a very conGderable time againft the united 
efforts of fuch an hol^ of foes, and killed their vice-adEqiral 
Everts, the Dutch thought it moft prudent to change theit 
mode of attack, and attempt, by their fireftips, the de- 
ftrudlion of that enemy whom they could not conquer. 
From the mifchievous effedls of the firft of thefe, the 
Henry was preferved by the intrepidity and wonderful 
perfonal exertions of Mr. Lamming, who, to ufe tho 
words of fir John's own account, " Twang hitnfelf into 
the firefliip, and by the light of the fire found where the 
grappling irons were fixed in the firefhip, and having call 
them loofe Twang on board his own fhip again." Tho 
event, and other particulars relative to this defperatc en- 

• &e p»jt SUP. 
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counter, need no repetition. The gallantry^ of Mr. 
Lamming did not pafs unnoticed or unrewarded. He 
was immedately after the &Sion appointed captain of the 
Ruby. We have only to lament that either death, or hi* 
retirement from the fervice, have prevented us from re- 
cording any thing farther r(!1ative to him, for, except in 
the inliance of his promotion; his name does not again 

LANGSTDN, Anthony,— having, in 1665, ferved 
as firft lieutenant of the Vanguard, was, in the foJIowihg 
year, appointed captain of the fame (hip. In 1667 he 
Aicccflively commanded the Royal Exchange and the 
Princefs. In 1670 he was made captain of the Newcaflle 
and fent to the Mediterranean, In the month of Sep- 
tember following he was fent, by fir Edward Spragge*; 
to negociate a peace with the regency of Algiers. This 
was loon afterwards concludedi and on fuch aJd vantage 011^ 
terms as afford no inconfiderable proof of the abilities pf 
tbofe who were charged with this commillion. Capjairl' 
Langfton returned to Europe in 1671-2; and the New- 
caflle being foon afterwards put out oS commifiion, he had 
no other appointment till the 26th of March 1678, when; 
being made commander of the Briftol, he was again fent 
to the Mediterranean. He met with confiderable fuc- 
cefs during this expedition; having; in the month of 
January following, driven on ftiore, and dcftroyed three 
of the principal Corfairs belonging to Sallee. On the 
fourteenth ol the fame month he was promoted by 
fir John Narhorough, at that time comn^rder- in -chief 
in the Mediterranean, to, be captain of the Royal Oak. 
H^ did not hovrever long enjoy his new honoui-, for he 
died at Alicant on the 30th of March 1679. 

LICORRIS, Johnj — was ap{}dinted commander of 
the Unicorn firefliip in 1666 ; aftet which his name does 
hot occur. 

LUDMAN, Bernard, — appointed Jieutetiant of the 
Royal Charles in 1665; was promoted to copimand the 
Swallow in 1666. When the rupture with France was 
expected in 1668, he was again made lieutenant of the 

,• Captain Helling of the Mary wai joiac-CommiDloaer with him. 
Vol. I. R Charles: 
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Charles; that alarm pafling away, he retired From fervice, 
till, at the commciicenicnt of the fccond Dutch war in 
1672, he was appomied captain of the Monk. He was 
prefent in this fhip at the battle of Solebay, being feverely 
wounded in that adion. Prubably as a recompenfc for 
this misfoitune, if an accident of that nature in the line 
of his duty could deferve that name, or as a reward 
for the fervice he rendered at that time, he was, in it>73, 
Mpolntcd, by prince Rupert, to command the Viitory. 
Peace being concluded with the Dutch, and his name not 
occurring again in the fervice, it i&moft probable he died 
foon afterwards. 

MAIDEN, William, — fucceflively commanded the 
Blefling and Mary in the year 1666, and in the following 
year the Camel, all three being firefhips. 

MARSHALL, Thomas, — was made lieutenant, firil 
of the Satisfadion, and afterwaids 0/ the Clove-Tree, 
in 1665, In the following year he was appointed com- 
mander of the Depiford ketch. We find nothing farther 
relative to him till the year 1673, when he was made cap- 
tain of the Hind Dogger : nor from this time, till the 4th 
of November 1679, at which time he was appointed, by 
the commiflionars for executing the ofHce of lord high 
admiral/ lieutenant of the Woolwich. From the time of 
his quitting this Ihip, till after the revolution, he appears 
to have retired from the fervice : at length, on the 3d of 
April 1689, he was made captain of the Thomas and 
Elizabeth firefhip, but did not long furvive this appoint* 
ment, dying on the 29ih of Augult 1690. 

MlLLEKf Roger, — was appointed captain of the 
Plymouth in 1666, and ere he had well entered into the 
fervice, or had ^et taught his country what expcftations 
to form of his riling abilities and genius, was prematurely 
(lain in the long engagement between the duke of Albe- 
marle and De Ruyter, in the month of June following. 

MILLET, Henry, — was, immediately after the rcfto- 
ration, appointed lieutenant of the Leopard ; in 1662 of 
the Centurion i and in 1664 of the Matthias. In 1666 
he was appi/iiHed to command the fame ihip, by prince 
Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, In the following 
year he was icmoveJ into the Society i and, as the !al! 
appoinl* 
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ej^intment we have met with, was, in 1669, made 
lieutenant of the Hampfliire. 

MINGEN, John,— was appointed commander of 
the Sarah fire(hip in 1666 ; and a^in to the f^me Ihip 
when the fleet was re-enuipped in the following fpring. 

MINTERNE, William,— was, in 1666, made cap- 
uin ot the John and Sarah hrelhip, and in the courie of 
the fame year of the Land of Promife. 

MORLEY, Thomas,— commanded the William and 
Nicholas in 1666. 

MUNDEN, Sir Richard, — was in the fervice many 
years ere he had an opportunity of acquiring that celebrity, 
through which he has tranfmitted his name to pollcrity 
with fo much honour to himfelf. He was appointed com- 
mander of the Swallow ketch in 1666, and in the follow- 
ing year of the Portfinouth floop. We hear nothing 
further of him till the commencement of the fecond 
Dutch war in 1672, when he was made captain of the 
Princefs. In the following year he removed into the 
Afli/lance, and failed as commodore of a fmatl fquadron 
confining of four Ibips of war and ahrefiiip, fentas con- 
voy to the Eaft India fleet. On his arrival at St. Helena 
he found that iOand, contrary to all expeflations, in the 
polTeinon of the Dutch. Being in want of water, and 
prompted alfo by his natural wilh of promoting the inte- 
reft of his country, he inftantly attacked it, and with fo 
much fpirit and fuccefs as to atchievc its conquell with 
very liitle lofs on his part. The re-capture of the itiand 
was critical, and proved afterwards more detrimental to 
thfl Dutch than had been at firft forefeen, or hoped for, 
Almolt immediately after the ifland had reverted to the 
dominion of the Englilh, three Dutch Eaft India (hips *, 
ridily laden, knowing nothing of the recent event, came 
into the bay and were made prizes of. The commodore 
returning home with his fquadron, and prizes, together 
with five Eaft India Ihips under his convoy, arrived fafe

three other (hipi in companv ; but through the too great impeluoGtr

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at Portrmouth on the 2oth of Auguft, His condufl was 
thought fo highly deferving of praife and reward, that, 
OB the 8th of December iollowing he was knighted by 
king Charles ; and it appears a matter of much doubt, 
whether fir Richard derived moft credit from the honour ■ 
itfelf, or the form in which it was, by the king's com- 
mand, notified to the public". On his quilting the 
Aflidance he had no farther appointment till the 4lh of ' 
April 1 677, when he was made commander of the St. David^ ■ 
and was lent to the Streightsin the month of December fol- 
lowing, as convoytoahrgeiieetof merchant Ihips. Hecon- ■ 
tinued to be employed in this kind of fervice many years, 
for on the i ath of May 1 680, we find he arrived at Ply- 
mouth in the St. David, from the Streights, having a large 
fleet of merchant ihips from thence under his convoy. 
He did not long furvive his arrival. Dying on the 2d of ' 
Jmie enfuing, he was buried at St, Leonard's Bromley, in 
the county of Middlefex, where a monument was erected 
to his memory with the following infcription; plain and 
fimple, more defcriptlve of his life and charafter than the 
more laboured elegance of language probably would have 

been. " Here underneath lyeOi, in hope of a blejTed 

refurreflion, the body of iir Richard Munden, knight, 
one of his majefty's captains at fea, who having been (what 
upon public duty, and what upon merchant's accounts) 
fuccetsfully engaged in fourteen fea fights, after feyeral 
Gonfiderable e):ploits and lignal fervices performed to his 
king and country (whereof the taking of St. Helena is not 
to be forgotten) died in the prime of hi& youth and 
flrengthy in the 40th year of his age, June the ad, 1680."

fon, Richard, born after his father's death. We find his 
reli^Tometima ifter his death, made application to thef 
herald's college to have arms granted her, which requeft 
was, as it is itated, complied with, in confequence of her 
hufband's meritorious fervices.

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NARBOROUGH, Sir John,— was dcfcended from a 
family long fettled in the county of Norfolk. Having 
early in Hie betaken himfelf to' the fea, he acquired, by 
his unwearied diligence added to extenfive abilities, a ce- 
lebrity both as a gallant officer and molt judicious navi- 
gator, which can be equalled only by a few and exceeded 
by none; he received his firflcommilfion as an officer in the 
navy in the beginning of the year 1664, appointing hitn 
lieutenant of the Porlland, from which fliip he was foon 
afterwards removed into the Royal Oak. In the year 
1665 be ferved as lieutenant fucceffively on board the 
Triumph, the Royal James, the Old James, and the Fair- 
fax. In 1666 he was made lieutenant of the Vidlory, 
fir E. Spragge's flag (hip ; .and, as well in teftimony of 
his foimer very meritorious fervlces, as in reward of his 
fpirit and gallantry exhibited during the long and defperate 
adion in June 1666, between the Dutch and Englifh fleets 
under prince Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, was proT- 
moted by them to the command of the AfTurance, a fourth 
rate*. In the followmgyear he was removed into the, 
Bonadventure, and in 1669 was chofen to command a 
voyage of difcpvery to the South Seas, which had been 
long projefled, but through the intervention of war, and 
Qther caufes, till now, not carried into execution. The 
fliips dcftined for this fervlce were, the Sweepftakes 
of thirty-fix guns and eighty men, commanded by cap- 
tain Narborough, and the fiatchelor pink of four guns 
and twenty men, by captain Fleming. The objeiS of the 
voyage ivas to pafs through the Streights of Magellan, 
and make difcoveries in tlie South feas, which at that time 
were very imperfetlly known to Luropean navigators, and 
to endeavour, if pofiible, to eftabllfh fome comtnprcial in- 
tercourfe with the natives and inhabitants of that part of 
the world. Having received their final inflniftions, the 
two adventurers failed on the 26th of September, but did 
not meet with any thing worth relating, or out of the 
common line of occurrences in voyages of this nature, till 
the 22d of 0<£tober 1670, when they reached Cape 
gl. Mary, at the entr.ince of the Streights of Magellan.

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Here a friendly intercourfe commenced between the 
nstives and the EngltHi, who, purfuing their voyage, 
reached Baldivia without any finiftcr accident on the 
fifteenth of December fallowing. The Spaniards in that 
part of the world ever jealous of the vifits of ftrangers, 
and with that fear which is ever attached to valuable and 
ilUdefendnl pofTefTions, fecretly beheld captain Narborough 
with an eve of diflruil and malevolence. Notwithftand- 
ing he offered to fupply them with a number of aniclea of 
which they flood in the greatcIV need, the governori re- 
jefled, with much ill-humour, every offer of friendQiip 
and focial intercourfe, farther than the fupply of provi- 
fions of which captain Narborough, from the length of the 
voyage, began to be in fomc want. Thus far indeed 
humanity appears to have overcome natural inclination: 
but foon after, when captain Narborough and his people 
were flattering themfelvcs that the mft of new acquaint- 
ance was fail wearing off, and that an intercourfe might 
probably be foon eftablifhed on a cordial footing, the 
governor of one of the Spanifh forts took an opportunity 
of ferzing lieutenant Armigcr, Mr. Fortcfcuc, and two 
of the Englifli feamen. This extraordinary (lep was 
taken, in confequence, asit was pretended, of pofitivc orders 
from the governor-general of Chili ; and their reteafe was 
peremptorily refiifcd till the Speedwell and her confort • 
fhould fubmit to anchor under the guns of the forts. 
Captain Narborough had too much prudence to compW 
with this extraordinary ftipulation ; and not having fufli- 
eient force to compel the reftitution of his officers and 
people, was of neceflily confirained to leave them in the 
pofftflion of the Spaniards, and repading the Streights, ar- , 
rived in England in the month of June 1671. The fhij> 
being refitttd immediately on her return into port, captain 
Narborough was re-appointed to her ; but on the com- 
mencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, was taken 
by the duke of York, who was highly fenfiblc of his alw- 
litles and experience, to fen'c on board the Prince t as 
lieutenant, or, to fpeak more properly, as fecond captain. 

* In > French account of (hii voynfie the Speedwell it faid to have 
parted campanv with her conrori, on the coalt of Palagooia, andtblt 
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It has been already related that fir John Cox, the firft 
captain, was killed on boatd this Ihip at the battle of 
Solebay*. The command then devolving on captain 
Narborongh, he gave a very fignal proof of his abilities 
and zeal for the fervice of his country, by refitting and 
rendering the fhip again fit for adion in a very few hours 
after (he had been fo much difabled, that the duke of 
York was obliged to quit her and go on board the Saint 
Michael. His conduft on this nccalion was deemed fo 
meritorious that it was made the fubjeft of particular 
commendation + in the account of the a £1 ion published by 
the authority of government. In token of the duke's 
efteem for him, he immediately appoimcd him to fucceed 
fir John Cox as firft captain of the Prince. His royal 
highnefs retiring from his cotnmand foon afterwards, 
captain Narborough was, in the autumn, removed into 
the Fairfax of fixiy gims, and fent to the Streights with 
a convoy!, having under his orders the Scanderoon 
frigate. He returned in the following fpring, and arrived 
in the Downs, with a very numerous fleet of merchant- 
ftiips under his proteflion, on the 31ft of May 1673. 
He was appointeij, immediately on his return, to com- 
mand the St, Michael : but the earl of Offory having foon 
afterwards hoifted his flag on board her, as vice-admiral 
fif the red, captain Narborough was removed, by com- 
miflion from prince Rupert, into the Henrietta : and hav- 
ing in the intermediate time received the honour of 
knighthood, hoifted his flag on board her, as rear-admiral 
of the red, on the 17th of September following. We 
meet with nothing more interefting while he continued 
in this Ihip, than his having, in the month of March 
1673, taken two fmall Dutch privateers of eight guns 
each. On the i8th of OiSlober 1674, he was appointed 
commander-in-chief of a fquadron § lent to the Meditec-

other piratical uates, who began afrefti, about this time, 
to cotnmit depredations, and aifturb our eommerce. He 
had, as was cuflomary at this time, the privilege allowc^d 
hiili of wearing the union flag at his main-lop-iiiaft head, 
ftiil continuing on board the Henrietta. In the month 
of April 1675 his compiaints to the Tripoiine govern- 
ment commenced; ihefe not being redrelTed, he proceed- 
ed, according to his inftruflions, to block up the port. 
On the loth of July following he had the good fortune to 
drive on fhore and burn one of their capital ihips which 
had been their rear-admiral, and carried thirty guns. In 
the courfc of a few days he deftroyed two or three other 
ye fTels of inferior note. On the 31II of Augnft the attack of 
a Saitee which was working into Tripoli, brought on an 
adiipn equal, in point of fpirit, toone wtiich, from itscon- 
fequence, might have infinitely moreattrai3ed the notice of 
the world. The frigates itatioued immediately off ihe port 
not beingabletoget up with her, fir John manned the boats 
of the fqiiadron and got under way with his larger fhips in 
fupport of them. The boats fucceeded in driving the 
Saitee on ihore, and came 10 an anchor near her in order 
to prevent the enemy from getting her off next morning, 
*rhe Tripolines, in order to counterafl their attack, man- 
ned three gallies and a brigantine which were at that time 
in the harbour. On the approach of thefe veffels the 
boats wera obliged to retire on board the frigates. In the 
morning the gallies and brigantine were diicovered tow- 
ing the Saitee towards Tripoli. Sir John Narborougli 
immediately weighed anchor, and ftanding in fhore with 
. the reft of the (hips under his command, fucceeded in 
ctitting off the gaUies from the port. One of them being 
forced on fliore near Tajura was fet on fire by thcTurks 
themfelves ; the two others fiying to the eaftward were 
driven oh fhore by the Newcaftle. The boats having 
been twice repelled by the Moorith foldiers who put off 
from the ihore to defend them, fir John Narborough went 
in perfon, in his barge, to encourage his pewle on the 
third attack, which was fueccfsful. The Dey intimi- 
dated by an attack fo undaunted, and which prefaged but 
little fecurity to any of his velfeis in a limilar fituation, 
Iregan now to make ferious overtures for peace. On the 
' - ■ 14th 
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l^h of January following a dill more formidable and 
■decifive attaclt was made on the Tripoiine Ihippingby 
the boats of the fotiadron, under the command of lieute- 
nant, afterwards fir Cloudefly Shovel*. This exploit, 
feconded itill farther by the dcftriifliontand capture of 
fome other velfels and liores, made the Tripolines ftill 
more carnclt in their application for peace. Ttiey per- 
fifted as yet, however, in refufing to make fnch fatisfac- 
tion as fu John deemed neceffary for the injury that ac- 
tually had bten committed by their coriairs; and fir John 
was equally peremptory in refifting all overtures of peace 
to which this indemniiication was not a preliminary and 
indifpenfibie article. In the month of February follow- 
ing, Iir John, who had removed his flag into thcHampftiire, 
being on a cniife to the ealiward of Tripoli, with only 
one frigate in company, fell in with four of the principal 
(hips of war which, after the lofs the Tripolines had Uif- 
tained, were now left them. An adion immediately 
commenced ; and after fome hour's continuance, with 
the greateft fpirit on both fides, the corfairs having had 
near {i\ hundred of their people killed and wounded, fled 
with all the fail they could carry for Tripoli, which they 
were fortunate enough to reach. Thefe accumulated and 
repeated defeats and loffcs at length difpofed the Dey la 
lilten to fir John's equitable demands ; fo that a treaty of 
peace was concluded between them on the 5th of March, 
by which the Tripoline government agreed to releafe all 
the Engiiih captives in their poITefTion, to pay fourfcorc 
tlioiifand dollars as a reparation for the violence they had 
committed, and to grant to the Englilh nlany other ho- 
nourable-and valuable privileges, which no other nation 
had ever before polfelied or claimed. This diTagreeablc 
conleft being thus fuccefsfully terminated, fir John was 
preparing to return to Europe, when an accident happened 
which compelled his longer continuance on the ftation. 
The people irritated at the conduft of the Dey, who was 
charged as having been the caufe of the late war, and what

owe his life to a very expeditious flight : and fir John well 
fcimwing the treacherous difpofition of his new made 
tri«nds, thought it prudent to get the treaty ratified by the 
Bcw Dey and the reft of the officers compoffng their go- 
vernment. This ftep was cfltfleii without difl?ciilty» 
tfnough the terror of an impending cannonade, and with 
w* awtional article* highly fiattermg to the coniequencc 
©f »he EnglHb) and which appeared to promife a longer 
cofitiDuancc a f peace than they had for fome time paft 
«csertencctt> Tnis expedition having been thus brought 
« hift to an happy ilTuBf fir John returned to Europe in 
1*77 1. "^^^ Algerines not warned by the recent pii- 
UBimmt of their nerghbours, began to renew their old 
pndice of difturbing our commerce J. Sr JohnNarbo- 
Fongh's fiiccefe and tpiritpd conduS on the former occa- 
fiofi of the fame nature, caufed him to be chofen as the 
fitlefl perfbn to enforce the dilates of jnftice on the pre- 
ftnt. He hoifted his flag on board the Plymouth on the 
^h of May, but did not receii'e his commiffiwn §, which 
gnntcd him exaflly the fame powers and privileges as his 
former did, »ill the 30th of June. He failed immediateijr 
aliefwards, and had fcarcely reached hrs IHtion ere he 
rapftired two Algerinc fliips of war and liberated two; 
Engliffi veflels which had been jiift before made prize of 
ly them. This earneft of fticcefs, though it was not of 
fiifficjent confequence to* irvcline the Turks to an imme, 
dfete accommodaiion, neverthelefs infufed, if polIiWe, ad- 
Atkinal fpirits into the Englifh: and fir John purfuing 
bis good Ibitune, in the month of March ^fiink three and

Thrau^ 
ihefe repeated loiTes the Algcrine power at fea was dimi- 
niflied to three or four cruifers; the remainder were laid 
up for a time that they might not incur the ri/k of falling 
into the hands of a jul^Iy irritated enemy. In the month 
of Auguft fir John, after having convoyed with his whole 
fquadron a very valuable fleet of merchant {hips out of 
all danger from the enemy's cruizers, returned again 
to his ftation off Algiers ; and, in a few days afterwards, ' 
burnt, in the road of Cercelli, twelve Algcrine vefTeb 
loaded with corn, and captured two of their remaining 
(hips of war. Following this blow he bore away fnH- 
Algicrs', which he cannonaded with good effeU, but with- 
out being yet able to redtice the pirates to reafon. In the 
month of November 1678, he fell in with a fquadron of 
five Algerine frigates, which the Dey, enra^ at hisjll- 
fuccefs, had fitted out for the purpofe of obtaining, by the 
prizes which they Ihould take, fotnc fatisfadlton for the 
iofles his people had fuilained. This hc^ was, however, 
of Ihort duration ^ the whole fquadron, confiftii^ of the 
Greyhound of forty-two guns.the Golden Tyger, and Five 
Stars, of thirty-ux guns each, the New Fountim of 
thirty-four, and the Flying Horfe of thirty-two guns, 
being, after a fhort but fmart a^ion, carried into Cmz, 
In the month of May if>7^ fir John prepared to return to 
England with fifteen of nis Ihips that were in the word 
coi^ition for fervice, and arrived fafe at Portfinouth on 
the loth of Tune following, leaving in the Mediterranean 
vice-admiral Herbert, afterwards earl erf Torrington, to 
complete a bufinefs fo fucccfsfully and fpiritedly begun. 
From this time fir J. Narborou^h appears in great mea- 
fure to have retired from the Ime of aSive Jeivice for 
many years. On the 29th of April 1680 he was ma^ 
commillioner of the navy, and was continued in the fame 
office, on the accefUon of king James, and the new ar- 
rangement of the navy board which took place juft after 
it. This is the lefs to be wondered at, as that monarch 
is known to have mixed the greatefi efteem with the moft 
cordial perfonal attachment to him. Neverthelcfs, the 
conduct of fir John Narborough was fuch, through the 
difKcult times which foon fuccceded. as neither to bring 
dilgrace on himfelf or render dif-fervice to his princely 
patrim. 
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itetron. The laft intelligence we have been able to co!, 
\c& relative to his naval life jg, that on the 1 2th of July 
l687> he hoifted his flag on board the Forefight as admit 
ral of a final! fquadron. He failed to the weftward early 
in the month of Septemlwr following, having four fliips 
befides the Forefight under his command. The particular 
Icrvicc to which this fquadron was defined does not ap- 
pear, but it is mod probable it was only intended as a 
(^eck to any petty embarkations that might take placs 
fiom Hollander anyother part of the continent fimilar to 
Monmouth's. Of the time of its return, as well as every 
' vlber particular relative to it, wc are totally ignorant- 
Sir John Narborongh appears to have married a daughter 
of Jofias Calmady, Efq; in the mpnth of May 1676. 
This lady is fuppofed to have died, in the month of Fe- 
bruary 1677, in childbed. After her deceafe he married 
the daughter of captain Hill, who long furviyed him, and 
afterwards became the wife of fir Cloudefiy Shovel, 
Sir John Narborough died towards the eni of the year 
1688, and was buried at Knowlton church, in the county 
of KeoTf where a handfome monument is erefled to his 
'memory. His fon, who was then an infant, was, on the 
1 5th of November 1688, created a baronet by king James 
■the Second, in gratitude to the memory and fervices, and 
intc^cn of hisfincere attachment to his deceafed father j 
kc was unfotlunateiy drowned, together with his brotherj 
and their father-in-law, fir Cloudefiy Shovel, on the 22d 
of Odoher 1707. The eftates paHed into the family of 
ihc D'Aeths by the marriage between fir Thomas 
O'Aeth, bart. and the daughter and foleheirefsof fir John 
Narborough. 

NORTH, John, — after having in the year 1665 ferved 
as lieutenant, firfl: of the Prudent Mary hired (hip of war, 
xnH afterwards of the Frfvcfight, was in the following 
year, appointed commander of the Roya! Charles, a fllip 
of war hired alfo from the merchants. 

PARTRIDGE, Richard, — was appointed capiain of 
Ac Turkey Merchant in 1666, and on the commencc- 
osent of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, was again re- 
appointed to command the faine fliip. 

PATTISON, Henry, —commanded the Daniel fire- 

fhip in 1666, and, like his prcdecefibr, was, on the com~ 

mencemen^ 
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mencement of the fecond Dutch- war, appointed to the , 
Eanthani) and afterwards to the Prudent Mary, both fite- 
fhips, as wel! as the former. 

PEARCE, John, — was, in 1665, appointed liemenant 
of the Henry in 1665, and of the Prince in the following 
year. He was very foon afterwards (in the courfe of the 
iarae year) made captain of the Elias. In 1668 he again 
fervea as a lieutenant on board the Triumph ; from which 
fllip he was, in 1669, removed into the Dragon. In this 
fliip he failed for the Mediterranean, where he conlinued . 
till the year 1671 : and at the attack made on the Algff- 
rine Shipping in Bugia Bay, by fir Edward Spragge, on the 
8th of May 1671, fignalifed himfelf mofl remarkably and 
mcritorioufly, infomuch that he has obtained the honour 
of being fpecially noticed, by hijtorians, in terms of the 
higheft commendation. He was dangeronlly wounded 
while effdSing this fervice ; which misfortune added to 
his gallantry, procured him, in the following year, the 
command of the Newcaftle ; a promotion rendered more, 
highly honourable to him by the perfonage who confer- 
red it (prince Rupert) ; and who, bearing avowedly and . 
publicly a diflike to fir Edward Spragge, could not be 
fuppofed to have voluntarily, promoted any officer who 
derived his claim under his aufpices, but from a thorough , 
and complete conviftion of his intrinfic worth and merit. 
After this period hiflorians, and information 'alfo are ub- 
fortunately (ilent relative to him. 

PENROSE, Matthias,— was defcended of an ancient 
Cornilh family, and commanded the Monck in the yeaf 
1666. 

PJBUS, John, — was appointed to command the Spy 
fhallop in 1666; and on (he commencement of the fecond- 
Dntch war in 167a, the Fanfan yacht. 

POWELL, Edward, — is known only as having com- 
manded a Ihip called the Loyal Katherine in 1666. 

PYEND, Stephen, — ferved as lieutenant of the Saint 
George in 1664, and of the Guernfcy in the following' 
year. In 1666 he was appointed, by the joint com- 
ma riders- in -chief, prince Rupert and the duke of Albe- 
marle, commauder of the Amity. From the time he 
Quitted ths conunaiid of this Ibipi till the year 1672, he 

had 
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&*d no iBpointiiMnt. He was at that time made captain 
ttf the Ruby, and in a very few weeks afterwards waa 
promoted to the Sovereign ; after which his name does 
not occur. 

RAND^Thomai, — tn 1666, commanded theSIothony, 
ft Qiip of war taken from the Dutch. 

RATFORD, Richardy--w« at the fame lime made 
captain of the Spy floop. 

SCOT, ITieophilus, — commanded the Golden Sun in 
1666, and the Thomas and George in 1672. 

SCOTT, Thomas, — fcrved as lieutenant of the Refo- 
lution in 1665, and in the following year was made cap- 
tain of the French Viftory. In the month of Auguit, 
kavingtheOrange frigate in company, they hada very fman 
encounter with two large Dutch privateers, of which we 
have the following handfome account. " Plymouth, 
Aug. 10. Yefterday the ViSory and Orange frigates 
came in here fomewhat damaged in their mafts and rig- 
ging, having met with two Flufhing capers (privateersj 
one of forty-four guns, the other of thirty-fix, double- 
manned, with whom they had a fiiarp difpute for five or 
Cx hours, in which the Orange, having loft her fore-top- 
uaR, was attempted to have neen boarded by the larger; 
hut the ViSory. interpofing, gave him fo full a broadfidc, 
that bringing down his main-mad by tlie board, he had 
certainly given a good account of her, had not the night 
ended the difpute." — We have met with nothing father 
relative to him. 

SHASTO, or SHAFTO, . . — commanded ihc 

John and Thomas in the year 1666. 

SMITH, Anthonv, — was appointed commander of the 
Crenet in 1666, From the time he quitted this Hip, 
' which he did at the conclufion of the diR Dutch war, he 
had no appointment till the year 1673, when he was 
made captain of the Na\^ yacht, ana was re-commif- 
£oned to the fame vejlcl in the year 1680. He was in 
■the following year promoted to the Woolwich; and on 
the lith of June 1682 to the Duke, a fecond rate, juft 
thea built. In 1684 he was removed into the Rupert, 
which appears to have been his Utt command. 

SMITH, 
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SMITH, Richard,— fcrved as lieutenant of the Coaft 
frigate in 1664; and in 1666 was promoted to command 
the Zealand.' In ihe courfe of the fame year he was 
rapidly removed, firlt into the London, and afterwa.Tdc 
into the Coronation. He commanded this (hip in Tht 
fecond utgagement between *e En^ifh and Dutch fleets 
in this year, when the latter were totaiiy defeated, tia 
notice ever being taken of him after this time, it is fome- 
what probable he either died very foon after or quitted the 
fervice, as immediately after the aflion we find him f*- 
perceded in the command of the CoronatJcui by- captain, 
afterwards admiral Davies. 

SOUTHWOOD, Heniy.^was, in the year i€66, 
made commander of the Good Hope, a fliip of war fi> 
named after that, which had, in the commencement of the 
war, been CEDtiired by the Dutch. 

STEPiiENS, Daniel,— commanded the Robert, anl 
afterwards the Paul, both firefhips, in the year 1666. la 
(he profpefl of a war with France in 1668, he was again 
called into fervice as captain of the Young Lion fircfSip- 
and ftill continuing in the fame line, was, on the com- 
mencement of the fecond Dutch war, aj^ointed com- 
mander of the Lion Arefhip. 

STOLLARD, Thomas, — comtnanded a flilp of war, 
called the Milkmaid, In 1666. 

STRAUGHAN, George, — was, at the lame ^nx, 
made captain of the Fortune galliot. 

SYMONDS, Benjamin, — was appointed lieuTenant 
of the Kent in 1666 ; and towards the concluflon of the 
fame year was promoted to the command of the Expedi- 
tion. In 1668 he was made captain of the Swallmr 
ketch. 

TANNER, John,— commanded the Cat firefliip in 
1666. 
. TAPLEY, orTORPLEY, John,— was, in 166&, ap- 
pointed to the command of the Adventure, and in the month 
of December following dil^inguilhed himfelf fo remark- 
ably in two feparate engagements, one with the French, 
and the other, twelve days afterwards, with a Dutch 
fquadron ; that we cannot refift the opportunity of re- 
cording, at full length, fo much bravery, though the de- 
tail may, to fome, appear longer, act than the merit of the 
a^on 
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a£tioD demands, but than the limits of the prcfent xvortl 
iuftify. Captain Torpley, in the Adventure of thirty- 
eight guns and one hundred and fifty-eight men, failed 
flora Plymouth on the 17th of December, in company 
with five other fliips of war, as convoy to a fleet of mer- 
chant vefTels bound to (he ibuthward. On the 19th of 
the fame month the Adventjire was feperated from the reik 
of the fleet in a gale of u'ind off the Land's End. The 
next morning at day break, four fliips of vrar were dif- 
cbvered about a mile to the leeward of the Adventure, 
which being immediately concluded 10 be her conforts, 
file, without hefitaiion, hoifted her colours and bore down, 
to them : on her nearer approach, the (trance fhips already 
thinking the Adventure a certain priz5, hoifted French 
colours. The wind at that time blew very frefli N. E. 
by E. and the Adventure hawled as clofe to it as (he could 
lay, The enemy, not with (landing, coming up with hei- 
very fall, captain Torplcy refolutely wore round to meet, 
them: in effefling this the Adventure had the misfortune 
t&^fpring her foremaft, which rauft, confidcring the great 
ftiperiority of the enemyj have been a matter of much dif- 
couragement to a commander and his people lefs deter-'. 
mined than (hemfeives. The enemy began to fire ; and. 
the captain is particularly faid to have infufed fo much 
fpirit into his people, as well by his perfonal example as 
by his exhortation, that, notwithftajiding the difaCter 
which had befallen thein before the action commenced,'. 
they behaved, through the whole of this perilous and 
tinequal conted, like men. determined to deferve vic- 
tory, though they might not obtain it. The Advcntur* 
refolutely forced her way through the enemy's fquadroq 
till (hcgotupalong-fideof the vice-admiral, as he iscafled. 
in theaccoiint of the a£Lion, who comoianded the van 
(hip of the enemy. He attempted to board the Adventure, 
but in vain, for the guns being remarkably well ferved, 
hef fire w?s fo hot that he was obliged to defift; 
In a very fliort time the French (hip loJt ht;- mizen-maft 
and main-topfail-yard; and the next ftiip a-flern, wh(», 
at the fame time, engaged the Adventure, loft her 
majn-topfail-yard alfo^ belidcs which, the mafts and 
jigging of both were very materially injured: The oiher 
two Oiips came up to their atHftance, and the conleft was 
tenewcd,- 
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jrenewed, if- pofllble, with greatex vigour. At length- 
after it had Continued for five hours without the fmaTlel 
interminion, a fortunate fhot, from the Adventure, blc 
up the fleerage of the French vice-admiral. His coL 
forts were fo much difmayed at the Cvent, that, quittmg 
all hope of capturing ihe (hip,' which a fevv hours before 
they had thought a certain prize, they now fought, firft 
to afTifl fuch of their friends as fhould have efcaped the 
blaft, and afterwards to fave themfelves from experi- 
encing fome farther difa/ler, by a fpeedy and expeditious 
flight. In this aftion the Adventure received, in 
her hull. and fails, above Jive hundred fhot ; but what ap- 
"lears next t6 miraculous, had not a fingle man either 
;illed or wounded. After fo great an efcape, effeded by 
dint of valour and good conduit, it was not captain 
Torpley's good fortune lo return into port unmoJefted, 
On the 3ifl of, the fame month he fell in with three 
fliips of war belonging to Flufliing: the Adventure 
mel, , them (lem to item, and neither party fhewed 
their colours till they were within a (hip's length. The 
Adventure firft hoifted her's and fired a (not at the Dutch, 
who immediately returned the faiute and hoifted theirs. 
The aflion having commenced, one of the Dutch (Hips 
attempted to lay the Adventure a-board, (he received her 
fo warmly> that, after having had her enfign ftafF (hot 
away, (he went off by the lee in the greateft confufion. 
Her two conforts maintained the fight with the greateft 
lefolution for five hours; when one of them being weary 
of fo defperate and fruitlefs a conteft, (Iiot a-head ana 
left the other to maintain the fight alone and unfup- 
ported. Captain Torpley, encouraged by the fuccefs with 
which he had hitherto defended himfelf, refolved, in his 
turn, to board his antagonift, who being aware of his in- 
tention, after firing two or three broadfides, edged away 
after his companions. Towards evening they fell in 
with a fmall Dutch merchant vefTel, of which they made 
prize. Two of the Dutch (hips of war*, with whom the 
Adventur? had been engaged, now came up apparently 
with an intention of refcuing their countrymen; but after 
fome cortftderation, deeming it, perhaps, iiTiprudecrt to 

• The iliird i> fuppofed ro hive been (uok. 
. Vox. I. . S renew 
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renew a contell with fo fpirited a foe, left her to carry 
ofF her prize at leifurc, and unmoleded. Wheo wc 
contider the very fuperior force of the enemy's fhips, one 
of which mounted thirty-two guns, another twentv-eight* 
and the third twenty-fix, all futly manned; wtien we 
recoiled alfo, that thefe had to contend with a fhip, who 
having lately Been in a very ftvere a£lion, could not 
have been in fo good a Hate of equipment as themfelves, 
frefii ftiips, and elated with their fuperioriiy, we fcarcely 
know how to decide in which of the two ', captain 
Torpley and his crew acquired the greated gloiy. At 
any rate it is a convincing proof, however, that neither 
the fuperior numbers, or force of the enemy, arefufEcIent 
to enuire viflory, when that fupenDrity is not fupported 
both by fpirit and prudence. From this lime wc have 
ho farther account of this very gallant man till the year 
i6;8, when he wai appointed, by king Charles, to com- 
mand the Succefs. There is a wonderful vacancy in his 
hiflory, from this time till the 15th of February 1690, 
when he was appointed to command the Lyon, and was 
foon afterwaids fuperannuated with the pay of a captaip 
of a third rate. He died on the gth of Oflober 1699. 

TORRINGTON, Arthur Herbert, Earl of„— was the 
fon of fir Edward Herbert, attorney- genera I to king 
Charles the Firft, and afterwards lord keeper of the great 
feal to king Charles the Second when in exile, Arthur 
having been bred to the fea, was appointed lieutenant of 
the Defiance in the beginning of the year 1666, and on 
the 8th of November following was promoted to the cqiii< 
mand of the Pembroke of thirty-two guns and one hun- 
dred and thirty men. His very entrance, as it were, into 
the fervice, was marked by an aflion, which encouraged 
ibis country to cxpeil that difplay of fpirit on every future 
occadon which he now gave them fo handfome an eaineft 
of. Soon after his appointment to the Pembroke he wa* 
fent to the Mediterranean, and falling in with a frigate 
belonging to the States of Zealand, carrying thirty-Tour 

* la the laD >Sian capiiin Twpley w»i fortunate eotni^ lo «- 
perience no (ariher lofi uian thai of ihre« men wounded, nar ip/ 
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guns and one hundred and eighty men, engaged her fn^ 
two o'clock in the afternoon till night parted them: 
captain Herbert very fpiriiedly. carried a light that the 
enemy might not lofe company. In the morning, his 
antagonift wifhing to decline all farther contcft, bore 
away, and being the beft failer of the two made good his 
retreat into Cadiz. Wanting that due fenfe of honour 
and truth that ever attends the aflions of the brave, he 
failed not to boaft of having acquired all the glory of- 
viflory without being fortunate enough to obtain the re- 
ward ; and, as a proof of his pretcnfions, made frequent 
challenges while they both lay in a neutral port. The 
bottom qf the Pembroke being foul, (he was obliged to 
be hove down. The Zealander made almoft daily boafts 
of his prowefs, firing his guns, by way of bravado, as long 
as the Engliih frigate lay in that defencelefs ftate. As 
foon as the Pembroke was righted, and in a condition to 
go to fea, captain Herbert flipped his cable and flood out 
to engage. The fervicc foon becoming too hot for the 
Zealander's cold phlegmatic conftitutjon, he retreated a 
fecond time with greater expedition than he had advanced. 
Captain Herbert in vain fired his chace guns, endeavour- 
ing to difable him ere he could reach the bay of Cadiz, 
where, by the law of nations, he knew he might continue 
unmolefted. The Pembroke lay-to off the bay till next 
morning, fruitlefsly cxpefting fome new difplay of fpirit 
from an enemy who had boafled fo much, and ftiewn fo 
little. Captain Herbert returned to England about fix 
weeks afterwards, with a large convoy urtder the chief 
command of rear-admiral Kempthorn. But the Pembroke 
had the misfortune to fall on board the Fairfax, another , 
fhip of the fieet, off Portland, and received fo much da- 
mage from the (hock that (be funk almoft before her crew 
had lime to fave themfclves : fix, or fevcHf who were ficlc 
and in a heiplefs Hate being loft with her. Captain 
Herbert, who got fafe on board another (hip, was, im- 
mediately on his arrival, appointed commander of the 
Conftant Warwick ; from which (hip, in 1669, he re- 
moved into the Dragon, one of the (hips fent to the 
Slreights, in the fame year, under the command of fir 
Thomas Allen, In the month of May 1671, he fell in 
with two Algerinc frigates, whom he immediately en- 
S 2 gaged 
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gaged • with the utmoft refolution : and though he unfor- 
tunately failed in capturing cither of them, it manifellly 
appears the want of the moii compiete fuccefs was not 
owing to any deficiency either of bravery or good condufl in 
captain Herbert. On his return from the Streighls, in 
167a, he was appointed captain of the Dreadnought; 
,from which ihip he was almoft immediately promoted to 
the Cambridge, on the death of fir Fretcheville Hollis, 
killed at the battle of Solchay : and being detached by the 
duke of York, together with the Briftol, to watch the 
motions of the Dutch, they fell in + with their Eaft India 
fleet, which ihey immediately attacked. Captain Herbert 
boarded the largeil ^ip in the fleet, but was unable to 
carry her off, as welt from her being extremely well fe- 
" conded and fupported by her con forts, as that in the midft 
of the adiion the Cainhridge herfelf took fire ^. Captaift 
HerbeiE commanded the Cambridge during the remainder 
of the fecond Dutch war ; and in the ftm.aQion which 
took place the following year, between prince Rupert and 
the Dutch fleet, behaved with wonderful bravery. A con- 
duit lefs remarkable in him, as it was what every body 
expeiled. His Ihip was fo much difabted in the engage- 
ipent as to be fent home, even when a renewal of it was 
hourly expe^ed. He is faid, by Campbell, to have been 
defperately wounded in the a£tion. This cipcumftance 
may, in all probability, be flri^tly true; and we are the 
more inclined to believe it, from iinding no farther men- 
tion made of him, during the remainder of the Dutch war. 
But no notice is taken of it in the account given of 
the aftion byprince Rupert, who has been rather par-

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ticnlar in mentioning the names of fuch officers as were 
fcillcd or wounded. He appears alfo, which is a farther 
corroboration of Campbell's account, to have, in great 
meafure, retired from the fervice for fome years, as he 
had no appointment from the conclufion of the fecond 
Dutch war to the 5th of November 1677 *, when he was 
made captain of the Rupert of fixty-foiir guns, by king 
Charles the fecond. He failed early in the following 
year for his old ftation, the Mediterranean, the only part 
of the world, indeed, where, at that time, a man of his 
aflive and fpirited turn of mind could diffinguilh himfelf. 
He received foan afterwards a commil^on, bearing date 
from the 15th of February 1677-8, appointing him to aft 
jts vice-admiral t of the fleet al ready in the Mediterranean, 
under the orders of fir John Narborough. This promo- 
tion is a very ftriiing proof of the high cftimation 
in which he was, at that time, held for his abilities and 
prudence, inafmuch as, there were many captains in the 
fame fleet, who, from their feniority to captain Herbert, 
might appear, sn that grottnJ, to have been bett«r entitled 
to the appointment. On the ift of April 1678, being 
then in company with the Mary, commanded by fir Roger 
Strickland, they fell in with a very large Algenne ftiip of 
war, carrying forty guns and four hundred men, efteemed 
- at that time the bed in their fervice. The Rupert en- 
gaged her fijigly for a confiderable time, before the Mary, 
owing to the weather being calm, could get up. The 
Rupert had, indeed, the fole merit of fubduing the cor- 
fair, as he ftriick as foon as ever the Mary clofed with 
liim:^. In this a£tion captain Herbert loll one of his

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eyes •. In the month of May 1 679, fir John Narboroiigh 
letifrned to England and left the command with vice- 
admiral Herbert t; but he did not receive a regular com- 
miflion, to aci as commander-in-chief on that (tation, till 
the 17th of July 1680. In the month of November 
1679, Tangier being then attacked by the Moors, who 
had been long accuilomed to keep it in perpetual aiaim, 
the vice-admiral X arrived very providentially in the road 
during the hour of the garrifon's diftrefs, and immediately 
landed, in their fupport, a battaHon of three hundred and 
fifty men, completely equipped and officered from the 
fquadron. The vice-admiral landed with them himfelf ; 
and quitting his ilacion of a naval ojltcer, commanded, in 
perfon, an attack, made on the 8th of the fame month 
upon a Moorifh intrenchment. The prudence, as well 
as bravery, he exhibited on this occafion, may be thought 
to leave it a matter of doubt, whether he had mod f ignalized 
himfelf on former occafions, in that particular profeflion 
of arms to which he had been bred, or in that new branch, 
to the exercife of which he had, but fo lately, afpired. 
Thcirattack being parried § the Moors confequently re- 
tired. Admiral Herbert iliil continued in the road ; and 
on the nth of April drove on ihore a new Algerine 
fright? of twenty-eight guns, called the Orange-Tree, 
which had been chaced into the road of Tangier, by the 

Sirieklind came up likewife, tbe Algcrine furrendcrcd, baving lofl 
iwo hundied tdcd.

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Hampfliire, captstin Pinn, and the Adventure, captain 
Booth *. On the 8th of May following the Moors coin* 
menced a frefli attack ; and on the 1 3th it was found ne- 
ceflary to abandon an advanced work, called Henrietta 
Fort. To manage this retreat in fafety was become a 
matter of confummate difficulty, as well from the great 
force of the befieging army, as the advanced (tate, and 
near approach of their attack. Admiral Herbert did 
not a little contribute to its being fuccefsfuUy atchieved, 
without much lofs, by making a diverfion, and feigning an 
atGurk on the Moorifh camp, from the feaward, by an 
embarkation in boats. He contributed in a higher degree 
to the fafety of this harraffed city on the 2oth of Sep- 
tember following. The Moors had, foon after their laft 
attack, agreed to a Qiorf truce, which they employed 
very diHgeatly in making every preparation for a ftill 
more formidable alTault. Admiral Herbert, on his part, 
ufed every pollible means in his power to defeat the in- 
tentionof the«ncmy, by landing with a confiderabte body 
of foldiers and lallors from his fquadron ; and to encourage 
them ttkc more to their duty, again quitting his Haiion of 
a naval comtninder, he took upon himfelf the office of a 
ecneral. His behaviour on this, as on every other occa- 
non, was mofl confpicuoufly great t. Soon after this 
time the Algerines, who had not been fufficiently hunib- 
led by the chaftifement they had received from the fleet 
under fir John Narborough, began to renew their de- 
predations in fo great a degree, as to excite the indigna- 
tion both of the government and the nation. Admiral 
Herbert failed for Algiers in the middle of Febniafy 
168 1, and by his prudent as well as fpirited condudl, thie 
preliminaries were, with fome little paufe, agreed ^pon ; 
and the peace foon after concluded %. A peace which h»Sf

with very tiivial exceptions, been fincc kept inriolate. 
The objeft, for which the fleet had principally been fent 
to the Mediterranean, being thus accompliihed, adniiral 
Herbert returned to Europe*, and was, on the -jd of Fe- 
bruary 1683, conflituted rear-admiial t of "England. 
After the acceflion of James the Second, Herbert was 
univerfally efleemed one of thefe perfons tnoft in favour 
with the new fovereign, who foon afterwards appointed 
him maftcr of the robes. This gleam of court fun-ihine 
was Toon overcafl. Herbert was a man of thofe fteady 
and truly patriotic principles which would never bend to 
flattery, or hopes of private emolument, nor be fettered 
by the fmiles or promifesof the great. *To this firmitefs 
of mind he added a judgment too found to be wrought on, 
or fhaken by fpecious argument; ever awake to what he 
deemed the real intereftof his country, he vms among the 
foremoll of thofe true patriots who ileadily oppofed the 
repeal of the Tcft Aft. This was an oppofition to that 
moft favouritcprojeflof James, who was in every refpefl: 
the fovereign of his heart, except when thofe piojeSs 
appeared to militate againll the public good. The mo- 
narch was tefolved to make him pay, the forfeit of faistJe- 
linquency, and feel, in its utmofl extent, every effort of 
his royal imger- He difmil&d him from all his employ- 
ments {. Thefe repeated inltances of royal difgult^

Icllor, lir Roger StiicklaodT

thorough oppofttioit d .political princwlei and ideu 
which fubtiited between him and the iaamtralt induced 
the latter to be oM adiong :the fbteitiolt of thofa.whb 
repaired to the prince of OrangRi As his influence, 
clpecially among the feamen, who revered him, who loved 
him as a friend, asactmnnander, ^ a parent, was knOvro 
to be very extenfive, aE the higheft opinioit was entcl-' 
tainod both of his integrity and judgment, his early arrival 
vn^ particularly grateful to tliofe who were fijcnds to the 
reTolution, and truly ferviceableaifo to the caufe in which 
they were about to embark. The ftatea- general, truly 
fenlibile of his worth, conferred on him the coaaaaitd ai 
their Deet, with the title, of lieutenant ^encial'adiniiral. 
In this, ftati(»i he proved himfcif in every refped defcrv* 
ing the high trull that was repofed in him, having, both 
in bis general advice and particular perfonai condud 
united the mod confummate prudence * with the iqc^ 
active and fplrited exertions. The revolution being 
effected, William did every juftice to his high merit, by 
continuinr to him that command he had born with to 
ouich credit to himfeif, and fuccefs to the perfoaage wbofe 
caufe he had efpoufed. On the 8th of March 1688-9 ^ 
was appointed firll cammilGooer for executing the office 
of lord nigh admiral t, and in the beginning of April failed 
vrith a force, confifting only of twelve fail of the line, 
to oppofe the French fleet under Monf.

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vrhich had convoyed king James and his army to Ireland; 
and, being fince that time confidenbly reinforced, was 
conapofcd of no Icfs than forty-four fliips, twenty-eight 
of which were of the line of battle. Herbert, almoft 
providentially, and not till ibe very eve of the adion, 
received an augmentation of his force, fo that, on the ift 
of May, the day in which the battle of Bantry Bay took 
{dace, it confifted of eighteen fail of the line, two frigates, 
a fireHiip, and two or three fmall veflels. Notwithttand- 
ing this difpro|>ortion of force, .the gallant admiral 
confidering the glorious and deciflve confequences that 
would inevitably attend viflory, and the mere partial 
misfortune that would purfue even defeat, with that 
marked decifion which diflinguifhes the military hero 
from the miliury pedant, hefitatcd not a moment. The 
conftatit if not only object of his mcenuvres was to clofe, 
if poflible, with an enemy, who, notwithflanding their 
fuperiority, as conflantly manifefted the intention of en- 
gaging only indecisively, and at a diflance. As they had 
the advantage of the wind, it was not in the power of 
admiral Herbert to avoid this defuttory kind of contefl, 
which ended, as every afiion with the fame enemy has 
done fmce that tinie, in which they have been fortunate 
enough to polTcfs the fame advantage. In Ihort, after a 
diflant cannonade of three hours, during which time ad- 
miral Herbert made every poflible, though, from the con- 
fummate caution of the French admiral, fruitlcfs effort to 
weather his antagonills, Monf. Chateau Rcnard thought 
proper to tack, and put an end to the conteft by {landing 
farther into the bay, whilher it was not prudent, or, per- 
haps, poflible for the En^lilh to follow him, contented 
with the glory of not having been completely defeated by 
a force little exceeding half his own. King William, 
fully fenfiblc of the merit of the a£llon, haflened to Portf- 
mouth in order to reward, in perfon, that gallantry which 
had, at leaft, contributed fo much to the honour of the 
nafion. After bellowing pecuniary gratuities on thofe to 
whom fuch munificence could with propriety be fhown, 
he proceeded to confer fuch honours as were-properly 
Jutted to the condition and rank of thofe commaiwefs who 
}iad fignalized- thcmfelves on this tnemorabk occafion; 
^nd on the agth of May created admiral Herbert baton 
Hetbcrt of Toibay, an^earl of Torrington. The fleet 
being

being reinforced by admiral RuiTell and the Dutch, and 
thofe Ihips which had received damage in the late a^ioa 
jcfilted with the utt loft difpatch, fhe earl of Torrington 
ppocecded to fea the beginning of July. But the French 
having no objed in view that rendered a fecond battle 
abfshitely neceirary, did not think proper to venture into 
the Channel during the remainder of the year. Loid 
Torrington, with the body of the fleet, returned into port 
for the winter on the ad of Oftober, having previoufly 
detached lord Berkley with a ftrong fquadron to the weft- 
waidf to repel or prevent any defuitory attack that might 
be attempted by the enemy. In the month of January 
following he refigncd his poft of firft commiflioner of tte 
admiralty in coniequence, as it is faid, of fome murmtirs 
in the houfe of commons at the reported ill-equipment of . 
the fleet, and its having been very badly victualled.' He 
was fucceedcd by Thomas earl of Pembroke and Mont- 
gomery, a nobleman whofe great popularity was thought 
mod likely to allay (he public clamour. The French 
having, during the winter, drained every nervp to aug- 
ment their marine and render it {till more fuperior tothat 
of England than it was (proportionablyj in the preceding 
year, Thev, in the month of June, made their appear- 
ance in the Channel with a fleet of eighty-four* fail of the 
line, befides a number of frigates, fire-fl]t)jy, llld fmall 
vellels. Notwith Handing their arrival was fo fudden and 
uncxpeiSed, and their force fo much fuperior, the carl 
demurred not an inOant in putting to fea, rightly judging 
it was more for the advantage of his country to meet or 
attend its enemies with a fleet inferior in point of num- 
bers, than fuffer them to travcrfe the Channel unmoleited, 
unoppofed, or unwatchcd. Previous to the aflion, and 
on tne very verge of it, the earl was, as he had before been 
at Bantry Bay, happily reinforced, firft by a fmall divilJon

mirals Evertzen, Callemborgh, and Vander Puttcn, fo that 
his fleet, at Jaft, confiftcd of fifty-fix fail of tho- line *. 
With this force, difpropottionate as it was to that of the 
enemy, the earl continued to follow, preventing them, by 
his prefence, from the power of mifchief, but wifely 
willimg to avoid an a^ion till his fleet fhould, by farther 
leinforcements, acquire fufEcient flrength to render con- 
queft certain. This 'was the ftate of things when an ex- 
prefs arrived from the queen, at the inftigation, and by the 
sdvice, as it is faid, ofRufielfhis enemy, commanding 
the cari inftantly to engage. He immediately look every 
ftep prudence as well as bravery could fuggeft to enfurc 
"alt the fuccefs that could reafonably be hoped for. He 
convened all the flag officers^;, imparted to them his or^ 
dsrs, and prepared for battle. As foon as it was Light on 
the morning of the 30th day of June, the ear! made the 
iignal for his fleet to fall into a line. As foon as this was 
effefled he bore away for the enemy ; and at eight o'clock 
made the fignal for Qofe adlitm: the French in the mean 
time [confiding in their fuperior numbers) prepared alfo 



forthe conteft. Their fleet was ranged, not, as is ufiiatiy 
the cafe, in a ftrait line, but a curve, called by moft hif- 
torians (though improperly) an half moon. It is admit- 



ted, however, on all hands, their van and rear v 
fiderably to windward of their centre, which appears from 
the print already mentioned, to have fallen inward direftly 
oppofite to the earl's own divifion of the red fquadron, as 
though the enemy had ftudied, with the utmoft caution, 
to avoid iim.

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incmies, that his dlvifion alone was lead in a£tion ; bu( 
if they had wiihed to ellablifh a character for candour, 
rfiey would have done well to confider the danger into which. 
the whole fleet would have been brought by the earl's raftiiy 
bearing away into the imnienfe bay, if the term may be aU, 
lowed, formed by the French centre. Separated as the 
fquadrons of the combined fleet wej'ejftrait as was its line ia 
CMnparifon with that of the French, the latter (lil! conti- 
nued to out-ftretch them confiderably ; and if the earl, 
liftening only to the diftates of g::llantry, had broke that 
line, by bearingin for the enemy's cuiitrc, hisdivifion might 
eafily have been enclofed ; when, if that enemy had done their 
duly properly, few of his (hips would have been left, for the 
future defence and proteflion of England. It may pro- 
bably favour flrongly of Britifti fpirit to agree with what 
was theoretically advanced by fome of the Britifli cap^ 
tains in that a£lion, that if all the fhips in their line had 
engaged as clofe as ihofe of fir John Afliby's divilion did, 
the French, in all probability, would not have, gained fo 
much advantage as they did: yet, if we confider the 
ftreneth of the two fleets, their fituation, and the form in 
whicn they were each drawn up, we muft, now time has 
mellowed the roughnefs of party prejudice, admit that 
fuch conduct could only have originated in the fame rafh- 
nefs which induced the Dutch, who led the combined 
fleet, to flrctch forward with a prefs of fail till they 
reached the enemy's van, although they, by that condudl, 
left fuch an interval between them and the red fquadron, 
as in fome meafure, contributed to their own ddtruflion 
and the joint misfortune of the whole fleet. A celebrated 
ingenious modern writer 'has fummedup the whole in the 
following Ihort and expreflive manner : " there was tin's lUf- 
' ' fcrence between the admirals — EvirlT^nfsughlforghry mly ; 
' ' but the other, trujiing to the greatnefs of his charatier f.r 
*' gJ'>rS* refie£led that the SA^^TY of his country ■WGsinlruJlcd 
** ta HIM." — Notwithfianding every poflibli: advantage 
that might have been derived by the French from their 
f uperiorily of force, it does not appear, from the beft au- 
thorities, that the lofs of the EngUlh was more than one 
fliip of the line, the Ann of feventy guns, commanded

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6y captain Tyrrel, and that of the Dutch fix, a lofs furely 
inferior to what might have been expeftcd confidering 
the great difadvantages under which the combined fleet 
laboured. But though the fafetyof the kingdom was 
purchafcvl at fo eafy an expence, comparatively fpeaking, 
and the armada of the French, difabled from future oflfenfive 
operations, was content with the empty triumph of the com- 
bined fleets havingretired before it ; though it retreated itfelf, 
m a fhort time, to its own harbours, without venturing at 
any enterprife worth the dignity of being recorded by any 
hiltorians but their own : yet the people of England were 
not to be fatisBed with what might with propriety be 
termed a negative viittwy. They thought their national 
drgnity degraded ; and difappointed in the vain hope of 
their admiral effefling impoflibilittes, joined all in iha 
general cry of mifcondu(S and treafon, from the peafant 
to the prince. The court, however, afTemblcd to take 
cognizance of the matter, did every juftice to the merit 
of this brave but unfortunate man •, and acquitted by the 
general voice of thofe, who imderftanding perfeAly the 
weaknefs of the charge and tlie propriety of the anlwer* 
he fought, in retirement, that peace and tranquillity, the 
factious, not to fay ungrateful fpiriis of his countrymen, 
appeared to wifh to deprive him of. Having never more 
entered into what is called public life, he died on the 13th 
day of April I7i6, in an advanced age. — The charaaer 
given him by Burnet affords a proof how far men of the 
jaandefi judgment, the moft irr-pariiiit mode of thinking, 
and \h.ejiri>ngffl attention, in other inftances to veracity and 
candour, fuffer themfclves to be hurried into exprelfioiis 
which maturer confideration and cooler refleSion would 
certainly have obliterated. Not being able to cenfure

admiral 
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admiral Herbert's attachment to the conflitution, an* 
thai truly valuable aHiflance he afforded the prince of 
Orange before the revolution a<Sually took place, the 
good Difliop endeavours, as much as poflible, to lefTen the 
merit of the a^ion by attributing its original caufe to a 
perfonal quarrel between the admiral and lord Dartmouth, 
who being fuppofed to polTefs more of the king's confi- , 
dence than himfcif, created firft a jealoufy, which/nflt, to 
ufe the bifliop's dvrn word, raifed into fullennefs, towards 
king James, and time afterwards improved into a firm 
oppofition to his arbitrary meafures. Thus has one of 
the greateft afts of patriotifm been degraded by a perfon 
embarked in the fame caufe with himfelf, into the rcftlefs 
uneafy working of a difappointed Ipirit. The charafter 
of the noble earl ftands, however, far above the reach of 
any malicious afperfion. James had been his friend, his 
patron : the mutual attachment that was well known to 
fubfilt between them, had originated in the nobleft motives, 
the defirc of rewarding merit in one, and an honourable 

fratitude for that attention in the other. The favour of 
is royal patron had bellowed on him divers employ- 
ments, which yielded admiral Herbert an annual income 
of feur thou fand pounds a year ; this, together with the 
friendfhip of his (overeign, he had refolution and patrio- 
tifm enough to forfeit and forego, rather than fupport, for 
a iinglc moment, fuch meafures as he thought ofFcnfivc 
to the conflitution and liberty of his country. 'Ihe 
prince, whofe caufe he next efpoufed, and whofe cham-' 
f'o", as it were, he avowed himfelf by his cooduft, fur- 
rendered him a prey to faction, and the ingratitude of the 
populace ; condemned bv the voice of that powerful body 
before they had heard his defence ; convidled of the high 
crime of not effefling what, to human power, was im- 
poflible ; difcharged H'om the high and honourable com- 
tnand he had fo bravely, and, till this period, fortunately 
held ; difmiiTed from the fmiles and favour of that ime- 
reign wl om he more eminently perhaps than any other 
perfon, had aflifled in raifing to the throne ; branded, in 
nis old age, with the name of coward, after having, in his 
youth, jullly acquired the character of a brave man, 
by the moft extraordinary exertions of perfonal valour. 
Unmcritediy difgraccd and diihonoured as he was, (litl he 
did not complain, becaufe that complaint might have en- 
creafed 
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jCicafed the ferment already taging too violently in the 

■cation, und which every honeft man would, on all occa- 
lions, endeavour to diminilh. His peaceable conduct 
^teithiK event was, if polEble, more brilliant than his 
warlike atchievements prior to it had been ; the ilead^ 
fupporter of government on every occafion, where iu 
meafures did not milirate againft the intereii and welfare 
of the people : he was ever liJlened to with attention, 
mixed with lefpefl and delight, even by^ his greateft enc;- 
mies. .So iludious was he to avoid being charged with 
ever thwarting the meafnres of government wantonly,, 
that wherever he felt himfelf in confciencc bound to op-- 
pofe them, he always Dated his reafons publicly by 

.entering a formal protell.' A part of his fortune lie 
bequeathed to the earl of Lincoln, not fo much oo ac- 
count of any private friendship, for relaiionihip there was 

,i)one, as in confequence of his uniform, honell, and patri- 
otic condu^ on all public quelHons, and his [leady fuppoft 
of that conflituiion of which the earl of Torrington him- 
felf was fo enthufiaftic a friend and admirer*. This noble 

' earl was twl^ married : firfl to Anne, daughter of r- 

Hadley, cftj; and widow of Pheafant, efq; and, fe- 

.condly, to Anne, daughter of Thomas, lord Crew, of 
Stene ; but had no children by either. 

TOVEY, Nicholas, — commanded the Fox. frigate in 
1666. 

TRAFFORD, Thomas, — was made lieutenant of the 
Monk in 1661, of the Leopard in 1662, the Nonfuch in 
1663, and the Amity in the following year, hi 1665 he 
was promoted to the command of the Unity ; but he had 
been appointed to a^ as captain of this iliip fome time 
before he received a regular commiilion for that purpofe. 
"We find in 4he Gazette, No. i, the following article. 
" Guernfey, Oftober the 2oth, 1665. Ycfteriiay canw 
into our road the Unity frigate, captain Trafford com- 
mander, who brought in a prize, captain John Gilfon 

.of Fluihing, being a privateer of fcven guns ^nd forty- 
five men." From ihc time of his quitting this fliip cap- 
tain TraiFord had no command till the year 1671, when 

lie was made commander of the Old-Ja^nes. In the foU

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lowing year prince Rupert tppointed him to the Guinea, 
Peace being concluded with the Dutch in the following 
ytar, he again retired from fervicc till the I2th of April 
1678, when he was made, hy king Charles the Second, 
who harf taken ufion himfelf the direction of the navy, 
commander of the Perfia Merchant, hired Ihip of war. 
On the Jth of September 1682, he was appointedto com- 
mand the boats at Portfmouth ; and again, on the ifl of 
Ju ne 1 685, was re-appointed to the fame fervice. 

TREHERNE, William,— after ferving as lieutenant 
of the Nonfuch in 1660, the Breda in 1664, and the 
Coaft in the following year, was made captain of the 
Ekft India Merchant in 1666. 

TREVANION, Ridiard,— was appointed, by princ« 
Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, on the 3d of July 
1606, to i^ommand the Marmaduke, and was foon after- 
wards rtittioved into the Dartmouth. In r67o he was 
appomtcd to the Richmond; and in 1672, firft to the 
Dc^iitdventiire, and afterwards to the Dreadnought. On 
thie ^h of March 1674 he returned into his ola fliip the 
Dartmouth. On the 22d of April 1675 he was made 
caj^in of the Jerfey ; and fix days afterwards, that is to 
fay, on ihe 28th of the fame month, was removed intCP 
the YariAouth. On the 2ifl of July 1677 he was ap- 

Sointed commander of the Saudadocs. He mrittrd this 
lip, on the I2th of May following, for the Montague,' 
but returned back to the Saudadoes on the 26th of October 
in the fame year. He Was re-commitlioned twice after- 
wards to the fame Ihip, firft on the azd of O^ober 1681, 
and fecondk on the ad of April 1685. At the time of 
the duke of Monmouth's invalion he was made commo- 
(lore of a fmall fquadron fent to intercept the Ihips which 
had conveyed the duke to England. In this expeditioii 
he was very fuccefsful. Arriving off Lime on inc 2oth 
of June 1685, he there captured two fmall- ihtps of war, 
the naval force that allidcd in the eitpedition, and two 
tranfports, on board which he found forty barrels of 
powder, and other {lores, the lofs of "which moll griev- 
oully dillrelfed the unfortunate duke. On the 22d of 
April 1687, he was made captain of the Hamplhire; and 
laltly, when the terrors of ine approaching invaiion in- 
duced James Co fit out a formidable fleet, he was, on the 
Vol. r. T 17^ 
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17th of Ssptember 1688, appointed to the Henrietta, 
Strongly attached to the caufe and perfon of king Jamcs^ 
he was one of thofe who were entnided with the fecret of 
his efcape, and' to whom the particu^ mode of conduc- 
ing it was afterwards confided. He accompanied his 
exiled fovereign to France, and atieiided him to Ireland. 
Inattentive to his' country's welfare, the patron and 
friend of his pollerity he defcricd not in his diflrefs. The 
time of his death is not known. 

- TURNER, John, — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Dragon in 1665, and the Mary Rofe in 1666. Towards 
the clofc of the latter year he was promoted,- by prince 
Rupert and the duke of Albemarle, to command the Ex- 
pedition. In 1667 he was removed into the Abraham 
and Sarah, in all probability an hired (hip of war ■ ^^ 
1671 he was made captain of the Tyger, and failing for 
the Streights foon afterwards, quitted this fhip in the fol- 
lowing year for the Yoik, in the command of which fhip 
he died on the i6th day of July 1672. His body, being 
brought to England, was intencd in the church of St. 
Nicholas, Deptford, where an handfome monument has 
been erefied to his memory, bearing the infciiption 
t)eneath *, which, while it tranfinits to the world a 
' chara6ier

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charader he appears venr Juftly to have deferved, affords 
us at the fame time a brief relation of the leading tranf- 
aflions of his naval life. 

WiLLSHAW, Francis,— was made lieuttnant, firft 
of the Old James, and afterwards of the Royal James, ta 
the year 1665. In 1666 he was promoted, by prince 
Rtjpert and the duke of Albemarle, to command the 
Antelope of fifty guns, llationed in the line of battle as 
one of the feconds to the Royal Charles, on board which 
(hip the joint commanders-in-chief ha*hoifled the fland- 
ard. He afterwards commanded, and with the greatell 
Credit, one of the companies detached under fir Kobert 
Holmes to attack the illands of Ulie and Schclling. 
After the conclufioti of the Hrfl Dutch war he had no further 
3ppcMntment till about the year 1671*, when he was 
made captain of the Concord. In the month of January 
1671 he arrived at Lifbon with the Strcights fleet under 
his convoy, aFtei* having encountered a mofi dreadful 
ftorm, of fixteen davs continuance, in the bay of Bifcay. 
TTie fliips under his charge were, confequently, very 
much difperfed ; feveral of them put back to England. 
Four days after the gale had fubfided he fell in with a. 
fquadron of fifteen Dutch men of war, befides firefhips. 
fighting his way, however, with much Intrepidity and 
good condu£l through nine of the enemy's fhips that got

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Up with him, he efcaped with a damage to his fhip corRp;-' 
ratively trivial to the rilk of the encounter. He appears to 
have been generally engaged in this kind of fervice*, at 
lead every information we have been able to obtain rela- 
tive to him, has been in this line. On the 14th of 
November 1677, we find him appointed to the Forefight 
of forty-eight guns, and that he arrived at Plymouth on 
tlie loth of September 1678^ with an homeward-bound 
Streights fleet un^tT his proteftion. This is the lateft 
intelligence we have been able to gather concerning him. 
WILLSHAW, Thomas, — ^brother to the foregoing 
gentleman, was, in 1666, fuccedively appointed to the 
Milkmaid, the Abigail, and the Malaga Merchant, at! 
three faid to have been firefhips. In 1671 he was made 
captain of the Fl'aricis, and in the fpllowing year of the 
CaAle, both firefliips alfo. He was foon afterwards pro- 
moted 10 the Referve of forty-eight guns. He had no 
command from the conclu(ion of the fecond Dutch war 
till the rupture wilh France appeared probable, iti the 
year 1678. He was, on the 30th of March, apptrinted, 
Dv king Charles the Second, commander of the Royal 
Catharine. Early in the following year he removed into 
^e Elizabeth, and on the 2ifl of O^ober into the James 
galley. In i68e he conunan'ded the Albemarle, and in 
1683 the Neptune. He does not appear to have' had, 
after this tTine, any appointment in this line of fervlcc; 
nor do wc ,me«t wjth any thing farther relative to him 
till fome time after the r^H>Iution. In the year 1690 he 
was appointed fuccefTor to fir Richard Beach, as com - 
milfioner of the navy refident af POrflVnduth. He held this 
office only two 'years + ; but, in i69-{,was, on fte'death 
of fir John Aihby, on tW laih 0/ July, appointed to 
fucceed hira as con^troller of the Itorekoeper's accounts.

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He continued to hold this oHice tilt the time of his death, 
which happened in the year 1702. In 1700 he was 
defied mauer of the Trinity Houfe, to which he be- 
queathed one hundred pounds. His arms are painted in 
one of the windows of the iiall belongingto ibat corpo- 
ration ; under them is written, " captain Ihomas Will- 
fhaw, ore of the principal officers and commiffioners of 
his majefty's navy, and mailer of the Trinity Houfe, 
pnno 1700." 

yr'OOD, Robert (iH), — is faid to have been appointed 
lieutenant of the Old James in 1666, and foon afterwards 
promoted to the command of the Catherine ketch. 

WOOD, Robert, (2d). — It appears a matter of much 
doubt, yvhether this, and (he preceding gentleiijan, are not 
one and the fame perfun : the laticr is faid, however, to 
have been appoijited captain of the Roe ketch ip ^666^ 
and of the Catherine yacht in 1667, 

WRIGHT, William, — is remarkable for having 
never, through a very long fervlce of near thirty years 
continuance, commanded any velfel e^cccpt a yacht. In 
1666 he was appointed to the Bezant, in 1671 to the 
Ki«:hin,and on the 17th of April 167b, tothePortfmauihj 
On the 15th of May {a long interval} 1686, he was re- 
appointed to the fame veflel ; and on the i5ih of OSober 
1687, was removed into the Monmouth yacht, tft ts 
faid to have been appointed commander of the Richrrd 
and John firefiiip on the 12th of November 168S ; but 
for this vi'e have but little authority, and are rather in- 
duced totally to difcredit this piece of information. We 
find him, on the 17th of April 1690, commaniiing the 
Monmouth yacht on the Iriih ftalion, where he performed 
memorable fervice in an attack made, under the direction 
of fir Cloudefly Shovel, on fomc fmall French (hips of 
war, Mid others in the fervice of the late king James, 
then lying in Dublin bay *. We meet with nothing far- 
ther relative to him, in the line of a£tive fervice, but find 
him appointed one of the commillloners of the viduaUing

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office in 1707, an office he afterwards quitted on being 
nude commifnoncr of the navy, refident at PJymoiith, in. 
the year 1703. He was fu[>erceded in the following year 
by Henry Greenhitl, Eftj. ' He was however rcinitared, 
on the death of the latter. In 1708 ; but was fuperceded 
in 171 1, on account, as it is faid, of fome inegular prac- 
tice in the execution of his office. ' He died at Deptford, 
in a very advanced age, in the year 1735. 

WYBORNE, John, — was, m 1666, made commapdcr 
of the Jofeph fireihip. When the rupture witli France 
was expefled in 1668, he was appointed to the Portf- 
mouth Ketch, from which he was, in the following year, 
removed into the Portfmouth pink : in this veffel he was, 
foon afterwards, fent to the Mediterranean. On th^ 
commencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, he was 
promoted to the Guardland ; and, on the r 5th of February 
1675, was made captain of the Speedwell. He was, 
almofl immediately afterwards, removed into the Pearl, 
and fent a fecond time into the Mediterranean, where he 
continued fome years. He was, on the 8th of Oflober 
1677, renjoved, by fir John Narborough, then com^ 
matider-In-chief oh that ftation, into the James galley ; 
and, 0(1 the 21ft of the fame month, was promoted • to 
command the Briltol by the commiffioners for executiiig 
the office of lord high admiral. He failed for Europe 
very foon after intelligence of his promotion arrived m 
ihe Streights, but returned thither again in the month of 
September 1678 ; here he remained a cohfide^ble time^ 
In the month of March 1680, he aflifled' captain Booth, 
of tho' AdventurC; jn the defiruflion of x ^'cty fifle 
Algcrtne frjgate Of thitty-two guns, calle4 tjip Citron 
Tre^. IJrevious to this exploit he had bCen proinotcdt 
to the Rupert, but had not then received his commi/Iibn^ 
He returned from the Streights with a convoy, and arrived 
at Plymouth on the 26ih' of May 1680. He was after- 
wards removed into the Happy Return J, which is the laft 
mention We find made of him. ■ ■

ADDEN, John, — was made commander of the Crown 
fWd Mary in the year 1667. 

BEST, Kobert, — was appointed captain, and mnfier*^ 
of the Orange Tree on the 13th of September 1667, by 
fir JcAn Narborough, at that time commodore in the 
Mediterranean. He was unfortunately drowned, in the 
year 1677, at Leghorn; but the particular circumftances 
attending this accident have not come lo our knowlegc. 

BONAMY, Peter, — was appointed captain of the Bull 
firefliip in 1667 ; and, on the commencement of the fe- 
<:ond Dutch war, in 1672, of the True Love, alfo a fire- 
fhip.

CLEMENTS, John,— was, on the ifl of May 1667, 
appointed commander of the Merlin yacht ; and, in the 
year 1671, of the Monmouth yacht. In 1672 he wm 
promoted M the Gfeyhound ; which fliip he was a fecond

fecond a-Iiem to vice-admiral Aftjby. In the year 1693 
he was captain of the St, Andrew. He probably retired 
from fcrvicc foon after this time, as his name does not 
again occur t. The time of his death is unknown: ho 
was alive, but unemployed, on the 2d of February 1 698-9.

noxious 
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no^io^s to the then pariiament, that his murder, under 
the mockery of a trial for having been in arms againft 
them, was fiiHy nfolved on : but the ingenuity of his tady 
re&u^ him from their malice by contriving his efcape, in 
women's clothes, from Coventry jail, where he was then 
confined. He repairpd immediately to his exiled fovereign. 
After the reftoration he was re-appointed, by Charles 11. to 
the offices which he had held wun fo much honour under 
his father: and was at t^p fame time made fuperintendant 
and trcafurer of the ordnance. Having, during the civil 
war, married Elizabeth, eldeft daughter of fir William 
Wafliington, of Packington in Lcicefterfhire, by Anne 
Villers, daughter to fir Oeorge ViHers of Brookefby, and 
fiftcr to the firil duke of Buclcingham of that family ; he 
had by her George, whofe anions we are about to record, 
bom in the year 1647*. Being deflined early in life for 
the fea fervicc, his father placed him in 1665, when 
fcarcely feventeen years old, under the care of that very 
brave and celebrated commander, fir Edward Spraj^e : a 
more illutitrious tutor could not, perhaps, have been found ; 
or a pupil more likely to do juftice tn his inflniSions, 
The rclationfhip t which fubfifted between thefe two 
noble perfons might on the one hand encouragethe ftrcr 
nuous purfuit of fame, while example might on the other 
point out the moft certain mode of acquiring it. Having 
eminently diltinguiflicd himfelf, during the greater part 
of the firll Dutch war, in the tlation of a lieutenant, he 
was, without deriving the fmalleft advantage from his 
connexions, and the loyal attachment of his parent, raifed, 
in the clofe of the year 1667, to the command ef a new 
Ihip, called the Pembroke, a promotion unenvied, noi- 
withllanding his youth, becaufe all perfons were convinced 
it was defervcdly made. Peace having been concluded 
with the Dutch before this event took place, captain 
I-egge had no opportunity of encreafing that reputation J

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he had already gained till the comnjencement of the fecond 
Dutch war in 1672, when having been appointed to the 
command of the Fairfax, he much diftinguifhed himfelf 
under the command of fir Robert Holmes, at the very 
unequal and dcfperate attack made on the Dutch Smyrna 
fleet and their convoy, in the month of March 1671-2. 
At the battle of Solebay his behaviour was, if pofltble, Hill 
more exemplary. After the duke of York had fliifted 
{lis flag into the Saint Michael, the ftrefs of the action lay, 
for a confidcrable time, on that (hip : and had it not been 
for the very fpirited afliflancc rendered him, at this period, 
^liy his feconds, ofwhich captain Legge was one, and three 
other (hips, commanded by the eaiT of Oflbry, captain 
Berry, and fir Fretcheville Hollis, he vrould probably have 
been in the moA imminent danger of being deflroycd ot 
taken. This fervice might probably have laid the foun- 
dation of his highnefTes future attachment to him. In the 
month of July following he was, upon the death of cap- 
tain Turrter, removed mto the Yorke ; and having been 
■promoted, early in the enfuing fpring, to command the 
Royal Catherine, a fecond rate of eighty-four guns, fig- 
halized himfdf in a moil remarkable manner in the en- 
gagement, which took place on the 28th of May 1673, 
between prince Rupert and the Dutch. The only (hip 
taken from the enemy on this occafion • ftruck to the 
Royal Catherine ; and his condudl was fo much noticed 
by pri'Aci Rupert, as to have entitled him to a place 
among thoTc particularly eminent and meritorious com- 
inanders t who were honoured by him with the higheft 
cotmnendations. He is faid, by Campbell, to have dif- 
tingui(hed himfelf'is a much more fignal manner than is

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noticed even by prince iRj^pert i and, that being boaalci 
by the Dutch, while his (Inp, the Royal -Catherine, yw 
in the greateft danger of fmlting, he drove die cneiny 
back with confidcraDte lofs ; and liaving in fomcdej^re* 
Aopped his Waki, brought the fhip fafeinto harbour. 
Notwithftaodingthispaniciilart^nfaftiondocsnot^pear 
In the account publLuied of the a:d:ion, we entertain not 
the fmalleft doubt of its authenticity. He appears to have 
been conlidercd as a nuui highly to ^e depended upon io 
any v^uous feivice or undertaking; for in the third 
^ion^ which took place in the fame year, and whicb 
concluded the fecood Dutch war, at the time prince 
Jlupcrt was fcretely piefTed by the unjted fguadrons of 
De Ruyter and Batickert, he fent captain L'egge, .with 
two iirelhips, to create a diverfion and extricate him, if 
poflible, from his difficulties. This fervice was fo fuc- 
cefsfully and gallantly executed, that if the Fret^, who 
were then to windward, had bore down, as they ought to 
have done, the whole Dutch fleet would have been niinept 
At the concluficui of the war he was appointed governor 
of Portfmouth *, of which place he had been, fome Aioit 
time before, made lieutenant-governor. On the 15th of 
June 1674, he had the honour of entertaining, in his 
quality of governor, king Charles, the duke of York, and 
a long train of the firll nubility, in a progrels made by the 
former 10 Ponfmomh, Continuing 10 incieafe, if poffi- 
ble, Aill more in the favour of his lovereign, he was ap- 
pointed colonel of a regiment of fool in the year 1677. 
Jn i68t he was fworn a member of the privy council t; 
and on the 28th of January 1681-2, was made mailer* 
general of ihe (vdnance. Campbell, whofe infoimationf

In the preamMe rf 
his patent the fervices and high merits of his worthy fa- 
ther, as well aa his own particular claims on the royal 
favour, are very honourably ftated, and fliew this new 
dignity to have been judicioufly and worthily bdtowed. 
In 1683, king Charles finding the expence attending the 
defence of Tangier far excectfing the value of the pof- 
fcllion of it, refolved to rid htmlelf of the incumbran» 
by evacuating and demolifhing it. The conilant (late of 
warfare that exifted between the garrlfon and the Moors^ 
and the great force of the latter,rendered this fervice highly 
cGfagreeable and difficult. The known prudence, as well 
as bravery of this noble lord, pointed him out as the pio> 
pereft perfon to be employed in fo dangerous and, indeed, 
delicate a command. He was accordingly) on the 2d of 
Augufl 1683, appointed admiral and commander-in-chief 
of the fleet * fent on this expedition ; and, having hoiCted 
his flag on board the Grafton, failed foon afterwards. It 
remiired every varied talent a commander could pollibly 
pcmefs to enable him to execute, with credit and propriety, 
this arduous talk ; a talk rendered highly irkfome, becaufe 
the complete execution of it could confer only a negative 
kind of honour, while the failure of it, in the moll trivial 
point was fure to roufe reproach and entail difgrace. The 
Warlike temper of the Moors; the natural hatred they bore 
the EnglilL, as llrangers, Whom they confidered as de- 
taining from them a part of their poiiefllons; the.eafe 
with which an immenfearmy could be brought under the

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irkfome*. His care, his prudence, his rigid attention td 
the duties of his high and comphcated omce, were fucb 
as overcame every obflacle. When we reflcft, even at 
this diflant period, on the difficulty that mull attend ex- 
ecuting, with fccurity and fucccfs, the deflni&ion of 
thofe military defenfes which enabled a handful of troops 
to refift the reiterated attacks of fuch an hofl of Moors, 
while the removal, not only of the inhabitants but all their 
eflefis, was to be attended to and coadufled at the fame 
inftant ; when we recolleA that the commander of thofe 
brave and chofen few, after they had demolilhed their 
principal protection, was to provide for their fecurity and 
retreat in the face of a numerous, exafperated, and merci- 
lefs army ; we may fairly clafs this tranfaftion, which has 
hitherto pafTed, almoll unnoticed, as a common occurrence- 
of civil command, as equal, in point of intrinfic merit, 
with the moll brilliant of thofe warlike atchievements 
which all ages and ranks of people have been accullomed 
to gaze on with wonder and delight. King Charles, 
whofe gratitude, more particularly when pecuniary re- 
wards were in quellion, was not of the molt munincent 
nature, relaxed on this occafion from his parfimony, and 
was, for once, content his pleafures (hoqld yield to the 
merit qf this noble lord. Me bellowed on him a grant of 
lo,oool. in money, and feveral privileges and chartcrst 
as honourable, perhaps, if not ae valuable. The deatK 
of Charles took place foon afterwards: and James, who 
is admitted, even by bis bitterell enemies, to have been 
the conllant friend and patron of, merit, granted him^ 
jbon after his accelTion, the additional office of conAable of 
the Tower, belides continuing him in thofe employments 
he had held under his predecelTor. EHeemed as highly 
by the people as he was by the foversign, the charadler he 
had univerfaily and defervedly eUablifhed as a perfon of the 
highell re^itude and honour he ever continued to main- 
tain in its utmoU fplendour, fo that thofe unpopular and

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unconflifutioiial meariires which James, foon after this 
'titne> attempted to introduce, are by no means to be attri- 
buted to citlier the counfel, the slvice, or the fupporl 
they received from lord Dartmouth. Ht appears to nave 
coiiftdered Icing James in a two-fold light, lirft as his fo- 
verei^ and next as his friend.; as his prince he revered 
him, he obeyed him, and he ferved him faiihfiilly: as his 
friend he loved him. Too wife not to obferve, and too 
honeft not to difapprove the conduA of the monarch* 
which hourly accelerated his own luin, he failed not to 
ofFer fuch advice as appeared moft likely to avert the 
florm then gathering. But in making this lall effort in 
his power for the fervice of a prince he dearly loved, he 
tempered the remonftrance of a friend with the modcfi 
fubmiflion of a fubjeil. Having thus acquitted his con- 
Icience, nothing remained for him but to execute tiie com- 
mands of his fovereign, whom, while he kept polfelTion 
of the throne, it certainly would have been treafbn to 
have dtfobeyed, at leall in the line of his profeflion. 
However amiable the political light in which the prince 
of Orange was held by every true friend of Ilber^ and 
his country, he certainly appeared on the coSid of £i^- 
land in the character of an invader and an enemy.. The 
only dillin£tion between this inra Ikin, and that ill-planncdf 
ill-executed attempt of the duke of Monmouth is, that the 
latter openly afleited his right to the throne, the other 
actepted it as the free gift of the people. The <^pofition 
to, and attack upon the reigning fovereign, far as his pcr- 
fon was concerned, were precifely the fame in both in> 
lUnces. The fruits of the one were certainly the eftab- 
liOiment of Britifh liberty and the happinefs of the people ; 
the event of the other was the execution of the duke of 
Monmouth, and his principal adherents, for high treafon. 
There cannot, we believe, be a doubt that, had the 
inVafion of the prince of Orange been as unfuccefsful a^ 
that which preceded, notwithftanding the juftice of his 
caufe, the integrity of his conduA, and that patriotic wifli 
for the freedom ot Britain which pervaded all his actions, 
fuch of his brave adherents as Were natUfally fubjefts to 
James II. and might have been taken during the contell, 
would have paid the fame forfeit for their fuppofed treafon, 
which their left fortunate countrymen had done before 
them. 
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them. Wo have thought ij neceffiuy to nuke this (horf 
digrelTioti' in honeft jullificatiDn oi lord Dartmouth's 
memory, and to refcue him from tho fmallefl imputation 
of having fullered his attachment to his fovereign to eit- 
tenditfelf totrcafontohis country*. Let usnowrefume 
the thread of our narrative. Soon as the rumours of in- 
vafion had fwelled into a certainty that the attempt at leaft 
would be made, lord Dartmouth was appointed t to fu-- 
pcrfedelfir Roger Strickland 4, whofeobnoxiousconduft 
during the time he held the chief •omnuind of the fleet bait 
been already related y. The fate of this noble lord's 
pollhumous reputation has been fingularly unhanppy ; ceti- 
fured by one j»rty as having been the agent of a defpot, 
by accepting a command under a prince who wiQied to 
render him the inArument of enflavmg his pcofJe, he has 
been condemned on the other hand for betraying his caufe. 
Neither of thefe charges have, the fmalleft foundation : 
the iirft of them has been already deltroyed, and the^refu- 
tation of the latter is completely effected from the mouth 
of no lefa a perfonage than kmg James himfelf. The 
only man in the world, who, had this noble lord's be* 
haviour bordered in the moii diflant degree on impiX)- 
priety, is mo{t likely to have difcovered ** and publiAted 
the delinquency. 1'he hour approached in which the 
charaAer of a brave and honell man was to pafs through 
the heiy ordeal of po'itical temptation. £ncouraged by 
the early patronage of his youth, he had to look forward

for his fetvicc. But by that word fervice is not, on tTiis 
«ccafion, to be underftood the fair and open adlions of a 
great and gallant man leading his forces to fair combat 
with the enemies of the ftate, but the bafe and underhand 
machinations of a favourite commander, polfeffing an 
ibfolute influence oVer the heart sand fwords of his people. 
This, it cannot be denied, lord Dartmouth had acquired 
in its fulled extent •; but he difdained to ufe it in a way, 
men, Icfs honourable than himfelf, would havE little fcni-' 
pled. When, from his private influence he might, in all 
probability, have fecured a confiderable part of the fleett 
he commanded, for the future fervice of his fovereign, 
aided bv that of a monarch univerfally deemed, but for 
political reafons, the natural foe of England, his conduct 
diverged not, for a Jingle moment, from the ftrideft line' 
of honour : he fairly fought the fleet of his antagonift; he 
ufed every method to engage him. Providence mterfcred 
and prelerved England. Abfolved by the flight, to fay 
nothing of the delinquency of his friend and fovereign, 
from all the ties of public allegiance and private attach- 
ment, he gave all the aflifiance in his power to moderate 
the diftrafted ftate of the nation, and paid every obedi- 
ence that could have been expedled from the warmeft of 
his friends, to the champion and preferver of BritiJh' 
liberty, his new fovereign, WilliamtrieThird. Tohave 
been continued in his comtttand could not reafonably have 
been expefled, when we reflcfl upon the almoft infinite 
number of adherents who repaired to William fome time 
previous to the revolution, and whofe claims were of a 
nature nottobedifrcgarded. Delicacy, indeed, had there 
exifted no other motive, would certainly have induced 
him to havevohintarily folicited retiremcnV^ One thing, 
indeed, remained in the power of the new monarch to 
bellow. That was denied him. Permiflion to pafs the re- 
mainder of an honourable life, unmojelted, in peace and " 
tranquility.

tober "1691, in the 4+th yew of his age, — In jultketothe 
memoiy of king William, who was bimfelf a perfonage 
of too much honour not to admire even the charafler of 
a <Feclared foe, who a£ied up to that (landard, we have 
tbonght it HeccfTary to inCcrt the foUowrng memoraodum^ 
taken verbatim from one in the late eail of Dartmouth's 
Hand-writing. " After lord Dartmonth was dead, lord 
Lucas, who was conflablc of the tower, made fome diiE- 
culty of letting him be removed; but application being 
mide to the king, he was pkafed to order, that the fame 
refpeft thai would have been due to him if he had died 
QOl{<-'ned of all the employments he had formerly enjoyed 
in that place fliould be paid him, which was done accord* 
ingly \ and the Tower guns were fired when he was car- 
it^ out to his funeral : and the king told his fan, that if 
be had lived two days longer he would have been releafcd." 
On fo honourable a teDimony to the conduct and intentions 
of king William towards him there needs no comment. 
Campbell has, indeed, recorded this fa<^, and iB fubfUnce 
little deviating from the account here gi>veii : buf it wiU 
probably be thought more fatisfaflory when related in the' 
precife words of his noble defcendant. 

DICKENSON, Richard,— was made fecond Ueut&. 
nam of the SwiftFure la 1665. On the 13th of June 1667 
he was promoted to the command ef the Jofcph firefliip. 
In (be foMowing yeas he returned to his former rank, and 
was appointed to the Riipen. In 1671 he was made 
jf/^ lieutenant of the Dreadnought, and. in 1672. was 
once more appointed a ferond ticiuenam on bmrd the 
^oyal Catherine ; but was very foon afterwards pro- 
oioted to be fecond captain of the Charles the Second, 
otherwife called the Royal Qharles. On the 1 2tb of Sep- 
lember 1674, he was made commander of the Hunter; on 
Ac 12th 0* April 1678, of the Woolwich ; and oa tho. 
i-jsh o£ Uw.iiuu fiaomb, in the y««i l6So, of the Di»- 
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tnond. He failed for the Mediterranean foon afterwardE ; 
apd in the year 1682, being fliil on tijat ftation, was re- 
moved into the Tyger Prize, a (hip of forty guns, taken 
/rom the Algrtines by the Rupert. Returning from the 
Streights he was, on the 23d of March 1684-5, i^ade 
cottunander of the Oxford. He commanded a (hip, or 
fliips, of the line after the Revoiution ; we have been unable, 
iiowever, to afcerlain even their names. He was alive, 
though unemployed, on the 2d of February 1698-9 i but 
theprecSfe time of his death is unknown. 

DOWGLASS, . — We are indebted to hirtory 

only for the name of this gentleman, as a naval com- 
mander, fur We cannot find any other authority for his 
having been an officer in this line of fervlce. Neverlhe- 
lefs, as he has always been given to it by hiftoriSns, we 
have thought proper to infert his name in order to do 
away the chance of incurring the imputation of negfeft. 
Ab we have already premifed, we know nothing farther 
of him than what we CoUeil from Lcdiard, Campbell, 
and other writers of the firft refpeiSabiUty, we lliall 
only add from them, thai he was appointed to command 
the Royal Oak at the time the Dutch made their well- 
fcnown attack on the (hipping in the Medway in ihe year 
1667. Notwithftanding he defended this fhip with the 
mod extraordinary refolutiori, the Dutch were too fuc- 
.cefsful in their attempts to deftroy her. When the (hip 
was completely in flames, captain Dowglafs was advifed 
io retire : this he pofitively refuftd to liften to, prefer- 
ring immediate and horrid deftru6tion with his (hip, to 
furviving with what he, perhaps too romantically, 
Ihought difgracc*. It is no lefs fingular than true, that

FARK, Charles, — was made commander of the 
jfohanna dogger in 1667, 

FE AKES, Tobias, — was made lieutenant of the Loyal 
Subjcft in 1666, and promoted to tlie command of the 
Duke of Cambridge in 1667. 

FULLER, Thomas, — commanded the Fan&n yacht 
in the year 1667. 

GIBBONS, Atidcrfon, — is another of thofe very few 
perfons whofe w^ntuf fpirit, in the hour when all its poflible 
exertion is necefTary, has, at all times, proved a. difgrace, 
and, in fome cafes, a moft materia! injury to their country. 
He was appointed commander of the John and Elizabeth 
tireihip in the year 1667, and was-oneof the commanderj 
who were, in confcquence of their i!l-behaviour durinjf 
the attack made by fir Edward Spragge on the Dutch, who 
had entered the liver Thames, fentenced to a mofl igno- 
minious piiniOimcnt *. Gibbons, indeed, appears to have 
been the greateft delinquent of the whole group, as we 
■find the following puniihment inflifted on him, in addi- 
tion to that which he received in common with the reft; 
" Gibbons was farther fentenced to be triced up by ths 
arms during the puniftiment of the other two." Gaz,ctte, 
No. 208. 

GREEN, Charies, — commanded the Unicorn firefliip 
at the fame time, but is not known to have fubjeflcd him- 
fclf, on the fame occafion, even to cenfure. Neverthe- 
lefs, he does not appear to have had any command after- 
wards.

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- ■GUY, Leonard, — was appointed captain of the 
Paradox in 1667, and had fcarcely entered on his com- 
mand ■when he had the good fortune to take a very valu- 
aMe prize from the Dutch. In the following year he was 
removed into the Drake. This is the 1 ate (f intelligence 
Tffe have been able to procure concerning him. 

HARE, Jofias, — ^was commander of the John firefliip 
in 1667. The obfervation jnft made on captain Green 
ftridtly applies to this gentleman. 

HARLEY, John, — commanded the WiJloiighby firc- 
ihip at the fame time, and is to be held in the fame light. 

HARWOOD, Thomas,— was made lieutenant of the 
Henry in 1664, and inthe following year was promoted 
to cointnand the Return. In 1666 he fcrved as lieute- 
nant of the Prince, the flirp on board which fir George 
Ayfcough hoifted his flag; this fliip unfortunately 
grounding on the Galloper, was taken nofleflion of by 
the Dutcfl and burnt. On his return from captivity he 
was promoted to the command of the Drake. Froni the 
time he quitted this fhip, which he did foon after, in 
c^nfequence of peace being concluded with the Dutch, 
he had no ctwimand til! the commencement of the fecond 
Dutch war, when he was made fecond captain • of the 
St. Andrew, on board which fliip fir John Kempthorne 
hoiiled his flag as rear-admiral of the red. Nothmg far- 
ther is known relative to him. 

HOLMES, John, — was the fon of fir John Holmes, 
whofe life has already been given. He was appointed 
to command the Lenox yacht in (he year 1667. On the 
5th of January, being then cruizing olF the coaft of 
Frtnce, he met with three Dutch (hips, and had the good 
fortune to drive one a-fhore at Calais, to burn the fecond, 
and capture the third. On the commencement of the 
fecond Dutch war in 1672, he was made captain of the 
Thomas and Edward iirelhip. We meet with no farther 
particulars relative to this gentleman, except that, in the 
month of Auguft in the fame year, he captured a large 
Dutch ihip, from Amlterdam, of three hundred and fifty 
tons burthen.

JAQUES, William, — was, iq 1667, made floittt 
maitder of the Hopewell galliot. He had no faiihcr ci^n- 
tniflion till the year 1671, when bs was appointed captain 
of the Hardareen, a ihip taken from the Dutch in tlMt 
laft war. At the commence menl of the fctsind DiKch 
war in 1672, he was removed into the Francis (forraerlji; 
a firelhip} guardflilp. He quitted her in the kdlowihg 

J^ear for the Wivenhoe firelbip; andi laflly, when the 
ccond rupture with France was daily expend, in 1678,, 
he was, on the 17th of May, made, by king Chaiks the 
fccond, commander of the Eagle firclhip- Nothing far- 
ther relative to him is known. 

JOHNSON, Jeremiah, — cMiunaaded the GaCuKx 
- dosser in the year 1667. 

JONES, Robert, — ^was appointed commander of tb^ 
John and James Tmack in the fame year. 

JONES, William, — was at the fame time tnade cap« 
tain of the Ifabetla yacht. 

K££BLE, Henry,— was alio, in the fane y«ar, ap^ 
pointed commander oOhe Elizabetb and Mary fife&ipl 
, LESTOCK, Richard, — was, in 1667, made captain 
of the Gabriel firefhip. He never had aiiy fecpnd ap- 
pointment tin after the revolution, when, on the 6th of 
January 1691, he was made captain of the Cambridge of 
eighty guns. How long he continued in conftant cotn- 
toand of this fliip is not knownt; hut we find him captain 
<^ her in 1703, in the expedition againft Cadiz, and the 
fubfeqitent attack on Vigo, under lir Geoi^ Rook. He 
was Rationed in the line as one of the feconds to vice<^- 
miral Hopfon, in the Prince George. In the following 
year he failed under the command of fir Cloudcily Shorn 
to the Mediterranean, whither that fleet was fcnt to afUft 
the Cevennois, who had taken up arms againll LouU 
the Fourteenth. Soon after his return he retired from the 
fErvice, being put on the fuperannuated lift with the pay 
of a commander of a third rate. He died in the year'

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MANSELL, Charles,— was defcended of avwy an- 
cient and hoaoufiible family who deduced, their origin 
from Philip ds Mansfield, or De ^lan^cl, who is admitted 
by allperronsconverrant in the heraldry and the hiftory (rf 
ancient times, to have entered this kingdom with William 
the Norman, furnamed the Conqueror. The fplendor 
and antiquity of his family is, however, the principal part 
of what WE have to reoord of him, as he is entitled to « 
place among the officers of the navy, only as having com- 
rnanded the D-jlphin firefhip in 1667. 

MAYHEW, Ralph,— commanded the Blefling (ireOiip 
in 1667 ; and being eneaged in the fame fervice with 
Paine and Gibbons, whoTe lives have been already given, 
was equally culpable with them, and ctHifequently fuff'ered 
the fame puniOimcnt. 

NEWLAND, Robert, — from being lietitenant of the 
Mary, to which ftation hewasappointedin theyeari666, 
was, in 1667, made commander of the Golden Falcon. 

PEARSE, Thomas, — commanded the William and 
. Sufan, either a firelhip or an hired ihip of war, in 1667, 

PERDU, John,~was made lieutenant of the Triumph 
in 1665, of the Viflory in 1666, and the Revenge in 
1667. In the courfe of the fame year he was promoted 
to the command of the LewU hired (hip of war. 

PERRYj Walter, — was appointed commander of the 
Emfworlh floop in 1667. He ««s, in all probability, 
made lieutenant of the Royal Jamef at the commence- 
ment of the fecond Dutch war ; he being among the very 
brave men unfortunately loll in that Ihip, at the battle of 
Sotebay, on the 28th of May 1672. 

PERRYMAN, John,~was made lieutenant of the 
Swallow hired fliip of war in 1665, and in 1667 was 
promoted to the comtnand of the Oftrich firefhip. In 
1669 he experienced a Hill greater advancement in being 
appointed to the Grafton of feventy guns. He is faid to 
have commanded in the fame year the EITex, Burford, and 
Kent; a very rapid but not unprecedented change^ He 
appears after this to have quitted the fervice for a confi- 
derable time, his name not again occurring, as having held 
any command, iiU the yew 1680, when he was appointed 
to the Exeter ; from which Ihip he was foon afterwards 
removed Into the Sufibllc. Nothing farther relative to him 
js known.

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JRIDEAUX, John, — was appointed paptaia of .thq 
Cat fifcfiiip in 1667. 

R£ADi '-■ ) — is kntiwn as an officer, only by th^ 
following extrafl ' from Lediard's Naval Hillory, 
*' Captain Read going up the CanelTa towards the Ber- 
bices, landed at Garciiteen, and marchiiig twenty miles 
by land took the fort of the Arawaces, witn a great num- 
ber of captives and a lar^c bwty." Perhaps there is an 
impropriety in inferling his name here, as what we liave 
offered may not be thought a Aifficient proof of his havhig 
really been in this line of fervlce. The error, if one, we 
Jiope may be pardoned, as lefs blamcabJc than the omiftion 
would have been ; and we haye, by (imply ftating ojir 
authority, left every perfon to hisown judgment, without 
jprefuming to decide ourfelves. N. B. There were two 
officers, at this time, in the Navy of the name of Read, 
butthey both were lieutenants: orfe oftl^empever attained 
an higher rankj the other was'not made a compiander till 
the year 1672. 

READGROVE, Thomas.^conimanded the Frien^- 
ftip armed fliip of war in'1667, 

RIDLEY, Hugh,-^was, 6n the'iath of June 1667, 
_appointed captain of the Star firefhip,' and fooh afterwards 
removed into the Tilbury prize. In the following year 
he was commiflioned to the Providencp firefhip. He 
liad no oiher command till the year 1673, when he was 
made, by prince Riiptrt, captajn of the Woolw ich (loop. 
On the 3d of June 1675, king Ch'srles the Second,' who 
had taken upon himfelf the management of all affairs 
relative to the navy, gave him the command of the Wi- 
. yenhoe (loop. On the 23d of Feb, 1681-2, he was niade 
captain of the boats at Portfmouth, from whifh ftation he 
was removed into the America guard-ihm on'thc 29th of 
July following, Afier the accefiton of king James he 
was, on the 25th of May 1 685,' again made captain of thr 
America ; from which he was, on the 9th of June follow- 
ing, removed into the Swan, He continued in the com- 
mand of this vejTel till the' ijth of Auguft,' when 
he was appointed to' the Guardland, and Tailed for the 
Streights on the 25ih of the fame month, under the orders 
of fir Roger Strickland. He ^ontinutd on this ftation till 
the year 1-688 ; and arrived at Plymouth on the 30th of 
■ " ■ 9 -■■■■;. Marc^ 
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March. He was, on the 9th of September, made 
captain of the Antelope, one of the fleet fitted out under 
his old commander, iir R. Strickland, for the purpofe of 
counterafling, if polTible, the invafion th^n meditated by 
by the prince of Orange, afterwards king William the 
Third. He is known to have comtnanded a fliip of the 
line after the revolution ; but we have not been able ta 
procure any farthpr information relative to him, except 
that he was ftitl living, but unemployed, in the month of 
Febniary i6g8-0. 

ROBINSON, John,— commanded the Hopeful Mar- 
garet hired yacht in 1667 ; and was rc-commiiltoned to 
the fame velTel in the year 1672. 

SANDFORD, Jacob,— was captain of the Batchelof 
fireAip in the year 1667. 

SHELDON, Edward,^was, at the f^mc time, ap- 
pointed to the Thomas and Elizabeth. ^ 

SHELLY, John, — having ferved as lieutenant of tho 
Afliftance in the year 166+, was, in 1667, appointed 
captain pf the Albemarle firefliip. In 1668 he was rer 
moved into ih^ Truelove, in i'669 into the Welcome, 
and in 1670 ipio the Milford, all firefhips. At the com- 
mencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, he was 
appointed firft lieutenant of the Londop, the Ihip on board 
which fir E. Spragge had hoifted his flag, tfe 'continued 
in this Ihip a very fhort time only, being foon afterw'ards 
removed imp the Monmouth, on board which he is faid 
to have ferved as fecond captain*; but again reipoyed, in 
a very ihort timej as captain, into the Portland. Here is 
a complete illuftration of the rank. When he was ap- 
pointed to the Portland he was {tiled coptain, inafmuch

On the 12th of 
September 16^8, he^asmade captainof the Europa hired 
ihip of war. From ihe time he quitted this command, 
which he did fonn afterwards when the profpeft of a 
French war vanifhed, he retired from the fervice till the 
rear of the revolution, when, on the lath of September, 
be was made commander of the Signet firefhip. Steady 
in his country's caufe; after the Irattle of Bantry Bay, 
which happened in the month of May 1689, he was 
made commander of ihe Edgar, an appointment, in the 
exercife of which he died on the 5th of April 1690. 

STAGEY, Gabrid,— commanded a veiTel called the 
Wood Merchant, in the year 1667. 

STOREY, James,— aftet having been appointed lieu- 
tenant of the Dreadnought in 1665, was, in tlie year 
1667, promoted to the command of the fame Ihip- 
During the interval between the firft and fecpnd Dutch 
wars he does not appear to have held any command, but 
in 1673 was appointed to the Rainbow ; and early in tfte 
enfuing fpring was removed into the Old James. His 
gallantry difplayed in the a^ion with the Dutch fleet on 
the 28th of May in the fame year, firft recommended him 
to the notice and favour of prince Rupert, who highly 
extolled his behaviour. According to the account given 
by his highnefs, in his letter to the ear! of Arlington, ftr 
William Reqves having carried down a firefhip in hopes 
to burn Van Tromp, was intercepted by the enemy, an<] 
for a condderable time in the mott imipinent danger of 
being deftroyed, or taken, but was at length refcued by 
the molt fpirited exertions of captains. Storey and Wet- 
wang. His behaviour was equally meritorious in the 
engagement with the fame enemy in the month of Auguli 
following, on which occafton we find him reprefented, in 
a very Tcarce Dutch print, very valiantly feconding 
■prince Rupert in the attack made by him on De Ruytei", 
The war concluding with this a£tion, captain Storey was 
not called again into fervice till the 23d of April 1675, 
-when he was appointed, by king Charles, commander of 
the Portfmouth. He was fome lime afterwards fent to 
the Streights, where he continued tjU the year 1678; 
when returning to Euirope, he was, on the 6th of De- 
cember, 
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^^bet, retnovnt into the York. This Qup was put 
nndcT the command of fir Robert Robinfon in the month 
of M^rch following, when th^t oGRccr was fent to 
fnii& at th^ entrance of ihe Channel to :watch the mo- 
tiona of the French fleet, in confeguence of an expeded 
fupture with that nation. He conEtnned on this fcrvice 
^riog the remainder of the fummer. We meet with 
nothing farther relative to this gentleman till the 27th of 
iMarch 1680, when he was apptnnted comraander of the 
£)iamond; from which fliip he, 00 the 15th of Maj 
following, removed into the Antelope. He was fent oil 
the Mediterranean jlation, and failed on the 2d of June 
following for Tangier. He returned to Europe towards 
the ciofe of the year, moft probably with a fleet under his 
eonvoy ; and continued in this kind of ferviee a confider- 
able time, pafGng occailonally between England and the 
Streights, as we find him to have arrived at^Iymouth on 
the 12th of April 1682, with a conlidcrable nuiiiber of 
. merchant ih^s under his protection froCn Gibraltar and 
Tangier. This 15 the latelt circiimAance we have been 
^!e to colled jelativc to hitn, either in the line of public 
lervice or of private life. Many traditional anecdotes 
relative to tWs gentleman are preferved, and related ^nong 
feamen with much pleaftire, to promote mirth, even at the 
prefent remote period. If true, they (hew him to have 
been a man of uncommon humour, ailifted by a moft 
Bvely, though innocent gaiety of fpirit, that was exceeded 
by nothing but his aftiviiy and bravery. 
' SUMPTER, Robert,— after having been made com- 
mander of the Bonadveniure fire(hip in 1667, was, on the 
Cwnmencement of the fecond Dutch war in 1672, ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Saint David. We hear 
nothing farther relative to him til! the loth of January 
1677-8, whenhe was made lieutenant of ihe Antelope. 

SWAYNE, John, — is to be mentioned only as having 
commanded the Mary hreihip in (667. 

TURNER, John,— occurs, in the year 1667, as comi 
mander of the Expedition ftrtlhip. But ive have not the 
leaft doubt but that, notwithftandiiig he is ditHngnifbed 
from that gentleman, be is the fame oi£i:(;r whofe life has

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TY^TE, George, — afier commsnding the SucceA 
firefliipin 1667, was, on the commencement of the fecond 
Dutch war in 1672, made fecund lieutenant of the St. Mi^ 
chael, the flag (hip of fir Robert Holmes, in the following 
year he was again made a commander, and appointed to 
the Richmond yacht on tlie i8th of January 1675 ; ^^ndj 
on the nth of September 1676, was commir- 
fioned to the Dcptfoid ketch. On the 12th of April 
1678, he was removed iniu the Siirat hired fhip of warji 
ami trom thence, on the 17th of May 1679, into the 
Succefs frigate. Thus, a$ this was his laTt command* 
beginning and ending his career of navaj fcrvice in a Ihip 
of the fame name. 

VOTIERE, John,— was, on the i3lh of June 1667, 
made commander of the Swan fircfhip ; from which fhip 
he was very foon after removed into the Elizabeth and 
Mary. At i!ie commencement of the fecond Dutch war, 
in 1672, he was appointeil captain of the Hardareen ; and, 
in the following year, of the Katherine. On the 14th 
of Septemljer 1674, he was removed into the Ann and 
Ghriftopher. How long he continued to command this 
fhip is not known, but we find him appointed captain of 
the ilolmcs firelhip on the 12th of July 1677 : on the 
J4th of July 1683, he was made commander of tlie 
Richmond yacht i and op the ift of April 1685, of a 
ketch, called the £ngli(h. Nothing can be more irkfomc 
than being incapable to record any farther circumftance 
relative to any ofEcer who has irreproachably fpent fo 
many years of his life in the fervice, than the mere lift of 
iiis appointments and promotions. In this ftate we are 
relative to captain Votiere, From his name we ftiould 
judge him to have been of French extraflion. We know 
not whether he ever held any command after the revolu- 
tion ; but we find him to have been alive and on the lift 
of captains in the month of February 1698-9. 
■" "WARD, John,— conipianded the Owners Endeavour 
firefliip in 1667. ' 

Ward, Thomas, — in the fame year, was captain of 
a (hip called the Mary Magdalen. 

WAYMAN, William, — commanded the PrifciO^ 
&refhlp in 1667. 

WGONERi 
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WIGONER, John, — was' apjioiated captain of tire 
John and Giles ketch in 1667. 

WILLIAMS, Henry,— was, on the 28th of June 
1667, made commander of the John (ire hoy*. At the 
conclufion of the firit Dutch war, not being able to ob- 
tain any. fupcriox Nation, he difdained to remain inadive ; 
and was content to fcrve under the brave fir Edward 
Spragge as one of his master's mates. His admiral enter- 
tained fo hig^ an opinion of his abilities and fpirit, that, 
at the time h? made the attac)( t on the Algerine fhippjng 
in Bugia Bay, he fent Mr, Williams an board the Little 
Viflory J.lhal he might be ready to take the command of 
her, in cafe of ^ny accident happening to captain 
Harris, who was the commander. The whole fuccefs of 
the enterprize depended on this (hip and fir Edward's pre- 
caution, as it was- highly commendable, fo did the 
event of attack jfnder it nccelTary. But for this provifioa 
the whole might have failed, captain Harris being 
wounded fo dangcroully at the very commencement of tho 
aflault, that the ihip juil mentioned would have wanted 3 
commander, had not captain Williams been ready to have 
undertaken fo confeqiiential atrult^. His condu^ on 
this occafion procured him, in the following year, the 
command of the Supply firclhip ; from which he was, in 
1673, removed into the AUurance. We hear nothing 
farther of him till the 23d of May 1675, when he was 
appointed to the Wivcnhoe firclhip. On the 25th of the 
fame month he was removed into the Holmes. We iind 
him made captain of the Staveereen on the jth of January 
1677-8;. and on the 12th of April following promoted '

A wir with Fnnce being then duty ex- 
pe£tcd> he was ordered to put himrdf under the command 
of lir Robert Robinfen, who was fent with a fqaadron d 
ten fail to cruiCe at the entrance of the Channef, in order 
towatcNthe motions of the enemy. On the 3d of April 
1680, he was removed into the Pearl, a fifth rate ; and 
continued to be employed ai a cniifer in the Channel on 
the 9th of September 1681. Remiiningflillonthe fame 
ftalion he fell in with a French armed Qiip from Green- 
bnd, which, failingtopar tbeufualrcfpeato theEnglifh 
flag, captain Wilnams nred a broadfide into her, upon 
which a fmart a<£tion immediately commenced between 
them, which ended in the capture of the Fren6h fhip, the 
captain of which endeavoured to excufe his raflinefs by 
pretnuling a belief that hoftilities had laVen place between 
rrance and England. In thia pcny difpute the IVarl had 
three men killed and one wounded The French fltjp 
vva-' fo much Jhattered as to be fcarcely able to fwim. 
Captain Williams was promoted from the Pearl to the 
Conftant Warwick, on the 6fh of May 1682. On the 
aid of January 1684.-5 he was appointed captain of the 
Cleveland yacht. He was re-commiflioned to the fame 
veHel on the 2d of April following; and on the 5th of 
September 1688, was removed into the Advice, a fourth 
rate of forty-eight guns, one of the Oitps fitted out, by 
order of king James, to oppofe the prince of Orange. 
We find no farther mention made of hira, confequently tt 
is not known whether he ever held any command after 
the rcvoIutioB> or at what pericxl be died or quilted the 
fervice.

ASHBY, &r John, — ^was defcended from a family in a 
mercantile line, which had been, for a confiderable tim<% 
fettled at LowcflofFe in the county of Suffolk. His fiift 
appointment in the na^-y was to be lieutenant of the 
AavcDture: this wai in ihe year 1665. In 1667 he was 
remored. 
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removed, in the Tame lUiion, on hoard the PitncerG : and 
on the 4itt of OSober 1668 was promoted, by the duke 
iaf York, to the command of the Deptford ketch. Ii> 
1670 he was Hill farther promoted to the Advice, a 
fourthratc. In 1671 he was removed into the Rainbow; 
and in the following year into the Pearlj a frigate of 
twenty-eight guns. In the month of February 1673-3, 
on his retuia from Jerfey, whither he had carried fir ■ 
Thomas Morgan, newly appointed governor thereof, he 
fell in with a lajge privateer, of equal force, belonging to 
., Middleburgh. An a£tion took place, and continued up- 
wards of two hours. At the end of this time the Dutch- 
tnan was completely vanqnilhed: but the wind was at 
that time fo violent as totally to prevent the Pearl's boatg 
from boarding her j captain Afhby was confequentljr 
robbed of his well-earned prize. As fome conlolatioa 
under this difappointment, he next day retook the Ruby, 
belonging to Dartmouth, a (hip of two hundred tons atid 
twenty guns, that had been captured a few days before by 
a. Dutch privateer off Scilly, On the lift of June fol- 
lowing he was promoted, by prince Rupert, to commatvl 
the Lyon , as fuccelTor to captain Fowles, who had fajleii 
in thea^tion of the 23th of May preceding. Pn the lotb 
of September 1674 he removed into the Rofe*; it is not 
known how long he continued commander of this Ibipj 
but we do aot find him appointed to any ether till the 
;26tti of March 167S, when he was made captain of the 
X)unkirk. He wasj in the month of March 1679, 
bae of the captains under the command of fir Robert 
Kobinfon, at that time commodore of a ih^all fquadron 
itationcd at the entrance of the Channel. On the 8th of 
April 1681 he was appointed to the Conftant Warwickj 
but we find nothing worth relating during tht time he held 
this command, which was but for a Ihort time, as he was 
lemoved into the Mary Rofe on the i6ih of July follow- 
ing. Early in the year 16S5 he was made captain (d'thqr 
Montague ; from which fliip he was, on ihe 27th of Sep- 
tember in the fame year, removed into the Henrictts 
guardlhip ; and again, on tho 6th of March 1686-7, into 
the Moraaunt. On the 15th of September 1688 he was 
appointed to th^ Defiance, onQ of the fliips fitted foK

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Channel fervice under the orders of lord Dartmouth'* 
Warmly attached to the conftitniional liberty of his 
country, immediately on the revolution taking place he 
became a firm adherent to WilJiam the Thiid. He 
continued to command the Defiance, and led the van of 
the l^nadron, under admiral Herbert, at the battle of 
Bantry Bay. His gallantry was fo confpicuous on this 
occafion, that when king William went down to Portf- 
mouth for the fpccial purpofe of thanking all, and reward- 
ing Ihofe whofe behaviour had been more particularly 
noticed, he conferred on captain Aftby the honour of 
knighthood; and, as a farther token of his efteem, pre- 
■ fentefl him with a gold watch fet with diamonds. In 
the month of July following he was promoted to be rear- 
admiral of the blue, and went to fea io that ftation whe.i 
the fleet failed under lord Torrington : but no atlion 
took place during the remainder of the year. In 
the following fpring the French, highly elated with that 
very trivial appearance of advantage they had recently 
, gained, left no eflPort untried to fit out a ficet fo formidable 
as to bid defiance to the inferior force of the Englifii, and 

fiirfue, at leaft in idea, that fcheme of conqucft Louis the 
'ourteemh fo chimerically pleafed himfelf with the hope 
of. The Beet of France confided of eighty-two fliips of 
(he line, befides frigates, fireftiips, and fmall vefleis. 
The combined fleet of England and Holland, which was to 
oppofe this very formidable force, confi fled of no more than 
fifty-fix Ihipsunderthechiefcommand of Herbert, earl of 
Torrington. Sir John Afhby, who had juft before been 
raifed to the rank of vice-admiral of the red*, ferved in 
that ftation during this engagement, and led the van of the 
€arl of Torrington s divifion ; but he was totally exempt 
from any part of that cenfure which was fo loudly excited 
by the -failure of fiiccefs, and which (b unmeritedly roofed 
the indignation and violence of party againlt the great but 
unfortunate earl of Torrini^on. Singularly confpicuouS 
mult have been the conduft of that man, who, in the hour 
of public clamour, efcapes the general calumny indifcri-

tnliMtel]' thrs*'h both on the innocent and the gnilrf. 
When the earl of Torrington had efFefled his retreat he 
left the cdhnmand of the fleet with fir John Aflibj", an4 * 

i^[)aired to London, having firft ^ven the ncceflary in-' 
llni^ions how to «d in cafe the French fhould attempt 
to force their way up the Thames. There was no 
neceflity, a« it happened, for this precaution, for the 
French, fatisfied with a nominal triumph, retired to their 
omi coafts, atid wen feen no more in the Chmnel. But 
to have been honoured with fo confequential a comimnd, 
and at fo critical a period, is a very convincing proof how 
high (he abilities of fir John were eftimatcd both by his 
commander-in-chief, and the public. It was thought 
nccelTary, when the fleet again put to fea, to invefl the 
clucf command of it in three perfons • who {hould jointly 
execute the office ; thefe were fir Richard Haddock, vice- 
admir^ KlUegrew, and (ir John Alhby ; they hoiHed their 
flag on board the Royal Sovereign. But no enemy ap- 
pearing to contend with, the firft and fecond rates were 
fcnt into port in confequencc of the near approach of 
winter ; and the joint admirals, with the rcmamder of the 
ficet, having taken on board the earl of Marlborough, and 
a conliderable body of land forces, fleered for Ireland, 
where they quickly reduced the city of Cork and town of 
Klnfale, the two principal polls held for king James in 
tiie fouihern part of that kingdom t. In the follovi'ing ' 
year every exertion poflible was made to retrieve the di^ 
grace of the preceding oiie, by fending a very powerful 
Sect to fea early in the fprlng. The chief command of 
it was beftowea on admiral RulTel ; and fir John Afhby 
Wis appointed to ferve under him as vice-admiral of the' 
red. But the French, fatisfied with the honour they had

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already gained, gave the combiacd fleets of Engl^and and 
rlollandfio pofli&le opportunity of retaliating upon them, 
■with carntlt, f»r. their temporary triumph and mtich 
boafted viciory. Early -in the year 1692 iir John Aftiby 
was pftihnoted to be admiral of the blue ; and the French 
court having projefted an invafion of England, iit order 
lo promote the caufe and interells of the late king James, 
admiral RuiiU,.who (till held the chief command, put to 
Jea on the t^th'of May, in order to counteraiS and defeat 
their intentioiis. The two fleets met on the 19th of the 
fame montfi, an epoch ever to be remembered as the day 
on which the French fleet were totally defeated, and a 
final period put to the hopes of the exiled fovereign. 
Hazy weather, and a dead calm, prevented a confiderablc 
part of the combined fleet, which was. much more nume- 
rous than that of the French, from doling with them ; fo 
that the force aflually brought into action with the enemy, 
was confiderably inferior to them. The blue fquadron 
in partitular, which was in the rear, never had any op- 
portunity of engaging till fix o'clock in the evening, an 
hour after the French line was broken •. Joining at that 
time in the purfuit, the fquadron under fir John Aftiby 
had, at leaft, the merit of completing that cohfufion the 
gallantry of their companions had fo fuccefsfuUy been the 
fiiii occafion of. The purfuit continued all day on the 
. 2oth; and on the 2ift, feveral of the enemy's (hips being 
clofely prelTed by fir John, ran, at the utmoft hazard, 
through the race of Alderney. It was not deemed ad- 
vifeable to purfuc them, more efpecially as the pilots re- 
fufed to take charge of the fliips any longer if their com- 
manders fliould pcrfift in fleering fo dangerous a courfe. 
This broken remnaiit of the French fleet confequcntly 
made good lis retreat into St. Maloes; and theii good > 
fortune expofed flr John to much obloquyt: but he had

A few days after the aftion, he was detached, by admiral 
RufTel, with twelve (hips of the line and three firelhips; 
to which were added an equal number of Dutch fhips, 
under the orders of admiral Callembcrgh, to fcowcr the 
coafl of France, and endeavour to deftroy fuch fhip^ of 
their broken fquadrons as might have taken refuge in 
their inferior ports. He returned foon afterwards with- 
out having met with any fuccefs, owing, as is admitted 
by the mod impartial hiftorians, merely to the very ad- 
vantageous fituation of the enemy ; and what was, per- 
haps, a ftiti greater protefiion to them, a feries of (lorms 
and tempers. Campbell makes the following candid 
and judicious remark, which applies equally well to clear 
the reputations both of Aftiby and Ruffel, for which latter 
piirpofe it is more particularly intended. " To blame 
the admiral, fays he, for not expoling the fleet, when it 
was impoflible for him to have done any thing, is to fhew 
a difpofilion for finding fault at the expence of the nation's 
fafety, fmce fucc'eeding commanders arc not like to ufc 
their judgments freely, when they find their predeceflbrs 
fuffer in reputation for doing what prudence, and regard 
to the fafety of their (hips, directed.'! Certain intelli- 
gtnce having been received that the French vice-admiral 
of the blue had got fafe into St. Maloes with twenty-five 
ftiips befides the flag, fir John A(hby was again detached, 
the beginning of Auguft, with one firft rate, fix fecond 
rates, fevenieen third rates, one fourth rate, and four fire- 
(hips, together with feveral Dutch (hips of war. flewas- 
ordered over to the coaft of France, and infiniiled to 
cruife about fifteen leagues florih from the weft end of the 

fleet till they lan through the raceofAldemey among rock) and Ihoalt, 
where the Englifh pilot lefufrd 10 follow them. Sir John hu beeu . 
much cenfured Tor his condu^ in tbli pan of the iranfaQian, though 
fHobabl^ without any rcafoa, lincc fome of ihe ablefl leamen io Eng- 
find were of opinion, ihal nothing could be more dEfpcrate than the 
ftisht of the French through thai dangeioui pifTage j and thai though 
dfipair mif^hc jullt^ them in attempting it, jiet the bare poQibiltij of 
Xuceeri in following them might not be equivalent to the danger «f 
the undtof liking." GilliDgwiiei't HiQ. cf LowcAoffe. 
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Illc of Baa, To that, by Rationing fame of his fhips nearer 
the fhorC) he might intercept any of the enemy's Ihips that 
might endeavour to pafs trom Si. Maloes to Biefl. He 
remained on this ftation, as long as the weather per- 
mittedhim, but again without fucccls. He did not return 
tp Spithead till the i4.th of September : nor had he theii, 
as it ii faid, but in confequence of exprefs orders for that 
purpofe from the queen. When the parliament met, the 
late memorable action, and its confequences, were among 
the firft fubje^s of difcuflion. On the 19th of JJovem- 
ber he was examined at the bar of the houfe of commons 
relative to the efcape of the French fhips into St. Maloes, 
and gave fo clear and fatisfadory an account of the proceed- 
ings of the Ihips under his command, both in, and after 
the engagement, that the fpeaker, by dired\ion of the 
houfe, informed him they were veir much pleafed with 
his very ingenuous behaviour. Honourably acquitted 
from the very unfounded charge of mifcondu^t, he re- 
turned, in the enfuing fpring, to his command. ,The 
office and rank of admiral of the fleet was again veiled in 
three perfons * as it had been in the year 1690 after 
the a£lion offBcachy Head, and partly ior the fame rea- 
fbn. Experience fhewe^, thai however high and moll 
defervedly fo the three joint-commanders-in-chief mi^t 
individually Hand in the opinion of the people, and how- 
ever capable each of tliem, feperaiely, might have been to 
execute fo extenlive a charge, the otSce, like that of a 
fovereign, is of fuch a nature as does not admit of its being 
divided, or executed with pioprif^ty and energy by more 
than one peifon. ^he poflibility of ihifting the charge 
of any fuppofed mifcondifiEl from one to the other is, by 
that means, tOiaUy obviated ; the nation can refort at 
once to the ^n^^i> auihor of its difgrace and misfortune; 
and the admiral-in-cliief himfclf, while he is confcjous of 
the hightruftwithwhichTie is invefted, exerts, in their ut- 
nio{textent,hisabilitiesand fpiritjknuwingtliai the fmallell 
failure in his ei^terprize endangers, for ever, his credit 
and }iis honour. The mistortunet which marked the

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naval tranfaSions of this year has prevented, tvir fin«> 
a repetition of the fame abfurdity.— To return to fir Johit 
Aftby; although he had, in the year 1690, been one of 
the three cominitTioners fi^* executing the office of com- 
mander-in-chief, he was otnitted on the prtfent occafion t 
but refuming the fUtion in which he had ferved at the 
battle of lya Hogue, hoiiled his flag, as admiial of thtf 
blue fquadron, on board the London. Pying on thfl 
twelfth of July following, he had not the inortifeation Ot 
hearing the misfortune which befel his very gallant bro- 
ther commander, Rooke, in Lagos Bay, At news of 
which did not arrive till four days after his deccafe. His 
body was firft interred at Portfmouth, where he died j 
but being afterwards taken up, was finally buried in 
Loweftoff church, where a handfome monument has been 
treftcd fo his memory • bearing the following infcription t 
Sacred to the memory of 
Sir John Ashby, knight, 
Prafeft at the courts of Sandcate ; 
On whom, for his unfhaken fidelity and approved of 
Valourj in the engagement with the French, at 
Bantkee Bat, 
Where he glorioufly fought for his king and country. 

His majef^ conferred the honour of knighthood. 
He afterwards gave many fignal examples ofhis bravery'

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brilliant actions, wiicn executed by commanders whofa 
political principles happen not to coincide with certain 
writers, are too often tarniftied through the malignity of 
the hiltotian. Indeed, when we conlider the compliment 
paid him by the fpeakcr of the houfe of commons, as 
already related, had we no other proof of his worth", we 
triift we need not hefitatc to pronounce him to have been 
a very brave, though, in fome few. inllances, an unfortu- 
bate man. 

BURKE, William,— was, in 1665, appointed lieute- 
tatnt of the Saint Paul, and was very foon afterwards re- 
moved into the Bridol. In t668, having filled the fame 
ftation, firft in the Defiance, and fecondJy in the Gam- 
bridge, he was promoted- to the command of the Portf- 
mouth floop. In 1671 he returned to his former ranic of 
lieutenant, and was appointed to the I'yger. We meet 
with nothing farther relative to him, except that in 1674 
he was made captain of the Ifle of Wight yacht. 

HAMILTONi Thomas, — having ferved as lieutenant 
of the Rupert in 1666, and of the Mary in the following 
year, was, in 1668, promoted to be commander of the 
Deptford ketch, and very foon afterwards removed into the 
Nightingale. In 1671-2 he wasappointedcaptainof the 
Mertnaid; and being removed, in the courfe of the fol- 
lowing year, into the Confiant Warwick of thirly-lix 
guns, a fmall fourth rate, behaved very gallantly in a very 
fmart encounter with a Dutch privateer, of which w^ 
have fubjoined an account!, as given in a letter written

In 1673, ^^^ 'P''''' '"^ ''^^ manifefted on tlic 
former oocafioii procured Kim to be promoted to the Mary 
rofe of fifiy guns. In the account given by prince 
Rupert, of the engagement between the EngJifli fleet under 
his command, and that of the Dutch, on ihe 28th of May 
in this year, he mentions a colonel Hamilton, as having 
loft his leg. We have not been able to identify precifdy, 
but wc believe him to have been this gentleman, the ap- 
pellation of colonel being indifcriininately applied both, 
to officers of the navy and army, at that day*, and there 
being no other perfon at that time in the -fervicc of the, 
fMiie name. He was not appointed to any other fliip till 
the rSihof June, 1675, 'wfien he was made captain of the 
Margaret galley; which ihip is alfo, on another occafion^ 
called ihe Charles galley ; the firft of thefe appellations 
appears to have been a mifnomer, as it is imagined there 
was no veilei of that name in the fervice. We find him 
commandiiig the Charles, on the Mediterranean ftation, 
on the i&xh of Oflober 1677 ; at which time he captured, ■ 
in connpany with the James, captain Canning, who was 
killed; a very large Algeiine /hip of war, after adefperate, 
refiftance. On the 4th of March 1681-2, he was ap- 
pointed to the Dragon ; and, on the 23d of March 1684-5, 
Was removed inTo the Kingsfiiher. In the month of Juno 
following^ having with him the Falcon frigate, he at-, 
tacked and carried, almoft without refiftance, the caftle of

The unfori 
tunate eail of Argyle had taken poflelTiQii of it a fcyr days 
before, and fortified it, as well as tinie and circumllances 
would permit him, intending it as his grand magazine, 
ind place of Bnal retreat. Captain Haqiilton's fucccfs 
ilppears to have given the decifLve blow to this petty in- 
vdlon, for on this occafion he not only made himfelf 
mailer of all the earl's Holes, fpare arms and ammunition*, 
but, purfuing his good fortune, took poJTeflion of the 
three piips \vhich the earl brought with him, and in vriiich 
only he could place his laA hope of elcape for hitnjelf 
and his followers. We meet with nothing farther rela- 
tive to captain Hamilton till the month of May i^9g^ 
fbme months after the revolution (lad taken place : he 
then commanded a Alp of war, whofc name yfe have not 
been able to learn, on the IriQi Aation, and perf<^med 9 
notable piece of fervice in deflroytng a confiderable num- 
ber of boats intended for the ufe of the late king James's 
army. This is the latefl piece of information we tiave 
been able to acquire concerning him. 

LONG, Robert, — after havmg been appointed to ferve 
as lieutenant of the Golden Pbgenix in 1666, was pro^ 
(hoted to the command of the Fanfan yacht in 1668. 

STOUT, Robert,— fervcd as lieutenant of the Refo- 
hition, and afterwards of the Revenge in 1665. |n the 
following year he was alfo appointed, firft to the Henry, 
and foon afterwards to the Lyon. In 1668 he was pro- 
moted to the command of tne Roe ketch. In 1669 he 
j*turned again to his former ftation of lieutenant, being 
appointed fecond i of the St. David, the Ihip on board 
yvhich fir John Hotman had hpilted his fiag as rear-ad-

ALLINGTON, Argentine, — was, on the profpeS of 
a rupture with France, in 1668, appointed lieutenant of 
the Charles ; and was promoted, in 1669, to be captain 
of the Guernfey Frigate. In the month of May follow- 
ing he was ordered to the Streights, in company with the 
Advice, to convoy thither a large fleet of merchant fhips. 
Off Cape de Gatt they fell in with a fquadron of feven 
Algeri'ne Ihips of war, which they hefitaied not a moment 
to engage, knowing well that the fafety of the charge 
under their prote^ion depended on their refolutioh. The 
particulars of the aflion have idready been givc.n in the 
life of captain Young*, fo that it is unneceiTary to bj

. FLEMING, Humphrey,— the gentternan juft alluded 
toy was appointed cptmnaader oi the ^atchelos hired fhip 
ia the month of Auguft 1669. This veffel waa ordered 
px the South Seas, in company with the Sweepflakes, 
Captain Narborough, in whufe life* an account of the 

frincipaltranfaflionsofthcvoyagehave been already given. 
a the Supplement to the Didtinnnaire Hittorique, by M. 
1,'Abbe LadvDcat^ fpeaking of (ir J, Narborough, he fays, 
•' II partit Deptfort, le 26. Septembre 1669, avec deuK

dcs Patagons." No oQticc is taken of .this, circumftance 
ly fuch Englifh writers as we have feen, nor da we find

SAUNDERSON, Ralph,— was appointed lieutejpant 
of the Afliftance in 1666, and was promoted to be com-i 
mander of ihc St. David in ^6^9, at the time fir John 
Harman hoided his tlag <m board her as rear-admiral of 
the fquadron on the Mediterranean ftafion. In 1670 he ■ 
was Unmoved into the Eall India Merchant, apd in the 
foUawing year into ilie Phoanix. (n 1673 ^^ ^^ ^P^ 
pointed, by prince Rupert, who had been his firft patron, 
ta be fecond captain of the Sove^/eign, the (hip on bc^rd 
\i(hich he had himfi^lf.hoifted his fiag as commander- in^ 
chief of the fleet. After the concUifivin-af the war he was, 
«n ihe 30th of July 1674, made commander of the Portf- 
ixtouth ya^ht, and appears never afterw^ds u> hg^v^ quitted 
this line of feivice. ,In 1676 he rcmoyedinto tjie pharlcs 
yacht i a;id from thence, on the Jth of September in the 
Following year, into the Charlotte yacht.

After quitting this conjmand he appears to havQ 
retired from tlie fervice altogether, as he was ftill living, 
and unemployed, at the- time of king William's death. 

WERDEN,orWOERDEN, Robert,~was appointed 
lieutenant of the Advice in the year 1663; of thePJy, 
month, and afterwards of the Stothany (a Dutch prize) in 
l66j ; and of the Norwich in the following year. In 1669 
he was promoted to the command of the William hired 
ihip of war, and of the Falcon frigate in 1670. He was 
ordered immediately afterwards to the Mediterranean, in 
company with fir William Jennings in the Princefs, who 
was cotnmodore, to convoy thither a fleet of eighty mer- 
chant Ihips. Contrar)' winds detained them in port ti]I 
the'3iil of January following: but after this fird detention 
they had experienced they reached their detlination with- , 
out one adverfe accident. He continued on the Medi- 
terranean llaiion fome time, as we find him failing from 
Leghorn, in company with fir W. Poole, for Zaat, onths 
19th of June 167 1, as convoy to a fleet bound from thence 
to Turkey, On his arrival from the Strcights, in 1672, 
he was removed into the Yarmouth, and fent into the 
Baltic •. On his return from thence the enfiiing fpring 
he was promoted to the Henrietta, and fingularly diftin- 
giiifhed himfelf in the adion which took place between 
the Englifh and Dutch fleets on the 28th of May 1673. 
, In prince Rupert's account of the aflion, captain WerOen 
is faid to have been among the number of captains flain. 
And it has been thus related by all hrtlorianswho thouglit 
themfe'Ives, we fuppofe, perfedily fafe in reporting a ftft 
from information generally deemdd the moit authentic 
exifting. He certffinly was not killed, as there are feveral 
letters of his ftill extant of a much later date ; from thefe 
we learn he was prefeat in the fecond a£iion, which toolc

Holmes, to ferve on board his flag (hip, the Si. Michael^ 
as firll lieutenant. In 1673, after having, for a Qiort 
time, leived as fecond lieutenant of the fame fliip, he was. 
promoted to the command of the Advice. This appears. 
to have been his !aft appointment. 

KEENE, John, — was made liei^tentnt of the Dovec- 
in 166S. In 1670 he was advanced to be firQ lieutenant 
of the Affiftance. In a very fliort time afterwards he wa« 
. promoted to be captain of the Welcome. In 1673 he, 
was advanced to the Stavoreen Dutch priz^ and was from, 
thence very foon removed into the Yarmouth. 

LONDON, Richard, — fervedas lieutenant of the 014, 
James, and afterwards of the Royal James, in 1665. In 
1667 he was appointed to the fame ftation on board the 
Monmouth i and was again removed, in 1669, into the 
H-elx)lution. In the following year he was promoted, by 
fir Thomas Alien, commander-in-chief in the Strei^s, 
to command the Guernfey, as fuccelTor to captain AUing- 
ton who was killed in the aiSion with the Algerines. In. 
the following year he was promoted to the Montague, and. 
in 1672 was removed into the Norwich. He long con- 
tinued commander of this ftiip, as we find him, in the. 
month of April 1675, on the Irifh ftation, bringing into 
Kinfale the St, Peter of Hamburgh, a part of whofe crew 
had mutinied and pofleffed themfelves of the veflel, 'after 
having murdered the captain. We do not find any men- 
tion made of captain London afier this time. 

STEELE, John, — is known only as having been ap- 
pointed commander of the John (probably an hired veflel 
of war) in 1670. 

WRIGHT, Lawrence, — was appointed lieutenant of 
the Baltimore in 1665, of the Royal Charles in 1666, 
the Conftant Warwick tn 1667, and of the Old James, 
the Viaory, and the Sovereign in 1668. The fiVft war 
with Holland having been concluded fome time before, 
and the profpeft of a frefh one wilh France totally djf- 
ajppearing foon after, Mr, Wright continued unemployed. 
Upwards of twelve iponths ; but in the. beginping of the

tear 1670 was appointed lieutenant of the Netvcainp. 
When this fliip was, in September following, ordered ttf 
the Streights, Mr. Wright was promoted to be firft lieu- 
tenant of the Mary ; and being foon afterwards removed 
into the Prince, was, before the condufion of the year> 
promoted to th'e command' of the Nonfuch*. On the 
Jth of January 1672^6 was removed into the Anteiope ; 
and again, on ihc 28th of January 1675, into the Photnix. 
A rupture with France being again expedled, he was, ort 
the 27th of March 1678, ap|5ointed fecond captain of the 
Charles under fir John Holmes, who had the day before 
hoilled his flag on board her as rear-admiral of the fleet 
ordered to be equipped to obferve the motions of the 
enemy. The impending ilorm of war again giving way 
tp the ferenity of peace, and the fleet being confequemly 
difmantled, captain Wren was made commander of the 
Unicorn, a guardlhip at Chatham. On the 27th of May 
. 1679 he was appointed to the Rcfen'c, and fent, with 
captain Talbot in the Mary rofe, to convoy out our 
Newfoundland fleet. This Ihip being paid off on her 
j«t!irn, captain Wright had no farther command til! the 
19th of June 1682, when he was appointed to the Mary 
yacht; Immediately after this-time he experienced two 
very rapid removals, the firft, on the 29th of July follow- 
ing, into the John and Alexander ; and again, on the 8th 
of Auguft, into the Golden Horfe. After the acceffion 
of king James he was rc-appointed, by that monarch, to 
his old liiip, the Mary yacht. On the 6th of March 
1686-7 he was removed into the Forcfight. The duke 
of Albemarle being appointed governor uf Jamaica, cap- 
tain Wright was made captain of the Afliftancc, the Ihip 
deftined to convey his grace to the Weft Indies. They 
failed on the 12th of SepTcmher, and, after fome detention 
by contrary winds, arrived fafe at Jamaica, The duke 
did not long fun'ive his arrival ; and captain Wright, who 
had carried him, when living, to bis government, had 
alfo the melancholy honour of conveying his dead body 
back to England. He arrived at Plymouth on the 22d ot

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May l689,.aiid found the political ftate of England won- 
derfully and happily altered, finte the timp of his departure 
from England; famts the Second, his former , fovereign 
and original patron a fugitive and in exile, and his place, 
as it is well known to all, fuppliedbythe prince of Orange, 
now almod univerfally acknowledged king of Great 
Britain, by the name of William the Third. Tho- 
roughly acquiefcing in this change, he was imraediaieli' 
snd cordially received into the favour of his new fovereign, 
and on the 2ift of December foHowing was appointed 
captainof the Mary of fixty-two guns, and commodore 
or commander-in-chief of an expedition fant to the Weft 
Indies, for the better fecnrity of bur own pofleflions m 
that part of th« world, and ihe grealer annoyance of the 
French who had long fince commenced hoftilities, under 
pretence of fupporiing the (battered canfe of the banifhei 
monarch. 1 he fquadron, confilting of eight fmall fhips 
of the line, two frigates, two firefhips, and a ketch, did not 
fail from Plymouth till the eighth of March ; but, not- 
withftanding commodore Wright was encumbered with a 
numerous fleet of merchant (hips, which, together with 
his fquadron, were difperfed in a gale of wind foon after 
they cleared the Channel ; and although many of his (hips' 
had fultained confiderable damage in their marts and rig- 
ging, they arrived in fafety at Barbadoes on the nth of 
May, but with crews much diminifhcd by (Icknefs and 
&tigue. The recovery of his people was, of courfe, the 
firft thing to be attended to by the commodore. This 
being accompli(hed, and a confiderable body of volunteers 
raifed in aid of the expedition at all the different iflands in 
the'poiTefllon of the Englilh, the armament failed from 
St. Nevis on the 19th of June, and arrived at Frigate's 
Bay, in the Ifland of St. Chriftopher's, the firlt dellined 
objecl of their attack, on the following day. The troops 
being landed on the 21ft, about one in the morning, pof- 
felfcd themfeives of the enemy's entrenchments by nooti 
the next day, after two fmart conflifts, in which the 
Engli(h loft one hundred and thirty men killed and wound- 
ed. About eleven the following day commodore Wright 
got under. weigh with his fquadron, intending to attack 
ttte town and forts of Balfeterre ; but the French faved him 
that trouble by abandoning both on his approach, and re- 
, tiling 
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tiling to the mountains after having firft fet the town oS 
£re. A conflderable part of it was, however, happily 
prefeived. With this good omen of future fuccefs the 
Beet failed on the 24th to athfl in the farther tedutSion of 
the iOand, and in the evening anchored in Old Road. On 
the 30th the principal fort, which (lili remained in the 
pofTcflion of the enemy, was inveftcd in form by the army; 
and on the following day commodore Wright proceeded, 
with feven of the two decked Hiips of his fquadroa, to 
cannonade the front next the fea, in order to creatb a 
diverfion that might facilitate the operati(»is cw fhbre. 
As they were not able to ufe their lower tire^ and the upper 
deck guns producing but little efic£): againft the walls of 
the fort, this mode (^ alTault was afterwards difcontinued. 
But the attack by land, feconded by the afliitance of the 
fleet, from which a large body of fearaen had been landed 
with artillery for the batteries, was pufhed on fo brilkly^that 
the enemy defired to capitulate on the 12th, and finally 
delivered up the fort on the i6th. After this fpeedy con- 
queft commodore Wright, hawng taken on board a de- 
tachment of the army under fir Timothy Thomhill, faiteii 
for St. Euftatia, where the troops were landed on the 
19th. On the 20th the enemy defired a' parley to fettle 
the terms of capitulation ; but it was very quickly broken! 
eff on account of their extravagant denpanas. The 
Mary, on board which fhip commodore Wri^t himfetf 
was, together with the Succefs, the Princefs Ann, and the* 
Brifiol, having anchored within gun-fhot of thefort on the 
21II, and a battery on Ihoie being completed on the sjd* 
the enemy a fecond time begged a truce, and on the 25tlr 
furrendered the fort and iQand, on the fame terms that had' 
been granted at St. Cbriftopher's without a gunheing fired- 
fm either fide. Thus far the commodore is allowed, on 
all hands, to have behaved with the moft becoming fpirit, 
prudence, and a^iviiy. On the 26th the fquadron rctumed< 
to St. Chrillopher's ; and having taken on ho»td the gtins! 
which had been landed for the batteries, laifed a^iiift' 
Charles fort, it was determined, in a general cocecil of 
war, that, as the hurricane fcafon was now fafl approach' 
ing, and the army confiderably weakened by. fieknefs^ 
oSenfive operations fhould be difcontinued till the troops, 
were, in fome degree, recovered, and the weather becamfl ' 
mora 
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inofc lavourable to any future entcrprize or cxpediiion 
they might untlertake. In purfuance of this relolutionj 
than wmch, conflderihg all the cifcuinftances, nothnig 
could have been more prbperj the fleet failed on the 
2d oP August for AntigUa> where, having landed the fol- 
dicrs, and pu» them into proper quarters of refrefliraent, 
!t departed for Barbadobs and arrived in perfedl fafety 
oji the 13th. The foMiers being confiderably rcctjveredi 
aod the proper fcaibn approaching for re-commencing 
their operations, the fleet returned to Antigua on the 6ih 
of OSober. Oifappointed in his hope of mteting general 
Codrington there j captain Wright feiled fol- Sti Chrifto- 
^her, where it was determined) m a council of war pur- 
pofely held, to attack Guadaloupe without delay. While

Arriving at Carliue bay, in Barbadoes, on the loth of 
December, he began to put his fliips in the beft ftate for 
return his refobrces would permit him ; but ere he had 
procured a fufGcient quantity of provifions for that pur- 
pose, and of which he was, on his arrival, much in want^ 
fecond orders arrived revokingthofe he had before rcceiwd 
for his return, and directing the fartherprofecution of his 
before intended enterprize.

derable damage^ from the length of fcrvice (jnce they had 
b^n docked, frwn tempelluous weather, and from th^ 
enemy*. To repair this diminifhed force, the commo-

but a mifunderftanding, which is faid to have arifen be- 
tween general Codrington, the commander-in-chief by 
land, and the commodore, proved the banc, the dcftnjc- 
tion of the whole entcrprize. In confequence of the " 
delays occafioned by it, the fquadron did not proceed on 
the expedition tilt the 2ift of March, and it having been 
refolved, in a council, to attack firlt, the fmall and infig- 
nificant ifland of Marigalan'e, which lay near Guada- 
loupe, nine hundred men were landed upon it under the 
command of colonel Nott, who having (juickly pofleflcd ' 
thcmfelves of the town and fort, ravaged the country, and 
lived, as it were, upon free quarter for fome days, ^ill the 
arrival of general Codrington, when it was refolved to re- 
fume the attack on Guadaloupe in good earned. The 
troops accordingly reimbarked on the tenth of April, and 
on the 2lft of the fame month, made good their landing 
at the place of their deftination. Their progrefs, how- 
ever, owing to the fupcrior ftrength of the enemy, and the 
different face of the courilry, which was remarkably well 
adapted to obftinaie defence, was not fo unoppofed and 
rapid as it had been at Marigalante. They had made but 
little impreflion when it was currently reported, on the 
14th of May, that eleven French Ihips of war, under the 
command of a rear-admiral, hid arrived olf the iHand, 
Commodore Wright, out of condition as his fliips were, 
inftantlyput to fea in fcarch of the enemy, and got fo 
near them as aflually to chace, for a conlideraMe time, 
fix (hips, among which was that of their commandcF-in- 
chicf. The French Ihips, being juft off the Ground, 
efcaped by their fuperioriiy in failing. The appearance 
of this fquadron ", which was fuppofeU to be that of Moiif."

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be Caffe coming from Martinico to the relief bf Gua- 
^laloupe, neceflfarily induced the convocation of a general 
council,, in which it was unanimouliy agreed to abandon 
the idea of future conquctt and quit the Ifland. This. 
was accordingly done in the coun'e of the enfuing night, 
and commodore Wright^ after the efcape of the Frgnch, 
having bore up for Marigalante, a fecond council wlis 
called, both of land and Tea officers. In this it was re- 
folved, in confequence of a fudden and malignant 
diftemper having broke out among the fliip's companies 
and foldiers, as well as the general ilL-equipment and in- 
ferior force of the fquadron, when compared to that of 
the French faid to have newly arrived from Europe, that 
all the fhips fhould return to Barbadoes except the Ante-; 
lope and Jerfey, which were fent to convoy general 
Codrington, and part of the troops, to Antigua. Com- 
modore Wright, in a very few days after his arrival in 
CarliHe Bay, was feized with a violent indifpniition, 
which, accprding to the opinion of his phyiicians, ren- 
dered it indifpenfibly neceffary for him to return to, 
Europe. This malady has been, by fome perfons, treated 
its a mere pretence to quit a command, .in which his 
latter ina^ivity is faid to have expofcd htm to much 
canfure. 

The depredations committed on our commerce- 
by the French privateers, during the time commodore 
Wright was in the Weft Indies, appear to have firft roufed 
and afterwards cherifhed thufe complaints, which, in all 
probability, caufed him to be laid aiide, aftef his return to 
England. Iflhefc had eonflituted the only part of the 
charge againft him^ loud as they might have been, it is 
reafonable to fuppofe they would not have been fuccefsful ^ 
but it appears rather hard to make a charge of negledi 
againft a commander fent on a particular expedition, and 
to which he is confined, by his orders, principally 
. to attend, becaufe the enemy is too fuccefsful in injuring 
our commerce by the piratical warfare committed by petty, 
privateers. An injury effedcd at a diftance ^vhere it is im- 
poHible for him to extend his protection, without abandon- 
ing, or, at leail, neglcfling the fervice on which he was fpe-. 
cially fent. It is certain, indeed, a cohfidcrable mifunder- 
ilanding latterly prevailed betweetithcgeneral and himfelf; 
iueh an accident Js always detrimental, and, not unfre-

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quently, fatal to the enterpnzc. On thefe occafidns it is 
certain one of the parties muH always be to blame, and 
die voice of the people generally makes fure of not fuf- 
fering the guilty peruMi to cfcape, by condemning both. 
Lediard has inferted two letters, one from a colonel

are both very warm, and, indeed, vi(4ent in their cenfure- 
of Mr. Wri^t , but, from many expreHions, we are led 
to believe tneii opinions too much wavped by perfonal 
tolTcs, or fome other private caufe, to place an implicit 
confidence in the candour and jullice of their charges*.

There, remain not th6 
ftnatlcfl traces of any trial, or even enquiry into his coo- 
iuStf which moft certainly would have taken place had th& 
fOTincr part of the ftory been true. The only puniHimeot. 
tftat was inflided on him for his fuppofed iiiadivity was, 
that he was noloi^r employed. He, however, was conti- 
nued on the lift of naval commanders, and on the acoctBon 
of queen Anne, hi [702, was appointed commiffioner <£ 
the nary ,refidentatKinfale;andafterconiinuing there HMUiy 
years with much creAtp was, in 1 7 1 3, mpbinted an cxtr* 
commiflioner of the navy in England. He is faid to have 
died at Chatham, but in what year is not pofitivcly known. 
After all the various chaises thrown out againlt this-gen- 
tleman, it probably would have been nearer truth to have 
imputed the moft oflenfive part of hiscbnduft to want of 
ability, rather than wilfiit neglefl ; and to have faid that hiS' 
Highefl crime was undertaking a charge too extenfive for 
men polTened not of the foundeft, and moit penctnuing 
judgment.

BESTON, William, -^is to be remembered only at 
having been appointed commander of the AfTurance, a 
fifth rate of forty guns, in the year 1671. 

DAY, Richard, — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Gloucefter in 1664, of the Montague in 1668, and the 
Afliirance in t^jo. In 1671 he was promoted to the 
command of the Bezan ketch'. On the i6th of Januarjr 
i6^y-8, he was appointed captain of the Merlin yacht. 
His name does not again occur. 

FRIEND, Richard, — is known only as having com- 
manded the Ann of Fortfm<Hith, hired Ihip of war^ ia 
1671. 

HURST, - — -.—The name of tlus gentlemui occurs 
as commander (^ the Revenge in the year 1671. At the 
time this Hiip returned from the Streights with fir Edward 
Spragge, his name is not inferted in the liff of naval com- 
manders, nor are we acquainted with any farther particu- 
lars relative to him ; but our certainty of his having com- 
maiided the fhip above-mentioned, franants us tn the ia- 
iertion of his name here, 

LE NEVE, Richard, — was a gentleman probably of 
French extradUon. He ferved as lieutenant, 6rfl of the 
Lyon and afterwards of the Centurion, in 1666. He 
ferved in the fame ftation on board the Yarmouth in the 

}'ear 1668, and in the following year on board the Swal- 
ow. In 16^1 he was made captain of the Phoenix ; from 
which (hip he was, in ibySi jemoved into the Plymouth, 
and was in the fbllowing year promoted, by prince 
Rupert, to command the Edgar, He did not long fur- 
vive this mark of his highnefs's favour; but gallantly 
proving how well he had merited his patronage, was 
unfortunately (lain in the engagement wilh the Dutch 
fleet, fought on the 1 1 th of Aiiguft in the fame year. He 
was buried in Weilminfter-abbey, where a neat monument 
was ere^ed to his memory bearing tha following in- 
Icriptioi^ 
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fcription, a modeft, and, at the fame tims, elegant tAf 
{lra£t of his naval life and Character.

NUGENT, Dominick, — was appointed lieutenant of 
the Lyon in 1665 ; and, in 1668, was removed into the 
Revenge, at that time fir Edward Sprag^e's flag fhip, as 
commander-in-chief in the Downcs. When fir Edward 
was, in the following year, appointed vice-admiral of the 
fleet intended to be fent to the Mediterranean under fir 
Thomas Allen; he procured Mr. Nngent, of whofe abiK- 

■ lies he had formed ^reat enpe&ations, to be appointed- his 

■ firft lieutenant. The execution of the meditated attack 

■ on the Algerine fhipping in Bugia Bay, on the 2d of May 
1671, was confided to him by his admiral ; and, noiwith- 

■ itafidirg the failure of the attempt, he appears to have ' 
proved himfelf.

When prince Rupert was, in 1673, 
appointed admiral and commander-in-chief of the fleet, 
fa£ promoted fir John to be captain of the Henry a fecondl 
rate, a mark of favour he very foon after proved himfelf 
to have highly deferved, being one of the thirteen brave 

• eommandtrs who, towards the latter end of the engage- 
ment with the Dutch, on the 1 ith of Augult in the fame 
jear, fupported his new patron in. a moll dillinguiihed 
manner, when attacked by De Ruyter with his whole di- 
vifiun, and as many other fhips as he couid collect from 
Eanckert's fquadron, which thcina^ivity of the French bad 
iiiffered to reinforce him. The war ended, as it were, 
■with ttus aflion. On the 21II of July 1674 be was ap- 

Sinbed commander of the Forefight. We hear notfaiog 
ther of him till the 3d of April 1677, when he was made 
captain of the Woolwich ; and, on the 14th of September 
following, was nominated one of the commiflioners.for 
exeaiting the office of lord high admiral*. Notwiih- 
{tanding he held this elevated ofBce, he withdrew not from 
the naval fervice, as we find bim, on the 28th of 03pberj 
one of the captains under the c-ommand of fir John N»r- 
borovgh on th{ .Mediterranean fervice. He returned 
from thence the following fpriHg, and arrivod at Poitf- 
mouth on the 19th of March, with a few fhips only under 
his convoy, the fleet baving been difperfed by a violent 
gale of wind it encountered in the bay of Bifcay. No 
other remarkable circumAance occurred during the.paf- 
fage, except that he had the good fortune to re^take a 
very valuable (hip, called the Biidgewater Merchant, 
which had a (hort lime before fallen into the hands of the 
Algerines. Immediately on his arrival he was removed 
inio the Defiance, and returned to his old llation. The 
latell information we meet with relative to him, as a naval 
officer, is, that he arrived in the Downs on the 2^h of 
May, with a convoy from the Streets. We find a fir

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John Ernley, knight, appointed, about this time, one of th* 
commif)] oners for executing the office of lord high trea- 
fttrcr. We believe him to have been the fame perfon, 
and for that reafcHi fhall proceed with the detail of hit 
civil employunents. On the refienation of the cari of 
Effcx on the igth of November following, and ihcconfe- 
<}ueiit promottdn of Lawrence, lord Hyde, fccond fon of 
the famous eail sf Clarendon, to be firit commilHoner, ftr 
John Ernlcy was raifed to the very elevated flation of 
chancellor of the exchequer, a pofl he continued to hol4 
till the revolution, and without incurring cenfure from 
cither party, which, confidcnng the temperof the tinies is 
ceitdjUy no fmall matter of praife. We arc ignorant of 
the time of his death. 

FITZGERALD, ,— was made coamunder of 

the Nonfuch in the year 167a. 

GALLOP, George, — having lerved as Iteutenant ofihe 
Eaft India Merchant in 1664,, the PortfraouUi in 1665, 
\ai the Centurion in 1668, was made commander of the 
Thomas and Francis (probably an hired vedi;!. ccmvcxted 
into a fireOiip) in 167X 

GARDINER, Thomas, — was made lieutenant of de 
Tygei» and foon afterwards of the Henry, both whicht 
;^>pointments' took place in the year 1666, In {668 he 
ferved,intfaefamepo(t,onboardtheBrillot. Ini672prince 
Rupert, who having been originally his patron, had raifed 
him to the rank oflicutcnant, promoted him to be com- 
mander of the Barnaby. In the following year he was 
KCmoved into the Faulcon, and from this fliip into the 
Aflillance *. We find him, in the month of April 1679, 
at Naples, with a (rnall convoy bound to Meffina. He 
died in the following month at GaHipoU. 

GELDING, IfaaCf — was appointed commander of the 
Hardareen, a Dutch prize, fitted as a fireihip, in 1672, 
and before the conclufion qf the year was removed into a 
velTel called the ntui ftoop, no other name being given 
to her. 

GREEN, WilKam,— was mafc captain of the Hambo- 
iough firefliip in 167a, and was reappointed to the fame 
veflel in the following year. 
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GRIFFITH, Richard,— fervcd as lieutenant of the' 
Greenwich, and afierwards of the Portland in the year 
1668. On the commencement of the fecond Dutch war 
lie was promoted to the command of the Holmes ; in the 
following year of the Hampshire ; and, on the 24th of 
March 1673-4, of the Caftle frigate. On the 13th of 
June following he was- removed into the Diamond. 
From this time, to the 12th of November 1677, we hear 
nothing of him. He was at that lime made commander . 
ofthe JerTey; and was, from thence, removed into the 
York on the 12th of April following. - 

GRIST, Witliam, — was made commander of the 
Katharine hofpital {hip in 1672, and again appointed to 
the fame (hip in the year following. 

HADDOCK, Richard,— was, moft probably, the fon 
of Andrew Haddock, next brother to fir Richard, whofe' 
memoirs have been already given*, fo that it is necdlefs 
to add any thing farther relative to his family. His lirlt 
command in the navy appears to have been that of the 
I'homas and Ann hrclhip, to which he was appointed in 
year 1672. Among the papers belonging to the family 
15 a letter of fir Richard's, in which he takes notice of his 
brother Andrtw's having received an hundred pounds ^r 
burning his frvjhip wtlT at the Soltbay -fight. Sir Richard 
has, undoubtedly, committed a miftake, or rather oraif- 
fion, of the word *' fan," which are wanting to ex- 
plain fully who this Richard Haddock was. As to 
Andrew, he does not appear ever to have been in the navy, 
and the Thomas and Ann firelhip was certainly com- 
manded by a captain Richard Haddock at the time of the 
Solebay fight. In this engagement his gallantry, very 
probably, procured him the reward above related, together' 
with a fmall gold medal Mil in the pofieflion of the &- 
mlly, which is fuppofcd to have been bellowed on the 
fame perfon, and on the fame occaCion. In the year 1673 
he was made, by prince R,upert, commander of the Ann 
and Chriftopher ficefhip. tie had no farther appoint^, 
ment till the 9th of April 1677, when he was made cap- 
tain of the Quaker ketch. We find nothing farther of 
him till 1690, the year in which fir Richard was conlU-'

tutedr 
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raid one of the joint- admirals commanding the fleet. 
Captain Haddock was then appointed, in fuccelfion, to be 
captain of the Charlotte yacht, the Grafton, and the Saint 
Andrew. He, in all probability, died or retired from 
the fervicc foon afterwards. 

HARMAN, Thomas, — had, perhaps, greater and 
more frequent opportunities of dilUnguiihing himfelf 
through a very fliort naval life, than probably ever fell to 
the lot of an individual in the fame fpacc of time ; a life 
tendered fplendid by a continued feries of noble a£ts, and 
which finiflied at laft with the highefl glory. He was 
appointed! ieutenant of the Adventure in 1 67 1, and in the 
following year was promoted to the command of the 
Tyger frigate. The firft memorable action we find him 
engaged in, was while captain of this veflel, and employed 
as convoy 10 a fleet of colliers. He w;:s attacked by eight 
large Dutch privateers; and what rendered the preferva- 
tion of his convoy a matter of dill greater moment than 
their inirinOc value, was an alraod unparalleled fcarcity «f 
coals under which London, whiiher hts fleet was bound, . 
at that time laboured. Notwiih (landing the amazing 
difparity of firength the gallantry of captain Harman 
prevailed over the numbers of Lis adverfartss ; and he had 
the happinefe of carrying the whole fleet under his charge, 
in fafeTy rnto the Thames. The memory of this exploit 
is flill preferved in the anti-chamber to the council-rooin 
at Greenwich hofpital, by a large pidure, evidently 
painted foon after this time, and prcfented byhisdefcen- 
dant Philip Harman, Eftj. After his (hip was refitted he 
. was feni to the Mediterranean, where he lignalifed himfelf 
in an encounter, if pofTible, ftill more memorable than 
the former. The adlion ilfelf has betn too remarkable 
to be forgotten by hillorians ; but the detail has been given 
in their own language, which, though in point of ftile it 
may have improved on the original account given in the 
fimple, unadorned narrative which chara fieri fed the time, . 
mult evidently fall fliojt of it in an inlefcfting light, when 
this is confidered as a faithful record made of fo brilliant 
il tranfacliou •. On the 13th of June 1675, he was 
removed

to tciurned with the unlverfal acclamation) of the people. The 
pHie wai miferably torn and (haltered, with tbe Dntch enGga under 
tbeEnglifl], to the great admiration of all that faw it^ tbe enemy 
kaiing lofi one hundred and forty men befidei eigbiy-6i woondcd; 
and the £iutifli lofing, on their part, but nine; fbur of whom weic 
vnforrunaicly killed by ibc fplitiing of one of the lower deck gun^ 
sad fifteen wounded, amonafl whom ii tbc ciptaiii himfclf, who tc 
ceived a mulkei-fhot, under hit left eye, which cane out between bit 
ear and jaw-bone; but there are good hopet of hi» recovery." TberC 
iiapiQure of tbiiaQlon alfo, in tbeinii-cbaHberofthccouaeil-ioaB 
at Greenwich hofpital, and probably painted by the lame pcilbii wb» 
executed the other. Tbe peace wat aflually concluded between Hal' 
landand England at ibe time ibis a£tion took place; and the rcfpefiiK 
commindeti were aOiired, though not officially, of this circumflance. 
Campbell therefore makei tbe following remark on tlui tranlafiiOBi 
" Thui the maritime powen, though their ioienft was, tod ever ^dl 
be the fame, did their utmoft, froai /it^motinaof boaoof,tadcfi(af 
each other, and anfwer the end* of tbdr common enemy ; liU the *oicc' 
of the people, both in England and Holland, reultd ibcir goreroor* 
toajuil fenfc oFibeir common iiagfT, and procuied tlKreBy «a alii' 
ance, which bu laQed ever Gncv."

1677, he captured -an Algerlne frigate called the Date 
Tree ; and death unforfunaleiy put a period to his gallantry 
foon afterwards*, in a conteft with a large man of war 
belonging to the fame piratical ftaie. The Saphlre 
mounted thirty-four guns; the Algerine, which iVas 
called the Golden Hotfe, forty-fix ; (he was manned with 
a chofen crew; and being one of the fineft Ihips in their 
navy, was commanded by the Dey's fon, a man of ap- 
proved intrepidity and condufl. Notwiihftanding thefe 
powerful aflvantageS the Tiirk wifhed to decline the 
contcft,' Aid endeavoured to efcape. His attemjit was 
vain. The Tyger clofing with her antagonift, captain 
Harm'aii was (hot through the reins, of which wound 
Re foon after died. Thi'S did he cfofea life of bril- 
liant exploits, in which each aft of gallantry rofe, ay 
Jt were, progreflively beyond that which had preceded it, 
fo that the fame he acquired by his death nearly obfcured 
that which he had gained in hislife. To add, If poflible, 
to the misfortunp, the Ty^er having loft her main-maft 
almoft at the feme inltant her commander fell, the 
Algerine felzed that opportunity of cffefting her efcape. 
.HEATHCOTE, John,—- was appointed commander 
of the Golden Hand in 1672. 

HOBBS', William, — was appointed eommander of the 
Levant Merchant in 167a, aild of the Andalulia on the 
14th of April 1678. 

HORNE,Count,— was defcended from a noble Swedifli 
family ; and having entered into the navy was made lieu- 
tenant of the Revenge in' !67i. He was removed frum 
thence, fiifo the (ame flairon; on boird the Rupert ini 
1672. In the courfe of .the fame year he \Vas promoted- 
to the command of the Conftant Warwick ; and early in 
f6y^ was removed, by prince Rupert, into the Henrietta. 
It is moft probable he died foon afterwards, as, in, the 
month of A'Ugu fir following, the Henrietta was commanded 
by captain Worden'; and'it does liot appear captain Horne 
was ever appointed to any other fhip. 

KIGIVEN, or KAGGIVEN, ^i<;hard,-^was raide 
lieutenant of the Sanda Maria in 16&5. Hewasnotpro- 
riioted to the rank of commander till the year 1672, when

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he was ap^ihtQtl to the Eagle fireOiip. We meet with 
nothing faitlier relative to him, nor does he appear to have 
been again employed (ill after the revolution. At lengthy 
on the )7th of May 1689, he was made-captain of the' 
Referve : from this Jhip he was, foon afteiw;trds, removed 
into the AiTiftance, and vras fent to- the Weft Indies in the 
month of March following under the.orders of commodore 
"Wriijht. At the attack made on the jfland of St. Chrif- 
topher's, on the 2ifi of June, he highly diilinguifhed him- 
felf as colonel -commandant of the marine regiment, 
formed of vohinteers and failors from the fleet, to aiClt 
the operaiions of the land forces. He, was unfortunately 
wounded by a mulket ball, in the thigh, during the aliauft 
made on the town of BafTeterre, and diied before he could 
be removed on board his fhip. , 

KILLEGREW, Henry,— was the grandfon of fir 
Robert Killegrew, of Hanworth in the county of Middle- 
£ex. The family Is' remarkable on three accounts, its 
loyalty, its wit, and its longevity.. Henry having er»ered 
into the navy was made lieutenant <^ the Cam^idge in 
1666. From this (hip he was removed to the fame 
flatioa^ on board theSaphire, in the following year; and, 
in i668i to the Conftant Warwick. The peaceable dif- 
pofition of iurrounding nations preventing the exertion of 
that fpirit of entcrprife wiach -charaflerifes the brave, 
and is the certain forerunner of promotion and eminence, 
Mr. Killegrew, as .u ell as ta»ny oiiiet gf his gallant co- 
temporaries, was not raifed to the rank of commander till 
after the fecond commencement of hoftilities with the 
Dutch. On the 9ih of January 1673-3, he wasappointed 
commander of the Forelter ; and, in the courfe of the fol- 
lowing fummer, was removed, firft into the Bonadventure, 
and afterwards into,the Monk. -On tlie gih of March 
^674, he was made captain of the Swan prize; on the 
a2d of April 1675 of the Harwich; and foon afterwards, 
on the death or refignation of captain Worden, of the 
. Henrietta, 

■ On the 7th ■ of January following he was made 
captain of the Brifiol; and was removed, on the 27tli of 
March, into the Royal Oak. On the I4lh of January 
1$t8-9, he was made commander of the Mary; and, 
returning from the Mediterranean, on which fervice 
fae had been ftationed'many years, arrived at Plymouth on 
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the ilth of June 1679, wi^th a fmall convby. On the 
3d of January following he was removed into the Leopard ; 
and again, on the 27th of the fame month, into the Fore- 
fi^t. He does not appear to have experienced any 
farther removal till the ih of Mtiy 1683, when he was 
made captain 6f the Montague. On the 20th pf the 
fame month in the following year, he was appointed Com- 
mander of the Mordaunt. He continued captain if this 
ftiip a confiderablc time, confidering the period in which 
he ferved, and that removals were fo remarkably rapid. 

His next fliip was the Dragon, to which he was appointed 
on the iithof July 1686. He was foon afterwards fent, 
with a fmall fquadron, to the Mediterranean, to wMch 
ftation he had been, as it were, habituated, in fearch of 
the marquis De Fleury, whofe piratical depredations had 



tonfiderably intermpted our commerce. He had, among 
other enormities, captured a Ihip called the Jerufalem, 
which had on board a bafliaw, who was going to Tripoli. 
He carried his prize into Malta, where he agreed with 
th^ bafhaw for his ranfom, and departed, leaving behind 
hiin the females of the bafhaw's feraglio, and other paf- 
fengerS, to the number of fixty-two, whofe ranfom was 
not fettled. Soon after the marquis had failed, captain 
Killegrew arrived in queft of him ; and by his fpirited in- 
terference with the grand mafter procured their releafe. 
Not content with rendering them this partial fervice, he 
took them, and all their effefls, on board fomeof thft 
fhips of his . fquadron, and pint them all on (here at 
Tripoli, whither they were originally bound. Thus 
did he afford to nations generally termed barbarous, 
a moit ftriking proof of the benevolence and honour 
of Britons, as well as of their perfeverance, their fpirit, 
and their n^val power. Captain Killegrew failed from 
Tripoli in quelt of the marquis. Having intelligence 
he had put into Villa Franca, he found, on his 
arrival, the marquis fled, the (hip difmantled, and the 
neighbouring coafts confequeiitly freed from all appre- 
henfion of his future depredations; he therefore 
returned to hie ftation off Sallee. On the 8th.of Decem- 
ber 1687, being then in chace of a Salleline frigate, he 
had the misfortune to be grievouHy wounded by the fplin- 
Z 3 tcrs 
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ters of agun, which burft*: but of this accident he Cpze-' 
dily and perfeflly recovered. He continued on the 
Mediterranean fervice a confiderable time, for he did not 
return from thence till the 5th of May 1689, fix months 
after the revolution had talcen place- His prudeat as 
well as gallant condudl, added to the experience he had 
acquired by a long and aflive fervice, being univerfafly 
acknowledged by all, he was, almoft immediately on his 
return, promoted to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue. 
But the French having no particular objefl in view 
■which made an aflion indifpenltbly necelTary, no fecond 
encounter took place after (he peityfkirmifli at BantryBay. 
The vice-admiral,' who had fnifted his flag into the 
Kent, a third r.te, was foon after detached, with a fmall 
fmiadron, confiding principally of large armed fhips 
hired from the merchants, lo block up the port of Dun- 
kirk, where it was reported a confiderable number of 
enemy's (hips were collected. This information proving 
falfe he proceeded along the French coaft, and ciiiifed 
backwards and forwards in the Channel, without meeting 
■with any occurrence worth relating, till the latter end of 
AugitlT: ; he was then obliged to put into Torbay to recruit 
his ftock of provifions and beer: and the winter feafon

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approaching, it was judged necelTary to order the (hips 
into poft, more efpeciaiiy as there did not appear to be 
any enemy at fea to contend with. 

On the 23d of Dtcember following Killegrew was 
appointed commander-in-chief of a fquadron fent to 
the Mediterranean to oppofe the Toulon fleet: its 
force was confiderable*; but misfortune and difap- 
pointment appear ever to have attended it from the 
iirft. moment of its equipment. Meeting with fon- , 
traty winds, and encountering repeated ftoims, it was 
upwards of a tnonth on its pallage to Cadiz, Many of 
the Englifh (hips received conHderable damage; and two 
Dutch men of war, one of fcventy-two; the other of fixty 
guns, foimdered. To render this diftrefs complete, the, 
goi'crnor of Cadiz, whom he applied to for fuccour, be- 
naved not with the candour of acommander belongi 
neutral power, but with all the timid averfion of ar 
potent enemy, who wanted not the will but the means 
only of totally dcilroyin? the iutereft of the allies, together 
with their fquadron. On the 9th of May, moft of the 
fhips being fortunatefy re-equipped as well 9s circum- 
fiances would permit, the admiral receix'ed information, 
from three different quarters, that the Toulon fquadron, 
commanded by Chate^u-Renaud, was at fea, and that it 
confifted of ten fail of the line according to the loweft 
accounts, that three of them were (bips of eighty guns 
cacli.

when difcovering his miftake he inftantly fet his top-gal- 
lant fails and crowded awaywiih all the fail he could carry. 
The Engliih immediately purfued, hut the French fliips 
being jufl out of port, and confequently clean, had a con- 
fiderable advantage over the fliips of the combined fqua- 
dron, which had all been fo long a time off the ground. 

The chace was fruitlefsly continued till ten o'clock next 
day, when the rear of the enemy's fquadron being four 
leagues a-head of the van of the Englifh, whofe rear were 
hull down*. Admiral Killcgrew finding all farther' 
purfuit vain, Jirought to for the fcattered.flii^tojoinhim, 
and in the evening bore away for Cadiz. The principal 
objeilof the expedition being thus fruftrated by theefcapc 
of the enemy through the Streights, the admiral, after 
having detached the Tyger, OxforiJ, and Newcaftle for 
Smyrna, commanded by capiain Coal; the Saphire and 
Richmond for Malaga, under captain Bokenham ; and the 
Portland, Greenwich, and Fakon to Scanderoon, under 
the orders of captain Ley, prepared to return, according 
to his inftruiSions, with the remainder +. That the fame 
jll-fortune which appeared to have attended him through 
the whole of his expedition might continue to the laft, 
he was no lefs than thirty five days on his paflage to

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Plymouth ; and on his arrival there he found the French 
tfeet in poiftifion of the Channel, Co that it was impof- 
fibie for him lo proceed farther. He immediately took 
the proper precautions to fecure the {battered remains of 
his fquadron from any fudden' attack on the part of the 
enemy, whCi foon afterwards quitted the channel without 
making the attempt. No twith Handing the ill-fuccefs of . 
the laie expedition, fb little open to cenfure was the con- 
du.(5l of admiral KiUegrew, fo impofllblewas \t: to afcribe 
any part of its failure to his behaviour or management, 
that he was, immediately afterwards, appointed one of the 
joint- admirals with fir R. Haddock and fir J. Afhby, to 
. command the fleet in the abfence of the carl of Torrington. 

The principal tranfaftions of the fleet, while under 
their command, having been given already in the 
lives of Haddock * and, Afhby, it is needlefs to repeat 
them here. Admiral Ruffel having, on the 23d of De- 
cember following, been appointed commander-in-chief 
of the fleet, Killegrew was promoted to the rank of ad- 
miral of the blue and ferved in the grand fleet during the, 
following year, in that ftation. The naval operations 
during this period were not only infignlficant but will be 
related with more propriety in the life of admiral Ruflel. 

During the year 1692 admiral Killegrew does not appear 
to have held any command ; but, in 1693, he was again 
called to his former ftation of joint-commander of the 
fleet, in conjiinflion with fir Cloudefly Shovel and fir 
Ralph Delaval. On the 15th of April he was alfo ap- 
pointed ojie of the commillioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral. Fewperfonsare unacquainted with ■ 
the difgraceful misfortune that hefel the Smyrna fleet, 
under convoy of fir George Rook, foon after he had 
parted from the main fleet under command of the joint- 
admirals. This unformnate event was charged princi- 
pally to their mifmanagemcnt ; yet it is buljufticfe to 
inform the wdrld, that, after the moft critical and ftri£t 
examination into their condu6t, by the houfe of com- . 
mons, notwithftanding they came to the following refo-- ■ 
lution, "that, upan examination of the mi/carriage cf the 
fitet, this houfe Is ofopinian, that there hath been a notorious _

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and treacherous mifmanagtmrnt in the affair;" they unanj' 
moufiy negativ.eda raoiion tending to affix a cenfure oii 
the joint-admirals-in-chief. Ill fuccefs, and the genera! 
reputation of being unfonunAte, are always held fufficitnt 
grounds for the retirement of a coinmander: all that he 
can hope or expefl is, that he quits', without difgrace, 
that fervice in which he had ever lived with honour. The 
enquiry confc'.Mienily produced the difmiflion* of admiral 
Killegrew and fir Ralph Delaval. Adniir 1 Klllegrew was 
afterwards (hofen reprefentative in parliament for the bo- 
rough of St. Alban's; and died at his feat near that place on 
the gth of November 171 2. , 

As to his charaftet no mar) has, on account of his 
political tenets, been more, ant), perhaps, nnjuftly 
afperfed. Burnet, in particular, fays, that Kiilegrew was 
Believed to be fo thuch in the tntereft of ling James, that 
it was thought the king was putting the fleet into the 
hands of fuch as would betray him, by employing KiHe- 

trew and Delaval ; for though no exception lay againft 
hovell he was but one to two. ' Macpherfon, who has 
■written in days whpn the prejudice of par'yi snd political 
principles, may be fuppofed to have ha(j no. influence on 
nismindjisclearly of opinion Killegrew was ever ftrongly 
attached to the imerefts of king Tamest; yethe, inelFefl, 
exonerates him from a part of the charge of mifcondirdt, 
by admitting the inadlivity qf the perfons entruft,ed with 
the equipment of the fleet; and that 'when it did fail it 
was very feebly manried, and iU-fupplied with necetiaries 
and provifions. As Mr. Killegrew is the firft perfpn who 
has hitherto, in the courfe of ihefe memoirs, afforded us 
an inftance of an officer's afting in a high andconfequentiat 
command under a prince, to whof? caufp he is faid to 
have been adverfe, againft another prince, to wh'ofe inte- 
refts he was fmcerely attached; it may, probably, fave 
fome future repetition to explain, what appears to u^ to 
have been the motives which aiSuated the condufl: of

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fitch commanders, as in the beginnitifj were thought moft 
■warmly to have efpoufed the caiife of William the Third; 
yet, after they had aflilled in -placing and fixing him on 
the throne, fcem, in fome degree, to have repented of 
their folly or lop hafty patriotifm, and to have returned 
fp that attachment or loyalty, as one party will term it, 
in which they had been nurfed and educated, thoirgh by 
their apollacy they incurred the ri/k of loading their me- 
mories, at leaft, with a charge little fhort of treafon. L« 
not, however, this condudl be afcribed to levity, !et it not 
t>e attributed to difappointed ambition, or to any other fan- 
ciful charge the ingenuity of a party- vrriler may pleafe to 
fiiggefl- LrSt us aUign it to its true and genuine caufe, a 
iniftake iji the character of the man they patriotically 
employed to prevent the endavement of their country, and 
who was not to be fatisfied with a lefs reward than that 
of being chol^n its juler. The two moil eminent • cha- 
ifiQets in the naval fqrvice of th^' time, and who were 
the firft movers, as it were, of the impending revolution; 
both fell under this fligma. Many other perfonages of 
equal and infferjor note, in different departments, are io' 
the fame predicament. It will appear very evident, wheii 
ive critically examint; their coadud^, that the defeftlon of 
bpth thefe perfons t was owing to no perfonal dillike to 
James, but rather to a mere honeft and patriotic deteftation 
of the meaftires he was endeavouring to purfue. To re- 
form thefe, to reftnre their country to that liberty it pof- 
fcfTed naturally, and by defcent, they applied to the prince 
of Orange; they flew to him as their proteflor without 
cyer entertaining the fmalleft idea he was hereafter to 
become their fovereign. He very readily and honeftly 
a|furde<] them 3II the affillance they required. He moft 
probably had himfelf not the molt diflant hope, at that 
■ time, of the great and wonderful event which was on the 
eye of taking place. The irrefolution and bigotry of

a,hI. .from the Ikginning, adhered to the prince. The 
timidity, of thiE their natural Ibvereign, '.and his defeftibii 
■ of his people, caufed by a confcioufnefs of having forfeited 
every preieitfion to their loyalty and regard, plunged all 
tljofe, whowiflied to have raformed him, into a (tate of 
trealbn and di(afFc£tion to him, foreign to their intentions, 
and hateful to their ininds. The guiph into which they 
had plunged, as it had not been forefeen, fo were ^ere 
Iqft iv> means of elcape from it. Herbert, in particnUr, 
when confined with the gout, is faid to have ftarted from 
his Ijed, and.honeflly declared, had he forefeen the event 
hf never would have drawn a fword for the prince *. In ' 
f»yil>g this he probably fpokc the feniiments of much the 
greater part ot thofe who had concurred, and afTilled in 
effeilingthc revolution. The nation, however, was not 
to be left in the ftate into which it was then fallen, a prey 
to the dictates of a man, who, had he not polfeffed too 
much jmegriiy and wifdom, might have affumed the' air 
and tope of a conqueror : but if he waved the right he 
dfrived ftom the aid cf his fifteen thoufand armed fol- 
lowers, he was not dtfinterefted enough to fuffer Ihofe, 
whom, in compaffion only, he came to affift, to 3&, when 
liberated by his generofity, according to the pure diftates 
of their own inclination. The loyalty and attachment 
cf the Englifh nation to their ancient line of kings, would 
have felt no violence impofedon them.had they been fufFered 
to transfer the crown from the perfonage who had deceived 
ttiem, who had forfeited all pretenfions to their obedience, 
■«*bo had wiflied to enflava them, and ereft himfelf into 
their defpot, to his daughter, who was innocent of his 
crimes, and warned by bis example. There ftill exifted 
a love for his family bordering on cnthufiafm : this was, 
if pofiible,encreafed by a veneration for the virtues ,requifite 
tq the government of a great nation, which all parties 
were ready to admit the- perfonage the objeft of their 
choice porielfed. The prince of Orange was a foreigner ; 
he was conneiSed with Britain only as the liulband of its 
lovereign's daughter : he was fecn by many in the light 
of a conqueror, a reafon very fufficicnt to excite their

swerfion. He pofleffed a referve and aurterity of maS' 
^ers little fuited to the blunt and hoaefl fainiliarit;^ of a 
Briton. -Above all, be, on every occafion, betra;yed the. 
greated reluftance In difmjfljng thofe foreign troops 
which, though they had prefprvpd to Englifhmen their, 
liberties, were regarded by ihem with an eye of horror and 
diftnift. Weighing thefe feveral motives of difguft, 
numbers gazed, almod with aftoBilbment, at the power 
they >iad themfelves bellowed; but they continited to. 
fupport it, becaijfe they had too much, p^triotifjn to djf- 
turb the peace of their native country, and too mucH 
honour to bring into, dirgrace, or even fufpicion, that 
faith which they had once pledged. It reflects no fmall 
jdcgree of- honour, particularly on thofc charaSers of 
which we treat, that po (ingle charge of wilful mifcon- 
duS, or difaffeftion to the ruling power, has ever yet beeo. 
proved. Whatever might be their natural incUnation, 
. and political bias, .they took every human care. to veil- 
them frpm the knowledge of the world, and a£led on all 
occafions as if they conhdcred the perfonal glory of their- 
new fovereign, and the vidorics they obtained under his 
aufpices, as the only proper means of aggrandixing their 
pative country, and contributing to its future welfare i 
their repentance, if any, was known only to themlblves- 
Intrigue and confpiracy were (lifled in their very birth, 
becaufe while honour furvivcd they could not be fuifered 
to exift. 

Thus hayc we humbly endeavoured . to apologife 
for the conduft of thofe perfons who, while employed 
under the exifting government, are charged with having 
retained an unwarrantable and dilhonourable attachment 
tp the juftly banifhed branch of the houfe of Stuart ; and 
ftiall difmifs.the political difcuffion * of the propriety or 
impropriety of the private condu£t of the perfons alluded 
to, we hope, for ever. 

LOVEL, Thomas, — except during a veiy fmall in- 
terval, appeared only in a particular line of fervice, a line . 
deemed rather fingular, to have been taken up and purfucd 
from the time of an officers firft entrance into it. He was 
made commartder of the Henrietta yacht in 1672, and.

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Yias very footi afterwards removed into the Katherin* 
yacht ; to which vefTcl he was, a fecond time, appointed 
«n the aid of January ^f'JZ- Ho cominued to comtnaiid 
this veflcT many ycare. We find him attending the prince 
of Orange to Holland in the month of Oitober 1677. 
And on the i2thof AprH foj! owing we find him removed 
into the Affiirance, a fourth rate. On the i8th of Oc- 
tober following he was removed back into his old velTel, 
the Kafherine ; after which we hear nothing fartherof him. 

MANSFIELD, Michael, — wa? made commander of 
the Diver (loop, ip the year 1672. 

MARSHALL, John,— was at the fame time made 
captain of the George firefhip. 

MARTIN, John,— was appointed captain ■ of the 
Hofwfirelhip in 1672; and on tnc I2lh of July 1677 of 
the Chatham double Hoop. 

MASON, Chriftopher, — was appointed a lietiienant of 
the Sovereign in 1666, After the conclufion of the ftrft 
Dutch war he was not called into fervtce till the com- 
ncncemept of the fecor.d, in 1672 ; he was then made 
fecond lieutenant of the Prince. He was v^ry foon pro- 
moted to be tirft lieutenant qf the fame ihip, and fhortly 
after to be commander of the Dover. We do not find 
he had any other appointment till the 26th of March' 
1678, when he was made captain of the Oxford. In the 
liionth of July 1679 he was Tent, in this Ihip, to convoy 
the outward-bound Virginia fleet. We do not find him 
again employed till the year 1693, when he cemmanded 
the London of one hundred guns, Hationed in the line as 
ane of the fcconds to fir John Aihby, admiral of the blue. 
Captain Mafon probably retired from the fervtce foon aftep 
as his name docs not ^ain occur ^ and the London was, 
in the month of July following, commanded by Chrifto-' 
pher BUlop. He was living, but unemployed, in 1699. 

MATHER, William, — was made captain of the 
Golden Handfircftiip in 1672; and of the Little Francis, 
alio a fircfliip, on the rft of OiSober 1673. 

MAYO, Thomas,— rwas appointed third lieutenant of 
the Royal James, a fhort time before the battle of Solebay. 
On account of his gallant behaviour in that action, and 
the perils he encountered in it, he was immediately on hit . 
r^urn home, made captain of the Whipdaff brig. In 
fhe following year prince Rijperl> on the recommcnda. 
■ "■ tion 
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t'wn of fir Richard Haddock, undar whom he had feivefl 
with fo much credit in the former a&ion, appointed him 
firft lieutenant of the Roya! Charles, on board which his 
highnefs hoilted his flag. He added to that reputation he had 
already acquired, and the prince, after the aiSion of the 
aSlh of May, promoted him to the command of the 
Princefs, a third rate. As we hear nothing farther of hii4 
it is probable he died foon after this time. 

MONTAGUE, Charles,— was the fifth Ton of that 
great man Edward, firfl earl of Sandwich, and Jemimat 
daughter of John, lord Crew, of Siene- Having, after 
the exatnple of his noble father, entered very early in life 
into the navy, he waK, in 1672, appointed commander tif 
theGucrnfey; from which frigaie he was, a few days, 
afterwards, promoted to the Falcon, a fourth rate. When 
his father hoifted his flag on board the Royal James, 
captain Montague, quitting his own command, accompa- 
Jiicd him asa voiunteer; and emulating the valour of his 
parent, added flill more to the forrow of the nation at 
Ifeipg deprived at the fame inftant of two fuch highly 
^{teemed chara£leis. It is not clearly decided whether 
he was killed in the a&lon or perifhed with the (hip. 

MULGRAVE, John Sheffield, Earl of,~was the fon 
of Edmund Sheffield, and Elizabeth daughter of Lionel 
SaekviSte, earl.of Middlefex. The family of Sheffield 
was of confiderable note and antiquity, fir Robert 
ShefFylde, knight, in the reign of Henry the Third hav- 
ing married Felicia, daughter and heirefs of Timtpy, 
Robert Sheffield, immediate def>:endant in the fourth dcr 
gree from Robert Sheffield, brother tc Thomas Sheffylde, 
grandfon oi the firil fir Robert, was, in the f^cond year 
of Henry the Seventh, a commander in that kings army 
againft John, earl of Lincoln, and his adherents, at the 
battle of Stoke, near Newark. Having been chofen 
(beaker of the houfe of commons, and alfo recorder «f 
London, he received the honour of knighthood. His 
grandfon, Edmund, in the firft year of Edward the Sixth, 
was created a baron, by the title of baron Sheffield of 
Botierwick, and was flain in the foUowing\ year by a. 
butcher, in the Norfolk infurredlion. His grandfon, 
Edmund, was made a knight of the garter by queen Eli- 
zabeth ; and, in the- fourteenth year of James the Firll, 
was conllitmed prelident tif the council for the northern, 
pam 
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paits of the kiflgdom. h\ the firA year of Charles the 
lirft he was created earl of Mulgrave. The perfonage ftf 
whom we are treating was the grandfon of the firft, 
earl*. Having, like many of his cotertiporarieSjcOiicei veil 
the profclBon of arms a necelfary pait of the education

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tof the county of York, .and governor of Htill. Charles, 
who had conceived an extraordinary attachment to him, 
■was not content with thus heaping multiplied ejn-

On the acceflion of James II. he was fworn one of the

Though 
generally efteemed extremely loofe in his relijgious prin- 
ciples, no entreaties could prevail on him, por' any allure- 
ments entice him to abandon, at leaf! the external pro- 
feAioR of proleftantifm. The fklll with which he par- 
ried all attacks of royal argument are, to this day, well 
remembered by men of'wit and humour ; fo that after the , 
'acceflion of king William he was again fworn of th^ 
privy ("ouncil, and in the fixth year of the fame fovcreign 
was created marquis of Normanby. Queen Anne, im- 
mediately after fhe afcended the throne, made hibn lord 
y feal ^ and, in the next year, created him duke of 
:kingham and Normanby. In 1710 he was made 
lord lievy'ard of the houlhold, and fometime after lord 
prefuknt of the council. Having acquired the fummit of 
all the honour a friend and fovereien could bellow ; hav- 
ing, among all men of learning, eliablilhed a reputation 
which excited their regard and admiration ; and having 
retired for fame years frota the bufy toil of public life, he 

died,

Ruffel 
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Rvflclwas appointed to be firft lieutenant of the Rupert; 
and on the loihof Junein ihc famcyeaf (167^) was pro-, 
moted to be commander of the Phoenix. In the follow- 
ing year he was removed into the Swallow, by commif-, 
(ion from prince Rupert. On the 15th of February 
1675, he was appointed commander of the Referve, and 
foon afterwards feat on the Mediterranean flation. He 
continued there feveral years, but >'iihout having any. 
opportunity of atchieving fuch an exploit as might give 
tne world hopes of hisfuture eminence, or appear fo woilhy 
of thcgreatnefsof hianameas tobe particularly recorded. 

On the 15th of December 1677, he was rjemovcd 
into the Defiance; and, on the 20th of March fol- 
lowing, into the Swififurc. He was appointed^ on the 
loth of Augult 1680, commandier of the Ncwcaltle ; and 
from the time he quitted the command of this fllip, a 
period not exaAIy Known, till after the revolutio^i : there 
IE 3 total vacai^ in his naval tho' not in his potiticallife. 

The meafures\of James the Second being totally ir-. 
TCConcileable to Mr. RulTel's ideas of government, he was 
among the HiA of thofe who repaired to the prince of 
Oratige. Hii rank, added to a natural affability, had 
gained him an afcendancy over the hearts of naval people, 
which rendered hia countenance and fupport truly valuable; 
and he ufed every means in his power * to enhance the 
Value of his fervice by the moll diligent attention to 
die caufe in which he had embarked. His zeal for the 
caufe and intereftof tho prince has been attributed, by 
iQ^ny, to one of the meanell principles that can a^uate 
the human breafl, revenge. This may be a ready way 
of accounting for it; but it is fi,rLunately contradicted by 
every future tranfadtion of his life, unlcfs we attribute to 
him vices which thnfe, who have beei) his greatell ene- 
jjiies, have n^vsr thought proper to charge him with. 

His dcfertion of James, ana warm efpoufa) of his adver- 
fary's caufe, certainly originated in the pureft patriotifm, 
notwithftanding the political difcovcries that have h en 
made in latter days may be thought to invalidate that idea.

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But thnueh poffefTed of all the fortitude andlinnnefs M- 
ccflary to the mi^ honourable execution of his duty as a 
commander, he wanted, in political concerns, that (labi- 
lity xnd decilion which, in fuch cafes, are always requi-. 
lite to render a man otherwife than rufpeded by hia 
friends, and contemned by hit cneuiiet. To a fickle 
wavering difpofition, owi»g nierely to a want of confi-r 
dcnce in his own judgment, he added a mod zealous 
attachment to what he deemed conducive to the real intc- 
rells of his country; but his irritable nature perpetually 
induced him to alter his opinion, as to the propereit mode 
of promoting it. He repaired to the ftandard of the prince 
of Orange becanfe James wifhed to enilave his fubjefts; 
and he wifhed to have quitted king William becaufe he 
weakly imagined his former (bvereign cured of his follvi 
and that if redored he would have rendered his people 
happier than they felt them felves under the dominion of a 
foreigner, whofe conduct, however fair and unimpeacha- 
ble, had unfortunately, in fome refpeiSs, difpleafed them*. 

Be it remembered, that in every proof which has 
been brought forward, in latter days, of his attach- 
mcnt to the caufc of the mil^ided James, he appears in 
no degree to have forfeited his honour. His error pro-; 
ceeded frooi the head, not the heart, and confequcntly 
deferves not to be imputed to him as a crime. He con-i 
ftantly manifefted the utmod averfion to accept of French . 
afliflance, or even to admit their interference. From the 
fame fource by which we have derived our knowlege of his 
attachment to the late king, we alfo learn that he earneftly 
entreated him to prevent, if ptiffible, the meeting of the 
two fleets; and panicuUrly enforced his reqiiell, that 
James would not himfelf embark on board tliat of 
France, for as he was an officer, and an Engliftiman,, it 
behoved him to fire upon the firft French Slip he met, 
even though Tames himfelf ihould appear upon its deckt.

Icine WiUiam Mr. Ruffel was promoted to be admiral of 
the blue fqiiadron ; and having hoilled his flag on board 
the Duke, fervcd in that capacity under the earl of Tor- 
rington, when he put to fea, with the fleet confiderably 
Tcinforced, after the battle of Bantry bay. ■ Nothing me- 
morable, however, took place during the time it was 
'pnident for it to keep the faa. On the ift of December 
ibllowing he failed for HoUand with a fmail fquattron of 
'five failjbut contrary winds and ftormy weather compelled 
him 10 return. Finding the Duke, and the third rates of 
bis fquadron'toD Urge to trufl on the Dutch eoall at that 
advanced fcafon of ihe year, he fhifted his Aag into the 
Fubbs yacht, and failed again on the nth, with only three 
fourth rates, two frigates, and the Mary yachts 

The obje£t o( this million was to conduS the queea 
of Spain to the Groyne ; and it is thought, by Burnet, 
■to have been extremely prejudicial to the intercfls ttf 
the Englilh nation, as the fleet was fo long retarded bjf 
■contrary winds, that the opportunity was lolt of blocking 
up the Toulon fqiiadron, a fervice that was to have beelt 
executed by part of this fleet.

^Killegrew, he prepared to return to England, and arrived 
at Plymouth on the 25th of April. He is faid, by all 
hiftoriinswho have entered hfito perticnlars, tohavecom- 
nianded the blue fquadron at the liattJe of Beachy Head. 
This is a midake ; the admiral himfelf was in London at 
.'the time, and ihc blue fquadron, commanded by vice-

ertion, produced its ovrn punifhment, entailing on its 
pofletlbr the cantempt of his friends and the ju(t indigna- 
tion of his enemies. 

<^ the 23d of December 1690, Mr. Rnflel was 
appointed commander-in-chief of the fleet which had 
then returned into port for re'equipment againll the 
enftiing fummer. When ready for Tea its appearance 
was truly formidable ; it confided of fifty-fcvcn Eng- 
Jifli and feventeen E)utch (hips of the line. Witn 
foch a force what might not have been exj^Sed i Yet 
fiich was tht delay, occafioncd by contrary winds, and 
fuch was the extreme caution of the French*, that 
the fummer pafTed over in a fruitlcfs repetition of pro- 
jeSed attacks on their ports, 'none of which were ever 
attempted to be carried into execution. In the follow- 
ing year the eyes of all Europe were turned, in the utmoft 
CXpeSation and anxiety, on an enterprife which was to 
complete the triumph, or totally defeat the expe^ations 
of the mifcrable and unfortunate exile, James, ftill ftiied 
hy the French, king of Great Britain. The preparations 
for war, which had for fome time been lan^id, or, at 
lead, not exceeding the ordinary courfe of nationaj cen- 
teft, on a fudden aflnmed an appearance of vigour worthy 
of the great ftajie for which two nations were to contend, 
whether Britain Ihould maintain on its throne the de- 
fender of its liberties, Rnd the fovereign of its choice, or 
be compelled to receive again, one whom it had rejeflcd, 
from ihe hands of Louis the Faurtienth ! ! ! 

The appearance of viflory at Bfcachy Head, the pro- 
gaifed countenance of the ntunerous partizans of James 
who flitl rdided in England, the many capricious excep- 
tions taken 4>y perfons of the firft rank 10 the condufl of 
William, all appeared to prognofticate, and even to enfure 
fuccefs. They infufed additional fpirit into the French

tion the wild projedls of Louis, whinifically furnaraed 
the great, was imnsenfe, was worthy an honefter caufe, 
and an abler condu£tor. Its force has been varioully 
Itatcd i fomc reprefenting it as not more than forty-four 
Jhips, the divifion from Toulon not having joined, while 
. others have fwellcd the account to fixly-three and up- 
wards. The combined fleet evidently out -numbered 
ithem : they reckoned no Icfs than ninety-nine fail in their 
jjine of battle. But pride, pofilite orders, and the vain 
hopes of defeflion from the part of the Enriifh, induced 
.the Ft^nch admiral, Tour vi lie, to rilk an action contrary 
.10 all the di£tates of policy, difcipline, or common pru- 
dence. The event might eafily have been forefeen; 
Britain triumphed: and the dellru£tion of his friend and 
ally's fleet put a final period even to the hope of the 
wretched James*.

The temporary . fury, notwithltanding the want of 

. iiroper materials to feed and fupply it, raged with the 
8 utmoft 
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utmoft violence againfl Ruflel. A fe'rious fcnitinjr intdi 
bis condud was commenced in parliament during the 
winter, and ended, as might have been forcfecn, liighly 
to his honour*. The popular heat was, however, not to 
be allayed by any meafure Ihort of his difmiflion from his 
conimand; This took place early in the fpnng; and 
with it he refigned alfo tne treafur^-Oiip of the navy, an 
office, which he had held ever fince the year 1689. 

The ill-fucce{( of our naval operationsduring the fummer 
of 16(13, oceaftoncd hri recal again to the fervice foon as 
ever the fleet returned into port for the winter : and 
William, as thou^ he attempted to palliate his former 
difmilTion, an>ointed him, in addition to his other truft, 
on the 2d of May following, firft commiflicnier for execut- 
ing the office of lord high admiral: The fleet being ready 
for fea« Rulfcl hoided his flag^ as commander-in-chief, on 
the ift of May, The operation refolved on to be fifft 
attempted, wai an attack on Bred ; a refolution fatal as 
well as difgraceful to the Britilh arms, and which ended 
in the deltruftitnt of lieutenant- eeilfcral Taloafli, who 
commanded, by land, the forlorn hope facritked on this 
melancholy occafion. The execution of this feri^ce was 
committed to a detachment under the lord Berkley. The 
grand fleet, under the command of Ruflel, did not fail 
ftbm Spithead till the 6th of June. The French failing 
in their attempt to render themfelves mailers of the Eu- 
ropean feas had turned their efforts towardf the Mediter- 
Tanean, where the count dc TourvLUe was ordered to ccfl- 
UQ: all the naval force of France. Thither RufTel was 
fcnt with a fleet compofed of one hundred and thirty-fix 
Ihips, eighty-eisht of which were rf the line of battle : 
aiid the admiral of France retiring wtth precipitation to 
the harbour of Toulon, convinced the neighbouring dates 
of their error, after every means of rhetoric had been ufed, 
with temporary fucccfs, to imprefs them with an idea of 
the naval fupremacy of Louis, 

During the time the fleet continued in the Mediter- 
ranean Ruflel was attacked by a violent fever, ftnd

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reduced To low, that he was obliged to leave the chief 
command of the fleet, for a time, with vice-admiral 
Aylmet. But having, in fome degree, recovered 
his health towards the autumn, he refumed the com- 
mand and (ailed for Cadiz, where he arrived on the 
8th of November. Having wintered there, he returned 
to his formet ftation the following year, where he kept 
the French thoroughly in awe. He convinced all the 
nations of the world of the inferiority of the French naval 
power, when compared to his own ; and prevented the 
detachment of any force fufficient to difturb the tran- 
quilliiy of the European Teas*. He returned to England 
in the autumn, and appeared no more in the chara^er 
and ftation of a naval commander. 

In 1697, when king William was preparing to go 
to Holland, admiral RulTel, then flrft commiflioQet 
of the ' admiralty, was appointed one of the lords 
juftices during hts abfence, and created a peer by the 
«lle of baron of Shingey, vifcount Barfleur, and earl 
of Orford, Thefe titles, however, though they vrero 
evident marks of his poflelling his fovereign's favour and 
attachment, could not fecure to him an equal fhare in 
the good graces of the people. In an. addrefs, prefented 
by the houCs of commons to the king, in the month of 
Jiptil 1699, they took occafion to throw out feyeral ob-

On the 8th of November i jog ihe earl was once moio 
called into public iife,bcing appointed firll com miJJi oner ior 
cxecutingtheotficeof lord high admiral. He was offered o« 
this 4x:cafion the very confcquential and honourable poft 
of lord high admiral : this he poficively refufed taking,. 
though he expielfed himfdfperfe^ly willing to accept ^ 
a (hare in the direSion of it. This is a very fmgular la- 
fiance of modefly and felf-denial, particularly in a ina» 
to whom pride has been fo frequently iDiputed-as a crime. 

He did not long, however, continue to hold the foU he 
had accepted, for, foon after the remov^al of the eail of 
Godolphm from the uffice of lord high treafurer^ Orfonl 
ittfigned his poll of firit commiHioner of the admiralty*, 
and again retired from public lile, till the deceafe ot the 
queen i upon which event he was chofen pne of the lord* 
juHices to a£t till the arrival of king Cieorge the Firftfron 
2ianover. This monarch immediatajy appointed him one 
of his privy council ; and on the 1 3tri ot Odiober follow- 
ing recalled him to his former poit of firll commiflioner 
of the admiralty ; this he continued to ho^d till the i6tb 
of April 1717, when he retired altogether from public 
employment. He died at his houfe in covent-garden oa 
the 26th of November 172;, in the feventy-fifth year of 
his age. He married the lady Mary, third daughter of 
Wttuam, duke ot Bedford i but leaving no ifl'ue the till« 
iKCame extind. 

After the formal explanation we have given of wIuV 
we take to have been his political principles, it ts need- 
lets to add any thing relative to his jHiblic chiVai^r.

The 
fplcndor of sn entcrlainfnent given by him when com- 
mander-in-chief in the Mediterranean, rr.uft ever be re- 
wtcmbered as an additional and incontrovcFtible proof of 
his liberality—a liberality not difgraced by oftentation,' 
inifmuch as a fleet of Englifh ftiips of war, being a fight- 
almod totally new to the Italian flates, k was at leaft po- 
litical, if not necelTary, to imprefs with an high opinion of 
the magnificence of his nation, thofe to whom the French 
kad ufro every pbtTible endeavour to reprcfent it as mean 
and comeniptibie. 

OSSORY, Thomas Butler, Earl of,~is one of thofe 
■Vtry extraordinart" perfonages who have, in different ages. 
taken up the prcrfcrfion of arms with every labour and fa- 
tigue atnched to it, merely from a fpirit of gallantry^^ 
implanted in them by nature, and a defirc of no other le- 
ward or gratification for their fervice than the jud applaufe 
0f their countrvmen, and the chara<flers of heroes. He 
was the eldeft ion of James, duke of Ormond, fo created 
in the 1 3th year of king Charles the Second, as a reward 
for his conftant loyalty and attachment to himfelf and his 
TOyai father. The mother of this noble earl was the lady 
Elizabeth Prefton, dttighter of Richard, lord Pingwell, 
and earl of Dcfmond in the kingdom of Ireland. 
' His entrance into the fervice was marked with that bold 
intrepidity, and true contempt of danger, which was ever 
apparent in all his actions. On his return from Ireland 
in May 1666, he paid a vifit to the earl of Arlington, at 
Eullon in SuRblk. The long engagement between the' 
duke of Albemarle and the Dutch, commenced on the 
morning of the ift of June, and the earl, informed of this 
event by the report of the cannon, inflantly repaired to 
Harwich, where he embarked the fame night, in company 
with fir Thomas Clifford, in queft of the duke, undet 
whom he intended to enroll himfelf as a volunteer. Ho- 
reached the fleet on the evening of the 2d, and was the- 
more welcome gueft as he carried information to Albe-- 
marle, who was retreating from the very fuperior force of 
the Dutch, that prince Rupert was haflening to his afltd-.

We find him on board the Refolu- 
tFon, fecond in cdmmand of the fmalt fquadron^ under fir 
RobertHolmeS, which attacked the.Dutch Smyrna fleet ia 
the month df March 1671-2. He difplayed dn this occa- 
iion his ufual fpirit, and was, in confequcnce, honoured 
with the higheft encomluniG. He was, foon afterwards, 
removed into the Viiiory i and had it been poiTible for 
the reputation he had already gained to have received any 
addition, his condu6t at the battle of Solebay would hara 
acquired him that faiisfa^ion. As one of the feconds to 
the diike of York, who is admitted on all hands to have 
behaved moft gallantly, he accompanied him through all 
his dangers, wheti defcrtcd liy the French and attacked by 
the united fquadronS of De Ruyter and Banckert, and was 
alike thecompanion of his glt>ry, and his dlllrefs \. 

Early in the month of May 1673, he was raifed to the rank 
of rear-admiral of the blue fquadron by the fpecial ap« 
pointmcnt of Charles the Second, who thinking it nccef- 
fary to make tome apology to the reft of the fcrviccj for 
raifing fo young an oflicer to fo high a poft, declared he 
did it in confequence of the high elteem he entertained of

Returning td Engl&nd as foon as the War waB oVer, he, 
alas! did not long cbntinue to enjoy the high reputation 
he had gained in his new occupation. In the month of 
July 1680 he was attacleed by a violent fever, which put 
ft period id his exiftence, after a Very few days illncfs, on ih6 
30th of the fame month, in the forty-fixth year of his 
age. 

His eminent Ioyalty> and forward eeal on all occaflons; 
to feive his country and his forereign, was manifctled by 
acontinucd fcrics of brave, and generous a£liohs, which, 
ks they rendered him honoured and efteemed by all, wheii 
living, caufed him, when dead, to be as generally lament- 
ed. His body v/a9 on the ftrilowing evening depolited tn 
Weftminftet^-abbeyt. At the time of his death he wai

«f ihe prince of Onngc; and at ihc battle oFMaQsCDnldbulciJ gieallf 
to the retreat of Mailnal Luxembourg, (u wham Louis XIV. wai in- 
debted for the gteateft pan ofhis miliiary glory. He, on ihii occ** 
lion, Nceived the ibaiiKs of the dake of Villa Hermoia, gofenwr of 
the Spanilh Nrihetlandi, it)d a\h the thanki of fait Cathulie majcfir 
tlimfelf. His Fpccch, addrclTed 10 the carf of Shaflelbury, in viDdlct-- 
lion of hii father, wu univecfally applauded: it even coufouiidcd ibat 
inirepid orator, who «ai in the fenaic, what the tarl of QSmj vn ia 
ibe field. Thefe, hii great qtialiiiei, were adorned by "a lingular in9« 
defly, and a probity wKich nothing could corrupt." 

Poets and hiftorians pcaifi: hin in much the fame termi, ai pcoTc 
naturally rilci to the language of poetry cin fo elevated a fubjeQ. ThL- 
duke of Ormond, hii father, faid. " that he would aot CKtbange H* 
dead Ion tor aiiy living fon !q Chi iftcadoBi." 
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«rho was the commander-in-chief, was too warm and fin- 
cere an admirer of bravery not to reward it. He was 
promoted immediately to the command of the Dartmouth, 
and returning from the Streights foon afterwards, had 
the good fortune to ndce feveralprizes, while employed as 
a cniifer in the Channel, in particular a Dtitch privateer 
of fourteen guns, that had done conffderablemifchief. la 
1676 he w>5 appointed, by king Charles, to the Cleve- 
land yacht J and on the 51(1 of November in the follow, 
ingyear, was removed into the Hampfhire. After having 
been employed fome time as a cniifer in the Channel, hs! 
was fent to the Mediterranean, where, in the month of 
April 16S0, he added, if pollible, to the reputation he had. 
Already gained, by attacking, and raainuining an adion: 
for ten hoars* with four Algerine frigates, one of which 
he had at lafl the good fortune to fecur^; a fecond was 
cLriven a>fl)ore ; and a third, endeavoimng to put into 
Sallee for lecurity, flruck upon the bap and was loft, 
^aptain Finn died foon after this event.

bad^ to England. The buying place Was dtfcovcred-j 
but, to rendrr thet? diftrefs aG compietc &s it could be 
^ort of total annihilation, their pinHat:e was overfet on 
Mttingfromiheftiip, with acsrgo of bread, proviGons, and 
powder, rwoofthe (hip's Crew were drowned, ihereiAam-i 
Ser got fafc on Ihore. But Ihe Speedwell having, beford 
tS^r (|eparture, filled with water as high as the upper 
ieck, they were only able W get out of her, exchifivc ot 
'frhat had been loft in the. pinnace, two bags of htewi, ' 
fome ehecfe, and a few pieces of pork. With this fiendet 
ftock they were to endeavour to lengthen thrir long-boat 
twelve feet, in order to enable her to carry their whole 
company ; but the abilities of their carpenter not being 
deemed competent 10 fo great an undertaking, the idea 
was giren upcanditwaspfopoftd toendeavodrtravdlrntf 
by land towards Weygatz, in hopes of meeting fome <$ 
die Rnflians. ' 

On the 30th, the fliip, very fbon after ttie ere* 
had quilted her, went to pieces ; but a confiderthW 
part of the wreck, drrvmg on Ikore, together with fcveraf 
caflcs of proTifions, proved a noft comfonaHe snd lex- 
fonable relief. They coHtimsed in this terrible Rate of 
^Cf^fHty and uncertainty, in a, moA dieary^ cokl> and un- 
' com* 
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coBifoittMe r^ioB, till the Sth of July, when the ProfV 
perout, coininaivled by captain Flawes • arrived. Hfl 
^^chiended fooie danger had befallen his confort oi) 
mdii^ he did not rejoin himt and very prudently put 
mck in kitA of him. Thus, by the pfccaution of ad- 
ding a lecond veflcl to that 6tted out ^t the expcnce of 
covermiMBtt the nrtisfortune. was confined to the lofs of 
imc fhip ot\Iy and the failure of the voyage. 

The Profperous, with captain Wood and his ^ttv, ar- 
ivvcd faf^ in the Thames on the s^d of Auguft. On the 
3d of April 1677, he was appointed to command the 
DiaoMHidi and, on the i6th of July idSi, the Coi)< 
ftant Warwick. In tlie month of April 16S2, he re* 
reived order? to cnjifc, for a monUi, in foundings but did 
pot Uve to carry thfm into execution, dying at f atmcAitti 
fn the 93th of the fame month. 

WJtENN, Ralph, — ^wai appcint^d commander of the 
Hepewvll grefbip oq the i^ih of April 1 673 ; in the fol- 
lowing year he was rsmoved into the Rufe Dogger ; but 
we tjanot fifid, in either of thefe (:oiitn)andS| any difplay 
«f that galbntry on account of which he afterwards be: 
canje cntitle4 to fo much praife. On the 2 jd of Febi^- 
^xy be was made firfl lieutenant of the Referve ; on thft 
IQth of July 1677, he was promoted, to the command of 
the Young Spragge firelhip; on the +ih of November 
967a, he rerumedhis original rank of lieutenant onboard 
the J^ingEfUlier, at that ttmc commanded by captain 
Morgan Xempthorne. The dcfpcrate engagement whicl^ 
took place in thg month of May t69i> between the 
Kiiusfifher and feyen Algerine fhips of war, is one of 
thole very remarkable naval tranfaflioris ^hich, ftanding 
inoft forward in the grtKip of gloriotis deeds, attrad the 
VOtic^ of all, and can nev^ be ftrfficiently admired by 
th^m. That wc may do every juilice to Mr. Wrenn's 
Irarcry, we Ihall infert an extra^ from an account 
<Ff the q^ion, wrjtten itpmediately *fter \t had taken place. 
The language of the time always affords the julleft deli- 
neation both of heroifm nnd domerit, " After the death 
of captain Kempthorn, lieutenant Wrenn took upon hin) 
^c command of the Ihlp ; and Mr. Samuel Atkins dift 

•Seepv'fii- ^ ^ 
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rfiai^d the duty of lieutenant. In the meantime tbe 
admiral, who had been beaten off*, filled and laid 'thcBl 
A-board the fecond time, in the kme place, pouring ia 
his great and fm all fhot, at which the Englilh weiie Im 
from being difmayed ; but received him with conti>»nl 
fliouts and firings. Soon after the Algerine fell a-flci^ 
aad there lajr within half ptito) ifaot, wtflle three others 
kept on the frigate's quarter at a little more diftance ; ths 
other three, that placed their broadfide firft, lay hoveriiig 
to windward, andfiring ; one of them only ihooting a-head 
and palHng his broadfide, and receiving the frigate's fM 
a-Qem by her lee fide. 

" In this manner the fight continued till ahotit tea 
o'clock, when the Algerines Aiddenly fell a-ftern to take 
an account, as is fuppofed by their coming fo near each 
other, c^ the damage they had fullaincd, which was^ 
doubtlefs, very conlidentble ; for that, in about an hour's 
time, the admiral, and four more only, came within pifloj- 
ihot and renewed the fight, firing continually from that 
time till near one in the morning, and then bruu^t to 
with their heads to the fouthward, leaving the frigate to 
keep her courfc to Naples, whither fhe was bound." 

In this fight the frigate took fire twice, once by acci- 
dent on the Quarter deck, and the fecond time by a Itink- 
pot the admiral threw into their gun-room port, which 
blew up two cartridges of powder and killed and hurt 
feveral men. In the whole aftion, which is certain!/' 
one of the bravelt that has been heard of, and wherein 
both <^cers and all the feamen gave the greatefl procNf 
that could be, of their condud and courage* there were, <^ 
the Englilh, eight men killed and thirty-eight wounded. 

In confequcnce of his very meritorious cgnduiSi on thia 
trying occalton, admiral Herbert promoted Mr. Wrenn, 
on the 9th of Auguft 1681, to be commander of the 
Nonfuch, a fifth rate of forty-two guns. He was re- 
moved from this fliip, into the Centurion, on the 23d of 
May 1682; and, with very little interruption, continued 
in the fame command many years. He had not, how- 
ever, the good fortune to efrea any fervice more remark- 
able than that of capturing a Salletine corfair, in the 
month o( November 1683, white on h» pafTage from 
Tangier to Liflton. He was re-appointed to the Centu-

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tton on the 5Tfa of Mvf. i6SSr On tkv z£A at jt^ 

1687^ he was mftde captain oC the Maiy- Rob ; ui4 (Hi 
Ae 5th of September ifiSSj wu leauwed' ima tb*

He was continued in the dmsicommand. a&tf ths a<^ 
cefflcHi offcingWilliao)> whotappakitedbioi* inthcyetf 
1690, to the Korwich. In. i»e mooth of Oeeembei! 
j6iji, he wjts feiU coinmodoiD t» the Wsfl. Jtadias, a^ 
fhccelTor to cafptaio Wright, His force wU very (mM \ 
aevenhelefe be contrived, throi^h bis gallantry ^d ad' 
dreft, to Rem the force of the French, who much out-^ 
numttocdus in that part of the world. He failed &oiik 
I^ymouth on. the zotb of Oecembei, having under his 
oraen two fourth iate& onlvi the Mordaunt and Disttaoniv 
He arrived on the l6th 01 Jaiuuty at Barbadoest where: 
he found the Mary a thind ete, togoiher with the Ante- 
Ibpe, Afliftance, and Hamplhire, fourth rates,, and the 
St. Paul firefhia; thefe, according to his inlini^ons, he 
was to take Hade; bis command, after detaching one Quo 
to J^maica> from whence it was to fail for Europe wittL' 
the convoy. Authentic information having been, reccivetfr 
h'y him, on his arrival, that the French were in muchl 
greater force than had been apprehended, he thought it 
neceflary, notwithdandingthe weaknefst^htsowiy-foua- 
Aon, to detach the AlSilance, Hampihire, and St. Paul, to 
Jamaica, for the greater prefervation of that valuahls 
colony from a>y duultory attack of the enemy> 

It being <:onfideatly reported tk»t nine Fren<^ fltips-f^- 
the line had been difcovered a. few league 10 leeward o( 
BarbadocS) it was determined, by advice c^ the' council,. 
to. hire into the king's lervice, two llout merchant fhtpi, tin 
remedy in fame degree the great inesuftlity of the commo- 
dore's force tothatpftheeoemy. This being occompjtflwd,. 
ftbdfutheraccouats being receiffd that eight oat of eigh- 
teen thips, which the French then had in that pait of the: 
world, were a£lually cmifing off Bacbadoei,. it was de- 
termincdr. the fquadron trivially reinforced' as it was^ 
fhould put ^ f^a,,and, if polfihte, attack the cnetny- 
wbiletneic force was- thus divided. The foldiers.having 
b^en taken (Ml hoard, and every p(^K>le expedition ufed?

The commodore finding it impofTible to obtain vidiar7< 
irith fuch inequality of force *^ prudently took care

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to fstirc, ifter having, with the utinoll bravenr cdntendfap - 
•with %n enemy fo much RtyeTior^ upwards of four hours* 
This Hep was not taken with the precipitation that ufu- 
ally attends retreat, but with the cool circumfpe^toit of i- 
Cominander who declined farther cotrtejl ; not throuett 
fcar of his enemy> but becaufe he found it impoflible^ bf. 
continuing the a^ion*, to acquire the advantage his gal-^ 
kitry deferved, but which his force could nt>t enaBIe him- 
ta leap. He carefiilly provided for the fafeij 6f the IbipS 
■oder his charge, and the enemy fufFered htm ttx bear away 
without the fmallcll tnolcllationf forcfecine vcty little atC* 
WDtage frotn forcing an a&ion with fo refolute a foe. 
' He returned to his former ftation iti Carliile Bay in- 
Barbadoes, with the glory of having engaged, for a con->. 
fdb^lile time, an enemy of triple his own force^ withoiit 
ftftaining defeati or even the imalleft lofs. NavaL hifto'' 
mns have very juftly remarked^ that this a^on, inconfi- 
dsiable as it may appear to thofe who are |>leafed with 
Bothing lefs than the deltniflton of the foc^ mav fairly be 
cJafied among thofe moll gallant- exploits which ftand, 
Aongh (carceiy lefs entitled to them, foremoft in thcrank of 
popiflar favour and admiration. 

Wrenn did not long furvive the hc»iour he had gained 
•D this occaHon. The change of climate, and, it is not 
niprobable, the chagrin he icit at the piofped of being 
sble to eife& fo little fervice, had brought on a liiuering - 
indifpofition, even befcre the late engagement. On his 
xeturn to Barbadoes his health began to decline with much 
greater rapidity; and death Toon afterwards put a final- 
period both to the forrows and the feivice of a very brave, - 
aSive artd intelliguit officer. 

YENNIS, Ezekiel, — ^was appointed lieuten»it of the 
Society in the year 1^65 ; and in the following year was 
lemoved, firlt into the George hired fbip of wai, and foon 
zfterwards into the Hamplhire. On ths comioenceinent 
«f the fecond Dutch war, in 1672, he was made com-i 
nander of the Alice and Francis firefliip, and w^s unfor- 
lunately killed, on the 28th of May following,' .at the 
battle of Solebay. 

YOUNG, John, — appears to h^ve never had any other 
command than that of the Tulip floop, to which he was 
appointed m 167a.

BARBER^ 
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1673. 



BARBER, James,— was, in the above year> made cap- 
tain of the Bonetta iloop. In 1675 he was removed into 
the Tripoli prize ; and, on the 12th of July 1677, back 
again into his old fhip the Bonetta. On the llthof Jun« 
1679, he was appointed, by vice-admiral Herbert, 16 
command the AlTillance; and on the I3ih of April i68i, 
was removed, for the third time, into the Bonetta. On 
the 29th of July 1682, he was made captain of the Ann 
and Chriftopher guardlhip ; and was re-appointed to the 
fame veffel, after the accellion of James the Second, oii 
the 9th of June 1685, After the revolution • he was 
, made captain of the Tyger prize of forty-fix guns. He 
died on the 3d of February 1691. 

BELBINj Peter, — was, in 1672, made fecond lieute- 
nant of the Rupert; Early in the following fpring he 
was promoted to be firft lieutenant of the Gluucelter ; 
from which fituation he was foon afterwards ftlll farther 
promoted, by prince Rupert, to the command of the 
■ Swecpllakes. We find nothing more relative to him, 
except that, on the 30th of April 1677, he ferved as 
firft lieutenant of the Montague. 

BERRY, Thomas,— from being lieutenant of the 
Hampfliire, to which ftation he was appointed in i672i 
was promoted to the command of the Succefs in the fol- 
lowing year. We find nothing of him after this time till 
the 1 2th of Auguft 1678, when he was taken by fir John 
Narborough, at that time commander-in-chief in the 
Streights, to be his fecond lieutenant, on board the Ply- 
mouth. On the I3lh of January in the following year> 
he was promoted to be firft lieutenant of the Forefight ; 
.and on the lith of April 1682 of the Gloucefter. From 
this (hip he was, on the r5ih of June following, removed 
to the lame ftation on boarJ the Henrietta. He is faid to 

■ On the i8ih of March 1688-9. 
Vot. I. C c have 
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have been difcharged from this fliip by the fenlence of a 
court-martial i but no mention is made of the nature of 
his offence . 

He appears, however, to have foon returned to the 
fervice, as we find him, on the 5lh of February 1683-4^ 
appointed lieutenant of the Ann yacht. This he owed 
to the countenance of lord Dartmouth, who, on the i+th 
of April 1685, got him removed into the fame llation on 
board the Oxford. On the 14th of May 1687 he was 
made captain and mailer of the Ann. On the 4th of 
April following he returned to his former rank of lieute- 
nant, and was appointed to the Dover ; but on the 3d of 
May 1688, was made captain of the Deptford ketch. He 
was caft away on the coafl of Virginia, and drowned, oh 
the 26th of Augnft 1689. 

BEVERLEY, John,— was made lieutenant of the 
Mermaid in the year i6';2, and captain of the Jacob dog- 
ger in the following year. On the 26th of April 1677, 
he was made lieutenant of the Guardland j on the 30th 
of April 1678- of the Montague; and on tbe 15th of May 
1680 of the Affiftance. On the loth of April 1687 he 
was again promoted to his former rank of commander, 
and appointed to the Saudadoes. On the 9th of Septem- 
fcer i6a8, he was removed into the Jerfey, a fourth rate"; 
and foon after into fome other (hip, whofe name we have 
not been able to difco^-er. He was prefent at the battle 
of Bi:achy Head, but was not engaged. The reafon he 
himfelf alligned for being out of the line is, " thai hh 
jhip's fiaff tva! carried away." We do not find he was 
ever employed after this time ; but was, on the 15th of 
March 1696, put un the fuperannuated lift, with a pen- 
fion as captain of a third rate. He died on the 12th of 
February 1699, 

BILLOP, Chriftophcr, — was, in the year 1671, made 
lieutenant of the Portfmouth ; from which (hip he was 
lemoved into the fame ftalion on board the BrifttJ in the 
following year. On the 7th of May 1673, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Prudent Mary firefhip. Oa 
the 3d of February 1674 he was made captain of ihe 
Rainbow hired Ihip of war ; and, on the 20th of July 
1680, of the Dcptiord ketch. Whether 'he retired from 
ieivtce 
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lervice for a time after this period we know not*; but we 
have not been able to learn any thing relative to him till 
the year 1692, when we find him comirandingthe Oflbry 
©f ninety guns t he was appointed to this /hip, as fucceirol" 
to captain I yrreli on the 6lh of December; and was pro- 
inoted> on the 23d bf May following, to thfe Vlftory, a 
firft rare. On the death of fir J. Alhby, in the following 
month, capt. Billop was removed into (he London. The 
time of his death is unknown to us. He was living, but 
Unemploye^i in 1699. 

BOOTH, Thomas, — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Kent in 1672. Early in the following fpring he waS re- 
moved to the fame Itation on board the York ; and in the 
courle of the fame year waS promoted to be commander 
<if the Pearl, In the mOnth of February he captured a 
fmaJl Dutch privateer, of fix guns only, which had long 
. infefted the coaft. On the 14th of February 1677, hd 
was removed into the Falcon. He is faid to have been' 
hanged at Yarmouth, on account of a commotion, or 
riot, he excited there j but the particular circumftances 
attending it are not known. 

BOOTH, Wiliiam,— was, on the i6lh of June 1673^ 
appointed commander of the Pearl firelhip : on the 30th 
of the fame month, in the year 1675, he was removed 
ihto the Eagle fireihip! on the 17th bf May 1678, he was 
made captain of the Richmond ; andj dming the courfe of 
the fame year, was removed into the Adventure. He was> 
loon afterwards, fent ihto the Mediterranean; where, in 
the month of April 1680, he had the good fortune to 
drive on (hore an Algerine frigate of thirty-two gunrand 
three hundred and fixty-eight men, after a fmart aflionj 
towards the clofe of which, the Briftot, captain Wybornej 
getting up, the Algerine endeavburine to efcape, grounded 
shout five leagues from Tangier. The corfair overfet as 
loon as flie (Iruck on the (hore ; and the main-maft going 
away at the fame inftant, and falling into the boat, in

endeavouring to Tave themfelves, it funk, and the captain 
and all thofe who were in it were drowned. The Adven- 
ture, however, faved near fixty ChriiUan Daves, near half 
of which were EngUlh< 

On the nth •fthe fame month captain Booth aflilled 
captain Finn of the Hamplhire, in defeating four Algenne 
frigates; one of which was taken*. On the oih.of 
April 1681, ItiU continuing on the fame llation, he fell 
in wiih a very large fliip of war, belongins; to Algiers, 
called the Golden Horfc, mounting forty-flx guns, and 
manned wiih five hundred and eight Moors and ninety 
ChriOian (laves. 

This velfel was commanded by Morat Raiz, a Dutch 
renegado, who had, by his courage and condu£t in a 
variety of former anions, acquired the higheft degree of 
celebrity. The a3ion commenced ctofe under Cape de- 
Gatt, about two o'clock in the morning, and continued, 
without the lead intermilTion, till three in the afternoon, 
when the Algerine having loil her main-mail, her com- 
mander alfo naving had his thigh broke by a mulket ball, 
it was determined to furrendei. Unfortunately, at that 
indant, a llrange f^il hove in fight under Turkifh colours^ 
and the Aigennes deriving fiefli courage from the ex- 
pe^ation of fuccour, renewed the fight with extraordinary 
vigour till night, by which time one hundred and nine of 
their people were killed, and one hundred and twenty 
wounded ; all their mads were Ihot away, and fix feet 
water in the hold. The Adventure berfelf, though con- 
liderably lefs damaged than ber antagonid, was, neverthe- 
lcfs> very incapable of commencing a fecond engagement 
with a frefli ftiip which was now coming up very fad, 
and was dill app.rehended to be an enemy. In this 
dilemma captain Booth ordered the Calabalh firedilp, 
then in company with her, to attempt the deftruftion of 
one of the two, whichever he could mod conveniently 
grapple. The lirclhip's boat having beeu daved in the 
night, this order was, luckily, prevented from being car- 
jied into execution ; for, as foon as day broke, the drangc 
fliip hoidcd Englidi colours and bore down. She proved

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to be the Nonfuch, commanded by captain Wheeler, 
who immediately took poiTeflion of the corfair without 
the rmallcH refiltance ; the Mhole merit of tiaving fubdued 
the enemy flill remaining with captain Booth. 

On his return from the Metliierranean he was, on the 
14th of April 1683, made commander of the Grafton ; 
from which time, til! the 25th of Septem'ber 1688, jult 
before the revoliition, we hear nothing of him ; he was 
then appointed captain of the Pendennis. We do not 
find him a£ting ever as a naval officer after this time ; but 
immediately on the revolution taking place, he received 
the honour of knighthood, and was conftituied commif- 
fioner of the navy, and comptroller of the ftore-keeper's 
accounts. He held this office only a (hort time, captain' 
Prieliman having been appointed his fncceflbr in the fol- 
lowing year ; but whether in confequence of his death, or 
refignation, is not known. 

BYNNING, Thomas, — vfas made lieutenant 'of the 
Portfmouth pink in 1672 : on the zgth of November 
1673, he was promoted to be commander of the Swan 
prize. We know nothing more of him, except ihat, on 
the 1 2th of April 1 678, he was made commander of the 
Ann and Joan, hired (hip of war. 

CARTER, Richard, — is to be fingularly noticed as 
having, moft unmeritedly, endured a much greater fhare 
of obloquy than ufually falls to the lot of (o brave and 
diflinguifhed a charadler. He was appointed firft Ijeute- 
-nant of the Cambridge in the year 1672 ; this (hip was, at 
that time, commanded by captain Herbert, whole gallant 
attack on the Dutch Ead India fleet, in the month of 
Augull, has been already related*, and refleils no fmall de- 
gree of credit on Mr. Carter, as well as his brave com- 
mander, whofc fpirited efforts he moft ably fecondcd. 
His behaviour, regular in the purfuit and acquirement of ' 
reputation, procured him the command of the Succefs 
very early in the following year. From this (hip he was 
very foon afterwards promoted, by prince Rupert, to the . 
Crown, a fourtii rate of forty-two guns. In the month ■ 
of June he was detached by his highnefs, together with 
the Nightingale, commanded by captain Harris, tocruife 
off the coait of Zealand, Ori their return to the fleet

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they'fell in with three large Dutch frigates, whom they 
engaged. The leading particulars have been already 
given in the life of Mr, Harris*; but as the account of 
this little a£lion, publilhcd by authority, is very fliort, 
and as it has not been thought of confeqiience enough to 
be noticed by hlRorians, we cannot relill the temptation 
of inferting itt, and rendering fo remarkable and gallant 
a tranfaftion more generally known. On the 12th of 
April 1675, he was appointed captain of the Swan; 
from which ihip he was, on the 7th of January 1678, 
removed into ihe Centurion, HewasfenttotheStreights 
in the month of March, under the orders of fir John 
Ernley, in the Defiance^ as convoy to a fleet of merchant 
fiiips. 

He continued on this ftation a confiderabie time. We 
find him, in the month of ' November 1679, ferving on 
ihore, under his old commander and friend admiral Her- 
^)erl, in the defence of Tangier, then fevereiy prefled by 
the Moors. Ip this fervice he was wounded, but fortu- 
nately fo (lightly as to produce no ill confequence. After 
his ri-lurn he was not again called into Itrvice till the eve, 
as it were, of the revolution, when, on the 3d of Auguft 
1688, he was appointed commander of the Plymouth; 
He is fufpcSed, and, indeed charged, in very pofitive 
terms, by fom^ -hiftorians, of having been much more 
ftrongly attached to the inlerefl of the late king Jame.% 
than could proparly warrant, confident with hojiour, his 
acceptance of a comnland under his fucceffor king Wil- 
l|iam. To advance a pofitive charge is among the leaft

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difficult labours of a writer, who troubles not himfelf 
whether he can fubftaiitiate it to the convidJon of the - 
world ; and if any reliance can be placed in the actions 
and words of a man, in'the htl moment of his life, the 
charge of difaffedli on and treach^y is certainly built on no 
better foundation than the peremptory aflertions juft now 
slluded 10 ; but of this hereafter. 

Afier the revolution had talten place he was continued 
in the command of the fame (hip, which he ftill held at 
the unfortunate battleoffBeachy Head. He there led the 
van of the red fquadron, and was one of the few Englifh 
commanders, ot that fquadron, who were enabled, from 
the form in which the French fleet was drawn up, to get 
near enough to receive confiderable damage ; by that 
means he fortunately efcaped the cenfure even of the 
Dutch*. In 1692 he was promoted to be rear-admiral 
of the blue, or, as fome fay, in 1691. He was lent on 
the 14th of April to cniife olFthc coaft of France, with a 
fquadroDjConnfting of eleven line of battle (hips, fevcn 
frigates, three firefhips, and fome fmall vefleis. The 
objeil of the expedition was to deftroy any Hngle Hiipa 
or finall fquadron he might difcover, under Cape la 
Hogue, or ofF Havre. But information having beSn 
received that the French were preparing to put to fea in 
great force, orders, for his return to the fleet, were dif- 
patched after him on the loth and 23d of the fame month. 
On the 9th of May he met fir Ralph Delaval, who had 
been detached, with a fmall fquadron, in fearch of him ; 
and theyboih fortunately joined admiral Ruflel on the 
13th, fix days before the battle of La Hogue. This 
period has been chofen, by his enemies, as the principal 
sera of his delinquency^ He hasbeen charged with havmg 
furniflied the late king, during the whole time he was in 
command, with information relative to every motion of 
the fleet, and that he actually received a bribe of ten 
thoufand pounds, which was to be the purchafe of his 
defertion in the hour of a£lion.

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His conJufl, the juftcft and moft certain proof of his 
integrity, is a very cqmplete refutation of this vague and 
unfounded charge ; no other proof of which has ever yet 
•been brought forward, fave what the diftempered ima- 
ginations of his adverfaijes haye been pleafed to fuggeft. 
Here he felt flrenuoufly maintaining and fupporting the 
charafler of a hraVe man ; and even with his lateft breatli, 
endeavouring to infufe into his people a fpirit of gallantrvi 
by his exhortation, when hg was no longer capable of 
doing it by his exertion, and perfonal example.

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fleet put to fea, he was made firft lieutenant of th&Swift- 
fure, and was foon afterwards put, by prince Rupert, into 
the St. Michael, as fecond Jieutenajit. This laft removal 
was, certainly, at the joint inftance and requeft both of the 
earl and Mr. Carvertt> himfelf, as, except during the 
time he ferved on board the Swififiire, he always removed, 
from fliip to {hip, with his noble patron and friend. 
During a temporary abfence of the earl he was appointed 
to (he chief command of this ftlip; and, on his admiral's 
return to ihe fleet on the 25th of September 1673, con- 
tinued to ferve with him as fecond captain, which ftation 
was, as we have already frequently remarked, to be cap- 
tain of the fhip*. The war being over, and the larger 
fhips difmantled, captain Carverth was, in 1674, rcmovc'd 
into the Woolwich ; and, on th^ 29th of March 1675, 
into the Young Spragge. 

On the loth of September 1676, he was made com- 
mander of the Francis; and, on the 12th of April 16^8, 
was removed into the Greenwich. Ever fince the year 
1675, he had been employed either on the Mediterranean 
feryice, or in convoying fleets to and from the Streights. 
In this fpecies of duty he was ftill occupied in the month 
of April 1680, in Company with fir Richard Munden, in 
the St. David. On the nth of The fame month, having 
feparated from fir Richard, he difcovered four Algerinc 
frigates about ten leagues W. S. W. of Rota Point : they 
inuantly bore down upon him with aU the fail they could 
croud J and when they came within a league of him 
fioiftedTurkifh colours. Captain Carverth defpifing the 
iuperior numbers of the enemy, cleared fljip, hoiflea his 
colours, ?nd fired a gun to windward as a kind of chal- 
lenge. The enemy's ihips, on their nearer approach, 
prognoflicqting his refolution from the manner in whi*;h 
he lay to receive them, wore round and flood to the eaft- 
ward in the utmofl hafte and confulion. Captain Car- 
verth, in his turn, purfued; but after he had continued 
the chace upwards of an hour, finding he did not get near 
his antagoniils, and night coming on, he thought it im-

CLARK, Thomas, — was appointed commander of the 
Weil dogger on the 17th of November 1675, 

CLIFFORD, Elias, — was made captain of the Pre- 
venter Hoop in 1673; and was foon afterwards, in the 
courfe of the fame year, removed into a new floop call«) 
the Portfmouth. 

COOKE, John, — ^was appointed to the command of 
the St. Lawrence in 1673. 

COPOW, William,— was, in 1665, made lieutenant 
of the Rainbow ; of the Loyal Subjcfl in 1667; the French 
Ruby in 1668 ; and the Mary Rofe in 1673 ; which Oiip 
he was, on the i8th of June in the fame year, promoted 
to the command of. We meet with nothing farther re- 
lative to him, except that, on the aoth of November 1677, 
he was appointed fieutenant of the Jerfey. 

CULPEPPER, Jofeph,— was, on the i8th of July, 
made commander of the Culpepper fireihip*. 

DICKSEY, WillJMn, — was made captain of the In- 
vention (loop in 1673. 

EFFRITH, Robert, — ^was, in the fame year, appointed 
commander of the John's Advice. 

FITTON, Henry, — was, at the fame time, made 
captain of the Hopewell firefhip. 

TIT ZHERBERT, Humphrey,-"Was, on the 3d of 
Pe^ember, appointed to command the Oxford ; and very 
fcon afterwards was removed into the Henry. 

FOULER, Thomas.-r-was made fecond lieutenant of 
(he Rcfervc in 1670, and of the York in 1672 : in the 
courfe of the fame year he was promoted to be firft lieu- 
tenant of the London ; and^ in 1673, was removed into 
the fame (lation on board the Prince, the fhip on board 
which the gallant fir Edward Spragge hoifled his flag as

piumoted to be fecond captain of the fame (hip. After 
the unfortiiaatc death of his admiral*, captain Fowler was 
jcmoved, by prince Rupert, into the Rupert of fixty-four 
guns ; and he was re-appointed, by king Chaxlcs, to the 
lame Ibip on the 27th of December following. 

On the 27th of April 1675, he was made captain of 
the Swallow. From this Ihip he was reiTioved into the 
Greenwich on the ^th of January 1677-8 ; and on th* 
J 3th of April following into the Henrietta. On the 22d " ■ 
of Septemoer, in the fame year, he was again removed 
into his old Ihip the Swallow, We find him to Jiave re- 
turned to Eurojie in the month of April 1679, having « 
Hett of merchantfliips under his proteiflion. He conti- 
nued to command the S'^ allow a confiderable time, pro-- 
bably till the year 161^3 ; but we find nothing more ma- 
terial concerning him, during this period, than that, during 
the month of Auguft 1679, he had the misfortune to drive 
on (bore, near Ufhant, two Engiifh and one French Jhip ; 
each party mutually miftaking the other for Algerines. 

On the l+th of April 1683, he was appointed captain 
of the Woolwich. In this ftaiion he continued till the 
2Qth of April 1685, when he was removed into the Golden 
Horfe; and on the nth June following into ihf: Happy 
Jleturn. Nothing farther has come to our knowledge. 
FOX, John, — commanded the Deal dc«ger in 1673. 
GROVE, John, — was captain of the Frog dogger ia 
the fame year. 

HARMAN, James, — was the fon of the brave admiral 
fir John Harman t. He was appointed fecond lieuif nant 
of the Montague in 167a, and in the following year wa» 
promoted to be firft lieutenant of the St, George. Early 
jn the fame fummer he was made commander of the 
Guernfey,the very (hip in which he, fome years afterwards, 
fo bravely, though unfortunately fell. In the autumn he 
was removed into the Brillol, to which fhip he was again, 
re-appointed on the i5ih of April 1674. He is fuppofed 
to have held this command till the 17th of March 1677, 
when he was made cap;ain of the Gucrnfey. Being (ent

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to the Streights fqon afterwards, on the 19th of January 
1677, he fell in with the White Horfc, a ftiip of war 
beloneing to Algiers ; fhe was the largell belonging to 
that piratical ftate, carrying fifty guns, and manned with' 
Bve hundred men ; while the Gucrnfcy had only twenty- 
fix guns and one hundred and ten men. The Algerine 
attempted to board captain Harman twice, and was as 
often lepulfed. At length, after having received confi- 
dcrable damage, the Turk thought proper to Iheer off. 

Nine men were killed on board the Guemfey, and 
among them their intrepid commander, who received three 
wounds, with mufket balls, at dit^rent periods of the 
aSion ; and, towards the conclujion of it, a defperate con- 
tufion from a cannon fhot : he neverthelefs continued to 
command, till, fenfelefs with pain and lofs of blood, he 
fell Ipeechlefs on the deck. He did not, however, die 
till three days afterwards. 

When we compare the force of the enemy with the 
very inferior flrength of the Knglifh, we may alpioft in- 
duce ourfelves to believe the romantic fifiions of chivalry 
lefs deftitute of foundation than reafon teaches us they 
were. Without travelling, however, into the regions of 
improbability, this adion of captain Harman may ferve 
to convince us, nothing is too arduous for knowlege and 
experience to accomplifli, if bravery accompany them. 

HARRIS, John,— rwas fucceflively made lieutenant of 
the Sweepllakes and the St. George in I^yj. In the 
courfe of the fame year he was promoted to the command 
of the Cutter floop. In 1675 he was made lieutenant of 
the Guernfey, a llation he occupied during the adionjuft 
related in the life of captain Harman. On the 31ft of 
Auguft following fir John Narborough, at that time com- 
mander-in-chief in the Mediterranean, appointed him 
captain of the Emfworth floop. We know nothing far- 
ther relative to him, except that he is faid to have been 
appointed, by James the Second, captain of the Sampfon 
firefliip on the 25th of April 1688. 

HARVEY, Edward,— commanded the Hefter fircflaip 
in 1673. 

HOLLAND, Robert, — was made commander of the 
Tulip dogger in 1673. 

HUDSON,

167 1, made lieutenant of the Mary Rofe, of which hig 
father was, at that time, captain. In the following year 
be was removed to the ilation of fecond. lieu tenancy oa 
board the St. Andrew, on board which fhip his father, fir 
John, had hoifled his flag as vice-admiral of the blue. He 
is faid to have been made commander of the Mon- 
mouth yacht J but of this appointment we entertain fome 
doubt, and fuppofc him to have been confounded wjili 
John Kempthorne, who was certainly appointed to the 
fame veffel in this year. We are ftrengthenejin our idea 
of this miftake when we lecoUeft that, at the time thia 
promotion is faid to have taken place, Mr. Kempthorne 
was not quite GiLteen years old. However, on the aril 
of Oflober 1*579, he was appointed commander of the 
Kingsfiftier, and fent immediately afterwards to the 
Streights with a convoy. He is fuppoftd to have conti- 
nued on thisftation tilHhe time of his death, which took 
place in the month of May 1681. The aflion, which 
was the -occafion of it, is one of the few private, if the 
I term may be allowed, tranfaflions in war which have 

been deemed fufficiently confequential to atira£t the notice

ternis, we have thought necefTary to fubjoin the following 

pirricular account, written at ihe time*. Campbell has

on this occafion, afforded him the greateft fatisfadion} 
• lir John died two years before his fon was killed. Accord- 
ing to Campbell, this very brave young officer was, at thai 
time, only twenty-three years old. 

LAYTON, Henry, — was made cotnmander of the 
Country Welfare, by prince Rupert, in (he year 1673. 

L'HOLSTEIN, GuftavuB, — faid to have been a noble 
Swede, who entered into the Englifh navy, and was natii- 
ralifed : he was appointed cotnmander of the Antelope in 
1673, and of the Newcaftle on the 4tK of April 1677. 
-, LEONARD, Solomon, — ^was made commander of 
the George dogger in 1673, 

LONG, William, — was made lieutenant of the Golden 
Phoenix, and of the Slothony, (a fliip taken from the Dutch) 
in 1668. He wasnotpromotedtotherankof commander 
till the month of February 1673, when he was made cap- 
tain of the Zanr frigate. On the 26th of April 1675, he 
returned to his former rank of lieutenant, being appointed

LLOYD, Charles, — was made captain of the Roe- 
buck in 1673, and in the courfe of the fame year was 
removed into the Fox (loop. 

LUCAS, John^— commanded the Hawk ketch in 
»673. 

M ACKLY, John, — was, at the fame time, made com- 
mander of the Bonetta (loop. 

NICHOLSON, John, — was made captain of the 
Lizard (loop on the 2ift of June 1673 ; and was recom- 
millioned to the fame velTel on the 17th of December 
following. 

NODEN, Hugh,— commanded a vcffel called the 
Little Dogger in 1673. 

NORWOOD, John, — was, at the fame time, captain 
of the Hart dogger. 

ORCHARD, William, — in the year r 673,commanded, 
in fuccefiion, the Dolphin, the Hound, and the Holmes. 

PAINTER, Richard, — was, in the fame year, ap- 
pointed to the Hetler firelhip. 

PERRY, Jofeph,— was taken, by prince Rupert, at 
the time he hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief of the 
fleet in i673> to be fecond lieutenant on board his own 
fliip, the Roya! Charles. When his highnefs removed 
into the Sovereign, in confequence of the damage his 
former (hip had fuftained in the firft two adions in that 
year with the Dutch fleet, he took Mr, Perry with him 
and promoted him to be his (irft lieutenant. Mr. Perry's 
behaviour ftill continued fo fatisfaflory to the prince, that 
he foon afterwards advanced him flill farther, to be fecond 
captain of the Royal Charles. This is the iaieii account 
we have of him. 

PERRYMAN, Jofeph,— was appointed, early in the 
year 1673, to command the Chatham Hoop; and \vas, on ■ 
the 1 2th of December in the fame year, removed into the 
William do^r. 

PHILLIPS, Morgan,— was captain of the Fox flial- 
lop in 1673. 

PIKE,. 
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PIKE, John, — on the 19th of September 1673, wai 
made commander of the John of Dover. 
. PORTEN, Robert, — was, in 1672, appointed thrrd 
lieutenant of fir Robert Holmes's flag fhip, the Saint 
Michael ; and was advanced from that (lation to be cap- , 
tain of ihe Vulture in the following year. 

POWELL, Walter, — commanded the Cutter floop 
early in 1673, by commiflion from prince Rupert the 
commander-in-chief. He was foon after fuperceded by 
captain Harris, and retiied altogether from the fervice. 

FRATT, Matthew, — was, on the 17th of December 
1673, appointed to the command of the Peterman 
doffier. 

PRIESTMAN, Henry.— His firft commiffion wax 
that appointing him fecond lieutenant of the Antelope in 
1672, On the 8th o'f Auguft in the following year he 
was promoted to the command of the Richmond. The 
early part of his fervice has nothing more memorable in 
it than what is common to all fe a officers, a mere lift of 
removals and appointments. For a fpace of fifteen years 
the Englifh nation was at peace with all nations, ex- 
cept the piratical (tales on. the coaft of Barbarvj and the 
power of^ acquiring fame, even in that part ot'^the worid, 
Ey biilliant exploits, was confined to individuals: thefe 
affo were indebted to fortune for the opportunity, the 
prize of exploit being drawn only by a fevv. On the 
25lh of June 1675, he was removed into the Lark, and 
lent on the Mediterranean Itation, where he continued, 
fome (hort intei^'als only excepted, upwards of ten years. 
On the I ilh of January 1677-8, he jvas appointed to the 
Swan ; and the 7th of April following removed into the 
Antelope. On the i2th of July 1681, he was appointed 
to the Referve ; and on the igih of May 1683, to thff- 
Eonadventure. Soon after this time he was left commo- 
•lore and commander-in-chief of the fhips and vedels in 
the Streights*. He continued there tilt fome time after 

* He was prevented, by licknefi, from improvine the only oppor- 
lanily which apprars ever lo have offered jllelf 10 him of fionalifing 
kimletf u a commander, in any olhcr lerpcS dun hy his prudent care 
and uiendon 10 ihe iruA which wis repofed in him. The opportu- 
nity altuded 10 was, in the attack of fome Sallcioe corfairt, off Mar- 
mara, in the monlh of June 1685.

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Ine acceffion of James the Second, and jnfl before the 
rAx>Intion was appointed to the command of the HaiBp- • 
ton Court. It is very evident he was known to be ftrongiy . 
attached to thofe principles which caufed that event, as 
he was appointed very early, in the year 1689, to fuc- 
cced lir WilUam Booth, as cAmptroUer of the ilore- 
keepers accounts, an office he held tili tlje 5th of June 
in the following year, when he was named one of the 
coihiniffioners for executing the office of lord high ad- 
miral. 

■ He feetns either to have coniidered himfelf, or to have 
been thought by others, better calculated for this office, 
than for the more laborious, though not more confe- 
qilential, duties of a naval command; for he does not ap- . 
pear TO have been invefled with any, even of the mod tri- 
vial kind, after the acceflioii of William the Third. He 
continued to hold his ftation, through eight different com- 
miflions, till thefecond of June 1699, at which time, . 
on the earl of Orford's quitting the office of firft com- 
miflioner, almofl a total change took plaCe at the admi- 
ralty board, in which, with others, Mr. Prieftman was 
involved. A circuniflance happened in the month of 
April, which accelerated his removal, as it were, from 
thp public eye : the party which had fo long oppofed. the 
adminiftration, and whofe virulence at laft effeSed the 
retirement of the earl of Orford, contrived to draw into 
part of their accufation againft that nobleman thq con- 
fequence of his attachment and friendfhip to Mr, Prieff- 
man. The earl had been induced, in the month of Sep- 
tember 1695, to fign an order for an allovvance to him 
of ten fliillings a day, from the date of his commHTion 
as commander in chief before Sallec in 1684, over and 
above his ordinary pay as commander of the Bonadven- 
ture. This the houie of commons thinking unreafonaMc, 
and an extravagant mifapplication of the public money, 
' it was focmed into part of the charge prefented in their 
addrefs to the king, praying him to reform a variety of 
abulesi which they pointed out as having taken place in 
t^K conduiil and management of the navy.- The king, 
promifed to adopt fuch meafures in future as fhould pre- 
vent any fjmilar coiupiaint; and the earl of Orford, with

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end to any repetition of it againft tliem, by voluntarily 
religning thtir offices. 

Krom this time Mr. Prieftman lived totally in the re- 
tirement of a private gcntlemafn ; and as he had not at- 
fained either a tank or fortune fiiSicient toexcii^thcenvy 
of the ambitious, lb he had at lealt the ratisfadlion of 
leaving behind him a charadler void, of reproach'. 

Dying on the 20th of Auguft 17 1 2^ he was buried in 
Weilminftcr-abbcvy where an elegant monument has 
bdcn ereded to his ibembry, beatidg.the lElfcription in- 
feitcd beneath*. 

ROGERS, John, — was made commander of the Uni- 
com in 1673. He had no other appointment lUI a war 
with France was apprehended in 1678, 6a which account - 
h« was, on the 28tn of March^ made ^cofid captain of 
the Royal Charles, the fliip on board Which fir J<rfia 
Kempthorne h^ hoilted his flag twti.days befpre, as 
vice-admiral of the fleet in the Narrow Seas. Every 
appearanctf of hoftilities vanifiiing foon afterwards, cap- 
tain Rogers was, after the flag Ihips were difmaotled,

• ROOKE, Sir George,,— was the fon of fir WiUiam

trary« as it is faid, to the wilhcs of hts fclations, he en- 
tered ui a volunteer in the~ navy, and rendering him felf 
very foon confpicuous as fccond lieulenant of the London 
ia 1672, and of the Prince in the foltowing year, was, 
on the 13th of November 1673, at the early age of 
twenty-three, appointed to the command of the Holmes.

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■fterwards, wc have little • to commemorate relative to 
this great and good man till the year of the revolution, at 
which time he commanded the Dept/ord, a fourth rate of 
fifty guns; and although. Burnet is (not very honeftly 
perhaps) pleafed to take every opportunity of infmuaiing 
iir George was Uttlc. lefs than a Jfacobiw, yet, however 
bis heart might, perhaps, have wilted, the conduit of his 
Vhco fovereign had-beenfijch as would have kept his loy- 
alty inviolate, nothiog is' more certain than that he moft 
cordially entered into all thofe meafures which the ftrangc 
and unaccountable condoftof that fovereign had rendered 
»bfoluIeiy neceffacy:to the preGsrvation of national liberty. 
In the month of April he was detached with a fmall 
{quadron, by admiral Herbert, to affift the army in the 
[edu:£tion of Ireland, and €nding, towards the end pf

' to Ireland, he failed for Cork', which he, in sll proba- 
bility, wodld have made himrelfinaQer of, notwjthftand- 
ing it WRi reputed to be the beft fortified port on the 
ifland, but thai- his fhips were fo foul and ill cijuipped^ 
that it was necelTary for him to return immediately to 
England. On his arrival he was, (u it is faid) at the 
fcxprefs recommendation of the earl o£ Torrington, pro- 
moted to be rear-admiral of the red^ in which llation he 
ferved at the unfortunate battle off Bcachy-Head, having 
fats flag on board the Dutchefs of ninety guns.

Tourvillc, his vice-admiral, and one of their fe- 
conds, whom they engaged ftiarply for about an houx, 
"when they cut from their anchors, and flood away to the 
weftward- We followed them allnight. At noon Cape 
•Barflcur bore S.W. about twelve leagues. 

*' 20. — This Inornirtg, at four o'clock, thewind fpruog 
p pretty frefh at E. and E. S.E, with foggy weather. 
Vc fleered away to t1ic Weftward, with a prefled fail. 
About ten o'clock it cleared up, and we faw ihe enemy 
to leiward of lis. At noOn it fell little wind, and IhSfted 
■weflerly, with which we plied after the enemy till five 
o'clock in the afternoon. The tide being done, we came 
to an anchor in forty fathom water. Cape La Hoguc- 
bearing W.S.W. five leagues, as the enemy did to wlnd- 
'ward. 

" 21. — At otie o'clock rfiis morning weighed, airf 
'with the wind frefli at S.W. plied to windward till feven. 
We came to anchor in forty fathom water,' the ifle of 
Alderney bearing S. S.W. fodr leagues off. The enenliy 
' came too in the race, bnt fifteen of them could not ride, 
'bot drove away to leeward of us. At' ten the admirhj 
made the fignal to cut, which 'we did, and gavcchaceto 
them. We drove a vice-admiral and two other Ihijs 
into Cherburg-b*y i twelve moreigot \njtQ the Hogue, of 
which dne ovetfet ; at ten at night we came to an anchor 
■ before the pl-t« iri twelve ftthom witer. 

' ' 22.— The admiral, who came to an anchor iafl night 
in the Offing, weighed ihiimorjiiiig^ aud-tuioed into the 
bay. We looked in upon the enemy, but the tide and day 
being too far fpent to make any attempt upon thein, we 
came to an dnchor again Ijefore the place, the admiral 
Ordering lir Cloudeily Shovell in the Kent, with a'-fqua- 
dron of third rat'es,' fmaJ! frigates, and firfcfhips, to try if 
he could burn thetn. The n6xt day We had the wind'at 
N.W. and N. by W. 

" Si% CItodefly Shovell being ill, I alked the admiral 

Jtkvtf'to- go tipon'the' fefrvice of birrning the ibips> which 

he granted me. I immediateiytt^iit onboard theEa^, 

I hoilled 
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"lioifted my flag, and after giving the neceflary orders to 
the captains of the fliips* and ihe officers of ihc boats, 
.1 weighwl, and run into the Hoguc, and anchored in fix 
.fathom water. After battering the fhjps and the forts 
about an hour, I fent the boats and a firefljip on board 
.them, and burnt fix capital ihtps, with their AoreG and 
provifions : the tide being too far fpejit, I did riot thjuk 
it necelTary to attempt any thing more that night. 

" 24. — This morning. I ordered a fquadron of fmall 
. frigates to work up and, batter the inner fcrt, clofe under 
.which lay five capital Oiips and a frigate ; after which 
"I ordered two firelhips in, but before they got to them 
our boats got on board them, and fet them on fire, and 
as the water arofe, the wind being at E. S. E. and S. E. 
J thought it feafible 10 put the firefhips jnto the harbour, 
*vitli,the tranfport ihips, and accordingly ordered it, biit 
tfiey being l<Mig coming in, the water pinched, and 
. they ran a-ground, where I dire<Sed tliem to be burnt ;

I returned op boafd 
the Neptune, and hoiiled my flag again." 

It is reported (but with . forae appearance pf uncer- 
. (ainty) in the printed memoirs of his lifef, that king 
William, in token of his regard to admiral Rooke's gal- 
lantry on thisoccafion, fettled onhimapenfionof loool. 
a year. Although the loofe manner in which it is men- 
tioned in thofe memoirs do not juftify a pofitive aflertion 
<ff the fai£l, it is certainly highly probable fuch a. mark

- of ^vour might have been benowed, as William was 
ever diningiiiOiod as the patron of bravery' Soon after 
the adion, Mr. Rooke was detached, together with the 
Dutch vice-admiral Callembere, to recoonoitre the coaii 
of France, and to attempt the Jellm£lion of an^ Oiipa »f 
uar which, efcaping out of the late battle, might have 
taken refuge in their ports. The report made by him 
atfords a ftrong proof of the diligence and exertion ufed 
on that occiilion ; he tried, though without fuccefE, 
every poflible argument, not forgetting that highefl of' 
all incentives, reward, to induce the pilots to carry him 
in, and the remains of the enemy's {battered force was 
ii.debied for its exigence merely to the rocks and fhoaJs 
which environ their harbours. In the enfuing fpring the 
king went to Portfmauth, where dining with admiral 
Rooke, on board his ftip, he conferred on him the hor 
nonr of knighthood, having a ihort time before promoted 
him to b« vice-admiral of the white. 

In the month of May he was appointed to command 
the convoy to the Smyrna, Turkey, and other fleets 
bound to the Streights. As the charge confilied of no 
lefs than four hundred fail of merchant Ibips, fo was 
the fqnadron deilined to accompany them very Arong, 

- confiUing of the Roya! Oak of fixty-four guns, on board, 
which fir George hoiiled his flag ; the Breda, admiral 

■ Hopfon, offixty-two; the Monmouth of fifty-eight, the 
Lumley Caftle of fifty-fix, the Monk and Lyon of fifty- 
two, the Loyal Merchant of fifty, the Princefs Ann 
and Tyger prize of forty -eight, the Woolwich and 

■ Newcaitle of forty-fix, the Chatham of forty-four, asd 
' Smyrna Faflor of forty ; the Sheernefs- frigate of twenty- 
eight, and the Lark of fixteen euns; the Salamander 
bomb, "the Difpatch brig, the Vulture and Speedwell 
firefhips, and Myfcovy Merchant ftoreftiip ; tf^ether 
with eight Dutch men of war under vice-admiral Van- 
dergoes. Added to this fquadron, the grand fleet, under 
the command of fir Cloudefly Shovcll, fir Ralph Deljtval, 
aod'admiral Killi^rew, faw the convoy fifty leagues to 

( .the fijuth-weft of XJIhant, a(id all apprehenf^n of danger 
being then over, returned. The rrench, w^lhine to. 
flrilce .A figpal blow, that might, in fbme imcafure,

■ ncfs in the enemy, and the prudenj'condiift of fir Ueorgs, 
more than three parts in four of,fhe fleet were prefeived, 
nor was a Ungle Engliih man^ tif war talcen, and only 
three of the Dutch, who, todo.fhem juftice, behaved with 
the ntmoftgallantiy, and contributed, by their conducl, not 
a iittle to leflbn the weight /if misfortune by drawing off 
the attention of the enemy. Having informed himfelf

.water, he detern^inedto fteer for IWadeira, in hopes at 
the fame time of picking up fome of the fugitives there, 
who had efcaped the calamity. In this he was difap- 
poinied ; he found there only the Monlt man of war, 
commanded by captain Fajrborn ; but having- lecruired 
his ftock of water, and put his Iquadron in the bell order 
in his power, he failed from t^ience' the 27th of June, 
and arrived in fafety at Cork, with the remainder of his 
charge, on the 3d of Auguft. Grievous as this misfor- 
tune was, the njoft 'hitler of his enemies have never pre- 

. fumed to charge fir George with thefmalleilmifconduifl. 

So well convinced was king William of his not 

being at all blamcable on this occafion, that, in the 

. tnomh of February following, he appointed him vice- 
admiral of the red. In the enfuing April, as a farther 

.tefiimony (were any fuch proof yet wanting) of his favour 
and good opinion, he nominaced him one of ihe cora- 
miHioncrs fo( execitting the office of lord high admiral*, 

, and very fooa afterwards promoted him to be admiral of 

; the blue. In the month of May 1695, he commanded 

. the fleet which convoyed king William to Holland, and in 

. the eiffuJDg Septcfnt^r was lent ^miral of the white, and

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commander- in-chief to the Mediterranean, as fucceffor (o ■ 
admiral Rulfel. Having in this Aation rendered cvcct 
pollible proieftion to trade, wd kept the French, who 
were more than double his number, completely at bay 
during the remainder of the year, and part of the next 
fpring, he returned to England, and arrived in the 
Downs towards the end of April. He was there iiiT 
vefled with the chief command of the channel fleet. 

Such was theurgencyofourafl&irsathome, that he was 
obliged to fail the beginning of May with a fleet of fixty-r 
three fhips of the line, Englifh and Dutch; but many of 
the fliips were not in a proper condition for fervice, and 
moil ot them very deficient in their complement of men. 
The objeft of this expedition was to prevent the Toulon 
fquadron from forming a junflion with that of Breft, 
but was frudratcd by its having been elFeded ten dayf 
before fir George could even reach UOiant, During his 
cruize, which was protracted as long as poUible, as,weil 
in hopes of falling in with feme of the 'fquadrons or fhips 
• of the enemy that had been detached, ,as the confideration 
of the advantage of blacking up their principal force in 
Brefi, and rendering our commercial navigation fccure, 
fir George received feveral reinforcemenls, fo that by 
the 2oth the whole fleet conlilted of one hundred and 

■ fifteen fail of Englifh and Dutch Ihtps, eighty-five of 
which were of' the line of battle. With this force, 

■ however, he was compelled by the wefterly winds to re- 
turn to Torbay on the 23d. On the 29th of the fame 
month he was fummoned to attend his duty at the boafd 
as commidioner of the admiralty, on which occaCon he 
left the command of the fleet to lord Berltley. 

Before fir George quitted the fleet, he had received in- 
formation from the captain of the -Mercury, one of his 
light vefTels, that upwards of feventy French fhips of war 
were at that time lying in Camaretbay, and on his arri- 
val in town propofedboih to the board of admiralty and the 
duke of Shrewlbury, at that time fepretary of (late, a 

flan for deftroying them. It might naturally have been 
uppofed, any propofal coming not only from a com- 

■ mander of fuch eminence, but from one who had, by His 
gallantry and fuccefs at La Hogue, pradticaUy proved

fiave been attended to and adopted. Strange, however, as 
'itmay appear, the reception it met with was cold, and the 
execution of it delayed (0 ioijg, that at laft tlie advanced fea- 
fon of the year renflcred it neceffary to lay it totally afide. 
In the beginning of the year 1697, fir George was 
again appointed cummander-in-chiet of the fleet ; but, 
■from the caution of the F'rench, the bad equipment and 
'condition of his own fleet, and the probable approach 6£ 
■peace, the negotiations for which were already begun 
■at Ryiwic, the fummer paflfed over, as ufua!, without 
^ battle. Gn? circnmftancc is, however, to be com- 
" metnorated, as aiFording * notable example* of fir 
'George's prudence, pcpetratifln, and -firmncfs ; and it 11 
■remarkable no notice whatever is taken cither in Ihs 

■ memoirs, or by Ledlard, qf this event. Campbell does 
greater juftice to his memory, and relates the ftory at 
length. Retired from the'buftle and tnmult of war, 

'fir George did not fink into the Gbfcurity of private life; 

■for in the next year, i6g8, king William having called 
a new parliament, he was chofen reprefentative for 
Portfmouth, and difplayed on all occafions as fteady 
an adherencet to the interefts of his country in the 
fenate, as he had before done in his profcillon of am^s. 
The year 1700 exhibits fir George in a new charac- 

■ ter, A confederacy being entered into between the czar 
pf Mufcovy and the kings of Denmark and Poland to

Ving of Sweden, fir George was pitched on by king Wil- 
liam to command the fleet defined lo a£t in conjunc- 
tion with the Dutch, and compel the confederated powers 
to agree to a fair and equitable peace. , Sir George rcji- 
dcrt-d himfclf on this occafioo as confpicuous in ths 
charader of a politician as he had formerly done in ih^t 
of a warrior. While, on one hand, he difplayed tha 
greateft firmnefsand refolution in maintaining the dignify 
of his country, and enforcing the refolutiong of his love- 
reign lo procure an equitable peace for the Swedes ; fo, 
on th^ other, did he compel the Swedes to accept of tho 
peace concluded at Travendahl, wiiiiout fuffering thejr 
Tcltlefs and impetuous monarch to make any ufe of (he 
force under his convn and towards his own farther ag- 
gi^ndization. In the fpring of the year 1701 firGeorge 
was, on the profpefl oj a war *iln France, appointed 
admiral and comniander- in -chief of the fleet ; but hoflili- 
tics not taking place, our naval operations ended in a 
cruize from Spithead to Sciliy. The following year he 
was re-eleiled in the new parliament as re pre/eft tat iyc 
for Portfmouth, and gave fo lingular a proof of the fleadJ- 
liefs of his principles, that although the ai£t is ilfelf to- 
tally iinconnc£)ed with naval matters, it may not perhaps 
be deemed impertinent to relate it here, 

Notwithftanding every effort • was made by the court 

. party to win fir George over, among' other perfdns 
of confcquence, to vote for fir Thomas Littleton as 
fpcakar, yet difdaining to aft in oitdie/Ke to minivers 
in his political conduia merely becaufe he was in the 

■ fcrvice of his foyereign, he ftrcnuotifly and fuccefsfully 
oppofed the objedl of tfieir choice, merely becaufe Be 
thought itmilitatedagaipfithetrueintereitofhiscountry'l'. 
This offence, fo heinous to thofe who at that time called

. The death of the king, whith happened foon after, 
gave a temptrary check to the ckmour; One of the-firil 
ai3s of queen Anne's reign was that appointing fir 
George vice-admiral of EnglanJ, and commander-in-chief 
<}f the fleet dedined for the expedition againfl Cadiz. 
His force, including the fquadron difpatchtd before under. 
the command of fir Stafford Fairborne and rear-admiral, 
Graydon, which afterwards joined fir George off Liihon, 
confilted of thirty Englilh and twenty Dutch ihipsof the 
iine. He failed froin Spithead the ift of July, and, 
after a very long paffage, . aqcbored in the bay of Bulls 
on the i2th of Auguft, The troops being landed on thc- 
17th, St. Catherine's fort furrenderect on the 22d. But 
here fuccefs deferted ihem : the irregularities committed 
by the foldiery drove to defpair that enemy, who might 
otherwife have been glad of an opportunity of furrender- 
ing on honourable terms ; and the arnny, which perhaps 
had never been equal to the undertaking, confidering the 
diiSculiies they had to encounter, as well as the deter- 
mined hodile countenance of the Spaniards, was, after 
fbme fruitiefs councils of war, compelled to re-imbark*. 
On this occafion fir George's enemies were uncommonly 
active in the propagation of abufe, Burnet, the record- 
maker of the i^rty, has particularly didingulfhed him- , 
felf ; but it certainly may be fairly iriade a queffion of 
at the prefcnt day, now time and reafon haie annihilated 
thofe ridiculous diflindlious of parties which then pre-

Unfortunate as this expedition had hitherto been, its 
fuccefs in the conclufion more than compenfatcd for the 
want of it in the beginning. SirGeo^ereceivingadvicet, 
(loon after his quilting Cadiz, that the French admiral, 
Chateau Renaud, had arrived at Vigo with his fquadron, 
having the Spanilh galleons under his convoy, he hcfi- 
tated not a moment to attempt the capture of that im- 
pcHtant place. Fortune favoured the boldncfs of the 
undertaking \ and as on a former occafion { we thought 
the beft mode of doing juftice to the pUantry of this 
commander was by defcribing that particular epterprift 
in his own words, fo probably will the fatse condu^ b« 
oquaily proper in relating the particulais d tbe prefent, 
if poffible more glorious, enterprift.

\ "^ OQ. 12. aniio 1702. — At break of day this mofning 
rremoved, ' arid hoifVed my flag on board the Somerfet, 
The wind bein^ af W. S. W. prtirtifed a fiVoiiraBlt op-- 
pbrtunify of attempting' the enemy, according to the 
refolmions of yefterday. His gfado the duke of OrmOnd' 
uTed great 'dnigeiic'e in difembarkjng the troops,i aniP 
landing them in a bay on the fouth' fhore, about four; 
■ miles to the eaftward of Vigo ; he ordered the grena* 
diers to march under the comiJiand of my lord Shanrion- 
towards the fort, on the fouth fide of Ronondetlo'. At nine' 
o'clock I made the fignal to weigh, vfhich waff accord- 
ingly done, the line of battle formed, aMd' the fhips went 
in upon the enemy ; but falling calm, the van of our line' 
was forced fo anchor within fliot of the enemy's batteries, 
ai the reft of the fhips did in their order. Atone o'clock 
captain Jennings came aboard from vice-adWiiral HopfoiT 
to inform ine the paflage at the boorfi was extremely nar- 
row, that both lides were well fortified, and that, in alf 
. probahility, the firft Ihip that attempted the paffage wouhf 
6c loft, ani defirej I woiifd Come on board Itim amf 
view the place; upon Which 1 inimtdiatel^ Wtfnt orf 
board him, and the more I looked, the more I liked it ; 
for I faw the palTage was half-a-milc wide, fo that it Was 
impoflible a boom of that length coiild be of any ftfCngth. 
I faw the batteries on the larboard-fide were open, 
and riot fo many gUnS mounted 6n the ftarboard-fidc 
as was reported. I faw the enemy had not made a 
dilpofition of their fhips for a vigorous defence, but thaf 
they were in a conuernation and confufion, fo that I 
ordered Mr. Hopfon and the reft of the ofiicers to exe- 
cute their orders, and do iheir duty. At two o'clock in 
the afternoon vice-admiral Hopfon, with the (hips new 
the enemy, flipped their cables, and run in npon them. 
Mr Hopfon, being the headmoft ihipj run through with- 
out a ftop ; but the reft of the fliips of his divifion flop- 
ped, and hung in till they cut their way through ; and 
as foon as they got through the enemy deferted their 
fliips, fetting fome on fire, and running others on more. 
The Torbay was very near being burnt by a fire- 
flii^ of the enemy, which would have certainly done the 
execution had Ine not blowtl up. This accident hap-' 
pened 
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pencd by theTorbay's going too far in before (be ait" 
choTcd. My orders were, that none of our ihips {houjd 
go within the enemy to board them, as they might then 
get an opportunity of burning (hip for fliip, which would' 
have been a better hajgain than I intended them ; but 
the &refliip blowing up, the fire was exiineuifhed by the 
exemplary bravery and diligence of captain Leake, his 
officers and men, and the fliip wonderfully preferved. 
The attack was made with as much fpirit and refoiution 
as ever I faw, and the enemy's defence was as mean, 
except two or three of their fliips, who acquitted them- 
felves honourably. Monf. Chateau Renaiid did not 
behave very well, for he hardly (ired his guns once 
before he fet his (hip on (ire, and ran away as fall ai 
he could. What facilitated the reducing the fort on 
the (larboard-fide was the good condu£t of our forces, 
who contrived to attack it by land at the fame time that 
our (hips poured in their broadfides upon it, between 
which tne enemy was in fuch a confternation that they 
furrendered at difcretion, in lefs than a quarter of an 
hour. I fent a melTage to his grace the duke of Ormond 
with my humble opinion, that if he would pleafe to, 
inarch the forces on toRonondetlo, he might probablv find 
a confiderable quantity of plate and other rich goods, 
upon which his grace continued his match thither. Thus 
ends t,his glorious day to the eternal honour of her majcfty 
and our couniry, and with very little lofs fuftained, tho' 
Ibme of our (hips had like to have come to a misfortune, 
by the enemy's burning (hips driving with the tide of ebb,,' 
and an ofF-fliore wind upon ours, fo that fome of ihcm 
were forced to cut two or three times from their anchors 
to fave themfelves. Had I therefore, as I was advifed, run 
into the Ronondello with the whole fquadron, we mud 
have been iti a huddle, and in all probability fhould have 
burned all together, by which we would have paid too 
dear for our vidory, tliercfore I do fet it down for a maxim 
and rule without exception in our fea~fervice,' that a 
huddle is a thing moii lo be apprehended and avoided. 

" Ofl. 13. — At break of day this morning I went up 
to Ronondello, and gave the necelTary order for fecuring the 
(hipsof war and prizes that were afJoat, and their (lores, as 
yell as for getting oiFthofc that layon fliore with any hopes 

of 
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-tiF tbdr being faved ; to get out the brafs guns of thofe 
thai were loH, and tb preferve the goods of the galleoi^, 
as well of thofe that were alhore as thofe afioat^ from 
iany kind of embezzlement ; and that all the plate that 
-could be found in the bottoms of the butnr galleons 
might be prefervcd for the ufe and fcrvice of her maj^y. 
I was all the day on tliis bufinefs, and returned late at 
night aboardj being ^ery much indifpofed with iharp 
fymptoms of a fit of the gout." 

The lofs fudained by the enemy on this bccaltoti was 
immenfe : exclufive of the trcafure, and other valuable 
property taken and deftroyed, which amounted to 
upwards of twenty inilHun pieces of eight'; the French 
and Spaniards experienced a dellru^ion of their 
naval force, exceeded only by the vidlory at La Hogue. 
Fifteen ihips of the line, according to the cuftom of that 
day mounting from fifty-four to feventy-fix guns; two 
ihips of forty guns each, three frigates, and • thirteen 
galleons, befides many other velTels of inferior note, 
graced the triumph of the allied powers. 

Glorious as this fuccefs was, and fuflicient as it might 
,be thought by unprejudiced perfons to quiet the melan- 
choly ravings of an envious party, the failure of the ex.- 
pedition againft Cadiz was not deemed fuffieiently com- 
penfated for by the glorious cnterprife which fucceeded it. 
An enquiry was entered into in the hoiife of lords relative 
•to the COndu£t of fir George, notwithftanding he hajl 
been received with the higheft acclamations by the peo- 
plet, and the greateft reipe<a by his fovereignt; but it 
ended to the utter confufion of his cne[hies> and the iit- 
crcafe, if poffible, of his own reputation.

io much the more to their difgrace, as fir George, in th^ 
couHe of his defence, tocdc occafion to arraign his in* 
flruSioas very freely, and, as Bumct peeviSily apieffm 
^imiclf, ** took but tittle carr »f a miniflry, which (ac. 
cording to the bifhop's account) had taken fo mui^ of 
tiim." This is ever the event of party-dtfputcs of this 
nature : if the perfon accufed is able to riBdicatc iiii own 
«harafier, hy thewing the fault, if any, to hav* acife^ 
from the impropriety of bis inftrufiKaia, the chaise in- 
Aantly takes a new ground ; the public deKoquent is nte- 
lamorphored into a private one; the crime of^mifcondud 
is ibifted to the On of ingratitude, for having fo bafely 
deferred thofe who had ever ietn his friends. 

Early in themonth of April 170^ iir George mo 
figain owlcMd to take upon him the chief conunaiid of 
ihe fleet. He had projeaed an enterprile, which, if fap 
ttad pofleflcd the means of carrying into execution ac- 
cording to hifi lifft inteation, wouM, is all prababiHiy^ 
-liavc beui fucccfsfal. 

He propofed the fleet QkhiU rendezvous early, 
■and fail imMediate^ foi;the bay of fiilcay, where, in ^1 
probability, it might be poJSbie to farptife, and eitb«r 
40 take or doftroy Aich of the enemy's ibips as mffiht be 
■tbeti at Rochfort or Port Louis. By the middle aTAptU 
he had coUedcd eighteen fiiips of ihe line ; and nottiuig 
can more (ttengly prove his honeft zeal for the fervice of 
his country, than his earnellly prdfiqg, as he did, for 
^eraftiflion to fail with this very inconfiderabls force, 
wiihoBt waiting for the jundion of ibe Dutch, who, 
accdrdtngto t&eir ufual pra^ice, were extremely ^latory 
in putting to fea. That propolal was not at firn afEentra 
to : Qmr 4fterwards a fevcre fit of the gogt GompjeUeft 
vhim a&ually to deftre to religa the comEnaad ; he KffitH- 
aaXdy recovered, in a fmall degree, before this jegueft 
was complied with, and, diougb in ft very weak in^im

On the I4d of June fir George retlirned with the fleet 
to St. Helen's) without having been able to effedl any 
ferviceworthcommemortHingifarthcrlhanthatofprote^ 
Ing our commerce by confining the enemy in porr. Hi| 
Bntagonifts, not content with this paOive kind of exploit^ 
again took OccafiOn to reprobate his conduit; and be- 
caufe he was compelled to go immediately to Bath for 
the recovery of his health from a fevcrc fit of the gout^ 
Aeyfcrupled not to alTert that his indiTpofltion was fifli- 
tious, ocaCvOatA merely by his dlf miffianff am ce^iinand. Th* 
_ fallacy of the aflertion in both inftances quickly became 
apparent, fir George perfedly recovering his health by A. 
timely attention to it, and being continued in his high 
fiatioti) as no one could more worrhily fill it. 

. Earlv in the year 1704, fir George was cholen to com- 
tnandtnefquadrondeuinedtoconvoytoLifbon Charles I 111 
in^owasfupported by Britain In his claitn to the throne of 
5pain. The ihips began to rendezvous at Portfmouth 
early in the month of February; and the king fhewing 
Ae utinoft impatience to proceed to his deftincd pon» 
the admiral exhibited a wonderful in^ance of attachment 
to the wifties of his noble pailengerj by offering to pro- 
ceed even with the fmall forCe then colle£led, without 
muting for the Dutch, provided the reinforcement to bs 
ftnt after him was put under the Orders of fir CloudeflejT 
Shovel. If ever we infifted, or even fuppofed, for a mo-* 
incnt, that any particular fet of political principles could 
inSueoce the condufl of a G/itifn oJlicer, or bias him ia 
the fmalleft degree from what he on all occafionS thought 
the true and genuine intcrefts of his country, here is < 
complete refutation of that fuppofition. — If there is any 
J^ch thing as party, no man can deny that the worthy 
^rfon pitched upon by fir George as his fupporter on 
the prefent occafion, was the idol of fhofe who profcffe4 
what were called dilferent principles, and had been ia 
the uniform habit of exciting a moft poinied pcrfonal 
.oppofiiion to him. Let the conduct of this worthv a4' 
inir^ ia making lus dwicci and, that of tba perion So

Sir George's propolal being accepted, he lailed from 
St. Helen's on the 1 2tii of Fdiniaiy *, and, after a verj 
prjfpenNU voyage, arrived fafe at Lifboa on the l^tii « 
the fame month. The admiral's advice on this occafion 
has been njoft dcfervodly applauded, and is, as has been 
ellcwheie remarked, a very diOinguifbed proof of his 
zeal fof the feivkc of his country and the ioterelt of its 
allies. The difaii vantages he laboured under by putting 
to fea with Co (axall a force, the danger he ran of eu- 
countering a fupetiof enemy, and the lofii of his own 
future reputation, the certain coofequence of dilalkr» 
were all difrcgarded when put in competition with the 
public ^vantages. Charles the Third was truly (eo- 
Itblc of his merit, and rewarded it with his molt cordial 
eltfctn. 

On his arrival at Lilbon a pun&ilio arole, which, lU-

From this multitmle of difficulties our admiral extrr- 
cated himfdf with the gicateft adioitnefs. Obeying the ' 
diSates a£ his natural zeal, he declared to the prince of 
IJeHe D'Aimfiadi, Charles's general, his willingnefs to~ 
coaroy to ^rcelona- the force intended for the attack of. 
th^ city. The troops being accordingly embarked, the ' 
whole fleet reached its dellinatioD on the i8th of May. 
The land force, which did not contift of more ^n two '. 
thonfand men, being landeil on the following day, and: 
found by their own gene/al perfeflly inadetjuate to fo- 
great an ondertaking, be himfelf fiHl propofed their re- ' 
embaikation. This aceonnt, ihort as it is, mutt, in the 
eyes pf every impartial perfon, be fu^cient to exculpate- 
the adtoirat from the fmallell mifcondu^; yet fuch haS' 
hccn the malice of Sumct, that he has taken mrat; itfaan : 
common pains to perfuade the world the failure -of the 
expedition was entirely owing to fir George, who pe- 
remptorily refnfed to ctmtiriue before the place longer 
than three days 1".

The attack 
of Oibnltarwas the tncafiire refolved on it\ council) and, 
as'Tt is well known to alt, peKbrmed with die greatcft 
Ibccefe ; fo that we fcarcely know which n»oft to adinirt, 
the ability which planned, or the vigour which executod 
tt. The anthor of his memoirs ohfervea, ** it was agreed, 
on all hands, that the town was'extremdy ftrong; arid 
had' an handred guns mounted, all facing the fea and the 
two narrow- paflages to the land, and was well fupplisd 
with ammunition ; and oebody but our brave Teamen, under 

^the prudent dircdion of fuch an admiral, could have maf- 
tered it, fince fifty men might have defended tholb works 

'il^infl: thoufands. It is to fir George Rooke, and his 
tHtons, thatwe are beholden for ourjim footing in Spain, 
and for iaying the foundation of our fubfequent advan- 
tages in that kingdom, let the malice of infidious and 
um-eafbnable men fugged what it will" to the contrary." 

This exploit was atchieved with fuch inconfiderabte 
lofs, that it would not be well credited, had it happened 
at a period fo remote that it were polfible to draw oVer it 
the beautiful veil ofhilloric doubt, which on /muoccarions 

■ is fo much admired. To the caj>ture of tnis important 
fortrefs fuccecdcd a naval tranladion, which may be 
confidered as having eclipfed even the moit important of 
thofe occurrences in whicn Rooke bore fo dilHnguilhed 4 
part. This event was the battle of Malaga. It required 
rto ordinary fhare of ingenuity to depreciate the valotr 
9nd conduct of Hr George ; yet an unfortunate compt* 
lifon, made by his friends, between this a3ion and (he 
battle of Blenheim, fought by the duke of Marlborough 
about the fame time, accompltfhed evo^ thing that his

enemies could have wilhcd. Indifi&i'ent.perfon8ccmJi4ct 
not the condudl of a commander ; they regard only the 
quantum of his fuccefs, and though the bravtiy of th^ 
.admiral will certainly bear the (Iriclcn comparifoo with 
that of the general, yet as the viflory of the former was 
unattended by thofc fplendid trophies which graced thoff 
-of the other, it funk in merit with the populace, in propor- 
tion as the other rofe in what was deemed national profit. 
The cannon, the prifoners, the miliui^ cheCl taken br the 
duke, were ridiculously weighed againil the Sight of the 

.count de Thotoule, and found deScient. The enemiesqf 
Rookc contiriued invidioully to call far thofe proofs of 
triumph which fortune only, and not coaduS, -de- 
nied, till the people of England were almoft convinced 
thei r fleet had been defeated, becaufe that of f hcii enemiqs 
bad not been annihilated. 

The account given of this a£lion, by the ^tnirfl, has 
been fo repeatedly tranfcribed by hiltorians as to render 
it improper to inlert it : we fhall, however, fupply th* 
defkiepcy by a relation of it much more curious; a jela- 

- tion e)ctra£led from fir George Rooke's own Journal, 
which, belides the circumllance of its being hitherto lej^ 
known to the world, muft be confidered more interefling, 
as it contains many particulars that arc not pul^llOied in 
the detail already given to the world, and becaufe remarlji 

. and obfervaiions, made on the inftant of an event, bear a 

.greater probability of conveying to us fads, in their' ge- 
nuine liate, than docs a relation deliberately writtEnj 

■ though with the intervention of a few days only. 

Ext. fir G. Rooke's Journal, Aug. 13, 1704. 

" This morning we were within three leagues of the 

enemvj who brought-to with their heads to the foulh- 

ward and formed their line, the wind ftill continuing eaft- 

erly. We fleered down upon them until ten o'clock, ot 

' half an hour pad, when, being at little more than a muiket 
fliot diftance, } was forced to make the fignal and begiq 
the b^ttlq ; the enemy fetting thejr fails, and feeming tq 

• intend to crowd a-head of our van ; the fight was inain- 

. tained on both fides with great fury, for three houis. 
Their van then began tQ give way to ours, as their rear did 
afterwards. But leycral of our Ihips, as well of jnine as 
Jhe f ear-adiniral of the red and white divi Qons, were forced 
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%o go out of t|ie line, fome being dilabled, but moftlbr 
want of fliot, fothatthe body of t^eir fleet feU very faeavj 
upon my fhip, the gt. George, Shrew/bun' and Eagle, tKc 
laft o^ which towed out of the line alfo, ior want of Ihot, 
Iwo hours before night, fo that we were rnnch Shattered 
and difabled. The enemy's line confifted of fifty-two ihips 
and twenty-four galleys j their fliips, moft of them, were 
large. Their liite was forjned very firong in the centre, and 
.weaker to the front and rear, this defe£t tney endeavoured to 
fupply by' their galleys, Yth\ch wercj mpft of tliem^ 
polted in thofe quarters, 

^' |t hasl^en the Iharpefl day's fervice that ever Ifaw; 
and what was mbft exiiaordinary, every officer in the 
flee): perform e,d their duty without the leaft umbrage or 
reflection; and I never obferved the true Englifli fpirlt 
more apparent in pur feamen than on this occafion, fh? 
engagement lalted till about feveft o'clock, when the enemjT 
})orc away and left us. .Moft of the mafls and yards ia 
the fleet were wounded to an irreparable degree. The 

faptainsfiaiq were, fir And. Lake and Cow. Thofe 

wounded, yiz. captains Baker, Myngs, Jumperj Mighells, 
^and Kirkton. Many lieutenants and warrant officers flain 
and woupdeiJ, of whom I have not yet got a particular 
' account. Sir Cloudcfly Shovel, and the other flag offices 
of our front and rpaf, fay, the enemy did not behave 
themfelvcs well in thofe quarters. I am fure thofe in thp 
centre did their duty very gallantly and heartily. We 
-Jay by all night repairing our defeats. 

" At noon Cape Malaga N. by E. feven leagues. 
*' Aug. 14, 1713. Ihis morning the wind backed 
portherly, and fo tq the weftward. We lay by all night 
jepairing gur defefts, as did the enemy till the evening, 
pnd then they filled and plyed away to the weftward. fa 
(he evening I called a council of flag officers. I ordered 
as equal a diftribuiion of (hot as I could, to fit the fleet fojf 
^notner day's engagement. 

'.' At noon Cape Malaga N. by E. nine leagues. 
•' 15, This morning, about ten o'clock, we had a 
fmall breeze caftcrly, with which we bore upon the 
fnemy tin four o'clock in the afternoon: being within four 
leagues of them, and being 100 laie to engage before night, 
I did, by advice of the Englilh flag-officers, bring-to with 
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cfOT head to the nordtward, and layby all aigRt, aftif w;rit 
a frefti levant. 

"• At iroon Targa Head S. W. By S. fix ItagHcs 
■ "' i6. This m«rning not feeing the enemy; or any rf 
Aeir fcouts, to leeward of us, we concTiided that they 
\ren put away to the Streight's month, fo tHaf we ttore 
away W, and W. by N. till fix o'cloek iir tfte evening, 
Being ha^ weather, and we not fure erf onr difltoce 
from the land, we brought-to with our henb to tfte 
northward, and lay By' with x little wind and a' gren 
eallern fea all night. , This afternoon thr AlfeemaiTc, a 
Duith fhip of fixiy-four guns, blew up and- fbft rfl' her 
men except nine or teii." 

Campbell pays a juft and very elegant' compliment to 
Roake by faying, the fkill of the admird, and the bravery 
of the officers and Teamen under his command^ fopplied 
all defedls*, and enabled ihem to give the French to dcXt 
a proof of their fuperiority over them, in alT rcfpeds, at 
fea, that they not only declmed renewing the fight atpre- 
Ifent, but avoided us ever after, and' dlirfl' not venture a 
battle on that element during the remainder of the war. 
It may, therefore, be juflly faid, the battle of Malaga 
decided the empire of the fea, and left to the Englifh ami 
Dutch an undifpuied claim to the title of maritime pmxni 

Every attempt made by theEhglifh to renew the aflion 
pr<n'ed unfuccefsful. After keeping the fea fame dayi 
fir George put into Gibraltar, where, having in foms 
degree refitted his fhips, and Aored that garrifon with.^ 
the provifions and ammunition he could fpare frmn Jtis 
abfolute neceflities, he made, according to his inftnic- 
tions, the necelTarj' detachment for the Mediterraneui 
fervkc, which he left to fir John Leake. This dohe he 
lulled with the remainder, conflfling of thirty-four fhips 
of the line and fome fmaller veflels, on the 24th of 
Augufl, and arrived at Portfmouth on the 24th of the fol- 
lowing month, without haviitg loft a fingle fhip in the 
courfe of his long voyage, either by accident or the enemy,

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ft circumftance wliich mull be admitted truly lingular^ 
whan we rcfleft on the' two ^eat events, the capture of 
piiirahar and the battle i^M^aga, which muft evciren-. 
der it memorable. 

His reception 1^ his fovereign was cordial, by the people 
it was af&clionate ; yet thefe- marks of public approba- 
tion were not fufiicient to fecurc to him a life unperiecutei 
by thofe, who, as his meiits and favour with the greater 
part of the nation cncreafed, ftrove to fwell their enmity 
In the fame proportion. The addiefs of the houfc of 
commons to the queen, in which Blenheim and Malaga 
were both treated with the fame applaufe, appeared to 
have ferved as an additional incitement to their angcr*r 
Mid when they found thcmfelves unable to prove the de- 
feat of the allied fleet, they were obliged to content thera- 
-felves with faying> tV did Utile or nothing, and that the csn- 
fiiii at Malaga was, at beft, but a drawn bailie. 

Thefe repeated marks of inveteracy at length fucceeded 
in alienating the mind of fir George from the (ervice. 
From this time he exchanged the buftlc, the fatigue of 
fo great a command, together with the envy and hatred of 
his public and avowed enemies, for the calm tranquiH 
Hty of private life, and the general love aitd efleem of 
thofe who were fortunate enough to know him. 
It has beeo obferved, that nothing is more difficult 
to attain, than the chara3er of that man who has been* 
with different perfons, fj much the objeft of love and 
haired : that he Ihould have been the former, furprifes 
us not in (he fmalleft degree ; but we confefs ourfelves 
to have no fmall difficulty in accounting for the latter.

TTii» was well linown to Wiltiani the Thir^: ft«

men of the party p as the choiceft fupporters of bis throne. ' 
He w^s. through the necelTtty pf the ti^nes, fftmciimeit 
obliged tq treat thofe 9s enunies, whom, according to the 
dictates of bis inclination, he would gladly have racked 
among his deareil friends. Happy are the preient ^ay^ 
when fuch ridiculous diftinflions havf ceafed ; when true 
' patriotifm and loyalty are fynonymous and ifldivifiblo 
terms, and fovercigns ]^imw ua other tcpcts tha^ julticcB 
and the general good! 

To that pait o£ Gr George Rooke's conduft whicl% 
more particularly concerns his charafler as an officer, no 
perTen has prefijmed to obieft. His prudence, bis ability, 
his bravery ftand,.wc will Dot fay unrivalled, but wecan^ 
vith Ihe greatcft truth, pronounce them unexcelled by the 
Rioft popular of his cotemporaries. He polTeired a wonr 
dcrfni cooFnefs, even in the heat of aflion, which enabled 
lim to afl with ihal cautioti neceflary to counieraf) 3 
wary enemy : and though he poiTedt-d the fire of Alex- 
ander, he took care to temper it with the citcumfpeiiion 
ef FabiuE.

He had feceBgrievomftyaffliSed with the gont-for fome 
years previocts to his death, which, indeed, was princi- 
pallr owin^ to thisdiQeniper, and happened oii;the 24A 
of January 1^08-9, in the jSth year «t his age. Hewac 
thrice married, firft la Mrs. Howe, daaghter of &r Tho. 
Howe, Bart. ^ CoW Berwick in the county bf Wilts ; 
fecondly to Mrs. Mary Lutterel, daughter of colon^ 
Frands Lirttcrel, of Dunfter CafUe, SpmqrfetQiire. She 
died in child-Jicd oi her £rfl child in the nionih of Juljr 
1702-3*. And, laftiy, to Mife Csiherinc KnatchbulC 
<lita^»teroffir'i>iomasKnatchbuIl, ofMerlhara Hatch, 
in the totinty of Kent. He lefi only one fon, George, 
vrho was bom of the fccond wife,aDd became fole heirto hie 
fortuoe. Hisexecutors, from the *ery commendable defire 
of perpetual it^ his memory, c^reiSed a very noble mona- 
tnent in Carrtevbury Cathedral. It was the tribute cf 
frteodjfliipj and therefore defervee to be revered^ but the 
fame of this great man (hall continue in the page of hif- 
tory when the marble record has mouldered into dull.
